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INTRODUCTORY. 


The  Twenty-ninth  consecntlve  Tolnme  of  the  official  Bine  Book  Is  herewith 
presented,  as  provided  by  law.  In  Its  preparation  a  special  effort  has  been  made 
to  secure  accnracy  and  completeness.  Several  new  and  important  features  re- 
lating to  the  state  of  Wisconsin  have  been  Introduced,  but  the  volume  has  bten 
kept  within  its  former  size  limit  by  eliminating  some  abstract  matters  of  In- 
different interest,  and  incorporating  In  their  stead  new  features  of  special  Im- 
portance to  the  state,  thus  adding  to  the  value  of  the  book  as  a  political  and 
statistical  reference  manual,  or  general  state  directory. 

The  election  and  population  statistics  are  more  than  usually  complete,  and  an 
effort  has  been  made  to  present  pertinent  comparisons  In  these  departments,  and 
also  to  secure  the  greatest  degree  of  accuracy  possible. 

Every  feature  of  the  book  has  been  thoroughly  overhauled  and  revised  and  nir 
statistical  matter  has  been  officially  verified,  so  far  as  practicable.  Comprehen- 
sive statements  of  state  institutions,  commissions,  boards,  organizations  and  so- 
cieties have  been  obtained  from  official  sources  for  this  volume. 

Particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  bringing  all  Information  up  to  date.  In- 
cluding state  appointments  and  changes  made  up  to  February  1st,  1897. 

A  notable  feature  of  the  present  volume  Is  the  new  half  tone  Illustrations  of  the 
state  institutions,  with  portraits  of  the  United  States  Senators,  Members  of  Con- 
gress, State  Officers  and  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  many  of  which  are  ap- 
propriately grouped.  The  state  institutions  include  several  new  buildings,  and 
as  the  plates  are  made  from  recent  photographs,  by  process,  the  results  are 
faithful  and  satisfactory.

DECLARATION  OF  INDEPENDENCE. 


UNANIMOUSLY    PASSED    BY    THE    CONGRESS    OF    THE    TIUiii'MJI    TmiTED 

STATES  OF  AHEBICA,  JULY  4,  1779. 

When,  In  the  course  of  human  eTents,  it  becomes  necessary  for  one  people  to  dissolve 
the  political  bands  which  have  connected  them  with  another,  and  to  assume  among^  the 
povren  of  the  earth  the  separate  and  equal  station  to  which  the  laws  of  nature  and  of 
nature^s  Ood  entitle  them,  a  decent  respect  to  the  opinions  of  mankind  requires  that 
they  should  declare  the  causes  which  impel  them  to  the  separation. 

Weholdthes'i  truths  to  be  self-evident,  that  all  men  are  created  equal;  that  thej  are 
endowed  by  their  Creator  with  certain  unalienable  rights;  that  among  these  are  life,  liberty, 
and  the  pursuit  of  happiness.  That  to  secure  these  rights,  goiiwimiiii  are  tortiHiliiil 
among  men,  deriving  tlieir  Just  powers  from  the  ooosent  of  ttie  governed;  and  that  when- 
ever any  form  of  government  becomes  destructive  of  these  ends,  it  is  the  right  of  the 
people  to  alter  or  to  abolish  it,  and  to  institute  a  new  government,  laying  its  fotmdation  on 
such  principles,  and  organizing  its  powers'ln  such  form,  as  to  them  shall  seem  most  liicely 
to  elTect  their  safety  and  happiness.  Prudence,  indeed,  will  dictate  that  governments  long 
offtAbliahed  should  not  be  changed  for  light  and  transient  oauses;  and,  aooonUngly,  all 
experienoe  hath  shown  that  mankind  are  more  disposed  to  suffer,  while  evils  are  suffer- 
able,  than  to  right  themselves  by  abolishing  the  forms  to  which  they  are  accustomed. 
But  when  a  long  train  of  abuses  and  usurpations,  pursuing  invariably  the  same  object, 
evinces  a  desi^m  to  red(*"<d  th>3m  under  absolute  despotism,  it  is  their  right,  it  is  their  duty, 
to  throw  off  such  government,  and  to  provide  new  guards  for  Uieir  future  security.  Such 
has  been  the  patient  sufferance  of  thes3  colonies,  and  such  is  now  the  necessity  which  con- 
strains them  to  alter  their  former  systems  of  government.  The  history  of  the  present  king 
of  Great  Britain  to  a  history  of  repeated  injuries  and  usurpations,  all  having,  in  direct 
object,  the  establtohmimt  of  an  absolute  tyranny  over  these  States.  To  prove  this,  let  facts 
be  submitted  to  a  candid  world: 

He  has  refused  hto  assent  to  laws  the  most  wholesome  and  necessary  for  the  public  good. 
He  has  forbidden  his  Governors  to  pass  laws  of  immadtate  and  pressing  importance,  un- 
less suspended  in  their  operation  till  his  assent  should  be  obtained;  and,  when  so  suspended, 
he  has  utterly  neglected  to  attend  to  them.  He  has  refused  to  pass  other  laws  for  the 
ac^commodation  of  large  districts  of  people  unle^ss  these  people  would  relinquish  the  right 
of  representation  In  the  legislature— a  right  inestimable  to  them,  and  formidable  to  tyrants 
only.  He  has  called  together  legislative  bodies  at  places  unusual,  uncomfortable,  and  dis- 
tant from  the  depository  of  their  public  records,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  fatiguing  them  into 
compliance  with  his  measures.  He  has  dissolved  representative  houses  repeatedly  for 
opposing,  with  manly  firmness,  his  invasions  on  the  ri<^hts  of  the  people.  He  has  refused, 
for  a  long  time  after  such  dissolutions,  to  cause  others  to  be  elected;  whereby  the  legisla- 
tive powers,  incapable  of  annihilation,  have  returned  to  the  people  at  large  for  their  exer- 
cise, the  State  remaining.  In  the  meantime,  exposed  to  all  the  danger  of  invasion  from 
without  and  convulsions  within.  He  has  endeavored  to  prevent  the  population  of  these 
States;  for  that  purpose,  obstructing  the  laws  for  naturalization  of  foreigners;  refusing  to 
pass  others  to  encourage  their  emigration  hither,  and  raising  the  conditions  of  new  appro- 
priations of  lands.  He  has  obstructed  the  administration  of  justice,  by  refusing  hto  assent 
to  laws  for  establtohing  judiciary  powers.  He  has  made  judges  dependent  on  his  will  alone 
for  the  tenure  of  their  offices  and  the  amount  and  payment  of  their  salaries.  He  has 
erected  a  multitude  of  new  offices,  and  sent  hither  swarmf^of  officers  to  harass  our  peoplCi 
and  eat  out  their  substance.  He  has  kept  among  us,  in  times  of  peace,  standing  armies, 
without  the  consent  of  our  legtolature.  He  has  affected  to  render  the  military  independent  of 
and  superior  to  the  civil  power.  He  has  combined  with  others  to  subject  us  to  a  jurisdic- 
tion foreis^i  to  our  constitution,  and  unacknowle<lged  by  our  laws;  giving  his  assent  to  their 
a  'US  of  prL»ten'led  le;;tolation: 

For  quarU'rin-?  large  bodies  of  armed  troops  among  us;  for  protecting  them,  by  a  mock 
trial,  from  puuij^ment,  for  any  murders  which  they  should  commit  on  the  inhabitants  of 
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these  SUtee;  for  catttnic  off  our  trade  with  all  parts  of  the  world ;  for  impostng  taxes  on 
us  without  our  consent;  for  depriving  us,  in  many  cases,  of  the  benefits  of  trial  by  jury. 
For  transporting  us  beyond  seas  to  be  tried  for  pretended  offences.  For  abolishing  the 
free  system  of  English  laws  in  a  neighboring  province,  establishing  therein  an  arbitrary 
government,  and  enlarging  its  boundaries,  so  as  to  render  it  at  once  an  example  and  fit 
instrument  for  introducing  the  same  absolute  rule  into  these  colonies;  for  taking  away  our 
efaaiters,  abolishing  our  most  valuable  laws,  and  altering,  fundamentally,  the  powera 
of  oar  govemmenis;  for  suspending  our  own  legislatures,  and  declaring  themselves  invested 
with  power  to  legislate  for  us  in  all  cases  whatsoever.  He  has  abdicated  government  hesa, 
by  declaring  us  out  of  his  protection,  and  waging  war  against  us.  He  has  plundered  our 
seas,  ravaged  our  coast,  burnt  our  towns,  and  destroyed  the  lives  of  our  people.  He  is  at 
this  time,  transporting  large  armies  of  foreign  mercenaries  to  complete  tho  works  of  death, 
desolation,  and  tyranny,  already  begun,  with  circumstances  of  cruelty  and  perfidy  scarcely 
paralleled  in  the  most  barbarous  ages,  and  totally  unworthy  the  head  of  a  civilised  nation. 
Ha  has  constrained  our  fellow  citizens,  takt^n  captive  on  the  high  seas,  to  bear  arms 
against  their  oountiy,  to  become  the  executioners  of  their  friends  and  brethren,  or  to  fall 
themselves  by  their  hands.  He  has  excited  domestic  insurrections  among  us,  and  has 
endeavored  to  bring  on  the  inhabitants  of  our  frontiers  the  merciless  Indian  savages,  whose 
known  rule  of  warfare  is  an  undistinguished  destruction  of  all  ages,  sexes,  and  conditions. 

In  every  stage  of  these  oppressions,  we  have  petitioned  for  redress,  in  the  most  humble 
terms;  our  repeated  petitions  have  been  answered  only  by  repeated  injury,  A  prince 
whose  character  is  thus  marked  by  every  act  which  may  define  a  tyrant,  is  unfit  to  be  the 
ruin*  of  a  free  people. 

Nor  have  we  been  wanting  in  attention  to  our  British  brethren.  We  have  warned  them, 
from  time  to  time,  of  attempts  made  by  their  legislature  to  extend  an  unwarrantable 
Jurisdiction  over  us.  We  have  reminded  them  of  the  circumstances  of  our  emigration 
and  settlement  here.  We  have  appealed  to  their  native  Justice  and  magnanimity,  and  we 
have  conjured  them,  by  the  ties  of  our  common  kindred,  to  disavow  these  usurpations, 
which  would  inevitably  interrupt  our  connections  and  correspondence.  They,  too,  have 
been  deaf  to  the  voice  of  Justice  and  consanguinity.  We  must,  therefore,  acquiesce  in  the 
necessity  which  denounces  our  separation,  and  hold  them,  as  we  hold  the  rest  of  mankind, 
enemies  in  war  —  in  peace,  friends. 

We,  therefore,  the  representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America,  in  General  Ck>ngre8B 
assembled,  appealing  to  the  Supreme  Judge  of  the  world  for  the  rectitude  of  our  intentions, 
do,  in  the  name  and  by  the  authority  of  the  good  people  of  these  colonies,  solemnly  pub- 
lish and  declare,  that  these  United  Colonies  are,  and  of  right  ought  to  be,  free  and  inde- 
pendent States;  that  they  are  absolved  from  all  allegiance  to  the  British  crown,  and  that 
all  political  connections  bet>  een  them  and  the  State  of  Great  Britain  is,  and  ought  to  be, 
totally  dissolved;  and  that,  as  free  and  independent  States,  they  have  full  power  to  levy 
war,  conclude  peace,  contract  alliances,  establish  commerce,  and  to  do  all  other  acts  and 
things  which  independent  States  may  of  right  do.  And  for  the  support  of  this  declaration, 
with  a  firm  reliance  on  the  protection  of  Divine  Providence,  we  mutually  pledge  to  each 
other  our  Uvea,  our  fortunes,  and  our  sacred  honor.

THE  CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES. 


PRSAMBLB. 

Wb,  the  people  of  the  United  States,  in  order  to  fonn  a  more  perfect  nnion.  establish 
JQStioe,  insure  domestic  tranquility,  provide  for  the  common  defense,  promote  the 
general  welfare,  and  secure  the  blessings  of  liberty  to  ourselves  and  our  posterity,  do 
ordain  and  establish  this  Constitution  for  the  United  States  of  America. 

ARTICLE  I. 

Sbotiov  1.  All  legislative  powers  herein  granted  shall  be  vested  in  a  Congress  of  the 
United  States,  which  shall  consist  of  a  Senate  and  House  of  Kepresentatives. 

Section  2.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  composed  of  members  chosen  every 
second  year  by  the  people  of  the  several  States,  and  the  electors  in  each  State  shall  have 
the  qualifications  requisite  for  electors  of  the  most  numerous  branch  of  the  State  legis- 
lature. 

No  person  shall  be  a  Representative  who  shall  not  have  attained  to  the  age  of  twenty- 
five  years,  and  been  seven  years  a  oitiaen  of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall  not,  when 
elected,  be  an  inhabitant  of  that  State  in  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

Repreeentatives  and  direct  taxes  e^all  be  apportioned  among  the  several  states  which 
may  be  included  within  this  Union,  according  to  their  respective  numbers,  which  shall  be 
determined  by  adding  to  the  whole  number  of  free  persons,  including  those  bound  to 
service  for  a  term  of  years,  and  excluding  Indians  not  taxed,  three-fifths  of  all  other  per- 
sons. The  actual  enumeration  shall  be  made  within  three  years  after  the  first  meeting  of 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and  within  every  subsequent  term  of  ten  years,  in  such 
manner  as  they  shall  by  la  w  direct.  The  number  of  Representatives  shall  not  exceed  one 
for  every  thirty  liiousand,  but  each  State  shall  have  at  least  one  Representative ;  and  until 
such  enumeration  shall  be  made,  the  State  of  New  Hampahire  shall  be  entitled  to  choose 
three,  IfcMtoeT^utettt  eight,  Rhode  Island  and  Providence  PlanUUionM  one,  Connee/icut 
five.  New  York  six,  New  Jersey  four,  Pennsylvania  eight,  Delaware  one,  Maryland 
six,  Virginia  ten.  North  Carolina  five,  SotUh  Carolina  five,  Georgia  three. 

When  vacancies  happen  in  the  representation  from  any  State,  the  executive  authority 
thereof  shall  issue  writs  of  election  to  fill  such  vacancies. 

The  Houae  of  Representatives  shall  choose  their  Speaker  and  other  officers,  and  shall 
have  the  sole  power  of  impeachment. 

Sbotxon  8.  The  Senate  of  the  United  States  shall  be  composed  of  two  Senators  from 
each  State,  ohoeen  by  the  legislature  thereof,  for  six  years ;  and  each  Senator  shall  have 
one  vote. 

Immediately  after  they  shall  be  assembled  in  consequence  of  the  first  election,  they 
shall  be  divided  as  equally  as  may  be  into  three  classes.  The  seats  of  the  Senators  of 
the  first  class  shall  be  vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  second  year ;  of  the  second  class, 
at  the  expiration  of  the  fourth  year,  and  of  the  third  class,  at  the  expiration  of  the 
sixth  year,  so  that  one-third  may  be  chosen  every  second  year ;  and  if  vacancies  happen 
by  resignation  or  otherwise,  during  the  recess  of  the  legislature  of  any  State,  the  execu- 
tive thereof  may  make  temporary  appointments  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  legisla- 
ture, which  shall  then  fill  such  vacancies. 

No  person  shall  be  a  Senator,  who  shall  not  have  attained  to  the  age  of  thirty  years, 
and  been  nine  years  a  eitisen  of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall  not,  when  elected,  be 
an  inhabitant  of  that  State  for  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

The  Vice  President  of  the  United  States  shall  be  President  of  the  Senate,  but  shall 
have  DO  vote  unless  they  be  equally  divided. 

The  Senate  shall  choose  their  other  officers,  and  also  a  President  pro  tempore  In  the 
absence  of  the  Vice  President,  or  when  he  shall  exercise  the  office  of  President  of  the 
United  States. 

The  Senate  shall  have  the  sole  power  to  try  all  impeachments.  When  sitting  for  that 
parpoae,  they  shall  be  on  oath  or  affirmation.    When  the  President  of  the  United  States  is 
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tried,  the  Chief  Justice  shall  preside ;  and  no  person  shall  be  convicted  without  the  oon* 
ourrence  of  two-thirds  of  tlie  members  present. 

Judgment  in  cases  of  impeachment  shall  not  extend  further  than  to  remoyal  from  office, 
and  disqualification  to  hold  and  enjoy  any  office  of  honor,  trust  or  profit  under  the  United 
States ;  but  the  party  convicted  shall,  nevertheless,  ba  liable  and  subject  to  indictment^ 
trial,  judgment  and  punishment,  according  to  law. 

Section  4.  The  times,  places,  and  manner  of  holding  elections  for  Senators  and  Bepre- 
sentatives  shall  be  prescribed  in  each  State  by  the  legislature  thereof ;  but  the  Congress 
may  at  any  time  by  law  make  or  alter'such  regulations,  except  as  to  the  places  of  chooa- 
ing  Senators. 

The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in  every  year,  and  such  meeting  shall  be  oa 
the  first  Monday  in  December,  unless  they  shall  by  law  appoint  a  different  day. 

Section  5.  Each  house  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  elections,  returns,  and  qualifications 
oQts  own  members,  and  a  majority  of  each  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business ;  but 
a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  may  be  authorized  to  compel  the 
attendance  of  absent  members,  in  such  manner  and  under  such  penalties,  as  each  house 
may  provide. 

Each  bouse  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings,  punish  its  members  for  dis- 
orderly behavior,  and  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds,  cxikiI  a  menibor. 

Each  house  shall  koop  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  from  time  to  time  pablLsh  Ihe 
same,  excepting  such  parts  as  may  in  their  judgment  roquii*o  s«^c(x>cy,  and  the  yeas  and 
nays  of  the  membera  of  either  house  on  any  question  shall,  at  tbo  ilRsiro  of  ouoAfth  of 
those  present,  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

Neither  house,  during  the  session  of  Congress,  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  other, 
adjourn  for  more  than  three  days,  nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in  wlilch  the  two 
houses  shall  be  sitting. 

Section  6.  The  Senators  and  Representatives  shall  receive  n  compousation  for  their 
services,  to  bo  ascertained  by  law,  and  paid  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States. 
They  shall,  in  all  cases  except  ti*eason,  felony  and  broach  of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from 
arrest  during  their  nttendtiuco  at  the  session  of  their  respective  houses,  and  in  Koin?  to 
and  returning  from  the  same ;  and  for  any  si)ccch  or  debate  in  either  house,  tliey  shall 
not  be  questioned  in  any  other  place. 

No  Senator  or  Representative  shall,  during  the  time  for  which  he  was  elected,  be  ap- 
pointed to  any  civil  office  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  have 
been  created,  or  the  emoluments  whereof  shall  have  been  increased  during  such  time ; 
and  no  person  holding  any  office  under  the  United  States  shall  be  a  member  of  either 
house  during  his  continuance  in  office. 

Section  7.  All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate  in  the  House  of  Representatives ; 
bat  the  Senate  may  propose  or  concur  with  amendments  as  on  other  bills. 

Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  the  House  of  Representatives  and  the  Senate,  shall, 
before  it  becomes  a  law,  be  presented  to  the  President  of  the  United  States ;  if  he  approve, 
he  shall  sign  it,  but  if  not  he  shall  return  it,  with  his  objections  to  that  house  in  which  it 
shall  have  originated,  who  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  on  their  journal  and  proceed 
to  reconsider  it.  If  after  such  reconsideration  two-thirds  of  that  house  shall  agree  to  pass 
the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  together  with  the  objections,  to  the  other  house,  by  which  it  shall 
likewise  be  reconsidered,  and  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  that  house  it  shall  become  a 
taw.  But  in  all  cases  the  votes  of  both  houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays,  and 
the  names  of  the  persons  voting  for  and  against  the  bill  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal  of 
each  house  respectively.  If  any  bill  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  President  within  ten 
days  (Sundays  excepted)  after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall  be  a  law 
in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it  unless  the  Congress  by  their  adjournment  prevents 
Its  return,  in  which  case  it  shall  not  be  a  law. 

Every  order,  resolution  or  vote  to  which  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  may  be  necessary  (except  on  a  question  of  adjournment)  shall  be  pre- 
sented to  the  President  of  the  United  States ;  and  before  the  same  shall  take  effect,  shall 
be  approved  by  him,  or,  being  disapproved  by  him,  shall  be  repassed  by  two-thirds  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  according  to  the  rules  and  limitations  pre- 
scribed in  the  case  of  a  bilL 

Section  8.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  lay  and  collect  taxes,  duties,  imposts 
and  excises,  to  pay  the  debts  and  provide  for  the  common  defense  and  general  welfare 
of  the  United  States ;  but  all  duties,  imxK>sts  and  excises  shall  be  uniform  throughout 
the  United  States; 

To  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  United  States ; 
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To  regulate  commerce  with  foreign  nations,  and  among  the  several  States  and  with  the 
Indian  tribes; 

To  establish  an  uniform  rule  of  naturalization,  and  imiform  laws  on  the  subject  of  bank- 
ruptcies throughout  the  United  States; 

T)  coin  money,  regulate  the  value  thereof,  and  of  forei^  coin,  and  ilx  the  standard  of 
y^  lights  and  measures; 

T.>  provide  for  the  punishment  of  counterfeiting  the  securities  and  current  coin  of  the 
United  States; 

To  establish  poet  ofQces  and  post  roctds; 

To  promote  the  progress  of  science  and  useful  arts,  by  securing  for  limited  times  to 
authors  and  inventors  the  exclusive  right  to  their  respective  writings  and  discoveries; 

To  constitute  tribunals  inferior  to  tlio  Supreme  Court; 

To  deflne  uid  punish  piracies  and  felonies  committed  on  the  high  seas,  and  offenses  against 
the  laws  of  nations; 

To  declare  war,  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal,  and  make  rules  concerning  captures 
on  land  and  water; 

To  raise  and  support  armies,  but  no  appropriation  of  money  to  that  use  shall  be  for  a 
longer  term  than  two  years; 

To  provide  and  maintain  a  navy; 

To  make  rules  for  the  government  and  regulation  of  the  land  and  naval  forces; 

To  provide  for  calling  forth  the  militia  to  execute  the  laws  of  the  Unlou,  suppress  Insur- 
rections and  repel  invasions; 

To  provide  for  organizing,  arming,  and  disciplining  the  militia,  and  for  governing  such 
part  of  them  as  may  be  employed  in  the  service  of  tliu  Unitoil  Stattjs,  reserviua:  to  ihtj  States 
respectively,  the  appointment  of  the  offlL*ers,  and  the  authority  of  training  the  militia  accord- 
ing to  the  discipline  prescribed  by  Congress; 

To  exercise  exclusive  legislation  in  all  cases  whatsoever,  over  such  district  (not  exceeding 
ten  miles  square)  as  may,  by  cession  of  particular  Slates,  and  the  occeptance  of  Congi*ess, 
b  •.?ome  the  seat  of  government  of  the  United  Stn.tc-5,  and  to  e.viToiS'*  like  auihorlLy  over  all 
places  purcha'^dd  by  the  consent  of  the  legislature  of  th«j  State  iu  Avbich  rho  same  sliall  be, 
for  the  erection  of  forts,  magazines,  arsenals,  doukyariLs,  and  other  needful  buildings;  and 

To  make  all  laws  which  shall  be  ne:;essary  an- 1  proper  for  carrying  into  execution  the 
foregoing  powers,  and  all  other  powers  ve^sted  by  this  Constitution  in  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,  or  in  any  department  or  officer  thereof. 

Section  9.  The  migration  or  importation  of  such  persons  as  any  of  the  States  now  exist- 
ing shall  think  proper  to  admit,  shall  not  be  prohibited  by  the  Congress  prior  to  the  year 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight,  but  a  tax  or  duty  may  be  imposed  on  such  importa- 
tion, not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  person. 

The  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpiLs  shall  not  be  suspended,  unless  when  in  cases  of 
rebellion  or  invasion  the  public  safety  may  require  it. 

No  bill  of  attainder  or  ex  post  facto  law  sliall  be  passed. 

No  capitation,  or  other  direct  tax  shall  be  laid,  unless  in  proportion  to  the  census  or  enu- 
meration hereinbefore  directed  to  be  taken. 

No  tax  or  duty  shall  be  laid  on  articles  exported  from  any  State. 

No  preference  shall  be  given  by  any  regulation  of  commerce  or  revenue  to  the  ports  of 
one  State  over  those  of  another;  nor  shall  vessels  bound  to,  or  from  one  State,  be  obliged  to 
enter,  clear  or  pay  duties  in  another. 

No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  tre«isury,  but  in  consequence  of  appropriations  made 
by  law;  and  a  regular  statement  and  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  all  public 
money  shall  be  published  from  time  to  time. 

No  title  of  nobility  shall  be  granted  by  the  United  States;  and  no  person  holding  an  ofllce 
of  profit  or  trust  under  them,  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  Congress,  accept  of  any 
prwient,  emolument,  office  or  title  of  any  kind  whatever,  from  any  king,  prince  or  foreign 
State. 

Section  10.  No  State  shall  enter  into  any  treaty,  alliance  or  confederation;  grant  letters 
of  marque  and  reprisal;  coin  mone}';  emit  bills  of  credit;  make  nuyfchiug  but  gold  and 
silver  coin  a  tender  in  payment  of  debts;  pa.«w  any  bi'l  of  att,'iin(lcr,  ex  post  facto  law,  or 
law  impairing  the  obligation  of  contracts,  or  graiit  ai*y  title  of  r.obili ty. 

No  state  shall,  without  the  conwut  of  the  CoagivKs,  lay  nny  impostLi  or  duties  on  imports 
n~  exports,  except  what  may  be  absolutely  necoyjimry  for  execut.'Lg  its  inspection  laws;  and 
t!ie  net  produce  of  all  duties  and  imposts,  laid  by  any  St^to  on  imports  or  expoits,  shall  be 
To*,  the  use  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States;  and  all  such  laws  sludl  be  subject  to  the 
Tvvision  and  condrol  of  the  Congress. 
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No  State  shall,  without  the  consent  of  Congress,  loj  any  duty  of  tonnage,  keep  troopa  or 
ships  of  war  in  time  of  peace,  enter  into  any  agreement  or  oompoct  with  another  State,  or 
with  a  foreign  power,  or  engage  in  war,  unless  actually  invaded,  or  in  such  imminent  danger 
OS  will  not  admit  of  delay. 

ARTICLE  n. 

Sbotiok  1.  The  executive  power  shall  be  vested  In  a  President  of  the  United  States  of 
America.  He  shall  hold  his  office  during  the  term  of  four  years,  and  together  with  the 
Vice  President,  chosen  for  tiie  same  term,  be  elected  as  follows: 

Each  state  shall  appoint,  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature  thereof  may  direct,  a  number 
of  electors,  equal  to  the  whole  number  of  Senators  and  Representatives  to  which  the  State 
may  be  entitled  in  the  CX>ngre6s;  but  no  Senator  or  Representative,  or  person  holding  an 
office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the  United  States  shall  be  appointed  an  elector. 

The  electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  States,  and  vote  by  ballot  for  two  persons,  of 
whom  one  at  least  shall  not  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  same  State  with  themselves.  And  they 
shall  make  a  list  of  all  the  persons  voted  for,  and  of  the  number  of  votes  for  each;  which  list 
they  shall  sign  and  oertity,  and  transmit,  sealed,  to  the  seat  of  government  of  the  United 
States,  directed  to  the  President  of  the  Senate.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall,  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  open  all  the  certificates,  and  the  votes  shall 
then  be  counted.  The  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  the  Presldent,lf 
such  number  be  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  electors  appointed;  and  if  there  be 
more  than  one  who  have  such  a  majority,  and  have  an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  the 
House  of  Representatives  shall  immediately  choose  by  ballot  one  of  them  for  President ; 
and  if  no  person  have  a  majority,  then  from  the  five  highest  on  the  list  the  said  Honae 
shall  in  like  manner  chciose  the  President.  But  in  choosing  the  President,  the  votes 
shall  be  taken  by  States,  the  representation  from  each  State  having  one  vote ;  a  quorum 
for  this  purpose  shall  consist  of  a  member  or  members  from  two-thirds  of  the  States, 
and  a  majority  of  all  the  States  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice.  In  every  case,  after  the 
choice  of  the  President,  the  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  of  the  electors, 
shall  be  the  Vice  President.  But  if  there  should  jemain  two  or  more  who  have  equal 
votes,  the  Senate  shall  choose  from  them  by  ballot  the  Vice  President. 

The  Ck>ngress  may  determine  the  time  of  choosing  the  electors,  and  the  day  on  which 
they  shall  give  their  votes;  which  day  shall  be  the  same  throughout  the  United  States. 

No  person  except  a  natural-bom  citizen,  or  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  at  the  time  of 
the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  President;  neither  shall 
any  person  be  eligible  to  that  office,  who  shall  not  have  attained  to  the  age  of  thirty-five 
years,  and  been  fourteen  years  a  resident  within  the  United  States. 

In  case  of  the  removal  of  the  President  from  office,  or  of  his  death,  resignation,  or  inabil- 
ity to  discharge  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  said  office,  the  same  shall  devolve  on  the  Vice 
President,  and  the  Congress  may  by  law  provide  for  the  case  of  removal,  death,  resigna- 
tion or  inability  both  of  the  President  and  Vice  President,  declaring  what  officer  shall  then 
act  as  President,  and  such  officer  shall  act  accordingly,  until  the  disability  be  removed,  or  a 
President  shall  be  elected. 

The  President  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  his  services  a  compensation  which  shall 
be  neither  increased  nor  diminished  during  the  period  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected, 
and  he  shall  not  receive  within  that  period  any  other  emolument  from  the  United  States, 
or  any  of  them. 

Before  he  enters  on  the  execution  of  his  office,  he  shall  take  the  f oUowing  oath  or  affir- 
mation: 

'*  I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  aifirm)  that  I  will  faithfully  execute  the  office  of  President  of 
the  United  States,  and  will,  to  the  best  of  my  abUity,  preserve,  protect,  and  defend  the  con- 
stitution of  the  United  States.** 

SacmoH  8.  The  President  shall  be  conunandei^in-chief  of  the  army  and  navy  of  the 
United  States,  and  of  the  militia  of  the  several  States,  when  called  into  the  actual  service  of 
the  United  States;  he  may  require  the  opinion,  in  writing,  of  the  principal  officer  in  each  of 
the  executive  departments,  upon  any  subject  relating  to  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices, 
and  he  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves  and  pardons  for  offenses  against  the  United 
States,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment. 

He  shall  have  power,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  to  make  treaties, 
provided  two-thirds  of  the  Senators  present  concur;  and  he  shall  nominate,  and  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  ambassadors,  other  public  minis- 
ters and  consuls.  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  all  other  officers  of  the  United  State:; 
whose  appointments  are  not  herein  otherwise  provided  for,  and  which  shall  beestablisfae^ 
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by  law ;  bat  the  Goq^tdw  may  by  law  Test  the  appointment  of  snoh  inferior  ofBoen  as 
they  think  proper,  in  the  President  al  ve,  in  the  courts  of  law  or  in  the  heads  of  depart- 
ments. 

The  President  shall  hare  power  to  fill  up  all  Taoancies  that  may  hapx>en  daring  the 
nsoe^fl  of  the  Senate,  by  granting  commissions  which  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  their 
n^zt  session. 

SacmoN  8.  He  shall  from  time  to  time  ffire  to  the  Ckmgress  sach  information  of  the 
state  of  the  Union,  and  recommend  to  their  consideration  measures  as  he  shall  Judge 
necessary  and  expedient;  he  may  on  extraordinary  occasions  convene  both  Houses,  or 
either  of  them,  and  in  case  of  disagreement  between  them,  with  respect  to  the  time  of 
adjournment,  he  may  adjourn  them  to  such  time  as  he  shall  think  proper ;  he  shall  re- 
oeiTC  ambassadors  and  other  public  ministers ;  he  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faith- 
fully executed,  and  shall  commission  all  of  the  officers  of  the  United  States. 

Srctiok  4.  The  President,  Vice  President,  and  all  civil  oiBoers  of  the  United  States, 
shall  be  removed  from  office  on  impeachment  for,  and  cooTiotloi^  of  treason,  bribery 
or  other  high  crimes  and  misdemeanon. 

ABTICIiE  m. 

Bacnoir  1.  The  judicial  power  of  the  United  States  shall  be  vested  in  one  Supreme 
Court,  and  in  such  inferior  courts  as  the  Congress  may  from  time  to  time  ordain  and  ee- 
tablish.  The  judges,  both  of  the  supreme  and  Inferior  courts,  shall  hold  their  offices 
during  good  behavior,  and  shall  at  stated  times  receive  for  their  services  a  compensa* 
tion  which  shall  not  be  diminished  during  their  continuance  in  office. 

SiCTiON  'L  The  judicial  power  shall  extend  to  all  cases,  in  law  and  equity,  arising 
under  this  Constitution,  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  treaties  made  or  which  shall 
be  made,  under  their  authority ;  to  all  cases  affecting  ambassadors,  other  public  minis- 
ters and  consuls ;  to  all  cases  of  admiralty  and  maritime  jurisdiction ;  to  controversies 
to  which  the  United  States  shall  be  a  party ;  to  controversies  between  two  or  more  States ; 
between  a  State  and  citiaens  of  another  State ;  between  oitisens  of  different  States ; 
between  citizens  of  the  same  State  claiming  lands  under  grants  of  different  States,  and 
between  a  State  or  the  citiaens  thereof,  and  foreign  States,  cltisens  or  subjects. 

In  all  cases  affecting  ambassadors,  other  public  ministers  and  consuls,  and  those  in 
which  a  State  shall  be  a  party,  the  Supreme  Court  shall  have  original  jurisdiction.  In 
all  the  other  cases  before  mentioned,  the  Supreme  Court  shall  have  appellate  jurisdic- 
tion, both  as  to  law  and  fact;  with  such  exceptions,  and  xmder  such  regulations  as  the 
Congress  shall  make. 

The  trial  of  all  crimes,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment,  shall  be  by  jury ;  and  such  trial 
shall  be  held  in  the  State  where  the  said  crime  shall  have  been  committed ;  but  when 
not  committed  within  any  State,  the  trial  shall  be  at  such  place  or  places  as  the  Con- 
gress may  by  law  have  directed. 

Sbction  3.  Treason  against  the  United  States  shall  consist  only  in  levying  war 
against  them,  or  in  adhering  to  their  enemies,  giving  them  aid  and  comfort.  Nn  person 
sliall  be  convicted  of  treason  unless  on  the  testimony  of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt 
act,  or  on  confession  in  open  courts 

Hie  Congress  shall  have  power  to  declare  the  punishment  of  treason,  but  no  attainder 
of  treason  shall  work  corruption  of  Uood  or  forfeiture  except  during  the  life  of  the  per- 
son attainted. 

ARTICLE  ly. 

SicTioir  1.  Full  faith  and  credit  shall  be  given  in  each  State  to  the  public  acts, 
records,  and  judicial  proceedings  of  every  other  State.  And  the  Congress  may  by  gen- 
eral laws  prescribe  the  manner  in  which  such  acts,  records  and  proceedings  shall  be 
proved,  and  the  effect  thereof. 

SacnoH  2.  The  citizens  of  each  State  shall^  entitled  to  all  privileges  and  immuni* 
ties  of  citizens  in  the  several  States. 

A  person  charged  in  any  State  with  treason,  felony,  or  other  crime,  who  shall  flee  from 
justice  and  be  found  in  anotlier  State,  shall,  on  demand  of  the  executive  authority  of 
tlie  State  from  which  he  fled,  be  delivered  up,  to  be  'removed  to  the  State  having  juris- 
diction of  the  crime. 

No  person  held  to  service  or  labor  in  one  State,  under  the  laws  thereof,  escaping  into 
toother,  shall,  in  consequence  of  any  law  or  regulation  therein,  be  discharged  from  such 
tervioe  or  labor,  but  shall  be  delivered  up  on  dalm  of  the  party  to  whom  such  service 
or  labor  may  be  due. 

Sbgtioh  Z,  New  States  may  be  admitted  by  the  Congress  into  this  Union ;  but  no  new 
State  shall  be  formed  or  erected  within  the  jurisdiction  of  any  other  State ;  nor  any 
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State  bo  formed  by  tho  junction  of  two  or  more  States,  or  part  of  States,  without  tlie 
consent  of  the  lof^islature  of  the  States  concerned  as  well  as  of  the  Conflrross. 

The  Coniorres»  siiall  have  power  to  dispose  of  and  make  all  needful  rules  and  ref^ulations 
respectinff  the  territory  or  other  property  belonering  to  the  United  States;  and  nothing 
in  this  Constitution  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prejudice  any  claims  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  any  particular  State. 

Section  4.  The  United  States  hhall  guaranty  to  every  State  in  this  Union  a  republi- 
can form  of  fTovcmment,  and  shall  protect  each  of  them  against  invasion,  and  on  appli- 
cation of  the  legislature,  or  of  the  executive  (when  the  legislature  cannot  be  convened), 
against  domestic  violence. 

ARTICLE  V. 
The  Congress,  whenever  two-thirds  of  both  houses  shall  deem  it  necessary,  shall  pro- 
pose amendments  to  this  Constitution,  or,  on  the  application  of  the  legislature  of  two- 
thirds  of  tJie  several  States,  shall  call  a  convention  for  pror>osing  amendments,  which 
in  either  case  shall  be  valid  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  part  of  this  Constitution, 
when  ratified  by  the  logislaiuresof  three-fourths  of  the  several  States,  or  by  conventions 
in  three-fourths  thereof,  as  the  one  or  the  other  mode  of  ratification  may  bo  proi)Oied 
by  the  Congress ;  provided  that  no  amendment  which  may  be  made  prior  to  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight,  shall  in  any  manner  affect  the  first  and  fourth 
clauses  in  the  ninth  section  of  the  first  article ;  and  that  no  State,  without  its  consent, 
shall  be  deprived  of  its  equal  suffrage  in  the  Senate. 

ARTICLE  VL 
All  debts  contracted  and  engagements  entered  into,  before  the  adoption  of  this  Con- 
stitution, shall  be  as  valid  against  the  United  States  under  tJiis  Constitution  as  under 
the  confederation. 

Tliis  Constitution,  and  the  laws  of  the  United  States  which  shall  be  made  in  pursu- 
ance thereof,  and  all  treaties  made,  or  which  shall  be  made,  under  the  authority  of  the 
United  States,  shall  be  the  supreme  law  of  the  land ;  and  the  judges  inevor>'  State  shall 
be  bound  thereby,  anything  in  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  any  State  to  the  contrary 
notwitlistanding. 

The  Senators  and  Representatives  before  mentioned,  and  the  members  of  tlie  several 
State  legislatures,  and  all  executive  and  judicial  officers,  both  of  the  United  States  and 
of  the  several  States  shall  l^e  lx>und  by  oath  or  affirmation,  to  support  this  Constitution ; 
but  no  religious  test  shall  ever  bo  required  as  a  qualification  to  auy  office  or  public 
ti-ust  under  the  United  States. 

ARTICLE  VII. 
Tlio  ratification  of  the  convention  of  nine  States  shall  be  sufficient  for  the  establish' 
ment  of  this  Constitution  between  the  States  so  ratifying  the  same. 
Done  in  convention  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  States  present,  the  seventeenth  day 
of  September,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-seven, 
and  of  the  indeix?ndenco  of  the  United  States  of  America  the  twelfth.  In  witness 
whereof  we  liave  lioreunto  subscribed  our  names.       Gko.  Washington,

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AMENDMENTS. 


[The  first  ton  amondments  were  proposed  at  the  first  session  of  tlio  first  Congress  of  the 
United  States,  wJiich  was  bef^an  a.id  held  at  the  city  of  New  York,  on  the  4th  of  March. 
17i«.  and  were  adoptoJ  by  the  retiuisito  number  of  States.— 1  vol.  L-^ws  of  U.  S.,  p.  72.J

amendments,  and,  as  thay  have  boon  sm>po.sed  by  a  hi>,'h  equity  jud^e  (S  Wendell's  re- 
ports, p.  101))  to  have  an  import4int  boaiin«?  on  th.)  construction  of  tliose  amojidraents, 
they  are  here  inserted.

CoxoREBS  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES,  beRUD  and  held  at  the  city  of  New  York,  on  Wed- 
nesday, the  4th  of  March,  1789.  Tho  conventions  of  a  number  of  tho  States  having  at  tlie 
time  of  their  adopting  the  Coustituti(m,  expressed  a  desire,  in  order  to  prevent  miscon- 
struction or  abuse  of  its  powers,  tliat  further  declaratory  and  restrictive  clause*  shcmld 
be  added ;  and  as  extending  the  ground  of  public  confidence  in  tho  government,  will 
best  insore  the  beneficent  ends  of  it^s  institution,— 

Resolved  by  the  Sena*^  and  Houae  of  Rvpresentntives  of  the  United  Stains  of 
A  mfrica,  in  Congrfss  assembled,  two-thirds  of  both  housen  concurring,  That  the  fol- 
lowing articles  be  propofcd  to  tho  legislatures  of  the  several  States,  as  amondments  to 
the  Constitntion  of  the  United  States,  all  or  any  of  which  articles,  when  ratifledby 
three-fourths  of  said  legislatures,  to  be  valid  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  part  of  said 
Constitution,  namely : 

ARTICLE  I. 

Congress  shall  make  no  law  respecting  an  establishment  of  religion,  or  prohibiting 
the  free  exercise  thereof ;  or  abridging  the  freedom  of  speech,  or  of  the  press;  or  the 
r.ght  of  th*?  people  peaceably  to  assemble,  and  to  petition  the  government  for  a  redress 
of  gri?vances. 

ARTICLE  XL 
A  well  reffnlated  militia,  being  necessary  to  the  security  of  a  free  State,  tho  right  of 
the  people  to'keep  and  bear  arms  shall  not  be  infringed. 

ARTICLE  III. 
No  M>ldier  shall  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  any  house,  without  the  consent  of 
the  owner,  nor  in  time  of  war,  but  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  law. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  right  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in  their  persons,  hou.ses,  papers  and  effects  against 
unreasonable  searches  and  seizures,  shall  not  bo  violated,  and  no  warrants  shall  issue, 
but  upon  probable  cause,  supported  by  oath  or  aflirmation,  and  particularly  describing 
the  place  to  be  searched,  and  the  persons  or  tilings  to  bo  seized. 

ARTICLE  V. 
No  person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  a  capital,  or  otherwise  infamous  crime,  unless 
on  a  presentment  or  indictment  of  a  grand  jury,  except  in  cases  arising  in  the  land  or 
naval  forces,  or  in  the  militia,  when  in  actual  service  iu  time  of  war  or  public  danger; 
nor  shall  any  person  be  subject  for  the  same  offense  to  be  twice  put  in  jeopardy  of  life 
or  limb ;  nor  shall  be  compelled  in  any  criminal  case  to  be  a  witness  against  himself  nor 
be  deprived  of  life,  liberty,  or  property,  without  due  process  of  law;  nor  shall  private 
property  bo  taken  for  public  use,  without  just  comix^usation. 

ARTICLE  VL 
In  all  criminal  prosecutions  the  accused  shall  enjoy  the  right  to  a  speedy  and  public 
trial,  by  an  impartial  jury  of  tlio  state  and  district  wherein  tlio  crime  shall  have  been 
committed,  which  district  shall  have  been  previously  ascertained  by  law,  and  to  be  in- 
formed of  the  nature  and  cause  of  the  accusation ;  to  bo  confronted  with  the  witnesses 
against  him;  to  have  compulsory  process  for  obtaining  witnesses  in  his  favor,  and  to 
have  the  assistance  of  counsel  for  his  defense. 

ARTICLE  VIL

examined in  any  court  of  the  United  States,  than  according  to  rules  of  the  common  law.

ARTICLE  UL 

Tlie  enumemtioo  in  the  Constitution,  of  certain  rights  shall  not  be  construed  to  deny  or 
dfaqmnice  others  retained  by  the  people. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Tlie  powers  not  delegated  to  the  United  States  by  the  Constitution,  nor  prohibited  I9  it  to 
the  States,  are  reserred  to  the  States  respectirely,  or  to  the  people. 

ARTICLE  XL 

Tlie  judicial  power  of  the  United  States  slinll  not  be  construed  to  extend  to  any  suit  in  law 
or  equity,  commenced  or  prosecuted  agaluut  oue  of  the  United  States  by  citiiens  of  another 
Btate^  or  by  citizens  or  subjects  of  any  foreign  State. 

ARTICLE  Xn. 

Tlie  electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  States  and  Tote  by  ballot  for  President  and 
Vice  President,  one  of  whom  at  least,  shall  not  be  an  iuhabltaut  of  the  same  State  with 
themselves;  they  shall  name  in  their  ballots  the  persons  voteil  for  ns  President,  and  In  dis- 
ttnct  ballots  the  person  voted  for  as  Vice  President,  and  they  sliall  make  distinct  lists  of  all 
persons  voted  for  as  President,  and  of  all  persooA  voted  for  as  Vice  President,  and  of  the 
number  of  votes  for  each;  which  list  they  shall  sign  and  certify,  and  trun^nnlt  sealed  to  the 
■ei^  of  government  of  the  United  States,  directed  to  the  President  of  the  Senate.  The 
President  of  the  Senate  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives, 
open  all  the  certificates,  and  the  votes  shall  then  be  comited;  the  person  having  the  greatest 
number  of  votes  for  President  shall  be  the  President,  If  such  number  be  a  majority  of  the 
whole  number  of  electors  appointed:  and  If  no  person  have  such  majority,  then  from  the 
persons  Having  the  highest  numbers,  not  exceeding  three  on  the  list  of  those  voted  for  as 
President,  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  choose  immediately,  by  ballot,  the  President. 
But  in  choosing  the  President,  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  States,  the  representation  from 
each  State  having  one  vote;  a  quorum  for  this  purpose  shall  consist  of  a  member  or  mem- 
bers from  two-thirds  of  the  States,  and  a  majority  of  all  the  States  shall  be  necessary  to  a 
choice.  And  if  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  not  chooee  a  Pfesldent  whenever  tl« 
right  of  choice  shall  devolve  upon  them,  before  the  fourth  day  of  March  next  following, 
then  the  Vice  President  shall  act  as  President,  as  in  the  case  of  the  death  or  other  constitu- 
tional  disability  of  the  President. 

The  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  as  Vice  President  shall  be  the  Vice  Presi« 
dent,  if  such  number  be  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  electors  appointed,  and  if  no 
person  havt>  h  majority,  then  from  the  two  highest  numbers  on  the  Ust,  the  Senate  shall 
choose  the  Vice  President;  a  quorum  for  the  purpose  shall  consist  of  two-thirds  of  the  whole 
number  of  Senators,  and  a  majority  of  tiie  whole  number  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice. 
But  no  person  constitutionally  Ineligible  to  the  ofllce  of  President  shall  be  eligible  to  that  of 
Vice  President  of  the  United  States. 

ARTICLE  XHL 

BaonoN  1.  Neither  slavery  nor  involuntary  servitude,  except  as  a  punishment  for  crime, 
whereof  the  party  shall  have  been  duly  convicted,  shall  exist  within  the  United  States,  or 
any  place  subject  to  their  jurisdiction. 

Sbotiom  2.    Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this  article  by  appropriate  legislation. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Sbction  1.  All  persons  bom  or  naturalised  in  the  United  States,  and  subject  to  the  juris- 
diction thereof,  are  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  State  wherein  they  reside.  No 
State  shall  make  or  enforce  any  law  which  shall  abridge  the  privilegss  or  immunities  of  dti- 
zens  of  the  United  States,  nor  shall  any  State  deprive  any  person  of  life,  liberty  or  property 
''hout  due  process  of  law,  nor  deny  to  any  person  within  its  jurisdiction  the  equal  proteo> 
-f  the  laws. 

noN  2.  Representatives  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  several  States  according  to 
*e8pective  numbers,  counting  the  whole  number  of  persons  in  each  State,  excluding 
IS  not  taxed.  But  when  the  right  to  vote  at  any  election  for  the  choioe  of  electors  for 
ent  and  Vice  Frsiident  of  the  United  States,  BepreBentativeB  in  Oongreas,  the  execu- 
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tiro  and  judicial  officers  of  a  State,  or  the  members  of  the  Legialataie  thereof,  is  denied 
to  any  of  the  male  inhabitants  of  ench  State,  being  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  citi- 
■ens  of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  way  abridged,  except  for  mrticipation  in  rebellion 
or  other  crime,  the  basis  of  representation  therein  siiall  be  reduced  in  the  proportion 
wliioh  the  number  of  such  male  citisens  shall  bear  to  the  whole  number  of  male  citisens 
twenty<Mie  yean  of  age  in  such  State. 

Sbctioit  8.  No  person  shall  be  a  Senator  or  Representative  in  Congress,  or  elector  of 
President  or  Vice  President,  or  hold  any  office,  dvll  or  militaiy,  under  the  United  States,  or 
under  any  State,  who,  haying  prerioiialy  taken  an  oath  as  member  of  Congress,  or  as  an 
officer  of  the  United  States,  or  as  a  member  of  any  State  Legislature,  or  as  an  ezeoutlTe  or 
Judicial  c^Boer  of  any  State,  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  shall  have 
engaged  in  insurrection  er  rebellion  against  the  same,  or  giTCO  aid  or  comfort  to  the  enemies 
thereof;  but  Congress  may,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  each  House,  remove  such  disability. 

Sbctiom  4.  The  validity  of  the  public  debt  of  the  United  States,  authorised  by  law, 
including  debts  incurred  for  payment  of  pensions  and  bounties  for  services  in  suppressing 
the  insurrection  or  rebellion,  shall  not  be  questicmed.  But  neither  the  United  States  nor  any 
State  shall  assume  or  pay  any  debt  or  obligation  incurred  in  aid  of  insurrection  or  rebellion 
against  the  United  States,  or  any  claim  for  the  loss  or  emancipation  of  any  slave;  but  all 
meh  debts,  obligations  and  claims  shall  be  held  illegal  and  void. 

BncnoN  S.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce,  by  api»x>priate  legislation,  the 
provisions  of  this  article. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

SmtmoK  1.  The  right  of  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  to  vote  shall  not  be  denied  or 
abridged  by  the  United  States  or  by  any  State  on  account  of  race,  color  or  previous  condi- 
tion of  servitude. 

SsonoN  Sl  TbB  Oongreas  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this  article  hj  ^ipropriate  leglslar 
tlon. 
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HISTORY  OF  THE  AMENDMENTS. 


Twelve  amendments  were  proposed  by  Congress,  September  85, 1780,  the  last  ten  of  whidi 
were  adoptcHl,  and  they  are  the  first  ten  as  given  above.  They  were  proclaimed  in  force, 
December  15,  1T9I. 

The  rejectetl  Articles  were  as  follows: 

I.  After  the  first  enumeration  requirwl  by  the  First  Article  of  the  Constitution,  there 
shall  be  one  representative  for  every  3f\()00  persons,  until  the  number  shall  amount  to  oiio 
hundred;  after  which  the  proportion  shall  be  so  re^rulated  by  Conflrress,  that  there  shall  not 
be  less  than  one  hundred  Re[)re8entatlves  nor  more  than  one  for  every  40,000  persons,  until 
the  number  shall  amount  to  two  hundre<l;  after  which  the  proimrtion  shall  be  so  rei^latecl 
by  Ct)nK^ress  that  there  shall  not  be  less  than  two  hundred  Representatives,  nor  more  than 
one  llepre^ertative  fur  every  50,000  pers'^UsS. 

II.  No  law  varying;  the  oomiHMisation  for  the  services  of  the  Senators  and  Representa- 
tives shall  take  efect  until  an  election  of  Representatives  shall  have  intervened.

Article  XII.  was  proix>sed  in  the  first  session  of  the  Eighth  Congress  and  declared  in  force 
September  25,  ISM. 

Article  XIII.  was  proposed  by  Congress  February  1,  1HG5,  and  declared  in  force  Decem- 
ber 18,  1865.

It  was  ratified  by  Alabama,  Arkansas,  Colonvdo,  Connecticut,  Florida,  Georgia,  Illinois, 
Indiana,  Iowa,  Kansas,  Ijouisiana,  Maine,  MiLssjichusetts.  MiehipTiin,  Minnesota,  Mississippi, 
Missouri,  Nebraska,  Nevada,  New  Hampshire,  New  Jersey,  New  York.  North  Carolina,  Ohio, 
Oregon,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island,  South  Carolina,  Tennes.see,  Texas,  Vermoat,  Virginia, 
West  Virginia  and  Wisconsin  —  83. 

Of  the  al)ove,  Arkansas,  Florida,  Georgia,  I>ouisiana,  Mississippi.  North  Carolina,  South 
Carolina,  Texas  and  Virginia  first  rejectt'^l  the  amendment  but  finally  ratified  it.  New 
Jei-sey  and  Oliio  rescinded  their  ratification.

Article  XV  was  proposed  by  Congress  February  26,  IWiO,  and  diH.iare(i  in  force  March  3i\ 
1870. 

It  was  ratihed  by  Alabama,  Arkan.sas,  Connecticut,  Florida,  Georgia,  Illinois,  Indiana, 
Iowa,  Kansas,  Louisiana,  Maine,  Massachusetts,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Mi.ssissippi,  Misaouri, 
Nebraska,  Nevada,  New  Hampshire,  New  York.  North  Carolina,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode 
L><land,  S«)uth  Carolina,  Texas,  Vermont,  Virginia,  West  Virginia  and  Wisconsin  —  3D. 

Of  the  above  Georgia  and  Ohio  first  rejected  but  finally  ratified.  New  York  rescinded  her 
ratification.  The  amendment  was  rejected  by  California,  Delaware,  Kentucky,  Maryland, 
New  Jei'w'y  and  Oregon  —  6.

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  STATE  OF  WISCONSIN. 


PREAMBLE. 


We,  the  people  of  Wisconsin,  g^rateful  to  Almij^hty  God  for  our  freedom,  in  order  to  secure 
its  blessings,  form  a  more  perfect  govemfnent,  insure  domestic  tranquility,  and  promote 
the  general  welfare,  do  establish  this  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  L 

DECLARATION  OF  RJGUTS. 

SEC?noN  1.  All  men  are  bom  equally  free  and  Independent,  and  have  oertA'n  inherent 
rights;  among  these  are  life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness.  To  secure  th.^sc  rights 
governments  are  instituted  among  men,  deriving  their  just  powers  from  the  con^ieut  of 
the  governed. 

Sbction  8.  There  shall  be  neither  slavery  nor  involuntary  servitude  in  this  State  other- 
wise than  for  the  punishment  for  crime,  whereof  the  party  shall  have  been  duly  oou> 
vjcted. 

Section  S.  Every  person  may  freely  speak,  write  and  publish  his  sentiments  on  all  Bub* 
jects,  being  responsible  for  the  abuse  of  that  right,  and  no  law»  shall  be  pafsikI  to  rustrain 
or  abridge  the  liberty  of  speech  or  of  the  press.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions  or  i;idict- 
mentM  for  libel,  the  truth  may  be  given  in  evidence;  and  if  it  shall  appear  to  tiio  jury  that 
the  matter  charged  as  libelous  be  true,  and  was  published  with  good  motives  Aiul  for  Jiisti- 
flable  emls,  the  party  shall  be  acquitted;  and  the  jury  shall  have  the  right  to  deterniii>e  the 
law  and  the  facts. 

Section  4.  The  right  of  the  people  peaceably  to  assemble  to  consult  for  the  common 
good,  and  to  petition  the  government  or  any  department  thereof  shall  never  be  nbridjcod. 

Section  5.  Tlie  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  remain  inviolate,  and  slinll  e.\teiid  ro  nil  caaos 
at  law,  without  regard  to  the  amount  in  controversy;  but  a  jury  trial  may  be  waived  by 
the  parties  in  all  cases  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law. 

Section  6.  Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  shall  excessive  fines  be  imposed,  nor 
cruel  and  unusual  punishment  be  inflicted. 

Sbttion  7.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions  the  accused  shall  enjoy  the  right  to  be  heard  by 
himself  and  counsel;  to  demand  the  nature  and  cause  of  the  accusation  against  him;  tx> 
meet  the  witnesses  face  to  face;  to  have  compulsory  process  to  comi)el  the  attundanci^  of 
witnesses  in  his  behalf;  and  in  prosecutions  by  indictment  or  information,  to  a  speedy  pub- 
lic trial  by  an  impartial  jury  of  the  county  or  district  wherein  the  offense  sliall  have  Ikjou 
committed;  which  county  or  district  shall  have  U-en  previously  ascertained  by  law. 

SiwmoN  8.  No  person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  a  <:rinilnal  offense,  unless  on  the  pre- 
sentment or  indictment  of  a  grand  jury,  except  in  cases  of  impeaclnnent,  or  in  cases  cog- 
nizable by  jiwtices  of  the  peace,  or  arising  in  the  ann3'  or  navy,  or  in  the  militia  when  In 
actual  service  in  time  of  war  or  public  danger;  and  no  i)ersoii  for  the  s;inie  offense  shall  he 
put  twice  in  jeopardy  of  punishment,  nor  shall  be  coni]M!llcd  in  any  criminal  case  to  be  a 
witness  against  himself.  All  persons  shall  before  conviction  be  bnilabU?  by  sufficient  sure- 
ties, except  for  capital  oftenses,  when  the  proof  is  evident  or  the  prt'suniph'on  great;  and 
the  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall  not  be  suspended,  unless  when  in  cases  of 
rebelli<-'n  or  invasion,  the  public  safety  may  j-equire. 

Section  9.  Every  jwrson  is  entitled  to  a  certain  remedy  in  the  laws,  for  all  injuries  or 
wrongs  he  may  receive  in  his  pei-son,  proiwrty,  or  character;  he  ought  to  obtain  justice 
freely,  and  without  being  obliged  to  purchase  it,  completely  and  without  denial,  promptly 
and  without  delay,  confonnably  to  the  laws. 

Section  10.  Treason  against  the  State  shall  consist  only  in  levying  war  againsc  the  saitie, 
or  in  adhering  to  its  enemies,  giving  them  aid  and  comfort.  No  person  shall  be  convicted 
of  treason  unless  on  the  testimony  of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act,  oi*  on  confession 
in  open  court. 
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Bbgtion  11.  The  rlg^ht  of  the  people  to  be  Mciire  In  their  peraons,  honeea,  papers  and 
effects,  afcainst  unressoiMtble  seerdhes  and  setmrss,  shell  not  he  violated;  and  no  warrant 
shall  liwie,  but  upon  probable  caaae»  supported  hj  oath  or  afflrmallon,  and  particularly  de- 
scribiog  the  plaoe  to  be  searched,  and  the  persons  or  things  to  be  seised. 

Sacnoii  18.  No  bill  of  attainder,  4xpoMt  facto  law,  nor  anj  law  Impairing  the  obllgatioB 
of  contracts,  shall  ever  be  passed;  and  no  oonvlotlon  shall  work  corruption  of  blood  or  for- 
feiture of  estate. 

BncrnoH  18.  The  property  of  no  person  diaH  be  taken  for  public  use,  without  just  com- 
pensation therefor. 

SncnoN  14.  All  lands  within  the  State  are  declaied  to  be  allodial,  and  f  eodal  tenurss  are 
prohibited.  Leases  nnd  grants  of  agricultural  land,  for  a  longer  term  than  flf teeu  yearn, 
In  which  rent  or  serrlce  of  any  kind  shall  be  reserred,  and  all  flues,  and  like  rearalots  upon 
alienation,  reserred  In  any  grant  of  land  hereafteh  made,  are  declared  to  be  void. 

SsoTxoN  16.  No  distinction  shall  ever  be  made  by  law  between  resident  aliens  and  dti- 
■ens,  in  reference  to  the  possesion,  enjoyment  or  descent  of  property. 

SnonoN  10.  No  person  shall  be  Imprisoned  for  debt  arising  out  of,  or  founded  on,  a  con- 
tract, exprened  or  implied. 

SsGTioii  17.  The  privilege  of  the  debtor  to  enjoy  the  neoetsary  comforts  of  life  shall  bo 
recognized  by  wholesome  laws,  exempting  a  reasonable  amount  of  property  from  selsura 
or  sale  for  the  payment  of  any  debt  or  liability  hereafter  contracted. 

BncmoH  18.  The  right  of  every  man  to  worship  Almighty  Qod  according  to  the  dictates 
of  his  own  conscience  shall  never  be  Infringed,  nor  diall  any  man  be  compelled  to  attend, 
erect  or  support  any  place  of  worship,  or  to  maintain  any  ministry,  against  his  consent. 
Nor  shall  any  control  of,  or  Interference  with,  the  rights  of  conscience  be  permitted,  or 
any  preference  be  given  by  law  to  any  religious  establishmenta  or  mode  of  worship.  Nor  shall 
any  monej  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  for  the  benefit  of  religious  societies,  or  religious  or 
theological  seminaries. 

SncTnox  10.  No  religious  test  shall  ever  be  required  as  a  qualification  for  any  ofllce  or 
public  trust,  under  the  State;  and  no  person  shall  be  rendered  incompetent  to  give  evidence 
In  any  court  of  law  or  equity  In  consequence  of  his  opinions  on  the  subject  of  rellgloo. 

Sbcttion  90.   The  military  shall  be  in  strict  subordination  to  the  civil  power. 

SncnoN  SI.   Writs  of  error  shall  never  be  prohibited  by  law. 

SncnoN  VL  Tlie  blessings  of  a  free  government  can  only  be  maintained  by  a  firm  ad- 
herence to  justice,  moderation,  temperance,  frugality  and  virtue,  and  hj  fkequent  recur- 
rence to  fundamental  prtnclplea.

SnonoN  1.  It  is  hereby  ordained  and  declared  that  the  State  of  Wisconsin  doth  consent 
and  accept  of  the  boundaries  prescribed  In  the  act  of  Oongress  entitled  "  an  act  to  enable 
the  people  of  WIsoonsIn  Territory  to  form  a  Constitution  and  State  Qovemment,  and  for 
the  admission  of  such  State  into  the  Union,**  approved  August  sixth,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty-six,  to  wit:  beginning  at  the  northeast  comer  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
that  is  to  say,  at  a  point  in  the  center  of  Lake  Michigan  where  the  line  of  forty-two  degrees 
and  thirty  minutes  of  north  latitude  crosses  the  same;  thence,  running  with  the  boundary 
of  the  State  of  Michigan,  through  Lake  MlchfgaD,  Green  Bay.  to  the  mouth  of  the  Menom- 
onee  river;  thence  up  the  channel  of  the  said  river  to  the  Brule  river;  thence  up  said  la«t 
mentioned  river  to  Lake  Brule;  thence  along  the  southern  shore  of  Lake  Brule,  m  a  direct 
line  to  the  center  of  the  channel  between  Middle  and  South  Islands,  in  the  Lake  of  the 
Desert;  thence  in  a  direct  line  to  the  head  waters  of  the  Montreal  river,  as  marked  upon 
the  survey  made  by  Captain  Cram;  thence  down  the  main  channel  of  the  Montreal  river 
to  the  middle  of  Lake  Superior;  thence  through  the  center  of  Lake  Superior  to  the  mouth 
of  the  St.  Louis  river;  thence  up  the  main  channel  of  said  river  to  the  fl  st  rapids  in  the  same, 
above  the  Indian  village,  according  to  Nicollet's  map;  thence  due  south  to  the  main  branch 
of  the  river  St.  Croix;  thence  down  the  main  channel  of  said  river  to  the  Mississippi;  thence 
do«m  the  center  of  the  main  channel  of  that  river  to  the  northwest  comer  of  the  State  of 
Dllnois;  thence  due  east  with  the  northern  boundary  of  the  State  of  niinols,  to  the  place  of 
beglDnlng,  as  established  by  **  an  act  to  enable  the  people  of  the  lUIoois  Territory  to  forma 
OonstituUon  and  State  Goverament,  and  for  the  admission  of  such  State  Into  the  Union  on 
an  equal  footing  with  the  original  States,**  approved  April  18,  1818.  [*  Provided,  kouxver. 
That  the  following  alteration  of  the  aforesaid  boundary  be,  and  hereby  is,  proposed  to  the

CongnsBot  the  Uolted  States  aa  the  preference  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  and  if  the 
same  shall  be  assented  and  agreed  to  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  then  the 
same  shall  be  and  forever  remain  obligatory  on  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  viz. :  leaving 
the  aforesaid  boundary  line  at  the  foot  of  the  rapids  of  the  St  Louis  river;  thence,  in 
a  direct  line  bearing  southwesterly,  to  the  mouth  of  the  Iskodewabo  or  Bum  river, 
where  the  same  empties  into  the  Mississippi  river,  thence  down  the  main  channel  of 
the  said  Mississippi  river,  as  prescribed  in  the  aforesaid  boundary.] 

Bkction  2.  The  propositions  contained  in  the  act  of  Congress  are  hereby  accepted, 
ratified  and  confirmed,  and  shall  remain  irrevocable  without  the  consent  of  the  United 
States;  and  it  is  hereby  oidained  that  this  State  shall  never  interfere  with  the  primary 
diapoeal  of  the  soil  within  the  same,  by  the  United  States,  nor  with  any  regulations 
Congress  may  find  necessary  for  securing  the  title  in  such  soil  to  bona  fide  purohasen 
thereof;  and  no  tax  shall  be  imposed  on  land,  the  property  of  the  United  States ;  and 
in  no  case  shall  non-resident  proprieton  be  taxed  higher  than  residents.  Provided, 
That  nothing  in  this  Constitution,  or  in  the  act  of  Congress  aforesaid,  shall  in  any  man- 
ner prejudice  or  affect  the  right  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin  to  five  hundred  thousand 
acres  of  land  granted  to  said  State,  and  to  be  hereafter  selected  and  located,  by  and 
under  the  act  of  Congress,  entit  ed  "an  act  to  appropriate  the  proceeds  of  sales  of  tho 
public  lands,  and  grant  preemption  rights,"  approved  September  fourth,  one  thousand 

eight  hundred  and  forty-one. 

ARTICLE  IIL 

BtmrRAOB. 

Sbctiov  1.    Bvery  male  person,  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  yean  or  upwards,  belonging 

to  either  of  the  following  classes,  who  shall  have  resided  in  the  State  for  one  year  next 

preceding  any  election,  shall  be  deemed  a  qualified  elector  at  such  election : 

1.  White  citixens  of  the  United  State& 

2.  White  persons  of  foreign  birth,  who  shall  have  declared  their  intention  to  become 
oitiaena  conformably  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States  on  the  subject  of  naturalization. 

8.  Persons  of  Indian  blood,  who  have  once  been  declared  by  law  of  Congress  to  be 
citizens  of  the  United  States,  any  subsequent  law  of  Congress  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing. 

4.  Civilized  persons  of  Indian  descent,  not  memben  of  any  tribe.  Provided,  That 
the  legislature  may,  at  any  time,  extend  by  law  the  right  of  suffrage  to  persons  not 
herein  eouroerated ;  but  no  such  law  shall  be  in  force  until  the  same  shall  have  been 
submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  people  at  a  general  election,  and  approved  by  a  majority  of 
all  the  votes  cast  at  such  election. 

SacTiON  2.  No  person  under  guardianship,  non  compot  mentU,  or  insane  shall  be 
qualified  to  vote  at  any  election ;  nor  shall  any  person  convicted  of  treason  or  felony  be 
qualified  to  vote  at  any  election  unless  restored  to  civil  rights. 

Sbction  8.  All  votes  shall  be  given  by  ballot,  except  for  such  township  officen  as 
may  by  law  be  directed  or  allowed  to  be  otherwise  chosen. 

Saonoir  4.  No  person  shall  be  deemed  to  have  lost  his  residence  in  this  State  by 
reason  of  his  absence  on  business  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State. 

Sbotioh  ft.  No  soldier,  seaman,  or  marine,  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States 
shall  be  deemed  a  resident  of  this  State  in  consequence  of  being  stationed  within  the 
same. 

Sbctioh  8.    Laws  may  be  passed  excluding  from  the  right  of  suffrage  all  persons 

who  have  been  or  may  be  convicted  of  bribery  or  larceny,  or  of  any  infamous  crime,  and 

depriving  every  person  who  shall  make,  or  become  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in, 

any  bet  or  wager  depending  upon  the  result  of  any  election,  from  the  right  to  vote  at 

such  election. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

LBQISIiATTVB. 

Sbction  1.   The  legislative  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  Senate  and  Assembly. 

Sbctioh  2.  The  number  of  the  memben  of  the  Assembly  shall  never  be  less  than 
fifty-four,  nor  more  than  one  hundred.  The  Senate  shall  consist  of  a  number  not  more 
than  one-third,  nor  less  than  one-fourth,  of  the  number  of  the  memben  of  the  Assembly. 

Sbctioh  8.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  by  law  for  an  enumeration  of  the  inhab- 
itants of  the  State,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-five,  and  at  the 
end  of  every  ten  yean  thereafter ;  and  at  their  first  session  after  such  enumeration,  and 
also  for  each  enumeration  made  by  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  the  Legislature 
shall  apportion  and  district  anew  the  memben  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly,  according  ^ 
to  the  number  of  inhabitants,  excluding  Indians  not  taxed,  and  soldien  and  ofllcen  of 
the  United  States  army  and  navy. 
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Sbctiox  4.  Tlie  members  of  the  Assembly  shall  be  choaen  annually  by  single  districts  on 
the  Tuesday  succeeding;  the  first  Monday  of  Norember,  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  sev- 
eral districts;  $uch  distilcts  to  be  bounded  by  county,  precinct,  town  or  ward  lines,  to  con- 
sist of  contiguous  tci'ritoiy,  ^nd  be  in  as  compact  form  as  practicable. 

8ECTION  f>.  Tlie  Senators  shall  be  chosen  by  single  districts^of  convenient  contiguous  ter- 
ritory, at  the  same  time  and  in  the  suune  manner  as  members  of  the  Assembly  are  required 
to  1)6  chosen,  and  no  Assombl}'  district  shall  be  divided  in  the  formation  of  a  Senate  district. 
Tho  Senate  districts  shall  be  numbered  in  the  regular  series,  and  the  Senators  chosen  by  the 
odd  numbered  disti'icts  shall  go  out  of  of9ce  at  the  expiration  of  the  first  year,  and  the  Sen- 
ators chosen  by  the  even  numbered  districts  shall  go  out  of  ofBce  at  the  expiration  of  the 
second  j-ear,  and  ihoronfter  the  Senators  shall  be  chosen  for  the  term  of  two  years. 

Section  G.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  Legislature  who  shall  not  have  resided  one 
year  within  the  State,  and  be  a  qualified  elector  in  the  district  which  he  may  be  chosen  to 
represent. 

Sbction  7.  Each  House  shall  be  the  judge  of  th^  elections,  returns,  and  qualiflcations  of 
Its  own  members,  niid  a  majority  of  each  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business;  but  a 
smaller  number  inny  adjourn  from  day  to  day  and  may  compel  the  attendance  of  absent 
members,  in  such  manner  and  under  such  penalties  as  each  House  may  provide. 

Section  8.  Each  House  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  own  proceedings,  punish  for 
contempt  ai:d  disorderly  behavior,  and,  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  all  the 
members  elected,  expel  a  member;  but  no  member  shall  be  expelled  a  second  time  for  the 
same  cause. 

SscmoN  9.  Each  House  shall  choose  its  own  officers,  and  the  Senate  shall  choose  a  tem- 
IMrary  President,  when  the  lieutenant  Governor  shall  not  attend  as  President,  or  shall  act 
as  Governor. 

Section  10.  Each  House  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  publish  the  same, 
except  such  parts  as  require  secrecy.  The  doors  of  each  House  shall  be  kept  open  except 
when  the  public  welfare  shall  require  secrecy.  Neither  House  shall,  without  the  consent  o0 
the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three  days. 

Section  11.  The  Legislature  shall  meet  at  the  seat  of  Government,  at  such  time  as 
shall  be  provided  by  law,  once  in  each  year,  and  no  oftener,  unless  convened  by  the 
Governor. 

Section  12.  No  member  of  the  Legislature  shall,  during  the  term  for  which  he  was 
elected,  be  appointed  or  elected  to  any  civil  office  in  the  State  which  shall  have  been  cre- 
ated, or  the  emoluments  of  which  shall  have  been  Increased,  during  the  term  for  which  he 
was  elected. 

Section  13.  No  person  being  a  member  of  Congress,  or  holding  any  military  or  civil 
office  under  the  United  States,  shall  be  eligible  to  a  seat  in  the  Legislature;  and  if  any  per- 
son shall,  after  his  election  as  a  member  of  the  Legislature,  be  elected  to  Cougrevs,  or  be 
appointed  to  any  office,  civil  or  military,  under  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  his 
acceptance  thereof  shall  vacate  his  seat. 

Section  14.  The  Governor  shall  issue  writs  of  election  to  fill  such  vacancies  as  may  occur 
in  either  House  of  the  Legislature. 

Section  15.  3Iembci*s  of  the  Legislature  shall,  in  all  cases  except  treason,  felony,  and 
breach  of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest;  nor  shall  they  be  subject  to  any  civil  proc- 
ess, during  the  session  of  tho  Legislature,  nor  for  fifteen  days  next  before  the  commence- 
ment and  nflcr  (he  tennliiation  of  f?:ich  session. 

Skciiok  j6.  No  mcm'^er  of  the  Legislature  shall  be  liable  in  any  civil  action  or  criminal 
prosecutioa  ^Thateve»•,  for  words  spoken  in  debate. 

Section  17.  The  style  of  the  laws  of  the  State  shall  be,  "  The  people  of  the  State  of  Wis- 
consin, represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows,*^  and  no  law  shall  be 
on'-icted  except  by  bill. 

.Sirci'ioN  18.  No  ]>rivate  or  local  bill,  which  may  be  passed  by  the  Legislature,  shall  em- 
brace more  than  one  subject,  and  that  sliall  be  expres.sed  in  the  title. 

Skctiuk  13.  Any  bill  may  originate  in  either  House  of  the  Legislature,  and  a  bill  passed 
by  one  House  maj-  bo  n  mended  by  the  other. 

Section  20.  The  ynaa  ;md  nays  of  tho  members  of  either  House,  on  any  question,  shall, 
at  the  request  of  one-sixth  of  those  present,  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

Section  21.  Each  member  of  the  Legislature  shall  receive  for  his  services,  two  dollars 
and  fifty  cents  for  each  day's  attendance  during  the  session,  and  ten  cents  for  every  mile  he 
shall  travel  in  going  to  and  returning  from  tiie  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  Legislature,  on 
the  most  usual  route. 

SKcrioN  23.    The  Legislature  may  confer  upon  the  Boards  of  SupervisorB  of  the  several 
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ooonties  of  the  State,  such  powers,  of  a  local,  legislative,  and  administrative  character, 
as  they  shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

Sectiok  23.    The  Legislature  shall  establish  but  one  system  of  town  and  county  gov- 
ernment, which  shall  be  as  nearly  uniform  as  practicable. 

Section  24.     The  Legislature  sliall  never  authorize  any  lottery  or  grant  any  divorce. 

Skction  25.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  by  law  that  all  stationery  required 
for  the  use  of  the  State,  and  all  printing  authorized  and  required  by  them  to  be  done 
for  their  use,  or  for  the  State,  shall  be  let  by  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder;  but  the 
Legislature  may  establish  a  maximum  price.  No  member  of  the  Legislature,  or  other 
State  officer,  shall  be  interested,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  such  contract. 

Skction  28.  The  Legislature  shall  never  grant  any  extra  compensation  to  any  public 
officer,  agent,  servant  or  contractor,  after  the  service  shall  have  been  rendered  or  the 
contract  entered  into.  Nor  shall  the  compensation  of  any  public  officer  be  increased  or 
diminished  during  his  term  of  office. 

Section  27.  The  Legislature  shall  direct  by  law  in  what  manner  and  in  what  courts 
suit  may  be  brought  against  the  state. 

Section  28.  Members  of  the  Legislature,  and  all  officers,  executive  and  judicial,  ex- 
cept such  inferior  officers  as  may  be  by  law  exempted,  shall,  before  they  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  their  respective  offices,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  support 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin, 
and  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  to  the  best  of  their 
ability. 

Section  29.  The  Legislature  shall  determine  what  persons  shall  constitute  the  militia 
of  the  State,  and  may  provide  for  organizing  and  disciplining  the  same,  in  such  manner 
as  shidi  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Section  30.  In  all  elections  to  be  made  by  the  Legislature,  the  members  thereof 
shall  vote  viva  voce,  and  their  votes  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

ARTICLE  V. 

F.XECUTIYE. 

Section  1.  The  executive  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  Governor  who  shall  hold  his 
office  for  two  years.  A  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  be  elected  at  the  same  time,  and  for 
the  same  term. 

Section  2.  No  person,  except  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  a  qualified  elector 
of  the  State  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Governor  or  Lieutenant  Governor. 

Section  3.  The  Governor  and  Lieutenact  Governor  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified 
electors  of  the  State  at  the  times  and  places  of  choosing  members  of  the  Legislature. 
The  persons  respectively  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  Governor  And  Lieuten- 
ant Governor  shall  be  elected.  But  in  case  two  or  more  shall  have  an  e^tial  and  the 
highest  number  of  votes  for  Governor  or  Lieutenant  Governor, the  two  Houses  of  the  L'jg- 
iHlature,.at  its  next  annual  session,  shall  forthwith,  by  joint  ballot,  choose  one  of  the  per- 
sons so  having  an  equal  and  the  highest  number  of  vot«s  for  Governor  or  Lieutenant 
Governor.  The  returns  of  election  for  Governor  and  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  be 
made  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  provided  by  law. 

Section  4.  The  Governor  shall  be  Commander  in-Chief  of  the  military  and  naval 
forces  of  the  State.  He  shall  have  the  power  to  convene  the  Legislature  on  extraordin- 
ary occa^  ions ;  and  in  case  of  invasion,  or  danger  from  the  prevalence  of  contagious  dis- 
ease at  the  seat  of  the  Government,  he  may  convene  them  at  any  suitable  place  within 
the  State.  He  shall  communicate  to  the  Legislature,at  every  sessioo.the  condition  of  the 
.State,  and  recommend  such  matter  to  them  for  their  consideration,  as  he  may  doem  ex- 
pedient. He  shall  transact  all  necessary  business  with  the  officers  of  the  Government, 
civil  and  military.  He  shall  expedite  all  such  measures,  as  may  be  resolved  upon  by 
the  Legislature,  and  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed. 

Section  5.    "The  Governor  shall  receive  during  his  continuance  in  office,  an  annual 
compensation  of  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

Section  6.  The  Governor  shall  have  the  power  to  grant  reprieves,  commutations, 
and  pardons,  after  conviction,  for  all  offenses  except  treason  and  cases  of  impeach- 
ment, upon  such  conditions  and  with  such  restrictions  and  limitations  as  he  may 
think  proper,  subject  to  such  regulations  as  may  be  provided  by  law  relative  to  the 
manner  of  applying  for  pardons.  Upon  conviction  for  treason,  he  shall  have  the  power  to 
suspend  the  execution  of  the  sentence  until  the  case  shall  be  reported  to  the  Legisla- 
ture, at  its  next  meeting,  when  the  Legislature  shall  either  pardon,  or  commute  the 
sentence,  direct  the  execution  of  the  sentence  or  grant  a  further  reprieve.  He  shall  an- 
nnally  communicate  to  the  Legislature  each  case  of  reprieve,  commutation  or  pardon 
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granted,  stating  the  name  of  the  oouTlct,  the  crime  of  which  he  was  oonTioted,  the  sen- 
tence and  its  date,  and  the  date  of  the  commutation,  pardon,  or  reprieve,  with  his 
reasons  for  granting  the  same. 

Sbction  7.  In  case  of  the  impeachment  of  the  Governor,  or  his  removal  from  office, 
death,  inability  from  mental  or  physical  disease,  resignation,  or  absence  from  the  State, 
the  powers  and  duties  of  the  office  shall  devolve  upon  the  Lieutenant  Gk>vemor,  for  the 
residue  of  the  term,  or  until  the  Governor,  absent  or  impeached,  shall  have  returned, 
or  the  disability  shall  cease.  But  when  the  Governor  shall,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Legislature,  be  out  of  the  State  in  thne  of  war,  at  the  head  of  the  military  force  there- 
of, he  shall  continue  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  military  force  of  the  State. 
y  Sbction  &  The  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  be  President  of  the  Senate,  but  shall  have 
'  only  a  casting  vote  therein.  If,  during  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Governor,  the  Lieu- 
tenant Governor  shall  be  impeached,  displaced,  resign,  die,  or  from  mental  or  physical 
disease  become  ineapable  of  performing  the  duties  of  his  office,  or  be  absent  from  the 
State,  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  act  as  Governor  until  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled,  or 
the  disability  shall  cease. 

Sbctiom  9.  The  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  receive  double  the  per  diem  allowance  of 
members  of  the  Senate,  for  every  day's  attendance  as  President  of  the  Senate,  and  the 
same  mileage  as  shall  be  allowed  to  members  of  the  Legislature. 

Sbction  IOl  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  the  Legislature  shall,  before  it  be- 
comes a  law,  bo  presented  to  the  Governor.  If  he  approve,  he  shall  sign  it;  but  if  not, 
he  shall  return  it,  with  his  objections,  to  that  house  in  which  it  shall  have  originated, 
who  shall  enter  the  objectipns  at  large  upon  the  journal  and  proceed  to  reconsider  it. 
If,  after  such  reconsideration,  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  shall  agree  to  pass 
the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  together  with  the  objections  to  the  other  House,  by  which  it 
shall  likewise  be  reconsidered,  and  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  members  present, 
it  shall  become  a  law.  But  in  all  such  cases,  the  votes  of  both  houses  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  the  members  voting  for  or  against  the  bill 
shall  be  entered  on  the  journal  of  each  House  respectively.  If  any  bill  shaU  not  be  re- 
tamed  by  the  Governor  within  three  days  (Sundays  excepted)  after  it  shall  have  been 
presented  to  him,  the  same  shall  be  a  law,  unless  the  Legislature  shall,  by  their  ad- 
journment, prevent  its  return ;  in  which  case  it  shall  not  be  a  law. 

ARTICLBVL 

ADMINISTBATIVB. 

Sbction  1.  There  shall  bo  chosen  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State,  at  the  times 
and  places  of  choosing  the  members  of  the  Legislature,  a  Secretary  of  State,  Treasurer, 
and  Attorney  General,  who  shall  severally  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  two  years. 

Sbction  2.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  keep  a  fair  record  of  the  official  acts  of  the 
Legislature  and  Executive  Department  of  the  State,  and  shall  when  required,  lay  the 
same  and  all  matters  relative  thereto  before  either  branch  of  the  Legislature.  He  shall 
be  ex  officio  auditor,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  be  assigned  him  by 
law.  He  shall  receive  as  a  compensation  for  his  services,  yearly,  such  sum  as  shall  be 
provided  by  law,  and  shall  keep  his  office  at  the  seat  of  government. 

Sbction  3.  The  powers,  duties  and  compensation  of  the  Treasurer  and  Attorney  Gen- 
eral shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sbction  4.  Sheriffs,  Coroners,  Registers  of  Deeds  and  District  Attorneys  shall  be  chosen 
by  the  electors  of  the  respective  counties,  once  in  every  two  years,  and  as  often  as  vacan- 
cies shall  happen.  Sheriffs  shall  hold  no  other  office,  and  be  ineligible  for  two 
years  next  succeeding  the  termination  of  their  officea  They  may  be  required  by  law  to 
renew  their  security  from  time  to  time ;  and  in  default  of  giving  such  new  security,  their 
offices  shall  be  deemed  vacant  But  the  county  shall  never  be  made  responsible  for  the 
acts  of  the  Sheriff.  The  Governor  may  remove  imy  officer  in  this  section  mentioned, 
giving  to  such  officer  a  copy  of  the  charges  against  him  and  an  opportunity  of  being 
h.«i  in  U.  defend.  ARTICLE  TO. 

JT7DICIABT. 

Sbction  1.  The  court  for  the  trial  of  impeachments  shall  be  composed  of  the  Senate. 
The  House  of  Representatives  shall  have  the  power  of  impeaching  all  civil  officers  of  this 
State,  for  corrupt  conduct  in  office,  or  for  crimes  and  misdemeanors;  but  a  majority  of  all 
the  members  elected  shall  concur  in  an  impeachment  On  the  trial  of  an  impeachment 
against  the  Governor,  the  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  not  act  as  a  member  of  the  court  No 
Judicial  officer  fH^n  exercise  his  office  after  he  shall  have  been  impeached,nntil  his  acquit 
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teL  Before  the  trial  of  an  Impeachment,  the  memben  of  the  court  shall  take  an  oath  or 
afllrmation  truly  and  Impartially  to  try  the  impeachment,  according  to  evidence;  and  no 
person  shall  be  convicted  without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 
Judgment  in  cases  of  impeachment  shall  not  extend  further  than  to  removal  from  office,  or 
removal  from  office  and  disqu^flcation  to  hold  any  office  of  honor,  profit  or  trust,  under 
the  State;  but  the  party  impeached  shall  be  liable  to  indictment,  trial  and  punishment  ao- 
eording  to  law. 

SBGTZoir  8.  The  judicial  power  of  this  State,  both  as  to  matters  of  law  and  equity,  shall 
be  vested  in  a  Supreme  Court,  Circuit  Courts,  Courts  of  Probate,  and  in  Justices  of  the 
Peace.  The  Iiegislature  may  also  vest  such  jurisdiction  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  in 
Municipal  Courts,  and  shall  have  power  to  establish  inferior  courts  in  the  several  counties, 
with  limited  civil  and  criminal  jurisdiction.  Provided^  that  the  jurisdiction  which  may  be 
vested  in  Municipa]  Courts  shall  not  exceed,  in  their  respective  municipalities,  that  of  Cir- 
ooit  Courts  in  their  respective  circuits,  as  prescribed  in  this  Constitution;  and  that  the  Leg- 
islature shall  provide  as  well  for  the  election  of  ^dges  of  the  Municipal  Courts  as  of  the 
judges  of  inferior  Courts,  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the- respective  jurisdictions.  The 
term  of  office  of  the  judges  of  the  said  Municipal  and  inferior  courts  shall  not  be  limger 
than  that  of  the  judges  of  the  Circuit  Courts. 

SsonoN  8.  The  Supreme  Court,  except  in  cases  otherwise  provided  in  this  Constitution, 
shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction  only,  which  shall  be  co-extensive  with  the  State;  but  in  no 
case  removed  to  the  Supreme  Court,  shall  a  trial  by  jury  be  allowed.  The  Supreme  Court 
shall  have  a  general  superintending  control  over  all  inferior  courts;  it  shall  have  power  to 
issue  writs  of  habeas  corpus,  mandamus,  injunction,  quo  warranto,  certiorari  and  other 
original  and  remedial  writs,  and  to  hear  and  determine  the  same. 

Sbction  4.  For  the  term  of  five  years,  and  thereafter  until  the  Legislature  shall  others 
wise  provide,  the  judges  of  the  sevonU  Circuit  Courts  shall  be  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
four  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  judges 
present  shall  be  necessary  to  a  decision.  The  Legislature  shall  have  power,  if  they  should 
think  it  expedient  and  necessary,  to  provide  by  law  for  the  organization  of  a  separate 
Supreme  Court  with  the  jurisdiction  and  powers  prescribed  in  this  Constitution,  to  constst 
of  one  Chief  Justice  and  two  Associate  Justices  to  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  th« 
State,  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  the  Legislature  may  provide.  The  separate 
Supreme  Court,  when  so  organized,  shall  not  be  changed  or  disoDutinued  by  the  Legislap 
ture;  the  judges  thereof  shall  be  so  clitssifled  that  but  one  of  them  shall  go  out  of  office  at 
the  same  time,  and  their  term  of  office  shall  be  the  same  as  provided  for  the  judges  of  the 
Circuit  Court.  And  whenever  the  L^islature  may  consider  it  necessary  to  establish  a  sepa- 
rate Supreme  Court,  they  shall  have  the  power  to  reduce  the  number  of  Cireuit  Judges  to 
four,  and  subdivide  the  Judicial  Circuits;  but  no  such  subdivision  or  reduction  shall  take 
effect  until  after  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  some  one  of  the  said  judges,  or  until  a 
vacancy  occur  by  some  other  means. 

Sbction  S.  The  State  shall  be  divided  into  five  judicial  cirouits,  to  be  composed  as  fol- 
lows: The  First  Circuit  shall  comprise  the  counties  of  Racine,  Walworth,  Rock  and  Greffli. 
The  Second  Circuit,  the  counties  of  Milwaukee,  Waukesha,  Jefferson  and  Dane.  The  Third 
Circuit,  the  counties  of  Washington,  Dodge,  Columbia,  Marquette,  Sauk  and  Portage.  The 
Fourth  Circuit,  the  counties  of  Brown,  Manitowoc,  Sheboygan,  Fond  du  Lac,  Winnebago 
and  Calumet.  And  the  Fifth  Circuit  shall  comprise  the  counties  of  Iowa,  La  Fayette,  Grant, 
Crawford  and  SL  Croix;  and  the  county  of  Richkuid  shall  be  attached  to  Iowa,  the  county 
of  Chippewa  to  the  county  of  Crawford,  and  the  county  of  La  Pointe  to  the  oeunty  of  St. 
Croix,  for  judicial  purposes,  until  otherwise  provided  by  the  Legislature. 

SscnoN  0.  The  Legislature  may  alter  the  limits,  or  increase  the  niunber  of  circuits, 
making  them  as  compact  and  convenient  as  practicable,  and  bounding  them  by  county 
lines,  but  no  such  alteration  or  increase  shall  have  the  effect  to  remove  a  judge  from  office. 
In  case  of  an  increase  of  cirouits,  the  judge  or  judges  shall  be  elected  as  provided  in  this 
Constitution,  and  receive  a  salary  not  leas  than  that  herein  provided  for  judges  of  the  Cir- 
cuit Court. 

SncnoN  7.  For  each  circuit  there  shall  be  a  judge  chosen  by  the  qualified  electors  therein, 
who  shall  hold  his  office  as  is  provided  in  this  Constitution,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be 
chosen  and  qualified;  and  after  he  shall  have  been  elected,  he  shall  reside  in  the  cireuit  for 
which  he  was  elected.  One  of  said  judges  shall  be  designated  as  Chief  Justice,  in  such 
manner  as  the  Legislature  shall  provide.  And  the  Legislature  shall,  at  its  first  session,  pro- 
vide by  law,  as  well  for  the  election  of  as  for  classifying  the  judges  of  the  Circuit  Court,  to 
be  elected  under  this  Constitution,  in  such  a  manner  that  one  of  said  judges  shall  go  out  of 
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Section  4.  Tlie  memben;  of  the  Assembly  shall  be  chosen  aonuallj  bj  single  districts  on 
^e  Tuesday  succeedinp;  the  flret  Monday  of  Noyember,  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  sev- 
eral disti*icts;  such  disti-icts  to  be  bounded  by  county,  precinct,  town  or  ward  lines,  to  con- 
sist of  contipTtious  territory,  and  be  in  as  compact  form  as  practicable. 

Section  !>.  TJie  Senators  shall  be  cho5M)n  by  single  districtsof  convenient  oonUguous  ter* 
iritory.  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  members  of  the  Assembly  are  required 
to  be  chosen,  and  no  Assembly  district  shall  be  divided  in  the  formation  of  a  Senate  district. 
I'hc  Senate  districts  shall  be  numbered  in  the  r^<ular  series,  and  the  Senators  chosen  by  the 
ofid  numbered  districts  shall  go  out  of  ofHce  at  the  expiration  of  the  first  year,  and  th(»  Sen- 
ators chosen  by  the  even  numbered  districts  shall  go  out  of  office  at  the  expiration  of  the 
second  year,  and  iliorcafter  the  Senators  shall  be  chosen  for  the  term  of  two  years. 

Section  C.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  Legislature  who  shall  not  have  resided  one 
year  within  the  State,  and  be  a  qualified  elector  in  the  district  which  he  may  be  chosen  to 
represent. 

Section  7.  Each  House  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  elections,  returns,  and  qualifications  of 
its  own  membere,  and  a  majority  of  each  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business;  but  a 
smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day  and  may  compel  the  attendance  of  absent 
members,  in  such  manner  and  under  such  penalties  as  each  House  may  provide. 

Section  8.  Each  House  may  detei-mine  the  rules  of  its  own  proceedings,  punish  for 
contempt  and  disorderly  behavior,  and,  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  all  the 
members  elected,  expel  a  member;  but  no  member  shall  be  expelled  a  second  time  for  the 
same  cause. 

Section  0.  Each  House  shall  choose  its  own  officers,  and  the  Senate  shall  choose  a  tem- 
IMrary  President,  when  the  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  not  attend  as  President,  or  shall  act 
as  Governor. 

Section  10.  Each  House  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  publish  the  same, 
except  such  parts  as  require  secrecy.  The  doors  of  each  House  shall  be  kept  open  except 
when  the  public  welfare  shall  require  secrecy.  Neither  House  shall,  without  the  consent  of 
the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three  days. 

Section  11.  The  Legislature  shall  meet  at  the  seat  of  Government,  at  such  time  m 
shall  be  provided  by  law,  once  in  each  year,  and  no  oftener,  unless  convened  by  the 
Governor. 

Section  12.  No  member  of  the  Legislature  shall,  during  the  term  for  which  be  was 
elected,  be  appointed  or  elected  to  any  civil  office  in  the  State  which  shall  have  been  ere- 
ated,  or  the  emoluments  of  which  shall  have  been  increased,  during  the  term  for  which  he 
was  elected. 

Section  13.  No  person  being  a  member  of  Ck>ngress,  or  holding  any  military  or  civil 
office  under  the  United  States,  shall  be  eligible  to  a  seat  in  the  Legislature;  and  if  any  per- 
son shall,  after  his  election  as  a  member  of  the  Legislature,  be  elected  to  Ck>ngrs«B,  or  be 
appointed  to  any  office,  civil  or  military,  under  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  his 
acceptance  thereof  shall  vacate  his  seat. 

Section  14.  The  Govei-nor  shall  issue  writs  of  election  to  fill  such  vacancies  as  may  occur 
in  either  House  of  the  Legislature. 

Section  15.  Membci's  of  the  Legislature  shall,  in  all  cases  except  treason,  felony,  and 
breach  of  the  peace,  be  ])rlvLlcgc<l  from  ai-rest;  nor  shall  they  be  subject  to  any  civil  proc- 
ess, during  the  scission  of  the  Legislature,  nor  for  fifteen  days  next  before  the  commence- 
ment and  nCLcr  (lie  termination  of  e.ich  session. 

Seciion  i6.  No  room')er  of  the  Legislature  shall  be  liable  in  any  civil  action  or  criminal 
pi-osecutioii  ^vhale^•e»•,  for  woixia  spoken  in  debate. 

SscrioN  17.  The  style  of  the  laws  of  the  State  shall  be,  '*  The  people  of  the  State  of  Wis- 
consin, represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows,''  and  no  law  shall  be 
on'-.cled  except  by  bill. 

Svci'iojt  18.  No  )>rivate  or  local  bill,  which  may  be  passed  by  the  Legislature,  shall  em- 
bi'oce  more  than  one  subject,  and  that  sliall  be  expressed  in  the  title. 

SxcriuN  1').  An\-  bill  may  originate  in  either  House  of  the  Legislature,  and  a  bill  paaned 
by  one  House  maj-  bn  .amended  by  the  other. 

Section  ^.  The  yeas  cmd  nays  of  tbo  members  of  either  House,  on  any  question,  shall, 
at  the  request  of  one-sixth  of  these  present,  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

Section  21.  Each  member  of  the  Legislature  shall  receive  for  his  services,  two  dollars 
and  fifty  cents  for  each  day's  attendance  during  the  session,  and  ten  cents  for  every  mile  he 
shall  traveJ  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  Legislature,  on 
tlitj  most  usual  route. 

S>:crioN  22.    The  Legislature  may  confer  upon  the  Boards  of  Supervisors  of  the  several 
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eounties  of  the  State,  such  powers,  of  a  local,  legislative,  and  administrative  character, 
aa  they  shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

Section  22).    The  Legislature  sliall  establish  but  one  system  of  town  and  county  gov- 
ernment, which  shall  be  as  nearly  uniform  as  practicable. 

Section  24.     The  Legislature  shall  never  autliorize  any  lottery  or  grant  any  divorce. 

Section  25.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  by  law  that  all  stationery  required 
for  the  use  of  the  State,  and  all  printing  authorized  and  required  by  them  to  be  done 
for  their  use,  or  for  the  State,  shall  be  let  by  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder;  but  the 
Legislature  may  establish  a  maximum  price.  No  member  of  the  Legislature,  or  other 
State  officer,  shall  be  interested,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  such  contract. 

Section  20.  The  Legislature  shall  never  grant  any  extra  compensation  to  any  public 
officer,  agent,  servant  or  contractor,  after  the  service  shall  have  been  rendered  or  the 
contract  entered  into.  Nor  shall  the  compensation  of  any  public  officer  be  increased  or 
diminished  during  his  term  of  office. 

Section  27.  The  Legislature  shall  direct  by  law  in  what  manner  and  in  what  courts 
suit  may  be  brought  against  the  state. 

Section  28.  Members  of  the  Legislature,  and  all  officers,  executive  and  judicial,  ex- 
cept such  inferior  officers  as  may  be  by  law  exempted,  shall,  before  they  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  their  respective  offices,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  support 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin, 
and  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  to  the  best  of  their 
ability. 

Section  29.  The  Legislature  shall  determine  what  persons  shall  constitute  the  militia 
of  the  State,  and  may  provide  for  organizing  and  disciplining  the  same,  in  such  manner 
as  sh^ll  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Section  30.  In  all  elections  to  be  made  by  the  Legislature,  the  members  thereof 
shall  vote  viva  voce^  and  their  votes  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

ARTICLE  V. 
executive. 

Section  1.  The  executive  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  Qovemor  who  shall  hold  his 
office  for  two  years.  A  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  be  elected  at  the  same  time,  and  for 
the  same  term. 

Section  2.  No  person,  except  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  a  qualified  elector 
of  the  State  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Governor  or  Lieutenant  Governor. 

Section  3.  The  Governor  and  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified 
electors  of  the  State  at  the  times  and  places  of  choosing  members  of  the  Legislature. 
Ttie  persons  respectively  having  tlie  highest  number  of  votes  for  Governor  And  Lieuten- 
ant Governor  shall  be  elected.  But  in  case  two  or  more  shall  have  an  ec^ual  and  tlie 
highest  number  of  votes  for  Governor  or  Lieutenant  Governor, the  two  Houses  of  tlie  Lsg- 
iHlatnre,  at  its  next  annual  session,  shall  forthwith,  by  joint  ballot,  choose  one  of  the  per- 
sons so  having  an  equal  and  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  Governor  or  Lieutenant 
Governor.  The  returns  of  election  for  Governor  and  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  be 
made  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  provided  by  law. 

Section  4.  The  Governor  shall  be  Commander  in-Chief  of  the  military  and  naval 
forces  of  the  State.  He  shall  have  the  power  to  convene  the  Legislature  on  extraordin- 
ary occasions ;  and  in  case  of  invasion,  or  danger  from  the  prevalence  of  contagious  dis- 
ease at  the  seat  of  the  Government,  he  may  convene  them  at  any  suitable  place  within 
the  State.  He  shall  communicate  to  the  Legislature.at  every  sessiou.tho  condition  of  the 
.State,  and  recommend  such  matter  to  them  for  their  consideration,  as  he  may  deem  ex- 
pedi<Mit.  He  shall  transact  all  necessary  business  with  the  officers  of  the  Government, 
civil  and  military.  He  shall  expedite  all  such  measures,  as  may  be  resolved  upon  by 
the  Legislature,  and  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed. 

Section  5.  l^he  Governor  shall  receive  during  his  continuance  in  office,  an  annual 
compensation  of  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

Section  6.  The  Governor  shall  have  the  power  to  grant  reprieves,  commutations, 
and  i>ardons,  after  conviction,  for  all  offenses  except  treason  and  cases  of  impeach- 
ment, upon  such  conditions  and  with  such  restrictions  and  limitations  as  he  may 
think  proper,  subject  to  such  regulations  as  may  be  provided  by  law  relative  to  the 
manner  of  applying  for  pardons.  Upon  conviction  for  treason,  he  shall  have  the  power  to 
suspend  the  execution  of  the  sentence  until  the  case  shall  be  reported  to  the  Legisla- 
ture, at  its  next  meeting,  when  the  Legislature  shall  either  pardon,  or  commute  the 
sentence,  direct  the  execution  of  the  sentence  or  grant  a  further  reprieve.  He  shall  an- 
nually communicate  to  the  Legislature  each  case  of  reprieve,  commutation  or  pardon 
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posed  amendment  or  amcndmentK  to  the  people,  in  sucli  manner  and  at  such  time  as  the 
Le^lature  shaJl  prescribe,  and  if  the  i)eople  shall  approve  and  ratify  such  amendn%?nt  or 
amendments  by  a  majority  of  the  electors  voting  theref)n,  such  amendment  or  amendments 
shall  become  part  of  the  Constitution.  Provided^  that  if  more  than  one  amendment  be 
submitted,  they  shall  be  submitted  in  such  manner  that  the  people  may  vote  for  or  against 
such  amendments  separately. 

Sbction  2.  If  at  any  time  a  majority  of  the  Senate  and  Ai»embly  shall  (>3em  it  necessary 
to  call  a  convention  to  revise  or  change  this  Constitution,  they  shall  recommend  to  the 
electOi'B  to  vote  for  or  against  a  convention  at  the  next  election  for  members  of  the  Legis- 
lature; and  if  it  shall  appear  that  a  majority  of  the  electors  voting  thereon  have  voted  for 
a  convention,  the  Legislature  shall  at  its  nesct  session  provide  for  calling  such  convention. 

ARTICLE  Xm. 

MISCELLAMEOnS  PROVISIONS. 

Section  1.  The  political  year  for  the  State  of  Wisconsin  shall  commence  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  January  in  each  year,  and  the  general  election  shall  be  holden  on  the  Tuesday  suc- 
ceeding the  first  Monday  in  November  in  each  year. 

Section  2.  Any  inhabitant  of  this  State  who  may  hereafter  be  engaged,  either  directly 
or  indirectly,  in  a  duel,  either  as  principal  or  accessory,  shall  forever  be  disqualified  as  an 
elector,  and  from  holding  any  office  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State,  and  may 
be  punished  in  such  other  manner  as  sliall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Section  3.  No  Member  of  Congreas,  nor  any  person  holding  any  office  of  profit  or  trust 
imder  the  United  States  (postmasters  excepted),  or  under  any  foreign  power;  no  person 
convicted  of  any  infamous  crime  in  any  court  within  the  United  States,  and  no  person  being 
a  defaulter  to  the  Untted  States,  or  to  tills  State,  or  to  any  county  or  town  therein,  or  to  any 
State  or  Territory  within  the  United  States,  shall  be  eligible  to  any  offi;:e  of  trust,  profit  or 
honor  in  this  State. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Legislature  to  provide  a  great  seal  for  the  State, 
which  shall  be  kept  by  the  Secretary  of  State;  and  all  official  acts  of  the  Governor,  his 
approbation  of  the  laws  excepted,  shall  be  thereby  authenticated. 

Section  5.  All  persons  residing  upon  Indian  lands  within  any  county  of  the  State,  and 
qualified  to  exercise  the  right  of  suffrage  tmder  this  Constitution,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at 
the  polls  which  may  be  held  nearest  their  residence  for  State,  United  States  or  County  officers. 
Provided^  that  no  person  shall  vote  for  county  officers  out  of  the  county  in  which  he  resides. 

Section  0.  The  elective  officers  of  the  L^slature,  other  than  the  priding  officera,  shall 
be  a  Chief  Clei^  and  a  8ergeant-at-Arms,  to  be  elected  by  each  house. 

Section  7.  No  county  with  an  area  of  nine  hundred  stquare  miles  or  less,  shall  be  divided 
or  have  any  part  stricken  therefrom,  without  submitting  the  question  to  a  vote  of  the  ptH^- 
ple  of  the  county,  nor  unless  a  majority  of  all  the  legal  voters  of  the  county  voting  on  the 
question  shall  vote  for  the  same. 

Section  8.  No  county  seat  shall  be  removed  until  the  point  to  which  it  is  proposed  to  be 
removed,  shall  be  fixed  by  law,  and  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  the  county  voting  on  the 
question,  shall  have  voted  in  favor  of  its  removal  to  such  point. 

.  Section  0.  All  county  officers  whose  election  or  appointment  is  not  provided  for  by  this 
Constitution,  shall  be  elected  by  the  electors  of  the  resx)ective  counties,  or  appointed  by  the 
boards  of  supervisors,  or  other  county  authorities  as  the  Legislature  shall  dii'ect.  All  city, 
town  and  village  officers,  whose  election  or  appointment  is  not  provided  for  by  this  Con- 
stitution, shall  be  elected  by  the  electors  of  such  cities,  towns  and  villages,  or  of  some 
division  thereof,  or  api)ointed  by  such  authorities  thereof  as  the  Legislature  shall  designat-j 
for  that  purpose.  All  other  officers  whose  election  or  apfx>intment  is  not  provided  for  by 
this  Constitution,  and  all  officers  whose  offices  may  hereafter  be  created  by  law,  shall  be 
elected  by  the  people,  or  appointed  as  the  Legislatiu^  may  dirtxjt. 

Section  10.  Th«  Legislature  may  declare  the  cases  in  which  any  office  shall  be  deemed 
vacant,  and  also  the  manner  of  filling  the  vacancy  where  no  provision  is  made  for  that  pur- 
pose in  this  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

SCHEDULE. 

Section  1.  That  no  inconvenience  may  arise  by  reason  of  a  change  from  a  territorial  to 
a  permanent  state  government,  it  is  declared  that  all  rights,  actions,  proseoutions,  Judg- 
ments, claims  and  contracta,  as  well  of  individuals  as  of  bodies  corporate^  shall  continue  as 
if  no  such  change  had  taken  place,  and  all  process  which  may  be  issued  under  the  authori^ 
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of  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin  preTious  to  its  admission,  into  tho  Union  of  the  United 
States  shall  be  as  Talid  as  if  issued  in  the  name  of  the  State. 

Section  2.  All  laws  now  in  force  in  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin,  which  are  not  ropufr- 
nant  to  this  Constitution,  shall  remain  in  force  until  they  expire  by  their  own  limita* 
tion,  or  be  altered  or  repealed  by  the  Legislature. 

Section  3.  All  fines,  penaltifis  or  forfeitures  accruing  to  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin, 
shall  inure  to  the  use  of  the  StAte. 

Section  4.  All  recognizances  heretofore  taken,  or  which  may  be  taken  before  the 
change  from  a  territorial  to  a  permanent  state  government,  shall  remain  valid  and  shall 
pass  to,  and  may  be  prosecuted  in  the  name  of  the  State,  and  all  bonds  oxocut?d  to  the 
Governor  of  the  Territory,  or  to  any  other  officer  or  court,  in  his  or  their  oOIcial  capac- 
ity, shall  pass  to  the  Governor  or  State  authority,  and  their  succe.'sors  in  office,  for  tho 
uses  therein  respectively  expressed,  and  may  be  sued  for  and  recovered  accordingly ; 
and  all  the  estate  or  property,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  and  all  judgments,  bonds,  siie- 
cialties,  choses  in  action,  and  claims  or  debts  of  whatever  description,  of  the  Territory 
of  Wisconsin,  shall  inure  to  and  vest  in  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  and  may  be  sued  for 
and  recovered  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent,  by  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  as 
the  same  could  have  been  by  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin.  All  criminal  prosecutions  and 
P3nal  actions  which  may  have  arisen,  or  which  may  arise  before  the  change  from  a  Ter- 
ritorial to  a  Stat«  government,  and  which  shall  then  be  pending,  shall  be  prosecuted 
to  judgment  and  execution  in  the  name  of  the  State.  All  offenses  committed  against 
the  laws  of  the  Territory  of  W^isconsin,  before  the  change  from  a  Territorial  to  a  State 
government,  and  which  shall  not  be  prosecuted  before  such  change,  may  be  prosecuted 
in  the  name  and  by  the  authority  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  with  like  effect  as  though 
such  change  had  not  taken  place ;  and  all  penalties  incurred  shall  remain  tlio  same  as 
if  this  Constitution  had  not  been  adopted.  All  actions  at  law,  and  suits  in  equity, 
which  may  be  pending  in  any  of  the  courts  of  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin,  at  the  time  of 
the  change  from  a  Territorial  to  a  State  government,  may  be  continued  and  transferred 
to  any  court  of  the  State  which  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  the  subject-matter  thereof. 

Section  5.  All  officers,  civil  and  military,  now  holding  their  offices  under  the  author- 
ity of  tho  United  States,  or  of  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin,  shall  continue  to  hold  and  ex- 
ercise their  respective  offices  until  they  shall  be  superseded  by  the  authority  of  the  State. 

Section  6.  The  first  session  of  tlie  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin  shall  com- 
mence on  tho  first  Monday  in  June  next,  and  shall  be  held  at  the  village  of  Madison, 
which  shall  be  and  remain  the  seat  of  government  until  otherwise  provided  by  law. 

Section  7.  All  county,  precinct,  and  township  officers  shall  continue  to  hold  their  re- 
spective offices*  unless  removed  by  the  competent  authority,  until  the  Legislature  shall, 
in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution,  provide  for  the  holding  of  elec- 
tions t43  fill  such  offices  respectively. 

Section  &.  The  President  of  this  Convention  shall,  immediately  after  its  adjourn- 
ment, cause  a  fair  copy  of  this  Constitution,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  act  of  tho  Leg- 
islature of  this  Territory,  entitled  "  an  act  in  relation  to  the  formation  of  a  State  gov- 
ernment in  Wisconsin,  and  to  change  the  time  of  holding  tho  annual  session  of  the 
Legislature,"  approved  October  27,  1847,  providing  for  tho  calling  of  this  Convention, 
and  also  a  copy  of  so  much  of  tho  la*»t  census  of  tho  Territory  as  exhibits  the  number 
of  its  inhabitants,  to  be  forwarded  to  the  President  of  tho  United  States,  to  be  laid  be- 
fore the  Congress  of  the  United  States  at  its  prf»sent  sossion. 

Section  9.  This  Constitution  shall  be  submitted  at  an  election  to  be  held  on  the 
second  Monday  in  March  next,  for  ratification  or  rejection,  to  all  white  male  persons 
of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  or  upwards,  who  shall  then  be  residents  of  this  Territory 
and  citizens  of  the  United  States,  or  shall  have  declared  their  intention  to  become 
such  in  conformity  with  the  laws  of  Congress  on  tho  subject  of  naturalization ;  and  all 
persons  having  such  qualifications  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  or  against  the  adoption 
of  tills  Constitution,  and  for  all  officers  first  elected  under  it.  And  if  the  Constitution 
bo  ratified  by  said  electors,  it  shall  become  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  W' isconsin. 
On  such  of  the  ballots  as  are  for  the  Constitution,  shall  bo  written  or  printed  tho  word, 
"yes;"  and  on  such  as  are  against  tho  Constitution,  the  word,  "no."  The  election 
shall  be  conducted  in  the  manner  now  proscribed  by  law,  and  tho  returns  made  by  the 
clerks  of  the  boards  of  supot  visors  or  county  commissionors  (as  tho  case  may  bo)  to  the 
Governor  of  the  Torritx>ry,  at  any  time  befon*  tho  tenth  of  April  next.  And  in  the  event 
of  the  ratification  of  this  Constitution,  by  a  majority  of  all  tho  %otes  given,  it  shall 
ba  the  duty  oi  the  (jovemor  of  this  Territory  to  make  proclamation  of  the  same, 
and  to  transmit  a  digest  of  tho  returns  to  the  Senate  and  Assembly  of  tho  State 
on   the   first  day   of   their   session.    An   election   shall   be   held   for  Governor  and 
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Lleatenant  Governor,  Treasurer,  Attorn^  General,  Mamben  of  the  State  Legislature,  and 
Members  of  Concrete,  on  the  second  Monday  of  Maj  nart,  and  no  other  or  further  notice 
of  such  election  shall  be  required. 

SxonoN  10.  Two  Members  of  Oonfcress  shall  also  be  elected  on  the  second  Monday  of 
May  next;  and  until  otherwise  provided  hy  law,  the  counties  of  Milwaukee,  Waukesha, 
Jefferson,  Racine,  Walworth,  Bock  and  Green  shall  constitute  the  First  Oongreasional 
District,  and  elect  one  member;  and  the  counties  of  Warjhlngton,  Sheboygan,  Manitowoc, 
Calumet,  Brown,  Winnebago,  Fond  du  Lac,  Marquette,  Sauk,  Portage,  Oolumbia,  Dodge. 
Dane,  Iowa,  La  Fayette,  Grant,  Richland,  Crawford,  Chippewa,  St  Croix  and  Ia  Polnte 
shall  constitute  the  Second  Congressional  District,  and  shall  elect  one  member. 

Smcmov  11.  The  several  elections  provided  for  in  this  article  shall  be  conducted  accord- 
ing to  the  existing  laws  of  the  Territory.  Provided,  That  no  elector  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote,  except  in  the  town,  ward  or  precinct  where  he  resides.  The  returns  of  election,  for 
Senators  and  Members  of  Assembly,  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  super 
visors,  or  county  commissioners,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  the  votes  shall  be  canvassed,  and 
oertlflcates  of  ejection  issued,  as  now  provided  by  law.  In  the  First  Senatorial  .District,  the 
returns  of  the  Section  for  Senator  sliall  be  made  to  the  proper  officer  in  the  county  of 
Brown;  in  the  Second  Senatorial  District,  to  the  proper  officer  in  the  County  of  Columbia; 
in  the  Third  ^natorial  District,  to  the  proper  officer  in  the  county  of  Crawford;  in  the 
Fourth  Senatorial  District,  to  the  proper  officer  in  the  county  of  Fond  du  Lac;  and  in  the 
Fifth  Senatorial  District,  to  the  proper  officer  in  the  county  of  Iowa.  The  returns  of  elec- 
tion for  State  officers  and  Members  of  Congress,  shall  be  certified  and  transmitted  to  the 
Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  at  the  seat  of  government,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  votes  for 
delegate  to  Congress  are  required  to  be  certified  and  returned,  by  the  laws  of  the  Territory 
of  Wisconsin,  to  the  Secretary  of  said  Territory,  and  in  such  time  that  they  may  be  received 
on  the  first  Monday  in  June  next;  and  as  soon  as  the  Legislature  shall  be  organised,  the 
Speaker  of  the  Assembly  and  the  President  of  the  Senate  shall  in  the  presence  of  both 
Houses,  examine  the  returns,  and  declare  who  are  duly  elected  to  fill  the  several  offioes 
hereinbefore  mentioned,  and  give  to  each  of  the  persons  elected,  a  certificate  of  hia 
election. 

SsonoM  IS.  Until  ihere  shall  be  a  new  apportionment,  the  Senators  and  Members  of  the 
Assembly  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  several  districts,  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  and 
each  district  shall  be  entitled  to  elect  one  Senator  or  member  of  the  Assembly,  as  the  case 
maybe.

Section  13.  Such  parts  of  the  common  law  as  are  now  in  force  in  the  Territory  of  Wis- 
consin, not  inconsistent  with  this  Constitution,  shall  be  and  continue  part  of  the  law  of  this 
State  until  altered  or  suspended  by  the  Legislature. 

SecTiox  14.    The  Senators  first  elected  in  the  even  numbered  Senate  Districts,  the  Gover- 
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nor,  Lieutenant  Govenior,  and  other  State  officers  first  elected  under  this  Constitution,  shall 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective  office.^  on  the  first  Monday  of  June  next,  and  shall 
continue  in  ofTlce  for  one  year  from  the  first  Monday  of  January  next.  The  Senators  first 
elected  in  the  oAx\  numbered  Senate  Districts,  and  the  members  of  the  Assembly  first  elected 
shall  enter  upon  their  duties  respectively  on  the  first  Monday  of  June  next,  and  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  until  the  first  Monday  in  January  next. 

Suction  16.  The  oath  of  office  may  be  administered  by  any  judge  or  Justice  of  the  peace, 
until  the  Legislature  shall  otherwise  direct. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Resolved^  That  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  be,  and  Is  hereby  requested,  upon  tho 
application  of  Wisconsin  for  admission  into  the  Union,  so  to  alter  the  provisions  of  an  act 
of  Ck)ngress,  entitled  "  an  act  to  grant  a  quantity  of  land  to  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin,  for 
the  purpose  of  aiding  in  opening  a  canal  to  connect  the  waters  of  I^ake  Michigan  with 
those  of  Rock  river,"  approved  June  eighteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty -eight,  and  so  to 
alter  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  grant  made  therein,  that  the  odd  numbered  sections 
thereby  granted,  and  remaining  unsold,  may  be  held  and  disposed  of  by  the  State  of  Wis- 
consin, as  part  of  the  five  hundred  thousand  acres  of  land  to  which  said  State  is  entitled  by 
the  provisions  of  an  act  of  Congress,  entitled  ''  an  act  to  appropriate  the  proceeds  of  the 
sales  of  the  public  lands,  and  to  grant  pre-emption  rights,"  approved  the  fourth  day  of 
SKeptember,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-one;  and  further,  that  the  even  numbered  sections 
reserved  by  Congress  may  be  offered  for  sale  by  the  United  States  for  the  same  minimum 
price,  and  subject  to  the  same  rights  of  pre-emption  as  other  public  lands  of  the  United 
States. 

Resolvedi  That  Congreas  be  further  requested  to  pass  an  act  wheTeby  the  excess  price 
over  and  above  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre,  whicK  may  have  bet  n  p lid  by  the 
purchasers  of  said  even  numbered  sections  which  shall  have  been  sold  by  the  Unite<l  States, 
be  refunded  to  the  present  owners  thereof,  or  they  be  allowed  to  enter  any  of  the  public 
lands  of  the  United  States,  to  an  amount  equal  in  value  to  the  excess  so  paid. 

Reaolved,  That  in  case  the  odd  numbered  sections  shall  be  ceded  to  the  State  as  aforesaid, 
the  same  shall  be  sold  by  the  State  in  the  same  manner  as  other  school  lauds.  Provided^ 
that  the  same  rights  of  pre-emption  as  are  now  granted  by  Uie  laws  of  the  Uuite<l  States 
8'iall  be  secured  to  persons  who  may  be  actually  settled  upon  such  lands  at  the  time  of  the 
ad  )ption  of  this  Constitution :  And  provided  further,  that  the  excess  price  over  and  above 
one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre,  absolutely  or  conditionally  contracted  to  be  paid 
by  the  purchasers  of  any  part  of  said  sections  which  shall  liave  been  sold  by  the  Territory 
of  Wisconsin,  shall  be  remitted  to  such  purchasers,  their  representatives  or  assigns. 

Remlval^  That  Congress  be  requesu-d,  upon  the  application  of  Wisconsin  for  admission 
into  the  Union,  to  pass  an  act  whereby  the  grant  of  five  hundred  thousand  acres  of  land,  to 
which  the  State  of  Wisconsin  is  entitled  by  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  Congress,  entitled 
**  an  act  to  appropriate  the  proceeds  of  the  sal^  of  the  public  lands,  and  to  grant  pre-emp-

That  tho  Congress  of  the  United  States  be,  and  hereby  is  requested,  upon  the 
admission  of  this  State  into  the  Union,  so  to  alter  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congre.ss,  en- 
titletl  "  an  act  to  grant  a  certain  quantity  of  land  to  aid  in  the  improvement  of  the  Fox  and 
Wisconsin  livei-s,  and  to  connect  the  same  by  a  canal  in  the  territory  of  Wisconsin,"  that 
the  price  <»f  th**  lands  reserved  to  the  United  States  shall  be  reduced  to  the  minimum  price 
of  the  public  lands. 

Resohwl,  That  the  I>*gislature  of  this  State  shall  make  provision  by  law  for  the  sale  of 
the  lands  granted  to  the  State  in  aid  of  said  improvements,  .subject  to*  the  same  rights  of 
pre-emption  to  the  settlei^s  thereon,  as  are  now  allowed  by  law  to  the  settlers  on  the  public 
lands.

No  person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  a  criminal  offense  without  dne  pro- 
cess of  law,  and  no  person,  for  the  same  offense,  shall  be  pat  twice  in  Jeopardy  of  pun- 
ishment, nor  shall  be  compelled  in  any  criminal  case  to  be  a  witness  against  himself. 
All  persons  shall  before  conTiction  be  bailable  by  sufficient  sureties,  except  for  capital 
offenses  when  the  proof  is  evident  or  the  presamptlon  great ;  and  Uie  privilege  of  the 
writ  of  Habecu  corpus  shall  not  be  suspended  unless  when  in  case  of  rebellion  or  iuTasion 
the  publio  safety  may  require  it.

Sbctioit  1.  Srery  male  person  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  or  upwards  belonging  to 
either  of  the  following  classes  who  shall  hare  resided  within  the  State  for  one  year  next 
preceding  any  election,  and  in  the  election  district  where  he  ofllers  to  rote,  such  time  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  Legislature,  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  shall  be  deemed  a 
qualified  elector  at  such  election.

Any  ooanty,  city,  town, 
village,  school  district,  or  other  municipal  corporation,  incurring  any  iuvlobtodneas  asnforu> 
said,  shall,  before  or  at  the  time  of  doing  so,  provide  for  the  collection  of  a  direct  annual 
tax  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  debt  as  it  falls  due,  and  also  to  pay  and  discharge 
toe  principal  thereof  within  twenty  years  from  the  time  of  contracting  the  famei.

IMPORTANCE  OF  RULES. 

SECTION  I. 

nrpoRTAKCE  or  adhering  to  rulss. 

Mr.  Okblow,  the  ablest  among  the  Speakeis  of  the  House  of  Commons,  used  to  say:  "  It 
was  a  maxim  he  had  often  heard  when  he  was  a  young  man,  from  old  and  experienced 
Members,  that  nothing  tended  more  to  throw  power  into  the  hands  of  the  administration, 
and  those  who  acted  with  a  majority  oT  the  House  of  Commons,  tlian  a  neglect  of,  or  de- 
parture fi  om,  the  rules  of  proceeding;  t^at  these  forms,  as  instituted  by  our  ancestors,  op- 
erated as  a  check  and  control  on  the  actions  of  the  majority,  and  that  they  were  in  many 
instances,  a  shelter  and  protection  to  the  minority,  against  the  attempts  of  power.  *^  80  far 
the  maxim  is  certainly  true,  and  it  is  founded  in  good  sense,  that  as  it  is  alwajrs  in  the  power 
of  the  majority,  by  their  numbers,  to  stop  any  improper  measures  proposed  on  the  part  of 
their  opponents,  the  only  weapons  by  which  the  minority  can  defend  themselves  against 
similar  attempts  from  those  in  power,  are  the  forms  and  rules  of  proceeding  which  have 
been  adopted  as  they  were  found  necessary,  from  time  to  time,  and  are  become  the  law  of 
tile  House;  by  a  strict  adherence  to  which,  the  weaker  party  can  only  be  protected  from 
those  irregularities  and  abuses  which  these  forms  were  intended  to  check,  and  which  the 
wantonness  of  power  is  but  too  often  apt  to  suggest  to  large  and  successful  majorities.  2 
HaU.,  m,  172. 

And  whether  these  forms  be  in  all  cases  the  most  rational  or  not,  is  really  not  of  so  great 
importance.  It  is  much  more  material  that  there  should  be  a  rule  to  go  by,  than  what  that 
rule  is;  that  there  may  be  a  uniformity  of  proceeding  in  business,  not  subject  to  the  ca- 
price of  the  Speaker,  or  captiousness  of  the  Members.  It  is  very  material  that  order,  de- 
cency and  r^^arity  be  preserved  in  a  dignified  public  body.    2  Hats.^  149.

SECTION  m. 

FRIVILEOB. 

The  privileges  of  Members  of  Parliament,  from  small  and  obscure  beginnings,  have  been 
advancing  for  centuries  with  a  firm  and  never  yielding  pace.  Claims  seem  to  have  been 
brought  forward  from  time  to  time,  and  repeated,  till  some  example  of  their  admission 
enabled  them  to  build  law  on  that  example.  We  can  only,  therefore,  state  the  points  of 
progression  at  which  they  now  are.  It  is  now  acknowledged,  1st.  That  they  are  at  all 
times  exempted  from  question  elsewhere  for  anything  said  in  their  own  House;  th&t  during 
the  time  of  privilege,  2A,  Neither  a  Member  himself,  his*  wife,  nor  his  servants  (f amilaries 

'Order  of  Honac  cfCdixupona,  1663,  July  Id. 
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■of),  for  any  matter  of  their  own,  may  be*  arrested  on  mesne  prooeas.  In  any  dyfl  suit:  Sd. 
Nor  be  detained  under  execution,  thbugh  levied  before  time  of  privilege:  4th.  Nor  Im- 
pleaded, cited  or  subpoenaed  in  any  court:  5th.  Nor  sunmioned  as  a  witness  or  juror:  fltb. 
Nor  may  their  lands  or  goods  be  distrained:  7th.  Nor  their  persons  assaulted,  or  characters 
traduced.  And  the  period  of  time  covered  by  privilege,  before  and  after  the  session,  with 
the  practice  of  short  prorogations  under  the  connivance  of  the  Crown,  amounte  in  fact  to  a 
perpetual  protection  against  the  course  of  justice.  In  one  instance,  indeed,  it  has  be»i  re- 
laxed by  the  10  G.  8,  c.  50,  which  permita  Judiciary  proceedings  to  go  on  against  them. 
That  these  privileges  must  be  continually  progressive,  seems  to  result  from  their  rejecting 
all  definition  of  them ;  the  doctrine  being  that  ^'  their  dignity  and  independence  are  pre- 
served by  keeping  their  privil^res  indetinite;  *and  that  the  maxims  upon  which  they  pro- 
ceed, together  with  the  method  of  proceeding,  rest  entirely  in  their  own  breast,  and  are  not 
defined  and  ascertained  by  any  particular  stated  laws.^  ^*    1  Blackat.,  163, 1G4. 

[It  was  probably  from  this  view  of  the  encroaching  character  of  privilege  that  the 
f  ramers  of  our  constitution,  in  their  care  to  provide  that  the  law  shall  bind  equally  on  all, 
and  especially  that  those  who  make  them  shall  not  exempt  them.selves  from  their  opera- 
tion, have  only  privileged  *'  Senators  and  Repi*esentatives  "'  themselves  from  tlie  single  act 
of  **  arrest  in  all  cases  except  treason,  felony  and  breach  of  the  peace,  during  their  attend- 
ance at  the  sefsion  of  their  respective  Houses,  and  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  same, 
and  from  being  questioned  in  any  other  place  for  any  speech  or  debate  in  either  House." 
Cofiat.  U.  .S.,  Art.  1,  Sec.  6.  Under  the  general  authority  **  to  make  all  laws  necessary  and 
proper  for  carrying  into  execution  the  powers  given  them,"  Ck>n8t.  U.  &,  Art.  8,  Sec.  8,  they 
mav  provide  by  law  the  details  which  may  be  necessary  for  giving  full  efTect  to  the  enjoy- 
ment of  this  privilege.  No  such  law  being  yet  made,  it  seems  to  stand  at  present  on  the 
following  grounds:  1.  Tlie  act  of  arrest  is  void,  ab  initio  t  2.  The  member  arrestetl  may 
be  discharged  on  motion,  1  Bl.,  IGO;  8  Stra.^  990;  or  by  habeas  corpus  under  the  Federal  or 
State  authority  as  the  case  may  be;  or  by  a  writ  of  privilege  out  of  the  Chancery,  2  &7m., 
980,  in  those  States  which  have  adopted  that  part  of  the  laws  of  England.  Orders  of  the 
House  of  Commons,  1550,  February  20.  8.  The  arrest  being  unlawful,  is  a  trespass  for 
which  the  oflRcer  and  others  concerned  are  liable  to  action  and  indictment  in  the  CMxlinary 
courts  of  justice,  as  in  other  coses  of  unauthorized  arrest.  4.  The  court  before  which  the 
process  is  returnable  is  boimd  to  act  as  in  other  cases  of  unauthorized  proceeding,  and 
liable  also,  as  in  other  similar  cases,  to  have  their  prtx^edings  stayed  or  corrected  by  the 
superior  courts.] 

[The  time  necessary  for  going  to,  and  returning  from,  Congress,  not  being  defined,  it  will, 
of  course,  l^>e  judged  of  in  every  particular  case  by  those  who  will  have  to  decide  the  case.] 
While  privilege  was  understood  in  England  to  extend,  as  it  does  here,  only  to  exemption 
from  arrest,  eundo,  moranda,  et  redeundo,  the  House  of  Commons  themselves  decided 
that  "  a  convenient  time  was  to  be  understoo<l."  (ICW),)  1  Hats.,  W).  ICO.  Nor  is  the  law  so 
strict  in  point  of  time  as  to  n*iulre  the  party  to  set  out  immediately  on  his  return,  but 
allows  him  time  to  settle  his  private  alTairs,  and  to  prepare  for  his  journey;  and  do(»  not  even 
scan  his  road  very  nicely,  nor  forfeit  his  protection  for  a  little  deviation  from  that  which  is 
most  direct;  some  necessity  jierhnjjs  constraining  him  to  it.    2  Stra.,  986,  987. 

This  privilege  from  arrest,  privileges  of  course  against  all  process,  the  disobedience  to 
which  is  pimishable  by  an  attachment  of  the  i^erson;  as  a  subpoena  ad  respondendum,  or, 
testificandum,  or  a  summons  on  a  jiu*y ;  and  with  reason,  because  a  member  has  superior 
duty  to  perform  in  another  place.  [When  a  representative  is  withdrawn  from  his  Feat  by 
summons,  the  40,000  people  whom  he  represents,  lose  their  voice  in  debate  and  vote,  as  they 
do  on  his  voluntary  absence;  when  a  Senator  is  withdrawn  by  summons,  his  State  loses 
half  its  voice  in  del>ate  and  vote,  as  it  does  on  his  voluntary  absence.  The  enormous  dis- 
parity of  evil  admits  no  comparison.] 

[So  far  there  will  probably  be  no  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  privileges  of  the  two 
Houses  of  Congress;  but  in  the  following  cases  it  is  othen^-ise.  In  December.  im5,  the 
House  of  Representatives  committed  two  persons  of  the  name  of  Randall  and  Whitney,  for 
attempting  to  corrupt  the  integrity  of  certain  meml)ers,  which  they  considered  as  a  con- 
tempt and  breach  of  the  privileges  of  the  House;  and  the  facts  being  proved,  Whitney  was 
detained  in  confinement  a  fortnight,  and  Randall  three  weeks,  and  was  reprimanded  by  the 
Speaker.  In  March,  1796,  the  House  of  Representatives  voted  a  challenge  given  to  a  mem- 
ber of  their  House  to  be  a  breach  of  the  privileges  of  the  House;  but  satisfactory  apologies 
and  acknowledgmenta  being  made,  no  further  proceeding  was  had.  The  editor  of  the 
.Aurora  having,  in  his  paper  of  February  19, 1800,  inserted  some  paragraphs  defamatory  of

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the  Senate,  and  failed  In  Us  aitpearanoe,  he  was  ordered  to  he  committed.  In  debating  the 
legality  of  this  order,  it  was  insisted,  in  support  of  It,  that  every  man,  by  the  law  of  nature, 
and  every  body  of  men,  possesses  the  right  of  self-defense;  that  all  public  functionaries  an 
essentially  Invested  with  the  powers  of  self-preservation;  that  they  have  an  inherent  right 
to  all  acts  necessary  to  keep  themselves  in  a  condition  to  discharge  the  trusts  confided  to 
them;  that  whenever  authorities  ara  given,  the  means  of  carrying  them  into  execution  are 
given  by  necessary  implication;  that  thus  we  see  the  British  Parliament  exercise  the  right 
of  punishing  contempts;  all  the  State  Legislatures  exercise  the  same  power,  and  every  court 
does  the  same;  that,  if  we  have  it  not,  we  sit  at  the  mercy  of  every  intruder  who  nuiy  enter 
our  doors  or  gallery,  and,  by  noise  and  tumult,  render  proceeding  in  business  Impracticable; 
that  if  our  tranquillity  is  to  be  peri)etually  disturbed  by  newspaper  defamation,  it  will  not  be 
possible  to  exercise  our  functions  with  the  requisite  coolness  and  deliberation;  and  that  we 
must,  therefore,  have  a  power  to  punish  these  disturbers  of  our  peace  and  proceedings.  To 
this  it  was  answered,  that  the  Parliament  and  courts  of  England  have  cognizance  of  con- 
tempts by  the  express  provisions  of  their  law;  that  the  State  Legislatures  have  equal  author- 
ity, because  their  powers  are  plenary;  they  represent  their  constituents  completely,  and 
possess  all  their  powers,  except  such  as  their  Constitutions  have  expressly  denied  them; 
that  the  courts  of  the  several  States  have  the  same  powers  by  the  laws  of  their  States,  and 
those  of  the  Federal  Government  by  the  same  Stale  laws  adopted  in  each  State,  by  a  law  of 
Oongrefis;  that  none  of  these  bodies,  therefore,  derive  those  powers  from  natural  or  neces- 
sary Tight,  but  from  express  law;  that  Congress  have  no  such  natural  or  necessary  power, 
nor  any  powers  but  such  as  are  given  them  by  the  Constitution;  that  that  has  given  them, 
directly,  exemption  from  personal  arrest,  exemption  from  question  elsewhere  for  what  is 
said  In  their  House,  and  power  over  their  own  members  and  proceedings;  for  these  no  fur- 
ther law  is  necessary,  the  Constitution  beiug  the  law;  that,  moreover,  by  that  article  of  the 
Constitution  which  authorizes  them  "  to  make  all  laws  necessary  and  proper  for  carrying 
into  execution  the  power  vested  by  the  Constitution  in  them,^*  they  may  provide  by  law  for 
an  undisturbed  exercise  of  their  functions,  e.  g.,  for  the  punishment  of  contempt,  of  attraja 
or  tumult  in  their  presence,  etc,  but,  till  the  law  be  made,  it  does  not  exist;  and  does  not 
exist,  from  their  own  neglect;  that  in  the  mean  time,  however,  they  are  not  unprotected, 
the  ordinary  magistrates  and  courts  of  law  being  open  and  competent  to  punish  all  unjusti- 
fiable diaturbancee  or  defamations,  and  even  their  own  sergeant,  who  may  appoint  deputies 
ad  libitum  to  aid  him,  8  Orey^  60, 147,  S56,  is  equal  to  small  disturbances;  that  in  requiring 
a  previous  law,  the  Constitution  hod  regard  to  the  Inviolability  of  the  citizen,  as  well  as  of 
the  member;  as,  should  one  House,  in  the  regular  form  of  a  bill,  aim  at  too  broad  privi- 
leges, it  may  be  checked  by  the  other,  and  both  by  the  President;  and  also  as,  the  law  being 
promulgated,  the  citizen  will  know  how  to  avoid  offense.  But  if  one  branch  may  assume 
itB  own  privileges  without  control;  if  it  may  do  it  on  the  spur  of  the  occasion,  conceal  the 
law  in  its  own  breast,  and  after  the  fact  committed,  make  its  sentence  both  the  law  and  the 
judgment  on  that  fact,  if  the  offense  is  to  be  kept  undefined,  and  to  be  declared  only  ex  re 
nata^  and  accordiDg  to  the  passion  of  the  moment,  uid  there  be  no  limitation  either  in  the 
manner  or  measure  of  the  punishment,  the  condition  of  the  citizen  will  be  perilous  indeed. 
Which  of  these  doctrines  is  to  prevail,  time  will  decide.  Where  there  is  no  fixed  law,  the 
judgment  on  any  particular  case,  is  the  law  of  that  single  case  only,  and  dies  with  it. 
When  a  new  and  even  similar  case  arises,  the  judgment  which  is  to  make  and  at  the  same 
time  apply  the  law,  is  open  to  question  and  consideration,  as  are  all  new  laws.  Periiaps 
Congress,  in  the  mean  time,  in  their  care  for  the  safety  of  the  citizen  as  well  as  that  for 
their  own  protection,  may  declare  by  law  what  is  necessary  and  proper  to  enable  them  to 
carry  into  execution  ^e  powers  vested  in  them,  and  thereby  hang  up  a  rule  for  the  inspec- 
tion of  aU,  which  may  direct  the  conduct  of  the  citizen,  and  at  the  same  time  test  the  judg- 
ments they  abaH  themselves  pronounce  in  their  own  Case.] 

Privil^e  from  arrest  takes  place  by  force  of  the  election;  and  before  a  return  be  made  a 
member  elected  may  be  named  of  a  committee,  and  is  to  every  extent  a  member,  except 
that  he  cannot  vote  until  he  is  sworn.  Memor.y  107,  106.  D^Ewea,  642,  col.  2;  643,  col.  1.

Every  man  must,  at  his  peril,  take  notice  who  are  members  of  either  House  returned  of 
record.

On  complaint  of  a  breach  of  privilege  the  party  nuiy  either  be  summoned  or  sent  for  in 
custody  of  the  sergeant.    Grey,  88,  95. 

The  privilege  of  a  member  is  the  privil^^  of  the  House.  If  the  member  waive  it  with- 
out leaver  it  is  a  groimd  for  punishing  him,  but  cannot  in  effect  waive  the  privilege  of  the 
House.

For  aaj  speech  or  debate  in  either  House,  th^  shall  not  be  (questioned  in  an^  other  place.

212.  Bat  this  is  restrained  to  things  done  in  the  Hoase  in  a  parliamentary  course.  1  Rttsh^^

If  an  offense  b3  committed  by  a  member  of  the  House,  of  which  the  House  has  cogni- 
sance, it  is  an  infringement  of  their  right  for  any  person  or  court  to  take  notice  of  it,  tiU 
the  House  has  punished  the  offender,  or  referred  him  to  a  due  course.     Xiex  /teW.,  63L 

Privilege  is  in  the  power  of  the  House,  and  is  a  restraint  to  proceedings  of  inferior 
courts,  but  not  of  the  House  itself.  2  Nalson^  450 ;  2  Oreff^  399.  For  whatever  is  spoken 
in  the  House  Is  subject  to  the  censure  of  the  House ;  and  offenses  of  this  kind  have  been 
severely  punished  by  calling  the  person  to  the  bar  to  make  submission,  committing  him 
to  the  tower,  expelling  the  House,  etc    Scob.,  72 ;  L.  /^rL,  c,  22.

And  even  in  cases  of  treason,  felony,  and  breach  of  the  peace,  to  which  privilege  does  not 
extend  as  to  substance,  yet  in  Parliament  a  member  is  privileged  as  to  the  mode  of  pro* 
coeding.  The  case  is  first  to  be  laid  before  the  House,  that  it  may  judge  of  the  fact  and  of 
the  grounds  of  the  accusation,  and  how  far  forth  the  manner  of  the  trial  may  oonoem  their 
privilege ;  otherwise  it  would  be  in  the  power  of  the  other  branches  of  government,  and 
oven  of  every  private  man,under  pretense  of  treason,  etc.,  to  take  any  man  from  his  service 
in  the  House,  and  so  as  many,  one  after  another,  as  would  make  the  House  what  he  pleas- 
eth.  Decof  Com,  on  the  King^a  declaring  Sir  John  Hotham  a  traitor,  4i2iMAic.,586.  So 
when  a  member  stood  indicted  for  felony,  it  was  adjudged  that  he  ought  to  remain  of  the 
House  till  conviction ;  for  it  may  be  any  man's  case  who  is  guiltless,  to  be  accused  and  in- 
dicted of  felony  or  the  like  crime.    23  El,  1580;  D'Ewea,  283,  coL  1 ;  Lex  FarL,  133. 

When  it  is  found  necessary  for  the  public  service  to  put  a  member  under  arrest,  or  when 
on  any  public  Inquiry,  matter  comes  out  which  may  lead  to  affect  the  person  of  a  member, 
it  is  the  practice  Immediately  to  acquaint  the  House,  that  they  may  know  the  reasons  for 
such  a  proceeding,  and  take  such  steps  as  they  think  proper.  2  Hata. ,  259.  Of  which  see 
manyexamplea  7&.,  256,257,258.  But  the  communication  is  subsequent  to  the  arrest.

It  is  highly  expedient,  says  Hatsel,  for  the  due  preservation  of  the  privileges  of  the  sepa- 
rate branches  of  the  Legislature,  that  neither  should  encroach  on  the  other  or  interfere 
in  any  matter  depending  before  them,  so  as  to  preclude  or  even  influence  that  freedom  of 
debate,  which  is  essential  to  a  free  counseL  They  are  therefore  not  to  take  notice  of  any 
bills  or  other  matters  depending  or  of  votes  that  have  been  given,  or  of  speeches  which 
have  been  held,  by  the  members  of  either  of  the  other  branches  of  the  Legislature,  until 
the  same  have  been  communicated  to  them  in  the  usual  parliamentary  manner.  2  ffafa,, 
2S2,  4  Inat, ,  15.  8eld.  Jud, ,  53.  Thus  the  King's  taking  notice  of  the  bill  for  suppressing 
soldiers,  depending  before  the  House ;  his  proposing  a  provisional  clause  for  a  bill  before 
it  was  presented  to  him  by  the  two  Houses ;  his  expressing  displeasure  against  some  per- 
s<ns  formatters  moved  in  parliament  during  the  debate  and  preparation  of  a  bill,  were 
breaches  of  privilege ;  2  Nalaon^  347 ;  and  in  1783,  December  17,  it  was  declared  a  breach 
of  fundamental  privileges,  etc.,  to  report  any  opinion  or  pretended  opinion  of  Uie  King 
on  any  bill  or  proceeding  depending  in  either  House  of  Parliament  with  a  view  to  influ- 
ence Uie  votes  of  the  members.

SECTION  IV. 

ELECTIONS. 

[The  times,  places,  and  manner  of  holding  elections  for  senators  and  representatives 
shall  be  prescribed  in  each  state  by  the  legislature  thereof;  but  the  Congress  may  at 
any  time  by  law  make  or  alter  such  regulations,  except  as  to  the  places  of  choosing 
senators.    Conat.,  I,  4.] 

[Each  Bouse  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  elections,  returns  and  qualifloationa  of  its  own 
members.    Conat,  1 1,  5.] 

SECTION  V. 

QUALIFICATIONS. 

[The  Senate  of  the  United  States  shall  be  composed  of  two  Senators  from  each  State, 
choMu  by  the  Legislature  thereof  for  six  years;  and  each  Senator  shall  have  one  vote.] 

[Immediately  after  they  shall  be  assembled  in  consequence  of  the  first  election,  they 
shftU  be  divided  as  equally  as  may  be  into  three  classes.   The  seats  of  the  Senators  of  the 
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flnt  dan  shall  be  vacated  at  the  end  of  the  second  year;  of  the  second  class  at  tlie  expira- 
tion of  the  fourth  year,  and  of  the  third  class,  at  the  expiration  of  the  sixth  year;  so  that 
one-third  may  be  chosen  every  second  year;  and  if  vacancies  happen,  by  resi^nuttion  or 
otherwise,  during  the  recess  of  the  L^slature  of  the  State,  any  Executive  thereof  niay 
make  temporary  appointments,  imtil  the  next  meeting  of  the  I^egislature,  which  shall  Uien 
fill  such  vacancies.] 

[No  person  shall  be  a  Senator,  who' shall  not  have  attained  to  the  age  of  thirty  years,  and 
been  nine  years  a  citixen  of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall  not,  when  elected,  be  an  inhab- 
itant of  that  State  for  which  he  shall  be  chosen.    Cknut.  1, 8.] 

[The  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  composed  of  members  chosen  every  second  year 
by  the  people  of  the  several  States;  and  the  electors  of  each  State  shall  have  the  qualiflca- 
ttons  requisite  for  electors  of  the  most  numerous  branch  of  the  State  Legislature.] 

[No  person  shall  be  a  Representative  who  shall  not  have  attained  to  the  age  of  twenty-flve 
years,  and  been  seven  years  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall  not,  when  elected, 
be  an  inhabitant  of  that  State  in  which  he  shall  be  chosen.] 

[Representatives  and  direct  taxes  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  several  States  which 
may  be  included  within  this  Union,  according  to  their  respective  numbers;  which  shall  be 
determined  by  adding  to  the  whole  number  of  free  persons;  including  those  bound  to  serv- 
Ive  for  a  torn  of  years,  and  excluding  Indians  not  taxed,  three-fifths  of  all  other  persons. 
The  actual  enumeration  shall  be  made  within  three  years  after  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  and  within  every  subsequent  term  of  ten  years,  in  such  man- 
ner as  they  shall  by  law  direct.  The  number  of  representatives  shall  not  exceed  one  for 
eveiy  thirty  thousand,  but  each  State  shall  have  at  least  one  representative.  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  I,  2.] 

[When  vacancies  happen  in  the  representation  from  any  State  the  executive  autliority 
thereof  shall  Issue  writs  of  election  to  fill  such  vacancies.    Const.  U.  S.,  Art.  I,  Sec.  2.] 

[No  Senator  or  Repr^Kntative  shall,  during  the  time  for  which  he  was  elected,  be  ap- 
pointed to  any  civil  oflce  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  have  been 
created,  or  the  emoluments  whereof  shall  have  been  increased  during  such  time;  and  no 
person,  holding  any  office  imder  the  United'  States,  shall  be  a  member  of  either  House  duiv 
ing  his  continuance  in  office.    Const.  1, 6.] 

SECTION  VI. 

qCORUM. 

[A  majority  of  each  House  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business;  but  a  smaller  num- 
ber may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  may  be  authorized  to  compel  the  attendance  of  ab- 
sent members,  in  such  manner  and  under  such  penalties  as  each  House  may  provide. 
Const.  I.,  6.] 

In  general,  the  chair  is  not  to  be  taken  till  a  quorum  for  business  is  present;  unless,  after 
due  waiting,  such  a  quorum  be  despaired  of,  when  the  chair  may  be  taken  and  the  House 
adjourned.  And  whenever,  during  business,  it  is  observed  that  a  quorum  is  not  present, 
any  member  may  call  for  the  House  to  be  counted;  and  being  found  deficient,  business  is 
suspended.    2  Bats.,  12S,  ^ao. 

[The  President  having  taken  the  chair,  and  a  quorum  being  present,  the  Journal  of  the 
precedhig  day  shall  be  read,  to  the  end  that  any  mistake  may  be  corrected  that  shall  have 
been  made  in  the  entries.

SECTION  vn. 

CALL  OF  THX  HOUSE. 

On  a  call  of  the  House,  each  person  rises  up  as  he  is  called  and  answeretb;  the  absentees 
are  then  only  noted,  but  no  excuse  to  be  made  till  the  House  be  fully  called  over.  Then 
the  absentees  are  called  a  second  time,  and  if  still  absent,  excuses  are  to  be  heard.  Ord. 
Hmue  of  Commons^  98. 

They  rise  that  their  persons  may  be  recognized ;  the  voice  in  such  a  crowd,  being  an  insuffi- 
cient verification  of  their  presence.  But  in  so  small  a  body  as  the  Senate  of  the  United 
States,  the  trouble  of  rising  cannot  be  necessary.

When  but  one  person  is  proposed,  and  no  objection  made,  it  has  not  been  usual  in  Parliament 
to  put  any  question  to  the  House;  but  without  a  question  the  members  proposing  him  con- 
duct him  to  the  chair.

[In  the  Senate,  a  President  pro  tempore  in  the  absence  of  the  Vice  President  Is  proposed 
and  chosen  by  ballot  His  office  is  understood  to  be  determined  on  the  Vice  President's 
appearing  and  taking  the  chair,  or  at  the  meeting  of  the  Senate  after  the  first  recess. 

Where  the  Speaker  has  been  ill,  other  Speakers  pro  tempore  have  been  appointed.  In- 
stances of  this  are  1  fT,  4.  Sir  John  Cheyney,  and  for  Sir  Wm.  Sturton,  and  in  15  H.^  6,  Sir 
John  Tyrrell,  in  1656,  January  27;  1658,  March  9;  1660,  January  18.

Seymour  being  ill.  Sir  Robert  Sawyer  chosen,  1678, 
April  15.

SECTION  X. 

ADDRESS. 

[The  President  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  to  the  Congress  information  of  the  state  of 
the  Union,  and  recommend  to  their  consideration  such  measures  as  he  shall  judge  neces- 
sary and  expedient.    Omst.y  H,  8.] 

A  Joint  address  of  both  houses  of  Parliament  is  read  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Lords.  It  may  be  attended  by  both  Houses  in  a  body,  or  by  a  committee  from  each  House, 
or  by  the  two  Speakers  only.  An  address  of  the  House  of  Commons  only  may  be  pre- 
sented by  the  whole  House,  or  by  the  Speaker,  9  Qrty.  473;  1  Chandler ^  298,  301 ;  or  by  such 
iMuticular  members  as  are  of  the  privy  council.    2  Hats.^  278. 

SECTION  XL 

COMMITTEn. 

^Stimding  conunlttees,  as  of  privileges  and  elections,  ete.,  are  usually  appointed  at  the 
first  meeting,  to  continue  through  the  session.  The  person  first  named  is  generally  per- 
mitted to  act  as  chairman.  But  this  is  a  matter  of  courtesy;  every  committee  having  a 
right  to  elect  their  own  chairman,  who  presides  over  them,  puts  questions,  and  reports 
their  proceedings  to  the  House.    4  Inst.^  11, 12;  Scob.,  9;  1  (Trey,  122. 

At  these  committees  the  members  are  to  speak  standing,  and  not  sitting;  though  there  is 
reason  to  conjecture  it  was  formerly  otherwise.  D'Ewes,  680,  ooL  1;4  Farl.Hist.^i4D;% 
Hats.,  77.

When  a  committee  is  charged  with  an  inquiry,  if  a  member  prove  to  be  Involved,  they 
cannot  proceed  against  him,  but  must  make  a  special  report  to  the  House;  whereupon  the 
member  is  heard  in  his  place,  or  at  the  bar,  or  a  special  authority  is  given  to  the  committee 
to  inquire  concerning  him.    9  Orey^  6fii8. 

So  soon  as  the  House  sits,  and  a  committee  is  notified  of  it,  the  chairman  is  in  duty 
bound  to  rise  instantly,  and  the  members  to  attend  the  service  of  the  House.    2  Aal«.,  819.

SECTION  xn. 

COMMITrKB  or  THE  WHOLB. 

The  speech,  message,  and  other  matters  of  great  concernment,  are  usually  referred  to  a 
committee  of  the  whole  House  (6  Orey,  311),  where  general  principles  are  digested  In  the 
form  of  resolutions,  which  are  debated  and  amended  till  they  get  into  a  shape  which  meets 
the  approbation  of  a  majority.  These  being  reported  and  confirmed  by  the  House,  are 
then  referred  to  one  or  more  select  committees,  according  as  the  subject  divides  itself  into 
one  or  more  bills.  Scob.,  36, 44.  Propositions  for  any  charge  on  the  people  are  especially 
to  be  first  made  In  a  committee  of  the  whole.  8  Hata.,  127.  The  sense  of  tiie  whole  is  better 
taken  in  committee,  because  In  all  committees  every  one  speaks  as  often  as  he  pleases. 
8cob^  40.  They  generally  acquiesce  in  the  chairman  named  by  the  Speaker;  but,  as  well  as 
all  other  committees,  have  a  right  to  elect  one,  some  member,  by  consent,  putting  the  ques- 
tion. Scot.,  86;  3  Grey^  801.  The  form  of  going  from  the  House  into  committee,  is  for  the 
Speaker,  on  motion,  to  put  the  question  that  the  House  do  now  resolve  itself  Into  a  committee 
of  the  Whole,  to  take  into  consideration  such  a  matter,  naming  it.  If  determined  in  the 
affirmative  he  leaves  the  chair  and  takes  a  seat  elsewhere,  as  any  other  member;  and  the 
person  appointed  chairman  seats  himself  at  the  clerk''s  table.  Scob.,  86.  Their  quorum  is 
the  same  &s  chat  of  the  House,  and  if  a  defect  happens,  the  chairman,  on  a  motion  and 
question,  rises,  the  Speaker  resumes  the  chair,  and  the  chairman  can  make  no  oUier  report 
than  to  inform  the  House  of  the  cause  of  their  dissolution.  If  a  message  is  announced 
during  a  committee,  the  Speaker  takes  the  chair,  and  receives  it,  because  the  committee 
cannot.    2Hata.,  125, 126. 

In  a  Committee  of  the  Whole,  the  tellers  on  a  division,  differing  as  to  numbers,  great 
heats  and  confusion  arose,  and  danger  of  a  decision  by  the  sword..  The  Speaker  took  the 
chair,  the  mace  was  forcibly  laid  on  the  table;  whereupon  the  members  retiring  to  their 
places,  the  Speaker  told  the  House  "  he  had  taken  the  chair  without  an  order  to  bring  the 
House  into  order.  *^  Some  excepted  against  it  but  it  was  generally  approved,  as  the  only 
expedient  to  suppress  the  disorder.  And  every  member  was  required,  standing  up  In  his 
place,  to  engage  that  he  would  proceed  no  further,  In  consequence  of  what  had  happened 
In  the  grand  committee,  which  was  done.    8  Grey,  128. 

A  Committee  of  the  Wholo  being  broken  up  in  disorder,  and  the  chair  resumed  by  the 
Speaker  without  an  order,  the  House  was  adjourned.  The  next  day  the  committee  was 
considered  as  thereby  dissolved,  and  the  subject  again  before  the  House;  audit  was  decided 
in  tbe  House  without  returning  into  tJie  committee.    8  Grey,  180. 

No  previous  question  can  be  put  in  a  committee,  nor  can  this  committee  adjourn  as  others 
may;  but  if  their  business  is  unfinished,  they  rise,  on  a  question,  the  House  is  resumed,  and 
the  chairman  reports  that  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  have,  according  to  order,  had  under 
their  consideration  such  a  matter,  and  have  made  progress  therein;  but  not  having  had 
time  to  go  through  the  same,  have  directed  him  to  ask  leave  to  sit  again.  Whereupon  a 
question  is  put  upon  their  having  leave,  and  on  the  time  the  House  will  again  resolve  itself 
into  a  conmiittee.  Scob.,  88.  But  if  they  have  gone  through  Uie  matter  referred  to  them, 
a  member  moves  that  the  committee  may  rise,  and  the  chairman  report  their  proceed- 
ings to  the  House;  which  being  resolved,  thechairmari  rises,  the  speaker  resumes  the  chair, 
the  chairman  informs  him  that  the  committee  have  gone  through  the  business  referred  to 
them,  and  that  he  is  ready  to  moke  report  when  tbe  House  shall  think  proper  to  receive  it. 
If  the  House  have  time  to  receive  it,  there  Is  usually  a  cry  of  "  Now,  now,"  whereupon  he 
makes  the  report;  but  if  it  be  late,  the  cry  is,  "  To-morrow,  to-morrow,"  or  "  Monday,"  etc ; 
or  a  motion  is  made  to  that  effect,  and  a  question  put,  that  it  be  received  to-morrow,  etc 
Scob.,  88. 

In  other  things  the  rules  of  proceedings  are  to  be  the  same  as  In  the  House.    8c6b.^  89. 
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SECTION  XTTT. 

EZiMiKATioii  or  wmnEsan. 

Common  fame  b  a  good  ground  for  the  house  to  proceed  by  inquiry,  and  even  to  aocoEt^ 
tlon.  Be9oluUon  BouMe  of  Commmu,  1  Oar.,  1, 1604;  iTiMft.,  L.  Pari.,  115;  1  Grey,  16-2S,  82; 
Gretf,  21, 28,  S7, 45. 

Witnesses  are  not  to  he  produced  hut  where  the  House  has  previously  instituted  an 
inquiry  (2  HiitB,,  102),  nor  then  are  orders  for  their  attendance  given  blank.   8  Orey,  51. 

When  any  person  is  examined  before  a  committee,  or  at  the  bar  of  the  House,  any  meni> 
ber  wishing  to  ask  the  person  a  question,  must  address  it  to  the  Speaker  or  chairman,  who 
repeats  the  question  to  the  person,  or  says  to  him,  "  you  hear  the  question  —  answer  it.'* 
But  if  the  propriety  of  the  question  be  objected  to,  the  Speaker  directs  the  witness,  oounsel 
and  parties  to  withdraw,  for  no  question  can  be  moved  or  put,  or  debated,  while  they  are 
there.  2  JSoto.,  106.  Sometimes  the  questions  are  previously  settled  in  writing  before  the 
witness  enters.  lb.,  106, 107;  8  Qrey,  64.  The  question  asked  must  be  entered  in  the  jour- 
nals. 8  Cfrey,  61.  But  the  testimony  given  in  answer  before  the  House  is  never  written 
down;  but  before  a  committee  it  must  be,  for  the  Information  of  the  House,  who  are  not 
present  to  hear  it.

If  either  House  have  occasion  for  the  presfoice  of  a  person  in  custody  of  the  oUier,  they 
ask  the  other  their  leave  that  he  may  be  brought  up  to  them  in  custody.    8  HcUs.,  SS.    . 

A  Member,  in  his  place,  gives  information  to  the  House  of  what  he  knows  of  any  matter 
under  hcMring  at  the  bar.    Jour.  H.  of  C,  Jan.  22, 1744-'45. 

Either  House  may  request,  but  not  demand,  the  attendance  of  a  member  of  the  other. 
They  are  to  make  the  request  by  message  to  the  other  House,  and  to  express  clearly  the 
purpose  of  attendance,  that  no  improper  subject  of  examination  may  be  tendered  to  him. 
The  House  then  gives  leave  to  the  member  to  attend,  if  he  chooses  it;  waiting  first  to  know 
from  the  Member  himself  whether  he  chooses  to  attend,  till  which  they  do  not  take  the 
message  into  consideration.  But  when  the  Peers  are  sitting  as  a  court  of  criminal  judica- 
ture, they  may  order  attendance,  unless  where  it  be  a  case  of  impeachment  by  the  Com- 
mons.

Counsel  are  to  be  heard  only  on  private,  not  on  public  bills,  and  on  such  points  of  law  only 
as  the  House  shall  direct.    10  Qrey,  61. 

SECnONXIV. 

ARRANGEMENT  OP  BUSINESS. 

The  Speaker  Is  not  precisely  bound  to  any  rules  as  to  what  bills  or  other  matter  shall  be 
first  taken  up;  but  is  left  to  his  own  discretion,  unless  the  House  on  the  question  decide  to 
take  up  a  riarticular  subject.    Hakew.,  136. 

A  settled  order  of  business  is,  however,  necessary  for  the  government  of  the  presiding 
person,  and  to  restrain  individual  members  from  calling  up  favorite  measures,  or  matters 
under  their  special  patronage,  out  of  Uieir  just  turn.  It  is  useful  also  for  directing  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  House,  when  they  are  moved  to  take  up  a  particular  matter,  to  the  prej- 
udice of  the  others  having  priority  of  right  to  their  attention  in  the  general  order  of 
business. 

[In  Senate,  the  bills  and  other  papers  which  are  In  possession  of  the  House,  and  in  a  state 
to  be  acted  on,  are  arranged  every  morning,  and  brought  on  in  the  following  order:] 

[1.  Bills  ready  for  a  second  reading  are  read,  that  they  may  be  referred  to  committees 
and  so  be  put  under  way.  But  if,  on  their  being  read,  no  motion  is  made  for  commitment, 
they  are  then  laid  on  the  table  in  the  general  file,  to  be  taken  up  in  their  just  turn.] 

[2.  After  12  o'clock,  bills  ready  for  it  are  put  on  their  passage.] 

[3.  Reports  in  possession  of  the  House,  which  offer  grounds  for  a  bill,  are  to  be  taken  up, 
that  the  bill  may  be  ordered  in.] 

[4.  BiUs  or  other  matters  before  the  House,  and  unfinished  on  the  preceding  day,  whether 
taken  up  in  turn  or  on  special  order,  are  entitled  to  be  resumed  and  passed  on  through  their 
present  stage.] 

[5.  These  matters  being  dispatched,  for  preparing  and  expediting  business,  the  general 
file  of  bills  and  other  pai)ers  is  then  taken  up.  and  each  article  of  it  is  brought  on  according 
to  its  seniority,  reckoned  by  the  date  of  its  first  introduction  to  the  House.  Reports  on  bills 
belong  to  the  dates  of  their  bill.] 

[The  arrangement  of  the  business  of  the  Senate  is  now  as  foUows:] 

[1.  Motions  previously  submitted.] 

[2.  Reports  of  Committees  previously  made.] 
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[S.  Bills  from  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  those  introduoed  on  leave,  which 
have  been  read  the  first  time,  are  read  the  second  time ;  and  if  not  referred  to  a  commit- 
tee, are  considered  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  and  proceeded  with  as  in  other  cases.] 

[i.  After  twelve  o'clock,  engrossed  bills  of  the  Senate,  and  bills  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, on  third  reading  are  put  on  their  passage.] 

[5.  If  the  above  are  finished  before  one  o'clock,  the  general  file  of  bills,  consisting  of 
those  reported  from  committees  on  the  second  reading,  and  thom  reported  from  com- 
mlttaos  after  having  been  referred,  are  taken  up  in  the  order  in  wliich  they  wore  re- 
ported to  the  Senate  by  the  respective  committees.] 

[8.  At  one  o'clock,  if  no  business  be  pending,  or  if  no  motion  be  called  to  proceed  to 
other  business,  the  special  orders  are  called,  at  the  head  of  which  stands  the  unfin- 
ished business  of  the  preceding  day.] 

[In  this  way  we  do  not  waste  our  time  in  debating  what  shall  be  taken  up.  We  do  one 
thing  at  a  time ;  follow  up  a  subject  while  it  is  fresh,  and  till  it  is  done  with,  clear  the 
Hou8e  of  business  gradatim  as  it  is  brought  on,  and  prevent  to  a  certain  degree,  its  im- 
mense accumulation  towards  the  close  of  the  session.] 

[Arrangements,  however,  can  only  take  hold  of  matters  in  possession  of  the  House. 
New  matter  may  be  moved  at  any  time  when  no  Q*4ostion  is  before  the  House.  Such  are 

original  motions  and  reports  on  bills.  Such  are  bills  from  the  other  House,  which  are 
received  at  all  times,  and  receive  their  first  reading  as  soon  as  the  question  then  before 
the  House  is  disposed  of ;  and  bills  brought  in  on  leave,  which  are  read  first  whenever 
presented.  So  messages  from  the  other  House  respecting  amendments  to  bills  are  taken 
up  as  soon  as  the  House  is  clear  of  a  question,  unless  they  require  to  be  printed  for  bet- 
ter consideration.  Orders  of  the  day  may  be  called  for  even  when  another  question  is 
before  the  House. 

SECTION  XV. 

ORDER. 

[Each  House  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings ;  punish  it  members  for  disor- 
derly boliavior;  and,  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds,  expel  a  member.    C'otM<.,  1, 5.] 

In  Parliament,  "Instances  make  order,"  per  Speaker  Onslow.  2  Hats.^  141.  But  what  is 
done  only  by  one  Parliament,cannot  be  called  custom  of  Parliament  ;by  Prynne.  1  Oreyfi2. 

SECTION  XVI. 

ORDER  RB8PECTINO  PAPBRfl. 

The  Clerk  is  to  let  no  journals,  records,  accounts  or  papers,  be  ta  ken  from  the  table 
or  out  of  his  custody.    2  //ate.,  198,  194. 

Mr.  Prynne  having  at  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  amended  a  mistake  in  a  bill  without 
order  or  knowledge  of  the  committee  was  reprimanded.    1  CTuind,,  T7. 

A  bill  being  missing,  the  House  resolved  that  a  protestation  should  be  made  and  sub- 
Bcrit>ed  by  the  members  "before  Almighty  Ood  and  this  honorable  House,  that  neither 
myself  nor  any  other  to  my  knowledge  have  taken  away,  or  do  at  this  present  conceal  a 
bill  entitled,"  etc.    5  Grey,  202. 

After  a  bill  is  engrossed,  it  is  put  into  the  Speaker's  hands,  and  he  is  not  to  let  any 
one  have  it  to  look  into.    Town,,  eol,  200. 

SECTION  XVII. 

ORDER  IN  DEBA.TB. 

When  the  Speaker  is  seated  in  his  chair,  every  member  is  to  sit  in  his  place.    8ci  b  , 

6;8C;rej/,  403. 

When  any  member  means  to  speak,  he  is  to  stand  up  in  his  place,  uncovered,  and  to 
address  himself,  not  to  the  House,  or  any  particular  member,  but  to  the  Speaker,  who 
calls  him  by  his  name,  that  the  House  may  take  notice  who  it  is  that  speaks.  Scab.,  6 ; 
JTEwet,  487,  coLl;2  Hatt,,  77 ;  4  Grey,  66 ;  8  Grey,  108.  But  members  who  are  indis- 
posed may  be  indulged  to  speak  sitting.    2  Hats.,  75 ;  1  Grey,  1<3. 

[In  Senate,  every  member,  when  he  sp9aks,  shall  address  the  chair,  standing  in  his 
place,  and  when  he  has  finished,  shall  sit  down.    JiuleZ.] 

When  a  member  stands  up  to  speak,  no  question  is  to  be  put,  but  he  is  to  be  heard 
unless  the  House  overrules  him.    4  Grey,  390;  5  Grey,  6,  143. 

If  two  or  more  rise  to  speak  nearly  together,  the  Speaker  determines  who  was  first  up 
and  calls  him  by  name ;  whereupon  he  proceeds,  unless  he  voluntarily  sits  down  and 
gives  way  to  the  other.    But  sometimes  the  House  does  not  acquiesce  in  the  Speaker's

NeTorthe 
leas,  though  the  Speaker  may  of  right  speak  to  matters  of  order,  and  be  first  heard,  be 
is  restrained  from  speaking  on  any  other  subject,  except  where  the  House  have  occasion 
for  facts  within  his  knowledge ;  then  he  may,  with  their  leave,  state  the  mattet  of  fact.

No  one  is  to  speak  impertinently  or  beside  the  question,  superfluously  or  tediously 
Seob,,  31,  33;  2  HaU,,  166,  168;  Hale  Pari.,  133. 

No  person  is  to  use  iadecent  language  against  the  proceedings  of  the  House ;  no  prior 
determination  of  which  is  to  Im  reflected  on  by  any  member,  unless  he  means  to  conclude 
with  a  motion  to  rescind  it.  2  Hats.,  169,  170;  Rushw,,  p.  3,  v.  1,  foL  42.  But  while  a 
proposition  under  consideration  is  still  in  fieri,  though  it  has  even  been  reported  by  a 
committee,  reflections  on  it  are  no  reflections  on  the  House.    9  Orey,  506. 

No  person  in'speaking,  is  to  mention  a  meml)er  then  present  by  hla  name,  but  to  describe 
him  by  his  seat  in  the  House,  or  who  spoke  last,  or  on  the  other  side  of  the  question,  etc. 
(JHnv,  in  Haknc,  3 ;  Smjjf.h*s  Comw,,  L,  2,  &  3) ;  nor  to  digress  from  the  matter  to  fall  up-

unmanly  words  against  a  particular  member.  Smyth's  Comw,,  L,  2,  c.  8.  The  conse- 
quences of  a  measure  may  be  reprobated  in  strong  terms;  but  to  arraign  the  motives 
of  those  who  propose  to  advocate  it,  is  a  personality,  and  against  order.  Qui  digrediiur 
a  materia  ctd  personam,  Mr.  Speaker  ought  to  suppress.    OrcL  Com.,  1601,  Apr,  19. 

[*  *  *  Whonamembor  shall  be  called  to  order  by  the  Presidentor  a  Sona tor,  he  shall 
sit  down,  and  shall  not  proceed  without  leave  of  the  Senate ;  and  every  question  of  order 
shall  be  decided  by  the  President,  without  debate,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Senate : 
and  the  President  may  call  for  the  sense  of  the  Senate  on  any  question  of  order.  Rule  6.] 

[No  member  shall  speak  to  another  or  otherwise  interrupt  the  business  of  the  Senate, 
or  read  any  newspaper  while  the  journals  or  public  pa];)ers  are  reading,  or  when  any 
meml)er  is  speaking  in  any  debate.    RiUe2.] 

No  on€>  U  to  disturb  another  in  his  speech  by  hissing,  coughing,  spitting  (6  Orey,  332; 
Scob.,  8;  D*Ewes,  332,  coU,  1,  610,  col.,  1)  speaking  or  wliispering  to  another  (Scob,,  6; 
D'Ewrs,  487,  col..  1) ;  nor  stand  up  to  interrupt  him  {Town,,  col,,  206;  Mem,  inHakew, 
81) ;  nor  to  push  lietween  the  Speaker  and  the  speaking  member,  nor  to  go  across  Uie 
House  {Scob,,  6),  or  to  walk  up  and  down  it,  or  to  take  books  or  papers  from  the  table, 
or  write  there.    2  Hats,,  171. 

Nevertheless,  if  a  member  finds  that  it  is  not  the  inclination  of  the  House  to  hear  him, 
and  that  by  conversation  or  any  other  noise  they  endeavor  to  drown  his  voice,  it  is  his 
most  prudent  way  to  submit  to  the  pleasure  of  the  House,  and  sit  down ;  for  it  scarcely 
ever  happens  that  they  are  guilty  of  this  piece  of  ill  manners  without  suflicient  reason, 
or  inattentive  to  a  member  who  says  anything  worth  their  hearing.    2  Hats,,  77,  78. 

If  repeated  calls  do  not  produce  order,  tlie  Speaker  may  call  by  his  name  any  mem- 
ber obstinately  persisting  in  irregularity ;  whereupon  Uie  House  may  require  the  mem- 
ber to  withdraw.  He  is  then  to  be  heard  in  exculpation,  ond  to  withdraw.  Then  the 
Speaker  states  tlie  offense  committed,  and  the  House  considers  the  degree  of  punish- 
ment  they  will  inflict.    3  Hats,,  167,  7,  8,  172. 
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For  instances  of  assaults  and  affrays  In  the  House  of  Commons,  and  the  proceedings 
thereon,  see  1  Ptt.  Miac.y  82;  3  Grey,  128;  4  Qrey,  828;  5  Qrey,  838;  6  Grey,  254;  10  Qrey^  8.  When- 
ever warm  words  or  an  assault  have  passed  between  members,  the  House,  for  the  protec- 
tion of  their  members,  requires  them  to  declare  in  their  places  not  to  prosecute  any  quarrel 
(8  Grey,  1S7, 288;  5  Orey^  280);  or  orders  them  to  attend  the  Speaker,  who  is  to  accommodate 
their  differences,  and  report  to  the  House  (8  Orey^  419);  and  they  are  put  under  restraint 
if  they  refuse,  or  until  they  do.    9  Qrey,  2&i,  812. 

Disorderly  words  are  not  to  be  noticed  till  the  member  has  finished  his  speech.  5  Orey^ 
%6;  6  Orey^  60.  Then  the  perscA  objecting  to  them,  and  desiring  them  to  be  taken  down  by 
the  clerk  at  the  table,  must  repeat  them.  The  Speaker  then  may  direct  the  clerk  to  take 
them  down  in  his  minutes;  but  if  he  thinks  them  not  disorderly,  he  delays  the  direction. 
If  the  call  becomes  pretty  general,  he  orders  the  clerk  to  take  them  down,  as  stated  by  the 
objecting  member.  They  are  then  part  of  his  minutes,  and  when  read  to  the  offending 
member,  he  may  deny  they  were  his  words,  and  the  House  must  then  decide  by  a  question 
whether  they  are  his  words  or  not  Then  the  member  may  justify  them,  or  explain  the 
sense  in  which  he  used  them,  or  apologize.  If  the  House  is  satisfied,  no  further  proceeding 
is  necessary.  But  if  two  members  still  Insist  to  take  the  sense  of  the  House,  the  member 
must  withdraw  before  that  question  is  stated,  and  then  the  sense  of  the  house  is  to  be  taken. 
2  JSdte.,  199;  4  Orey^  170;  6  Orey^  60.  When  any  member  has  spoken,  or  other  business  inter- 
venes, after  offensive  words  spoken,  they  cannot  be  taken  notice  of  for  censure.  And  this 
is  for  the  common  security  of  all,  and  to  prevent  mistakes  which  must  happen  if  words  are 
not  taken  down  immediately.  Formerly  they  might  be  taken  down  at  any  time  the  same 
day.

Disorderly  words  spoken  in  a  committee  must  be  written  down  as  in  the  House;  but  the 
committee  can  only  report  them  to  the  House  for  animadversion.*  6  Orey,  46. 

[The  rule  of  the  Senate  says:  "  If  the  member  be  called  to  order  by  a  Senator  for  words 
spoken,  the  exceptionable  words  shall  immediately  be  taken  down  in  writing,  tliat  the  Pres- 
ident may  be  better  enabled  to  judge  of  the  matter."    Rule  7.] 

In  Parliament,  to  speak  irreverently  or  seditiously  against  the  King  is  against  order. 
Smyth's  Comid.,  L.  2,  c.  3;  2  Hata.,  170. 

It  is  a  breach  of  order  in  debate  to  notice  what  has  been  said  on  the  same  subject  in  the 
other  House,  on  the  particular  votes  or  majorities  on  it  there;  because  the  opinion  of  each 
House  should  be  left  to  its  own  independeucy;  not  to  be  influenced  by  the  proceedings  of 
the  other;  and  the  quoting  them  might  beget  reflections  leading  to  a  misunderstanding 
between  the  two  Houses.    8  Orey,  22. 

Neither  House  can  exercise  any  authority  over  a  member  or  ofilcer  of  the  other,  but 
should  complain  to  the  House  of  which  he  is,  and  leave  the  punishment  to  them.  Whero 
the  complaint  is  of  words  disrespectfully  spoken  by  a  member  of  another  House,  it  is  diffl- 
cult  to  obtain  punishment,  because  of  the  rules  supposed  necessary  to  be  observed  (as 
to  the  immediate  noting  down  of  words),  for  the  security  of  members.  Therefore,  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  House,  and  more  particularly  of  the  Speaker,  to  interfere  immediately,  and  not  to 
permit  expressions  to  go  unnoticed  which  may  give  a  ground  of  complaint  to  the  other 
House,  and  introduce  proceedings  and  mutual  accusations  between  the  two  Houses,  which 
can  hardly  be  terminated  without  difficulty  and  disorder.    3  Hats.,  51 . 

No  member  may  be  present  when  a  bill  or  any  business  concerning  himself  is  debating; 
nor  is  any  member  to  speak  to  the  merits  of  it  till  he  withdraws.  2  Hats.^  219.  The  rule  is, 
that  if  a  charge  against  a  member  arise  out  of  a  report  of  a  committee,  or  of  examination 
of  witnesses  in  the  House,  as  the  memter  knows  from  that  to  what  iK)ints  he  is  to  direct  his 
exculpation,  he  may  be  heard  to  those  points,  before  any  question  is  moved  or  stated 
against  him.  He  is  then  to  be  heard,  and  withdraw  before  any  question  is  moved.  But  if 
the  question  itself  is  the  charge,  as  for  breach  of  order,  or  matter  arising  in  the  debate, 
then  the  charge  must  be  stated  (that  is  the  question  must  be  moved),  himself  heard  and 
then  to  withdraw.    2  Hats.,  121,  122. 

Where  the  private  interests  of  a  member  are  concerned  in  a  bill  or  question,  he  Is  to  with- 
draw. And  where  such  an  interest  has  appeared,  his  voice  has  been  disallowed  oven  after 
a  division.  In  a  case  so  contrary,  not  only  to  the  laws  of  decency,  but  to  the  fundamental 
principle  of  the  social  compact  which  denies  to  any  man  to  be  a  judge  in  his  own  cause,  it 
is  for  the  honor  of  the  House  that  this  rule,  of  immemorial  observance,  should  be  strictly 
adhered  to.    2  Hats.,  119, 121 ;  6  Grey,  36S. 

No  member  Is  to  come  into  the  House  with  his  head  covered,  nor  to  remove  from  one 
place  to  another  with  his  hat  on,  nor  is  to  put  on  his  hat  in  coming  in  or  removing 
until  he  be  set  down  in  his  place.    Soob.^  0. 
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A  question  of  order  may  be  adjourned  to  give  time  to  look  into  precedents.    8  BaU.^  118. 
In  Parliament,  all  decidons  of  the  Speaker  may  be  controlled  by  the  House.    8  Orey^  819. 

SECTION  xvm. 

ORDERS  OF  THX  HOUSE. 

Of  right,  the  doors  of  the  House  ought  not  to  be  shut,  but  to  be  kept  by  porters,  or  ser- 
geants-at-arms,  assigned  for  that  purpose.    Mod.  Ten.  Parl.^  23. 

[By  rules  of  the  Senate,  on  motion  made  and  seconded  to  shut  the  doors  of  the  Senate  on 
the  discussion  of  any  business  which  may,  in  the  opinion  of  a  member,  require  secrecy,  the 
President  shall  direct  the  gallery  to  be  cleared;  and  during  the  discussion  of  such  motion 
the  doors  shall  remain  shut.    Rule  18.] 

[No  motion  shall  be  deemed  in  order  to  admit  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever  within 
the  doors  of  the  Senate  Chamber  to  present  any  petition,  memorial  or  address,  or  to  hear 
any  such  read.    RtUe  19.] 

The  only  case  where  a  member  has  a  right  to  insist  on  anything,  is  where  he  calls  for  the 
execution  of  a  subsisting  order  of  the  House.  Here,  there  having  been  already  a  resolution, 
any  person  has  a  right  to  insist  that  the  Speaker,  or  any  other  whose  duty  it  is,  shall  carry 
it  into  execution;  and  no  debate  or  delay  can  be  had  on  it.  Thus  any  member  has  a  rifcht 
to  have  the  House  or  gallery  cleared  of  strangers,  an  order  existing  for  that  purpose;  or  to 
have  Uie  House  told  where  there  is  no  quorum  present.  Hata.^  87, 189.  How  far  an  order 
of  the  House  is  binding,  see  Hakew.,  898. 

But  where  an  order  is  made  that  any  particular  matter  be  taken  up  on  a  particular  day, 
there  a  question  is  to  be  put,  when  it  is  called  for,  whether  the  House  will  now  proceed  to 
that  matter?  Where  orders  of  the  day  are  on  important  or  interesting  matter,  they  ought 
not  to  be  proceeded  on  till  an  hour  at  .which  the  House  is  usually  full  [tohich  in  Senate  i*at 
noon'\. 

Orders  of  the  day  may  be  discharged  at  any  time,  and  a  new  one  made  for  a  diiferent 
day.    8  CTrey,  48,  818.  . 

When  a  session  is  drawn  to  a  close,  and  the  important  bills  are  all  brought  in,  the  Houiie, 
in  order  to  prevent  interruption  by  further  unimportant  bills,  sometimes  come  to  a  resolu- 
tion that  no  new  bill  be  brought  in,  except  it  be  sent  from  the  other  house.    3  Qrey^  150. 

All  orders  of  the  House  determine  with  the  session;  and  one  taken  under  such  an  order 
may,  after  the  session  is  ended,  be  discharged  on  a  habeas  corpus.  Raym.^  180;  Jttcob'a 
L.  D.,  by  Roughead;  Parliament,  1  Lev.,  105  {Pritdiard's  cajte). 

[Where  the  Constitution  authorizes  each  House  to  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings, 
it  must  mean  in  those  cases  (legislative,  executive  or  judiciary)  submitted  to  them  by 
the  Constitution,  or  in  something  relating  to  these,  and  necessary  towards  their  execution. 
But  orders  and  resolutions  are  sometimes  entered  in  the  journals,  having  no  relation  to 
these,  such  as  acceptances  of  invitations  to  attend  orations,  to  take  part  in  processions, 
etc.  These  must  be  understood  to  be  merely  conventional  among  those  who  are  willing  to 
participate  in  the  ceremony,  and  are,  therefore,  perhaps,  improperly  placed  among  the 
records  of  the  House.] 

SECTION  XIX. 

PETITIONS. 

A  petition  prays  something.    A  remonstrance  has  no  prayer.    1  Chrey^  68. 

Petitions  must  be  subscribed  by  the  petitioners  (Scob.,  87;  L.  Pari.,  c.  82;  9  Orey,  888), 
unless  they  are  Attending  (1  Orey,  401);  or  unable  to  sign,  and  averred  by  a  member 
(8  Qrey^  418).  But  a  petition  not  subscribed,  but  which  the  member  presenting  it  affirmed 
to  be  all  in  the  handwriting  of  the  petitioner,  and  his  name  written  in  the  beginning,  was  on 
the  question  (Biar.  14, 1800)  received  by  the  Senate.  The  averment  of  a  member,  or  of  some- 
body without  doors,  that  Uiey  know  Uie  handwriting  of  the  petitioners,  is  necessary,  if  it  be 
questioned.  8  Grey,  36.  It  must  be  presented  by  a  member,  not  by  the  petitioners,  and  must 
be  opened  by  him  holding  it  in  his  hand.    10  Qrey,  57. 

[Before  any  petition  or  memorial  addressed  to  Uie  Senate  shall  be  received  and  read  at 
the  table,  whether  the  same  shall  be  introduced  by  the  President  or  a  member,  a  brief 
statement  of  the  contents  of  the  petition  or  memorial  shall  verbally  be  made  by  the  intro- 
ducer.   i2ule  84.] 

Regularly,  a  motion  for  receiving  it  must  be  made  and  seconded,  and  a  question  put, 
whether  it  idiall  be  received?  But  a  cry  from  the  House  of  **  Received,"  or  even  its 
silence,  dispenses  with  the  formality  of  this  question;  it  is  then  to  be  read  at  the  table,  and 
disposeaof. 
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SECTION  XX. 

MOTIONS. 

When  a  mot'on  has  been  made,  it  is  not  to  be  put  to  the  question,  or  debated  until  it 
is  seconded.    Scob.,  2L 

[The  Senate  say,  No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same  shall  be  seconded.  Bute  9.] 

It  is  then,  and  not  till  then,  in  possession  of  the  House,  and  cannot  be  withdrawn  but 
by  leaTe  of  the  House.  It  is  to  be  put  into  writing  if  the  House  or  Speaker  require  it, 
and  must  be  read  to  the  House  by  the  Speaker  as  often  as  any  member  desires  it  for  his 
information,  2  Halt.,  82. 

TThe  rule  of  the  Senate  is :  When  a  motion  shall  be  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be 
reduced  to  writinip,  if  desired  by  the  President  or  any  member,  delivered  in  at  the 
table,  and  read  before  the  same  shall  be  debated.    *   *    *    Rule  10.] 

It  might  be  asked,  whether  a  motion  for  adjournment  or  for  the  orders  of  the  day, 
can  be  made  by  any  one  member  while  another  is  speaking.  It  cann'  t.  When  two  mem* 
bers  offer  to  speak,  he  who  rose  first  is  to  be  heard ;  and  it  is  a  breach  of  order  in 
another  to  interrupt  him,  unless  by  calling  him  to  order,  if  he  departs  from  it.  And 
the  question  of  order  being  decided,  he  is  still  to  be  hoard  through.  A  call  for 
adjournment,  or  for  the  order  of  the  day,  or  for  the  question,  by  gentlemen  from  their 
seats,  is  uc  t  a  motion.  No  motion  can  be  made  without  arising  and  addressing  the 
Chair.  Such  calls  are  themselves  breaches  of  order  which,  though  the  member  who 
has  risen  may  respect  as  an  expression  of  impatience  of  the  House  against  further  de- 
bate, yet,  if  he  chooses  he  has  a  right  to  go  on. 

SECTION  XXI. 

RBSOLUTIONS. 

When  the  House  commands,  it  is  by  an  "  order."  But  facts,  princii^es,  and  their  own 
opinions  and  purposes,  are  expressed  in  the  form  of  resolutions. 

[A  resolution  for  an  aUowance  of  money  to  the  clerks  being  moved,  it  was  objected  to 
as  not  in  order,  and  so  ruled  by  the  Chair;  but  on  an  appeal  to  the  Senate  (i.  e.,  a  call 
for  their  sense  by  the  President,  on  account  of  doubt  in  his  mind,  according  to  rule  26), 
the  decision  was  overruled.  Jour,  Sen.f  June  1 ,  1790.  I  presume  the  doubt  was 
whether  an  allowance  of  money  could  be  made  otherwise  than  by  biU.] 

SECTION  XXII.

[Every  bUl  shall  receive  three  readings  previous  to  its  being  passed ;  and  the  President 
"hall  give  notice  at  each  whether  it  be  first,  second  or  third ;  which  readings  shall  be  on 
three  different  days,  unless  the  Senate  unamimously  direct  otherwise.  ^  *   *  Jtule  20.] 

SECTION  XXIII. 

BILLS,  LEAVE  TO  BKINO  IN. 

[One  day's  notice,  at  least,  shall  be  given  of  an  intended  motion  for  leave  to  bring  in 
a  bill.    R%i^£2&.] 

When  a  laomber  desires  to  bring  in  a  bill  on  any  subject,  he  states  to  the  house  in  gen- 
eral terms  the  causes  for  doing  it,  aud  concludes  by  moving  for  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill 
entitled,  etc.  Leave  being  given  on  the  question,  a  committee  is  appointed  to  prepare 
and  bring  in  the  bUL  The  mover  and  seconder  are  always  appointed  of  this  committee, 
and  one  or  more  in  addition.    JEfoA^w.,  122 ;  5co&.,  40. 

It  is  to  be  presented  fairly  written,  without  any  erasure  or  interlineation,  or  the 
Speaker  may  refuse  '       8eob,,  41 ;  1  Grey,  82, 84. 

SECTION  XXIV. 

BILLS,  FIBST  BBADINQ. 

When  a  biU  is  first  presented,  the  Clerk  reads  it  at  the  table,  and  hands  it  to  the 
Speaker,  who,  rising,  states  to  the  House  the  title  of  the  bill ;  that  this  is  the  first  time 
of  reading  it;  and  the  question  wUl  be,  whether  it  shall  be  read  a  second  tiroeT  then 
sitting  down  to  give  an  opening  for  objections.  If  none  be  made,  he  rises  again,  and 
puts  the  question,  whether  it  shall  be  read  a  second  timeT  Ifakew.t  187,  141.  A  bill 
cannot  be  amended  on  the  first  reading  (6  Orey,  286) ;  nor  is  it  usual  for  it  to  be  opposed

Bn.L8,  SECOND  READING. 

The  second  readiuR  mast  regularly  be  on  another  day.  ITakew.t  143.  It  b  done  by 
the  Clerk  at  the  table,  who  then  hands  it  to  the  Speaker.  The  Speaker,  rising,  states 
t'j  the  UoQse  the  title  of  the  bill ;  that  this  is  the  second  time  of  reading  it ;  and  that 
the  question  will  be,  whether  it  shall  be  committed  or  engrossed  and  read  a  third  time? 
Bat  if  the  bill  came  from  the  other  House,  as  it  always  comes  engrossed,  he  states  that 
the  question  will  be,  whether  it  shall  be  read  a  third  time,  and  before  he  has  so  re- 
ported  the  state  of  th«  bill,  no  one  is  to  speak  to  it,    Hakew.,  143,  146. 

[In  the  Senate  of  the  Unitted  States,  the  President  reports  the  title  of  the  bill;  that 
this  is  the  second  time  of  reading  it ;  that  it  is  now  to  be  considered  as  in  a  committee 
of  the  whole ;  and  the  question  will  be,  whether  it  shall  be  read  a  third  time?  or  that  it 
may  be  referred  to  a  special  committee?] 

SECTION  XXVI. 

BILLS,   COMMITMENT. 

If  on  motion  and  question  it  be  decided  that  the  bill  shall  be  committed,  it  may  then 
be  m  )ved  to  be  rererr.)d  to  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  or  to  a  special  committee.  If 
the  latter,  the  Speaker  proceeds  to  name  the  committee.  Any  member  also  may  name 
a  single  person,  and  the  Clerk  is  to  write  him  down  as  of  the  committee.  But  the 
'House  hare  a  controlling  power  over  the  names  and  number,  if  a  question  be  moyed 
against  anyone ;  and  may  in  any  case  put  in  and  put  out  whom  they  please. 

Those  who  take  exceptions  to  some  particulars  in  the  bill  are  to  be  of  the  committee, 
but  none  who  speak  directly  against  the  body  of  the  bill,  for  he  that  would  totally  des- 
troy will  not  amend  it  {Hawek.^  146;  Town.^coL  203;  D'Ewes,  634,  coU  2;  Scob,^  47) ;  or, 
as  it  is  said  (5  Orey,  145),  the  child  Ls  not  to  be  put  to  a  nurse  that  cares  not  for  it  (6 
Grej/,  373).  It  is  therefore  a  constant  rule  *'  that  no  man  is  to  be  employed  in  any 
matter  who  has  declared  himself  against  it,"  And  when  any  member  who  is  against 
the  bill  hears  himself  named  of  its  committee,  he  ought  to  ask  to  be  excused.  Thus 
(March  7,  1606)  Mr.  Hadley  was,  on  the  question  being  put,  excused  from  being  of  a 
committee,  declaring  himself  to  be  against  the  matter  itself.    8cob„  46. 

[No  bill  shall  be  comtritted  or  amended  until  it  shall  have  been  twice  read;  after 
which  it  may  be  referred  to  a  committee.    Rule  27.] 

[In  the  appointment  of  the  standing  commit  tees,  the  Senate  will  proceed  by  ballot,  sev- 
erally, to  appoint  the  Chairman  of  each  committee ;  and  then,  by  one  ballot,  the  otlier 
members  necessary  to  complete  the  same ;  and  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  votes 
given  shall  be  necessary  to  the  choice  of  a  chairman  of  a  standing  committee.  All 
other  committees  shall  bo  appointed  by  ballot«  and  a  plurality  of  votes  shall  make  a 
choice.  When  any  subject  or  matter  shall  have  been  referred  to  a  committee,  any  other 
subject  or  matter  of  a  similar  nature  may,  on  motion,  be  referred  to  such  committee. 
Rule'SL] 

The  Clerk  may  deliver  the  bill  to  any  member  of  the  committee  (Town.,  col,  38) ;  but 
it  is  usual  to  deliver  it  to  him  who  is  first  named. 

In  some  cases  the  House  has  ordered  a  committee  to  withdraw  immediately  into  the 
Committer  Chamber  and  act  on  and  bring  back  the  bill,  sittiog  ia  the  House.  <9ro&., 
48.  A  committee  meet  when  and  where  they  please,  if  the  House  has  not  ordered  time 
and  place  for  them  (6  Oi^ey^  370) ;  but  they  can  only  act  when  together,  and  not  by 
separate  consultation  and  consent— nothing  being  the  report  of  tlie  committee  but 
what  has  been  agreed  to  in  committee  actually  assembled. 

A  majority  of  the  committee  constitutes  a  quorum  for  basiness.  Elsj/nge's  Method 
0/  Ftissinff  Bills,  11. 

Any  member  of  the  House  may  be  present  at  any  select  committee,  but  cannot  vote, 
and  must  give  place  to  all  of  the  committee,  and  sit  below  them.  Elsynge,  12; 
Bcoh,,  49. 

The  committee  have  full  power  over  the  bill  or  otlier  paper  committed  to  them, 
except  that  they  ciinnot  change  the  title  or  subject.    8  Grey,  228. 

Tlie  paper  before  o  committee,  whether  select  or  of  the  whole,  may  be  a  bill,  resv 
olutions,  draught  of  an  address,  etc.,  and  it  may  either  orii^inate  with  them  or  be 
referred  to  them.  In  every  case  the  whole  paper  is  road  first  by  the  clerk  and  then 
by  the  chairman,  by  paragraphs  [Scob.,  49',  i  aiising  at  the  end  of  each  para- 
graph, and  putting  questions  for  amending,  if  proposed.  In  the  case  of  res- 
olutions on  distinct  subjects,  originating  with  Uioniselves,  a  question  is  put 
on  each  separately,  as  amended  or  unamended,  and  no  final  question  on  the 
whole  (8  Hats,,  276) ;  but  if  they  relate  to  the  same  subject,  a  question  is  put  on  the 
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whole.  If  it  be  a  bill,  draught  of  an  address,  or  other  paper  originating  with  them,  they 
proceed  by  paragraphs;  putting  questions  for  amending  either  by  insertion  or  striking  out« 
if  proposed,  but  no  question  on  agreeing  to  the  paragraphs  separately;  this  is  reserved  to 
the  close,  when  a  question  is  put  on  the  whole  for  agreeing  to  it  as  amended  or  unamended. 
But  if  it  be  a  paper  referred  to  them,  they  proceed  to  put  questions  of  amendment,  if  pro- 
posed, but  no  final  question  on  the  whole,  because  all  parts  of  the  paper,  having  been 
adopted  by  the  House,  stand,  of  course,  unless  altered  or  struck  out  by  a  vote.  Even  if 
they  are  opposed  to  the  whole  paper,  and  think  it  cannot  be  made  good  by  amendments, 
they  cannot  reject  it,  but  must  report  it  back  to  the  House  without  amendments  and  there 
make  their  opposition. 

The  natural  order  in  considering  and  amending  any  paper  is  to  begin  at  the  beginning, 
and  proceed  through  it  by  paragraphs,  and  this  order  is  so  strictly  adhered  to  in  Parlia- 
ment, that  when  a  latter  part  has  been  amended,  you  can  recur  back  and  make  any  altera- 
tions in  a  former  part  2  HaU.^  00.  In  numerous  asaemblies  this  restraint  is  doubtless 
Important.  [But  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  though  in  the  main  we  consider  and 
amend  the  paragraphs  in  their  natural  order,  yet  recurrences  are  indulged;  and  they  seem 
on  the  whole,  in  that  small  body,  to  produce  advantages  overweighing  their  incon- 
veniences.] 

To  this  natural  order  of  beginning  at  the  beginning,  Uiere  is  a  single  exception  found  in 
parliamentary  usa;7e.  When  a  bill  is  taken  up  in  committee,  or  on  its  second  reading,  they 
postpone  the  preamble  till  the  other  parts  of  the  bill  are  gone  through.  The  reason  is,  that 
on  consideration  of  the  body  of  the  bill,  such  alterations  may  therein  be  made  as  may  also 
occasion  the  alteration  of  the  preamble,    ^xh.^  SO;  7  Orey^  431. 

On  this  head  the  following  case  occurred  in  the  Senate,  Maroh  6,  1800:  A  resolution 
which  had  no  preamble  having  been  already  amended  by  the  House,  so  that  a  few  words 
only  of  the  original  remained  in  it,  a  motion  was  made  to  prefix  a  preamble,  which  having 
an  aspect  very  different  from  the  resolution,  the  mover  intimated  that  he  should  after- 
wards propose  a  corresponding  amendment  in  the  body  of  the  resolution.  It  was  objected 
that  a  preamble  could  not  be  taken  up  till  the  body  of  the  resolution  is  done  with;  but  the 
preamble  was  received,  because  we  are  in  fact  through  the  body  of  the  resolution;  we  have 
amended  that  as  far  as  amendments  have  offered,  and,  indeed,  till  little  of  the  original  is 
left.  It  is  the  proper  time,  therefore,  to  consider  a  preamble;  and  whether  the  one  offered 
be  consistent  with  the  resolution  is  for  the  House  to  determine.  The  mover,  indeed,  has  in- 
timated that  he  shall  offer  a  subsequent  proposition  for  Uie  body  of  the  resolution;  but  the 
House  Is  not  in  possession  of  it;  it  remains  in  his  breast,  and  may  be  withheld.  The  rules 
of  the  House  can  only  operate  on  what  is  before  them.  [The  practice  of  the  Senate,  too, 
ailowB  recurrences  backwards  and  forwards,  for  the  purposes  of  amendment,  not  permit- 
ting amendments  in  a  subsequent  to  preclude  those  in  a  prior  part,  or,  e  converBO.\ 

When  the  committee  is  through  the  whole,  a  member  moves  that  the  committee  may  rise, 
and  the  chairman  report  the  paper  to  the  House,  with  or  without  amendments,  as  the  case 
may  be.    2  Hats.,  289,  202;  Scoh.,  £8;  2  HaU.,  290;  8  Scob.,  60. 

When  a  vote  Is  once  passed  in  a  committee,  it  cannot  be  altered,  but  by  the  House,  their 
votes  being  binding  on  themselves.    1G07,  June  4. 

The  committee  may  not  erase,  interline,  or  blot  the  bill  itself;  but  must,  in  a  paper  by 
itself,  set  down  the  amendments,  stating  the  words  which  are  to  be  inserted  or  omitted 
(Sco6.,  60),  and  where,  by  references  to  the  page,  line,  and  word  of  the  bill.    Soob.^  60. 

SECTION  xxvn. 

REPORT  OF  COMMnTEE. 

The  chairman  of  the  committee,  standing  in  his  place,  informs  the  House  that  the  com- 
mittee, to  whom  was  referred  such  a  bill,  have,  according  to  order,  had  the  same  under 
consideration,  and  have  directed  him  to  report  the  same  without  any  amendment  or  with 
sundry  amendments  (as  the  case  may  be),  which  he  is  ready  to  do  when  the  House  pleases 
to  receive  it.  And  he  or  any  other  may  move  that  it  be  now  received;  but  the  cry  of  **  now, 
now,^*  from  the  House,  generally  dispenses  with  the  formality  of  a  motion  and  question. 
He  tlien  reads  the  amendment,  with  the  coherence  in  the  bUl,  and  opens  the  alterations  and 
the  reasons  of  the  committee  for  such  amendments,  until  he  has  gone  through  the  whole. 
He  then  delivers  it  at  Uie  clerk^s  table,  where  the  amendments  reported  are  read  by  the 
clerk  without  the  coherence;  whereupon  the  papers  lie  upon  the  table  till  the  House,  at  its 
convraienoe,  shall  take  up  Uie  report.    Scab..,  52;  Hakew.^  148. 

The  report  being  made,  the  committee  is  dissolved  and  can  act  no  more  without  a  new 
power.  Scob,^  51.  But  it  may  be  revived  by  a  vote,  and  the  same  matter  reconmiitted  to 
them.   4arey,861. 
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SECTION  XXVUL 

BELL,  RBOOMIflTMBIT. 

After  a  bQl  has  been  committed  and  reported,  it  ought  not  in  an  ordinary  oourae  to  bo 
i>90ommitted;  but  in  case  of  iropmlanoe,  and  for  special  reasons,  it  is  sometimes  recommit- 
ted, and  usually  to  the  same  committee.  Hakevo.^  161.  If  a  report  be  reoonunltted  before 
af^reed  to  in  the  House,  what  has  passed  in  committee  isof  no  validity;  the  whole  question  is 
again  before  the  committee,  and  a  new  resolution  must  be  again  moved,  as  if  nothing  had 
passed.    8  /foCt.,  181  —  note. 

In  Senate,  January,  1800,  the  salvage  bill  was  recommitted  three  times  after  the 
commitment. 

A  particular  clause  of  a  bill  may  be  conunitted  without  the  whole  bill  (8  HaU.^  181);  or  so 
much  of  a  paper  to  one  and  so  much  to  another  committee. 

SECnONZXIZ. 

BILL,  RXPORTB  TAKBN  UP. 

When  the  report  of  a  paper  originating  with  a  committee  is  taken  up  by  the  House,  they 
proceed  exactly  as  in  committee.  Here,  as  in  committee,  when  the  paragraphs  have,  on 
distinct  questions,  been  agreed  to  mriatim  (5  Qreyy  866;  6  (Trey,  868;  8  Oreif^  47,  IM,  860;  1  7V>r- 
Imck^a  Deb.,  125;  8  Hots.,  818),  no  question  need  be  put  on  the  whole  report.    6  Gfrey,  881. 

On  taking  up  a  bill  reported  with  amendments,  the  amendments  only  are  read  by  the 
Clerk.  The  Speaker  then  reads  the  first,  and  puts  it  to  the  question,  and  so  on  until  the 
whole  are  adopted  or  rejected,  before  any  other  amendment  be  admitted,  except  it  be  an 
amendment  to  an  amendment.  EUynge^a  Mem.,  68.  When  through  the  amendments  of  the 
committee,  the  Speaker  pauses,  and  gives  time  for  amendments  to  be  proposed  in  the  House 
to  the  body  of  the  bill  as  he  does  also  if  it  has  been  reported  without  amendments,  putting 
no  questions  but  on  amendments  proposed ;  and  when  through  the  whole,  he  puts  the  ques- 
tion whether  the  bill  be  read  the  third  time. 

SECTION  XXX. 

quASi-oomnTTBK. 

If  on  motion  and  question  the  bill  be  not  committed,  or  if  no  proposition  for  commitmeut 
be  made,  then  the  proceedings  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  and  in  Parliament  are 
totally  different    The  former  shall  be  first  stated. 

[The  88th  rule  of  the  Senate  says:  "  All  bills  on  a  second  reading  shall  first  be  considered 
by  the  Senate  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  Senate  were  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  before 
they  shall  be  taken  up  and  proceeded  on  by  the  Senate  agreeably  to  the  standing  niies, 
unless  otherwise  ordered;''  (that  is  to  say,  unless  ordered  to  be  referred  to  a  special  com- 
mittee.) And  when  the  Senate  shall  consider  a  treaty,  bill,  or  resolution,  as  in  Committee 
of  the  Whole,  the  Vice  President  or  President  pro  tempore  may  call  a  member  to  fill  the 
chair  during  the  time  the  Senate  shall  remain  in  Committee  of  the  Whole;  and  the  chair- 
man (so  called)  shall,  during  su^h  tirofc,  have  the  powers  of  a  President  jpro  tempore,] 

[Tlte  proceedings  of  tne  Senate,  as  in  a  Committee  of  the  Whole,  or  in  Quasi-Committee 
are  precisely  as  in  a  real  Committee  of  the  Whole,  taking  no  question  but  on  amendments. 
When  through  the  whole  they  consider  the  Quasi-Committee  as  risen,  the  House  resumes 
vdthout  any  motion,  question  or  resolution  to  that  effect,  and  the  President  reports  that 
**  The  House  acting  as  in  a  committee  of  the  Whole,  have  had  under  their  consideration  the 
bill  entitled,  etc.,  and  have  made  sundry  amendments,  which  he  will  now  report  to  the 
House."  The  bill  is  then  before  them,  as  it  would  have  been  if  reported  from  a  committee, 
and  the  questions  are  regularly  to  be  put  again  on  every  amendment;  which  being  gone 
through,  the  President  pauses  to  give  time  to  the  Hou^  to  propose  amendments  to  the  body 
of  the  bill,  and  when  through,  puts  the  question  whether  it  shall  be  read  a  third  time.] 

[After  progress  in  amending  the  bill  in  Quasi-Committee  a  motion  may  be  made  to  refer 
It  to  a  special  committee.  If  the  motion  prevails,  it  is  equivalent  in  effect  to  the  several 
votes,  that  the  committee  rise,  the  House  resume  itself,  discharge  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  and  refer  the  bill  to  a  special  committee.  In  that  case  the  amendments  already 
made  fall.    But  if  the  motion  falls,  the  Quasl-Commlttee  stands  in  statu  q%io.] 

[How  far  does  this  28th  rule  subject  the  House,  when  in  Quasi-Committee,  to  the  laws 
which  regulate  the  proceedings  of  Committres  of  the  Whole?]  The  particulars  in  which 
these  differ  from  proceedings  in  the  House  are  the  following:  1.  In  a  committee  every 
member  may  speak  as  often  as  he  pleases.   2.  The  votes  of  a  committee  may  be  rejected  or 
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altered  when  reported  to  the  Home.  8  A  committee,  even  of  the  whole,  canm^t  refer  any 
matter  to  another  committee.  In  a  committee,  no  preTlous  question  can  be  taken;  the  only 
means  to  avoid  any  improper  discussion  is  to  move  that  the  committee  ritie;  and  if  it  be 
apprehended  that  the  same  discussion  will  be  attempted  on  returning  into  committee,  the 
House  can  discharge  them,  and  proceed  itself  on  the  business,  keeping  down  the  impn)per 
discussions  by  the  previous  qur stion.  5  A  committee  cannot  punish  a  breach  of  order  in 
the  House  or  in  the  gallery.  9  Grey^  118.  It  can  only  riee  and  report  to  the  House,  who 
may  proceed  to  pimish.  [The  first  and  pecond  of  theFe  peculiarities  attach  to  the  Quasi- 
Committee  of  the  Senate,  as  every  day's  practice  proves,  and  Feeni  to  be  the  only  ones  to 
which  the  2Pth  rule  meant  to  subject  them ;  for  it  continues  to  be  a  House,  and  therefore, 
though  it  acts  in  some  respects  as  a  committee,  in  ethers  it  preserves  its  character  as  a 
House.  Thus:  8.  It  is  in  the  daily  habit  of  referrring  its  business  to  a  special  committee. 
4.  It  admits  of  the  previous  question;  if  it  did  not,  it  would  have  no  means  of  preventing 
an  improper  discussion,  not  being  able  as  a  committee  is,  to  avoid  it  by  returning  into  the 
House,  for  the  moment  it  would  resume  the  same  subject  there,  the  26th  rule  declares  it 
again  a  Quasi-Committee.  5.  It  would  doubtless  exercise  its  powers  as  a  House  on  any 
breach  of  order.  6.  It  takes  a  question  by  yea  and  nay  as  the  House  does.  7.  It  receives 
messages  from  the  President  and  the  other  House.  8.  In  the  midst  of  a  debate  it  receives  a 
motion  to  adjourn,  and  adjourns  as  a  House,  not  a  committee.] 

SECTION  XZZI. 

mUJI,  SBOOKD  RKADIirO  IN  THE  HOU8B. 

In  Fariiament  after  the  bill  has  been  read  a  second  time,  if  on  the  motion  and  question  it 
be  not  committed,  or  if  no  proposition  for  commitment  be  made,  the  Speaker  reads  it  by 
paragraphs,  pausing  between  each,  but  putting  no  question  but  on  amendments  proposed; 
and  when  through  the  whole,  he  puts  the  question  whether  it  shall  be  read  a  third  time?  if 
it  come  from  the  other  House;  or,  if  originating  with  themselves  whether  It  shall  be  en- 
grossed and  read  a  third  time?  The  Speaker  reads  sitting,  but  rises  to  put  questions.  The 
CSerk  stands  while  he  reads. 

[•But  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  is  so  much  in  the  habit  of  making  many  and 
material  amendments  at  the  third  reading,  that  is  has  become  the  practice  not  to  engross 
a  bill  until  it  has  passed  —  an  insular  and  dangerous  practice,  because  in  this  way  the 
paper  which  passes  the  Senate  is  not  that  which  goes  to  the  oUier  House,  and  that  which 
goes  to  tiie  other  House  as  the  act  of  the  Senate  has  never  been  seen  in  the  Senate.  In 
reducing  numerous,  difficult  and  illegible  amendments  into  the  text,  the  Secretary  may 
with  the  most  innocent  intentions,  commit  errors  which  can  never  be  again  corrected.] 

The  bill  being  now  as  perfect  as  its  friends  can  make  it,  this  is  the  proper  stage  for  those 
fundamentally  opposed  to  make  their  first  attack.  All  attempts  at  earlier  periods  are  with 
disjointed  efforts,  because  many  who  do  not  expect  to  be  in  favor  of  the  bill  ultimately  are 
wfliing  to  let  it  go  on  to  its  perfect  state,  to  take  time  to  examine  it  themselves  and  to  hear 
what  can  be  said  for  it,  knowing  that  after  all  they  will  have  sufficient  opportunities  of 
giving  it  their  veto.  Its  last  two  stages,  therefore,  are  reserved  for  this  —  that  Is  to  say,  on 
the  question  whether  it  shall  be  engrossed  and  read  a  third  time,  and  lastly,  whether  it  shall 
pass  ?  The  first  of  these  is  usually  the  most  interesting  contest,  because  then  the  whole 
subject  is  new  and  engaging;  and  the  minds  of  the  members  having  not  yet  been  declared 
by  any  trying  vote,  the  issue  is  the  more  doubtful.  In  this  stage,  therefore,  is  the  main 
trial  of  strength  between  its  friends  and  opponents,  and  it  behooves  every  one  to  make  up 
bis  mind  decisively  for  this  question,  or  he  loses  thf  main  battle;  and  accident  and  man- 
agement may,  and  often  do,  prevent  a  successful  rallying  on  the  next  and  last  question, 
whether  it  shall  pass. 

When  the  bill  is  engrossed,  the  title  is  to  be  indorsed  on  the  back  and  not  within  the 
bOL    Hakew.y  250.

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SECTION  xxxn, 

RBAOINO  PAPKR8. 

Where  papers  are  laid  before  the  House  or  referred  to  a  committee,  every  member  has  a 
right  to  liave  them  once  reed  at  the  table  before  he  can  be  compelled  to  vote  on  them;  but 
it  is  a  great  though  common  error  to  suppose  that  he  has  a  right  toties  quotiea^  to  have  actK, 
Journals,  accounts,  or  papers  on  the  table,  read  independently  of  the  will  of  tho  Houf e. 
The  delay  and  interruption  which  this  might  be  made  to  produce  evince  the  impcwsibility 
of  the  existence  of  such  a  right.  There  is,  indeed,  so  manifest  a  propriety  of  permitting 
every  member  to  have  as  much  information  as  possible  on  every  question  on  which  he  is  to 
vote,  that  when  he  desires  the  reading,  if  it  be  seen  that  it  is  really  for  information  and  net 
for  delay,  the  Speaker  directs  it  to  be  read  without  putting  a  question,  if  no  one  objects; 
but  If  objected  to,  a  question  must  be  put    2  Hats.,  117, 118. 

It  is  equally  an  error  to  suppoEe  that  any  member  has  a  right,  without  a  question  put-,  to 
lay  a  book  or  paper  on  the  table,  cr  have  it  read,  on  suggesting  that  it  contains  matter 
infringing  on  the  privileges  of  the  House.    lb. 

For  the  same  reason  a  member  has  not  a  right  to  read  a  paper  in  his  place,  If  it  be  ob- 
jected to,  without  leave  of  the  House.  But  this  rigor  is  never  exercised  but  where  tbere  is 
an  intentional  or  gross  abuse  of  the  time  and  patience  of  the  House. 

A  member  has  not  a  right  even  to  read  his  own  speech,  committed  to  writing,  without 
leave.  This  also  is  to  prevent  an  abuse  of  time,  and  therefore  is  not  refused  but  where  that 
is  intended.    2  Orey,  226. 

A  report  of  a  committee  of  the  Senate  on  a  bill  from  the  House  of  Representatives  being 
under  consideration,  on  motion  that  the  report  of  the  committee  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives on  the  same  bill  be  read  in  the  Senate,  it  passed  in  the  negative.    Feb.  28, 1703. 

Formerly  when  papers  were  referred  to  a  committee,  they  used  to  be  first  read;  but  of 
late  only  the  titles,  unless  a  number  insist  that  they  shall  be  read,  and  then  nobody  can 
oppose  it.    2  Bats.,  117. 

SECTION  zxxm. 

PBIVILEOKD  qUESnONS. 

[^While  a  question  is  before  the  Senate,  no  motion  shall  be  received,  unless  for  an  amend- 
ment, for  the  previous  question,  or  for  postponing  the  main  question,  or  to  conunit  it,  or  to 
adjourn.    Rule  11.] 

It  is  no  possession  of  a  bill  unless  it  be  delivered  to  the  Clerk  to  be  read  or  the  Speaker 
reads  tha  title.    Lex.  Parl.^  274;  Elsynge'^s  Mem.,  8S;  Ord.  House  of  Commons,  64. 

It  is  a  general  rule  that  the  question  first  moved  and  seconded  shall  be  first  put.  Scot.,  28, 
22;  2  Hats.,  81,  But  this  rule  gives  way  to  what  may  be  called  privileged  questions;  and 
the  privileged  questions  are  of  different  grades  among  themselves. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  simply  takes  place  of  all  others,  for  otherwise  the  House  might  be 
kept  sitting  against  its  will,  and  indefinitely.  Yet  this  motion  cannot  be  received  after  an- 
other question  is  actually  put,  and  while  the  House  is  engaged  in  voting. 

Orders  of  the  day  take  place  of  all  other  questions,  except  for  adjournment— that  is  to 
say,  the  question  which  is  the  subject  of  an  order  is  made  a  privileged  one,  pro  hac  vice. 
The  order  is  a  repeal  of  the  general  rule  as  to  this  special  case.  When  any  member  moves, 
therefore,  for  the  Order  of  the  Day  to  be  read,  no  further  debate  is  permitted  on  the  ques- 
tion whidi  was  before  the  House;  for  if  the  debate  might  proceed.  It  might  continue  through 
the  day  and  defeat  the  order.  This  motion,  to  entitle  it  to  precedence,  must  be  for  tbe 
orders  generally,  and  not  for  any  particular  one;  and  if  It  be  carried  on  the  question, 
"Whether  the  House  will  now  proceed  to  the  orders  of  the  dayf'^  they  must  be  read  and 
proceeded  on  in  the  course  In  which  they  stand  (2  Hats.,  83),  for  priority  of  order  gives 
priority  of  right,  which  cannot  bo  taken  away  by  another  special  order. 

After  these  there  are  other  privileged  questions,  which  will  require  considerable  expla- 
nation. 

It  is  proper  that  every  parliamentary  assembly  should  have  certain  forms  of  questions,  so 
adapted  as  to  enable  them  fitly  to  dispose  of  every  proposition  which  can  be  made  to  them. 
8u<^  are:  1.  The  previous  question.  2.  To  postpone  indefinitely.  8.  To  adjourn  a  ques- 
tion to  a  definite  day.  4.  To  lie  on  the  table.  5.  To  commit.  6.  To  amend.  The  proper 
occasion  for  each  of  these  questions  should  be  understood.

[When  a  qaeetion  is  onder  debate,  no  motion  %Ykwl\  be  received  bot  to  adjourn,  to  Uy  on  the  tnble,  to  poitpane  Indefl* 
■Itely,  to  poetpone  to  »  tlejr  certain,  to  eomniit  or  to  ainend;  which  aereral  motione  iliall  have  preocdenoe  in  the  orditf 
they  ■tana  arranged,  and  the  motion  for  adjournment  ihall  alwayi  be  in  order,  and  be  dcdded  without  d^Mle.] 
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1.  When  a  proposition  Is  moved  which  it  is  useless  or  inexpedient  now  to  express  or  dis- 
cuss, the  previous  question  has  been  introduced  for  suppressing  for  that  time  the  motion 
and  its  discussion.    8  Hats.,  188, 180. 

8.  But  as  the  previous  question  gets  rid  of  it  only  for  that  day,  and  the  same  proposition 
may  recur  the  next  day,  if  they  wish  to  suppress  it  for  the  whole  of  that  sesslbn,  they  post- 
pone it  indefinitely.  8  HaU.^  188.  This  quashes  the  proposition  for  that  session,  as  an 
Indefinile  adjournment  is  a  dissolution,  or  the  continuance  of  a  suit  Bint  die  is  a  disoontin  • 
nance  of  it. 

8.  When  a  motion  is  made  which  it  will  be  proper  to  act  on,  but  information  is  wanted,  or 
something  more  pressing  claims  the  present  time,  the  question  or  debate  is  adjourned  to 
such  day  within  the  session  as  will  answer  the  views  of  the  House.  8  Hate.,  81.  And  those 
who  have  spoken  b^ore  may  not  speak  again  when  the  adjourned  debate  is  resiuned.  2 
HaU.^  78.  Sometimes,  however,  this  has  been  abusedly  used  by  adjomiiing  it  to  a  day 
beyond  the  session,  to  get  rid  of  it  altogether,  as  would  be  done  by  an  indefinite  postpone- 
ment. 

4.  When  the  House  has  something  else  which  claims  its  present  attention,  but  would  be 
willing  to  reserve  in  their  power  to  take  up  a  proposition  whenever  it  shall  suit  them,  they 
order  it  to  lie  on  the  table.    It  may  then  be  called  for  at  any  time. 

5.  If  the  proposition  will  want  more  amendment  and  digestion  than  the  formalities  of  the 
House  wiU  conveniently  admit,  they  refer  it  to  a  committee. 

6.  But  if  the  proposition  be  well  digested,  and  may  need  but  few  and  simple  amendments, 
and  especially  if  these  be  of  leading  consequence,  they  then  proceed  to  consider  and  amend 
it  themselves. 

The  Senate,  in  their  practice,  vaiy  from  this  regular  gradation  of  forms.  Their  practice, 
comparatively  with  that  of  Parliament,  stands  thus:

Fostponemoit  indefinite.  Postponement  to  a  day  beyond  the  ftession. 

Adjournment,  Postponement  to  a  day  within  the  session,

In  their  eighth  rule,  therefore,  which  declares  that  while  the  question  is  Ix^foro  tlie  Senate, 
DO  motion  shall  be  received,  unless  it  be  for  the  previous  question,  or  to  pustpuiit^,  commit, 
or  amend  the  main  question,  the  term  postponement  must  be  understood  according  to  their 
broad  use  of  it  and  not  in  the  parliamentary  sense.  Their  rule  then  establishes  as  privileged 
questions,  the  previous  questions,  postponement,  commitment  and  amendment. 

But  it  may  be  asked,  Have  these  questions  any  privileges  among  themselves?  or  are  they 
0o  equal  that  the  common  principle  of  the  "  first  moved  first  put,"  takes  the  place  among 
them?   This  will  need  explanation.    Their  competitions  may  be  as  follows:

In  the  first  class,  where  the  previous  question  Is  first  moved,  the  effect  is  peculiar;  for  it  not 
only  prevents  the  after  motion  to  postpone  or  commit  from  being  put  to  question  before  it, 
but  also  from  being  put  after  it;  for  if  the  previous  question  be  decided  affirmative]^, 
to  wit,  that  the  main  question  shall  now  be  put,  it  would  of  course  be  against  the  decision 
to  postpone  or  commit;  and  if  it  be  decided  negatively,  to  wit,  that  the  main  question  §hall 
not  now  be  put,  this  puts  the  House  out  of  possession  of  the  main  question,  and'  conse- 
quently there  is  nothing  before  them  to  postpone  or  commit.  So  that  neither  vettng<  to^  aor 
against  the  previous  question  will  enable  the  advocates  for  poe^onlng  or  committi^g,!^  j^ 
at  their  object.    Whether  it  may  be  amended  shaU  be  examined  hereafter.  .  i  •^^^^^. 

Second  class.  If  postponement  be  decided  affirmatively,  the  proposition  is  removed  from 
before  the  House,  and  consequent^  there  is  no  ground  for  the  previous  question,  commit

The  third  daas  is  subject  to  the  same  observations  as  the  second. 

The  fourth  cias&  Amendment  of  the  main  question  first  moved,  and  afterwards  tJie  pre* 
vious  question,  the  question  of  amendment  shall  be  first  put. 

Amendment  and  postponement  competing,  postponement  is  first  put,  as  the  equivalent 
proposition  to  adjourn  the  main  question  would  be  in  FarUament.  The  reason  is,  that  the 
question  for  amendment  is  not  suppressed  l^  postponement  or  adjourning  the  main  ques- 
tion, but  remains  before  the  House  whenever  the  main  question  is  resumed;  and  It  might 
be  that  the  occasion  for  other  urgmt  business  might  go  by,  and  be  lost  by  length  of  debate 
on  the  amendment,  if  the  House  had  it  not  in  their  power  to  postpone  the  whole  subject. 

Amendment  and  commitment.  The  question  for  oonunitting  though  last  moved,  shall  be 
first  put;  because,  in  truth,  it  facilitates  and  befriends  the  motion  to  amend.  Seobeil  is 
express:  **  On  motion  to  amend  a  bill,  any  one  may,  notwithstanding,  move  to  oommlt  it, 
and  the  question  for  commitment  shall  be  first  put.^*    /Soo6.,  46. 

We  have  hitherto  considered  the  question  of  two  or  more  of  the  privileged  questtons  con- 
tending for  privilege  between  themselves,  when  both  are  moved  on  the  original  or  main 
question:  but  now  let  us  suppose  one  of  them  to  be  moved  not  on  the  original  primary 
question,  but  on  the  secondary  one,  e.  g. 

Suppose  a  motion  to  postpone,  commit  or  amend  the  main  question,  and  that  it  be  moved 
to  suppress  that  motion  by  putting  a  previous  question  on  it.  This  is  not  allowed,  because 
it  would  embarrass  questions  too  much  to  aUow  them  to  be  piled  on  one  another  aev^ml 
stories  high;  and  the  same  result  may  be  had  in  a  more  simple  way,  by  deciding  aicainst 
the  postponement,  commitment  or  amendment.    2  HaU.y  81, 2,  8, 4. 

Suppose  a  motion  for  the  previous  question,  or  commitment  or  amendment  of  the  main 
question,  and  that  it  be  then  moved  to  postpone  the  motion  for  the  previous  question,  or 
for  commitment  or  amendment  of  the  main  question.  1.  It  would  be  absurd  to  pos^x>ne 
the  previous  question,  commitment  or  amendment  alone,  and  thus  separate  the  appendage 
from  its  principal;  yet  it  must  be  postponed  separately  from  its  original,  if  at  all,  because 
the  eighth  rule  of  the  Senate  says  that  "  when  a  main  question  is  b^ore  the  House,  no 
motion  shall  be  received  but  to  commit,  amend  or  pre-question  the  original  question,'* 
which  is  the  parliamentary  doctrine  also;  therefore  the  motion  to  postpone  the  seoondaxy 
motion  for  the  previous  question,  or  for  committing  or  amending,  cannot  be  received.  2. 
This  is  a  piling  of  questions  one  on  another;  which  to  avoid  embarrassment.  Is  not  allowed. 
8.  The  same  result  may  be  had  more  simply  by  voting  against  the  previous  question,  com- 
mitment or  amendment. 

Suppose  a  commitment  moved  of  a  motion  for  the  previous  question,  or  to  postpone  or 
amend.    The  first,  second  and  third  reasons  before  stated,  all  hold  good  against  this. 

Suppose  an  amendment  moved  to  a  motion  for  the  previous  question.  Answer:  the  pre- 
vious question  cannot  be  amended.  Parliamentary  usage,  as  well  as  the  ninth  rule  of  the 
Senate,  has  fixed  its  form  to  be,  Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put? — i.  e.,  at  this  instant ; 
and  as  the  present  instant  is  but  one,  it  can  admit  of  no  modification.  To  change  it  to  to- 
morrow, or  any  other  moment,  is  without  example  and  without  utility.  But  suppooe  a 
motion  to  i»cend  a  motion  for  postponement  as  to  one  day  instead  of  another,  or  to  a  spe- 
cial instead  of  an  indefinite  time.  The  useful  character  of  amendment  gives  it  a  privilege  of 
attaching  itself  to  a  secondary  and  privileged  motion;  that  is,  we  may  amend  a  postpone- 
ment of  a  main  question.  So,  we  may  amend  a  commitment  of  a  main  question,  as  by 
adding,  for  example,  "  with  instructions  to  inquire,"  etc.  In  like  manner,  if  an  amendment 
b3  moved  to  an  amendment,  it  is  admitted;  but  it  would  not  be  admitted  in  another  decree, 
to  wit:  to  amend  an  amendment  to  an  amendment  of  a  main  question.  This  would  lead  to 
too  much  embarrassment.  The  line  must  be  drawn  somewhere,  and  usage  has  drawn  it 
after  the  amendment  to  the  amendment.  The  same  result  must  be  sought  by  deciding 
against  the  amendment  to  the  amendment,  and  then  moving  it  again  as  it  wished  to  be 
amended.    In  this  form  it  becomes  only  amendment  to  an  amendment. 

[When  motions  are  made  for  reference  of  the  same  subject  to  a  select  committee  and  to 
a  standing  committee,  the  question  on  reference  to  the  standing  conunittee  shall  be  first 
put.    12ta«a6.] 

[In  filling  a  blank  with  a  sum,  the  largest  sum  should  be  first  put  to  the  question,  by  the 
thirteenth  rule  of  the  Senate,*]  contrary  to  the  rule  of  Parliament,  which  privileges  the 
smallest  sum  and  longest  time.    5  G^ey,  179;  2  ITato.,  8, 88;  8  Hate.,  188, 188.    And  this  is  con- 
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Biderpd  to  be  not  in  the  form  of  an  amendment  to  the  question,  but  as  altematlTe  or  suc- 
oeesive  originals.  In  all  cases  of  time  or  number,  >ve  must  consider  whether  the  larger 
oomprehends  the  lesser  as  in  a  question  to  what  day  a  postiv)iicincnt  .sJioll  Ui,  the  number 
ot  a  committee,  amount  of  fine,  term  of  an  imprisonment,  lorm  of  irrudc^iu.alMlIry  of  a  loan, 
cur  the  terminus  in  quern  in  any  other  case;  then  the  question  iPiUst  begin  a  •muxhno.  Or 
^^faether  the  lesser  includes  the  greater,  as  in  questions  on  the  limitAtlon  uf  th*".  i  ato  of  in- 
terest, on  what  day  the  session  shall  be  closed  by  adjournment,  on  what  day  the  next  shall 
commence,  when  an  act  shall  conunence,  or  the  terminwi  a  q\io  in  any  other  case  wheie 
the  question  must  begin  a  minimo\  the  object  being  not  to  begin  at  that  exti*eme  which, 
and  more,  being  within  eveiy  man^s  wish,  no  one  could  negative  it,  and  yet,  if  he  should 
wote  in  the  affirmative,  every  question  for  more  would  be  precluded;  but  at  that  extreme 
'Which  would  unite  few,  and  then  to  advance  or  rec<Hlo  till  you  get  a  number  which  will 
unite  a  bare  majority.  3  Qity^  3TG,  3SJ,  -ISS.  "  The  fair  qnoslion,  in  this  case,  is  not  that  to 
mrbich,  and  more,  all  will  agn*o,  whether  there  sliall  be  addition  to  the  question/'   Grey^  ft'd. . 

Another  exception  to  the  rule  of  priority  is  when  a  motion  has  been  made  to  strike  out  or 
a^ree  to  a  paragraph.  Alotiuus  to  amend  it  are  to  be  put  to  the  question  before  a  vote  is 
taken  on  striking  out  or  agi\t;iug  to  the  whole  paragraph. 

But  there  are  several  quetiiions  which,  being  incidental  to  every  one,  will  take  place  of 
every  one,  privileged  or  not,  to  wit:  a  question  of  order  arising  out  of  any  other  question 
must  be  decided  before  that  question.    2  HaU.y  88. 

A  matter  of  privilege  arising  out  of  any  question,  or  from  a  quarrel  between  two  mem- 
bers or  any  other  cause,  supersedes  the  consideration  of  the  OTiginal  question,  and  must  be 
first  disposed  of.    2  Zfato.,  88. 

Reading  papers  relative  to  tiie  question  before  the  House.  This  question  must  be  put 
before  the  principal  one.    2  Hats.^  88. 

Leave  adced  to  withdraw  a  motion.  The  rule  of  Parliament  being  that  a  motion  made 
and  seconded  is  in  the  possession  of  the  House,  and  cannot  be  withdrawn  without  leave,  the 
very  terms  of  the  rule  imply  that  leave  may  be  given,  and,  consequently,  ma3'  be  asked  and 
put  to  the  question. 

SECTION  XXXIV. 
THX  PRBVious  quKsnoN. 

When  any  question  is  before  the  House,  any  member  may  move  a  previous  question, 
**  Whether  that  question  (called  the  main  question)  shall  now  be  put? ''  If  it  pass  in  the 
afRmiative,  then  the  main  question  is  to  be  put  immediately,  and  no  man  may  speak  any- 
thing further  to  it,  either  to  add  or  alter.    Memor.  in  Hakew.^  88:  4  Grey^  27. 

The  previous  quMtion  being  moved  and  seconded,  the  question  from  the  chair  shall  be, 
*'  Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put?  *'  and  if  the  nays  prevail,  the  main  question  shall  not 
then  be  put. 

This  kind  of  question  is  understood  by  Mr.  Hatnell  to  have  been  introduced  In  1004.  1  Hats,, 
SO.  Sir  Henry  Vane  introduced  it  2  Grey,  118,  114;  8  Grey,  8tM.  When  the  question  was  put 
in  Uiis  form, "  Shall  the  main  question  be  put?  ^*  a  determination  in  the  negative  sup- 
pressed the  main  question  during  the  session;  but  since  the  words,  '*  now  put '^  are  used 
they  exclude  it  for  the  present  only;  formerly,  indeed,  only  till  Uie  present  debate  was  over 
(4  Grey,  43),  but  now  for  that  day  and  no  longer.    2  Grey,  118, 114. 

Before  the  question  "  Whether  the  main  question  shall  now  be  put? '' any  persdn  might 
formerly  have  spoken  to  the  main  question,  because  otherwise  he  would  be  precluded  from 
speaking  to  it  at  all.    Mem.  in  Hakcw.,  2& 

The  proper  occasion  for  the  previous  question.  Is  when  a  question  Is  brought  forward  of  a 
delicate  nature  as  to  high  personages,  etc.,  or  the  discussion  of  which  may  call  forth  obser- 
vations which  Rkight  be  of  injurious  consequences.  Then  the  previous  question  is  proposed; 
and  in  the  modem  usage,  the  discussion  of  the  main  question  is  suspended,  and  the  debate 
confined  to  the  previous  question.  The  use  of  it  has  been  extended  abusively  to  other  cases; 
but  in  these  it  has  been  an  embarrassing  procedure;  its  uses  would  be  as  well  answered  by 
other  more  simple  parliamentary  forms,  -and  therefore  it  should  not  be  favored,  but  re- 
stricted within  as  narrow  limits  as  possible. 

Whether  a  main  question  may  be  amended  after  the  previous  question  on  it  has  been 
moved  and  seconded?  2  Hats.,  88,  sajrs,  if  the  previous  question  has  been  moved  and  sec- 
onded, and  also  proposed  from  the  chair  (by  which  he  means  stated  by  the  Speaker  for  de- 
bate), it  has  been  doubted  whether  an  amendment  can  be  admitted  to  the  main  question. 
He  t^nks  it  may,  after  the  previous  question  is  moved  and  seconded;  but  not  after  it  has 
been  proposed  from  the  chair.    In  this  case  he  thinks  the  friends  to  the  amendment  must 
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vote  thai  the  main  question  be  not  now  put;  and  then  more  their  amended  quefltton,  which 
being  made  new  by  the  amendment,  is  no  longer  the  same  whidi  has  just  been  suppreoned, 
and  therefore  may  be  proposed  as  a  new  one.    But  this  proceeding  certaJnly  endangers  the 
main  question,  by  dividing  its  friends,  some  of  whom  may  choose  it  unamended,  rather 
than  lose  it  altogether;  while  others  of  them  may  vote,  as  Hatsell  adyiaes,  that  the  main 
question  be  not  now  put  with  a  view  to  move  it  again  in  an  amended  f  onn.    The  enemies  of 
the  main  question,  by  this  manceuTre  to  the  previous  question,  get  the  enemies  to  the  amend* 
ment  added  to  them  on  the  first  vote  and  throw  the  friends  of  the  main  question  undler  the 
embarrassment  of  rallying  again  as  they  can.    To  support  his  opinion,  too,  he  makes  the 
deciding  circumstances,  whether  an  amendment  may  or  may  not  be  made,  to  be,  that 
the  previous  question  has  been  proposed  from  the  Chair.    But,  as  the  rule  is  that  the  House 
Is  in  possession  of  a  question  as  soon  as  it  is  moved  and  seconded,  it  cannot  be  more  than 
possessed  of  It  by  its  being  also  proposed  from  the  Chair.    It  may  be  said,  indeed,  that  the 
object  of  the  previous  question  being  to  get  rid  of  a  question,  which  It  Is  not  expedient 
should  be  discussed,  this  object  may  be  defeated  by  moving  to  amend,  and,  in  the  discussion 
of  that  motion,  involving  the  subject  of  the  noain  question.    But  so  m^  the  object  of  the 
previous  question  be  defeated,  by  moving  the  amended  question  as  Mr.  Hatsell  proposes 
after  the  decision  against  putting  the  original  question.    He  acknowledges,  too,  that  the 
practice  has  been  to  admit  previous  amendments,  and  only  cites  a  few  late  instances  to  the 
contrary.    On  the  whole,  I  should  think  it  best  to  decide  it  ab  inconvenienti,  to  wit:  which 
is  most  inconvenient,  to  put  it  in  the  power  of  one  side  of  the  House  to  defeat  a  proposition 
by  hastily  moving  the  previous  question,  and  thus  forcing  the  main  question  to  be  put  un- 
amended; or  to  put  it  in  the  power  of  the  other  side  to  force  on,  incidentally  at  least,  a  dis- 
cussion which  would  be  better  avoided?.  Perhaps  the  last  Is  the  least  inconveoience; 
inasmuch  as  the  Speaker,  by  confining  the  diacusrion  rigorously  to  the  amendment  only, 
may  prevent  their  going  into  the  main  question,  and  inasmuch  also  as  so  great  a  proportion 
of  the  cases  in  which  the  previous  question  Is  called  for,  are  fair  and  proper  subjects  for 
public  discussion,  and  ought  not  to  be  obstructed  by  a  formality  introduced  for  questions  of 
a  peculiar  character. 

SECTION  XZXV. 


On  an  amendment  being  moved,  a  member  who  has  spoken  to  the  main  question  may 
speak  again  to  the  amendment.    Scob.,  28. 

If  an  amendment  be  proposed  inconsistent  with  one  already  agreed  to,  it  is  a  fit  ground 
for  its  rejection  by  the  House,  but  not  within  the  comjMtenoe  of  the  Speaker  to  suppress  as 
if  it  were  against  order;  for  were  he  permitted  to  draw  questions  of  consistence  within  the 
vortex  of  order,  he  might  usurp  a  negative  on  important  modifications,  and  suppress, 
instead  of  subserving  the  legislative  will. 

Amendments  may  be  made  so  as  totally  to  alter  the  nature  of  the  proposition  ;  and  it  is 
a  way  of  getting  rid  of  a  proposition  by  making  it  bear  a  sense  different  from  what  it  was 
intended  by  the  movers,  so  that  they  vote  against  it  themselves.  2  Hats.,  79,  4,  82,  84.  A 
new  bill  may  be  engrafted  by  way  of  amendment,  on  the  words,  ''  Be  it  enacted,'*  etc. 
1  Gray,  100, 102. 

If  it  be  proposed  to  amend  by  leaving  out  certain  words,  it  may  be  moved,  as  an  amend- 
ment to  this  amendment,  to  leave  out  a  part  of  the  words  of  the  amendment,  which  is 
equivalent  to  leaving  them  in  the  bill.  2  JETots.,  80,  0.  The  parliamentary  question  is, 
always,  whether  the  words  shall  stand  part  of  the  bill. 

When  it  is  proposed  to  amend  by  inserting  a  paragraph,  or  part  of  one,  the  friends  of  the 
paragraph  may  make  it  as  perfect  as  they  can  by  amendments  before  the  question  is  put 
for  inserting  It.  If  it  be  received,  it  cannot  be  amended  afterwards,  in  the  same  stage, 
because  the  House  has,  on  a  vole,  agreed  to  it  in  that  form.  In  like  manner,  if  it  is  proposed 
to  amend  by  striking  out  a  paragraph,  the  friends  of  the  paragraph  are  first  to  make  it  as 
perfect  as  they  can  by  amendments,  before  the  question  is  put  for  striking  it  out.  If  on 
the  question  it  be  retained,  it  cannot  be  amended  afterwards,  because  a  vote  against  strik- 
ing out  is  equivalent  to  a  vote  agreeing  to  it  in  that  form. 

When  it  is  moved  to  amend  by  striking  out  certain  words  and  inserting  others,  the  man- 
ner of  stating  the  question  is  first  to  read  the  whole  passage  to  be  amended  as  it  stands  at 
present,  then  the  words  proposed  to  be  struck  out,  next  those  to  be  inserted,  and  lastly  the 
whole  passage  as  it  will  be  when  amended.  And  the  question,  if  desired,  is  then  to  be 
divided,  and  put  first  on  striking  out.  If  carried,  it  is  next  on  inserting  the  words  proposed. 
^  th«t  be  lost,  it  n^iy  be  move4  to  insert  others.    2  ^atf.,  80, 7. 
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A  motion  Is  made  to  amend  by  striking  out  certain  words  and  inserting  others  in  their 
place,  which  is  negatived.  Then  it  is  moved  to  strike  out  the  same  words,  and  to  insert 
others  of  a  tenor  entirely  different  from  those  first  proposed.  It  is  negatived.  Then  it  is 
moved  to  strike  out  the  same  words  and  insert  nothing,  which  is  agreed  to.  All  this  is  ad- 
missible, because  to  strike  out  and  insert  A,  is  one  proposition.  To  strike 'out  and  insert  B, 
is  a  different  proposition.  And  to  strike  out  an<l  insert  nothing,  Is  still  different  And  the 
rejection  of  one  proposition  does  not  preclude  the  offering  a  different  one.  Nor  would  it 
change  the  case  were  the  first  motion  divided  by  putting  the  question  first  on  striking  out, 
And  that  negatived;  for,  as  putting  the  whole  motion  to  the  question  at  once  would  not  have 
precluded,  the  putting  the  half  of  it  cannot  do  it.* 

But  if  it  had  been  carried  affirmatively  to  strike  out  the  words  and  to  insert  A,  it  could 
not  afterwards  be  permitted  to  strike  out  A  and  insert  B.  The  mover  of  B  should  have 
notified,  while  the  insertion  of  A  was  under  debate,  that  he  would  move  to  insert  B;  in  which 
case  those  who  preferred  it  would  join  in  rejecting  A. 

After  A  is  inserted,  however,  it  may  be  moved  to  strike  out  a  portion  of  the  original  par- 
agraph, comprehending  A,  provided  the  coherence  to  be  struck  out  be  do  substantial  as  to 
make  this  effectively  a  different  proposition,  for  then  it  is  resolved  into  the  common  case  of 
Btriking  out  a  paragraph  after  amending  it.  Nor  does  anything  forbid  a  new  Insertion,  in- 
stead of  A  and  Its  coherents. 

In  Senate,  January  25, 17S6,  a  motion  to  postpone  until  the  second  Tuesday  in  February 
some  amendments  proposed  to  the  Constitution;  the  words,  **  until  the  second  Tuesday  in 
February  ^*  were  struck  out  by  way  of  amendment.  Then  it  was  moved  to  add,  "  until  the 
flrat  day  of  June.***  Objected  Uiat  it  was  not  in  order,  as  the  question  should  be  first  put  on 
the  longest  time;  therefoi*e,  aftor  a  sliortor  time  decided  against  a  longer,  cannot  be  put  to 
question.  It  was  auswered  that  this  rule  takes  place  only  in  filling  blanks  for  time.  But 
when  a  specific  time  stands  part  of  motion,  that  may  be  struck  out  as.  well  as  any  other 
part  of  a  motion;  and  when  struck  out  a  motion  may  be  received  to  insert  any  other.  In 
fact.  It  is  not  mitil  they  are  struck  out,  and  a  blank  for  the  time  thereby  produced,  that  the 
rule  can  begin  to  operate,  by  receiving  all  the  propositions  for  different  times,  and  putting 
the  question  successively  on  the  longest.  Otherwise  it  would  be  in  the  power  of  the  mover, 
by  inserting  originally  a  short  time,  to  preclude  the  possibility  of  a  longer,  for  till  the  short 
time  is  struck  out,  you  cannot  insert  a  longer;  and  if,  after  it  is  struck  out,  you  cannot  do 
It,  then  it  cannot  be  done  at  all.  Suppose  the  first  motion  had  been  made  to  amend  by 
striking  out ''  the  second  Tuesday  in  February,^^  and  inserting  instead  thereof  "  the  first  of 
June/'  it  would  have  been  regular,  then,  to  divide  the  question,  by  proposing  the  first  ques- 
tion to  strike  out  and  then  that  to  insert.  Now  this  is  precisely  the  effect  of  the  present  pro- 
ceeding; only,  instead  of  one  motion  and  two  questions,  there  are  two  motions  and  two 
questions  to  effect  it— the  motion  lieing  divided  as  well  as  the  question. 

When  the  matter  contained  in  two  bills  might  better  be  put  into  one,  the  manner  Is  to 
reject  the  one,  and  incorporate  Its  matter  into  another  bill  by  way  of  amendment.  So  if 
the  m^ter  of  one  bill  would  be  better  distributed  into  two,  any  part  may  be  struck  out  by 
way  of  amendment,  and  put  into  a  new  bill.  If  a  section  is  to  be  transposed,  a  question 
must  be  put  on  striking  it  out  where  it  stands,  and  another  for  inserting  it  in  the  place 
defsired. 

A  bill  passed  by  the  one  House  with  blanks.  Tb(>se  may  be  filled  up  by  the  other  by  waj 
of  amendments,  returned  to  the  first  as  such,  and  passed.    8  HaU.^  88. 

The  number  prefixed  to  the  section  of  a  bill,  being  merely  a  marginal  indication,  and  no 
part  of  the  text  of  the  bill,  the  derk  regulates  that— the  House  or  committee  is  only  to 
amend  the  text. 

SECTION  XXXVL 

DIVISION  or  THX  qUXSTION. 

If  a  question  contain  more  parts  than  one,  it  may  be  divided  Into  two  <^  more  questions. 
Mem.  in  Hakew.^  89.  But  not  as  the  right  of  an  individual  member,  but  with  the  consent  of 
the  House.  For  who  is  to  decide  whether  a  question  is  complicated  or  not  ?  —  where  it  is 
complicated  ?— into  how  many  propositions  it  may  be  divided  ?  The  fact  Is,  that  the  only 
mode  of  separating  a  complicated  question  Is  by  moving  amendments  to  it;  and  these

must  be  decided  by  the  Home,  on  a  question,  unlen  the  House  orders  It  to  be  divided;  as, 
on  9.  question,  December  8, 1640,  making  void  the  Section  ot  the  knights  for  Woroeeter,  on 
a  movion  it  was  resolved  to  make  two  questions  of  it,  to  wit:  one  on  each  knight.  8  MaiM.^ 
6S,  86.  So,  wherever  there  are  several  names  in  question,  they  may  be  divided  and  put  one 
1^  one.  9  Orey^  414.  So.  1789,  April  17,  on  an  objecti<m  that  a  question  was  complicated,  it 
was  separated  by  amendment.    2  Hats.,  T9. 

The  soundness  of  these  observations  will  be  evident  from  the  embarrassments  produced 
by  the  12th  rule  of  the  Senate,  which  says,  *'  if  the  question  in  debate  contain  severa] 
points,  any  memlier  may  hav?  the  same  divided.** 

1798,  May  30,  the  alien  bill  in  quasi-conmiittee.  T6  a  section  and  proviso  in  the  original 
had  been  added  two  new  provisos  by  way  of  amendment.  On  a  motion  to  strike  out  the 
section  as  amended,  the  question  was  desired  to  be  divided.  To  do  this  it  must  be  put  first 
on  striking  out  eiUier  the  former  proviso  or  some  distinct  member  of  the  section.  But 
when  nothing  remains  but  the  last  member  or  the  section  and  the  proviso,  they  cannot  be 
divided  so  as  to  put  the  last  member  to  question  by  itself;  for  the  proviso  might  then  be 
left  standing  alone  as  exceptions  to  a  rule  when  the  rule  is  taken  away;  or  the  new  provisos 
might  be  left  to  a  second  question,  after  having  been  decided  on  once  before  at  the  same 
reading,  which  is  contrary  to  rule.  But  the  question  must  be  on  striking  out  the  last  mem* 
bOT  of  the  section  as  amended.  This  sweeps  away  the  exceptions  with  the  rule,  and  rriieves 
from  inconsistence.  A  question  to  be  divisible,  must  comprehend  points  so  distinct  and 
entire  that  one  of  them  being  taken  away  the  other  may  stand  entire.  But  a  proviso  or  an 
exception,  without  an  enacting  clause  does  not  contain  an  entire  point  or  proposition. 

May  81.  The  same  bill  being  before  the  Senate.  There  was  a  proviso  that  the  bUl  should 
not  extend,  1,  To  any  foreign  minister;  nor,  2,  To  any  person  to  whom  the  President 
should  give  a  passport;  nor,  8,  To  any  alien  merchant  conforming  himself  to  such  regula- 
tions as  the  President  shall  prescribe,  and  a  division  of  the  question  into  its  simplest  ele- 
ments was  called  for.  It  was  divided  into  four  parts,  the  fourth  taking  in  the  words, 
"  conforming  himself,*'  etc.  It  was  objected  that  the  words,  *'  any  alien  merchant  **  could 
not  be  separated  from  their  modifying  words,  *^  conforming,**  etc..  because  these  words  if 
left  by  themselves  contain  no  substantive  idea  —  will  make  no  sense.  But  admitting  that 
the  divisions  of  a  paragraph  into  separate  questions  must  be  so  made  that  each  part  may 
stand  by  itself,  yet  the  House  having  on  the  question,  retained  the  two  first  divisions,  the 
words  **  any  alien  merchant  **  may  be  struck  out,  and  their  modifying  words  will  then 
attach  themselves  to  the  preceding  description  of  persons,  and  become  a  modification  of 
that  description. 

When  a  question  is  divided,  after  the  question  on  the  first  member,  the  second  Is  open  to 
debate  and  amendment,  because  it  is  a  known  rule  that  a  person  may  rise  and  speak  at  mny 
time  before  the  question  has  been  completely  decided,  by  putting  the  negative  as  well  as 
the  affirmative  side.  But  the  question  is  not  completely  put  when  the  vote  has  been  taken 
on  the  first  member  only.  One-half  of  the  question,  both  alBrmatlve  and  negative  remains 
still  to  be  put.    See  ExecuU  Jovr.y  June  25, 1796.    The  same  decision  by  President  Adams. 

SECTION  xxxvn. 

OO-KXISTIKO  quKsnoNS. 

It  may  be  asked  whether  the  House  can  be  in  possession  of  two  motions  or  propositions 
at  the  same  time,  so  that  one  of  them  being  decided,  the  other  goes  to  question  without 
being  moved  anew  ?  The  answer  must  be  special .  When  a  question  is  interrupted  by  a  vote 
of  adjournment,  it  is  thereby  removed  from  before  the  House,  and  does  not  stand  ipso  facto 
before  them  at  their  next  meeting,  but  must  come  forward  in  the  usual  way.  So,  when  it 
is  interrupted  by  the  order  of  the  day.  Such  other  privileged  questions  also  as  dispose  of 
the  main  question  if.  g.  the  previous  question,  postponement,  or  commitment),  remove  it 
from  before  the  House.  But  it  is  only  suspended  by  a  motion  to  amend,  to  vdthdraw,  to 
read  papers,  or  by  a  question  of  order  or  privilege,  and  stands  again  before  the  House  when 
these  are  decided.  None  but  the  class  of  privileged  questions  can  be  brought  forward  while 
there  is  another  question  before  the  House,  the  rule  being  that  when  a  motion  has  been 
made  and  seconded,  no  other  can  be  received,  except  it  be  a  privileged  one.

If,  oo  a  question  for  rejection,  a  bill  be  retained,  it  passes  of  course  to  Its  next  reading. 
Hakew.^  141 ;  Scab.,  42.  And  a  question  for  a  second  reading  determined  negatively,  is  a  re 
jection  without  further  question.  4  Orey,  145.  And  see  EUynge'a  Metnor..  42,  in  what  cases 
questions  are  to  be  taken  for  rejection.

Where  questions  are  perfectly  equivalent,  so  that  the  negative  of  the  one  amounts  to  the 
afBrmative  of  the  other,  and  leaves  no  other  alternative,  the  decision  of  the  one  concludes 
necessarily  the  other.  4  Cfrey^  157.  Thus  the  negative  of  striking  out  amounts  to  the  affirm- 
ative of  ac;reeing;  and  therefore  to  put  a  question  on  agreeing  after  that  on  striking  out, 
would  be  to  put  the  same  question  in  effect  twice  over.  Not  so  in  questions  of  amendments 
between  the  two  Houses.  A  motion  to  recede  being  negatived,  does  not  amount  to  a  posi- 
tive vote  to  insist,  because  there  is  another  alternative,  to  wit:  to  adhere: 

A  bill  originating  in  one  House  is  passed  by  the  other  with  an  amendment.  A  motion  in 
the  originating  House  to  agree  to  the  amendment  is  negatived.  Does  there  result  from  this 
a  vote  of  disagreement,  or  must  the  question  on  disagreement  be  expressly  voted?  The 
questions  respecting  amendments  from  another  House  are—  1st,  to  agree;  8d  to  disagree; 
3d,  recede;  4th,  insist;  5th,  adhere. 
1st.    To  agree.  ^        Either  of  these  concludes  the  other  necessarily,  for  the  positive 

8d.    To  disagree.       f    of  either  is  exactly  the  equivalent  of  the  negative  of  the  other, 

and  no  other  alternative  remains.  On  either  motion  amendments 
to  the  amendment^  may  be  proposed;  e.  i^.,  if  it  be  moved  to  dis- 
agree^ those  who  are  for  the  amendment  have  a  right  to  propose 
amendments,  and  to  make  it  as  perfect  as  they  can,  before  the 
question  of  disagreeing  is  put. 
3d.    To  recede.  )     You  may  then  either  insist  or  adbere. 

4th.   To  InaiBt.  >    Tou  may  then  either  recede  or  adhere.

Consequently  the  negative  of  these  is  not  equivalent  to  a  positive 
vote  the  other  way.  It  does  not  raise  so  necessary  an  implica- 
cation  as  may  authorize  the  Secretary  by  inference  to  enter 
another  vote;  for  two  alternatives  still  remain,  either  of  which 
may  be  adopted  by  the  House. 

SECTnON  XX2IX. 
THE  quxsnoK. 

The  question  is  to  be  put  first  on  the  affirmative  and  then  on  the  negative  side. 

After  the  Speaker  has  pat  the  affirmative  part  of  the  question,  any  member  who  has  not 
Bpoken  before  to  the  question  may  rise  and  speak  before  the  negative  be  put;  because  it  is 
DO  full  question  till  the  negative  part  be  put.    £Eco6.,  23;  2  Hats.^  78. 

But  in  small  matters,  and  which  are,  of  course,  such  as  receiving  petitions,  reports,  with- 
drawing motions,  reading  papers,  etc.,  the  Speaker  most  commonly  supposes  the  consent  of 
the  House  where  no  objection  is  expressed,  and  does  not  give  them  the  trouble  of  putting 
the  question  formally.    Scob.,  SS;  2  Hats.,  87;  6  Grey,  129;  9  (Trey,  301. 

SECTION  XL. 

BILLS,  THIRD  BBADINQ. 

To  prevent  bills  from  being  passed  by  surprise^  the  House,  by  a  standing  order,  directs 
that  they  shall  not  be  put  on  their  passage  before  a  fixed  hour,  naming  one  at  which  the 
House  Is  commonly  full.    Hakete.^  168. 

[The  usage  of  the  Senate  is,  not  to  put  bills  on  their  passage  till  noon.] 

A  bill  reported  and  passed  to  the  third  reading  cannot  on  that  day  be  read  the  third  time 
snd  passed;  because  this  would  be  to  pass  on  two  readings  in  the  same  day. 

At  the  third  reading  the  Clerk  reads  the  bill  and  delivers  it  to  the  Speaker,  who  states  the 
title,  that  it  is  the  third  time  of  reading  the  bill,  and  that  the  question  will  be  whether  it 
shall  pass?  Formerly  the  Speaker  or  those  who  prepared  a  bill,  prepared  also  a  breviate  or 
summary  statement  of  its  contents,  which  the  Speaker  read  when  he  declared  the  state  of 
the  btU,  at  the  several  readings.  Sometimes,  however,  he  read  the  bill  itself,  especially  on 
its  passage.  Hdkew.,  188. 187, 158;  Coke,  22, 115.  Latterly,  instead  of  this,  he,  at  the  third 
nading,  states  the  whole  contents  of  the  bill,  verbatim,  only,  instead  of  reading  the  formal 
parts  '*  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,**  he  states  that  "  preamble  recites  so  and  so  —  the  first  section 
enacts  that,  etc.,  the  2d  section  enacts,**  etc. 

[But  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  both  of  these  formalities  are  dispensed  with;  the 
breviate  presenting  but  an  imperfect  view  of  the  bill,  and  being  capable  of  being  made  to 
present  a  false  one;  and  the  full  statement  being  a  useless  waste  of  time,  immediately 
after  a  full  reatyng  by  the  Clerk,  and  especially  as  every  member  has  a  printed  copy  in  his 
hand.]

This  is  the  proper  stage  tor  filling  up  blanks;  for  It  filled  up  before,  and  now  altered  h; 
erasure,  It  would  be  peculiarly  unsafe. 

At  this  reading  the  bill  Is  debated  afresh,  and  for  the  most  port  Is  more  spoken  to  at  this 
time  than  on  any  of  the  former  readings.    HoJceu.,  15K. 

The  debate  on  the  question  whether  it  ihould  be  read  a  third  time,  has  dlacovetHl  to  its 
frienda  and  oppottenta  (he  arguments  on  which  each  aide  rellea,  and  whldi  of  these  appear 
to  bare  inBuence  with  the  House;  they  ha*e  had  time  to  meet  them  with  new  arguments, 
and  to  put  their  old  ones  Into  new  abapea.  The  former  vole  haa  tried  the  strength  of  the 
former  opinion,  and  fumlahed  grounds  to  estimate  the  Issue;  and  the  queetiob  now  olTered 
for  its  passage  Is  the  last  occasion  which  Is  ever  to  be  oHered  for  cairyiog  or  rejecting  it. 

When  the  debate  is  ended,  the  Upeaker,  holding  the  bill  to  his  hsjid,  puts  the  question  for 
Its  passage  by  saying,  "  Qentleiaen,  all  of  you  who  are  of  ophiion  that  this  bill  ehsJl  para, 
say  aye;"  and  after  the  answer  of  the  ayes,  "All  those  of  the  contrary  opinion,  say  no."

Then  they  sit,  and  the 
noes  rise  and  are  counted  in  like  manner.] 

[In  Senate,  if  they  are  equally  divided,  the  Vice  President  announces  his  opinion,  which 
dlecides.] 

(The  Constitution,  however,  has  directed  that  **  the  yeas  and  najrs  of  the  members  of 
either  House  on  any  question  shall,  at  the  desire  of  one-fifth  of  those  present,  be  entered 
on  the  journal."  And  again;  that  in  all  cases  of  reconsidering  a  bill  disapproved  by  the 
President,  and  returned  with  his  objections,  "  the  votes  of  both  Houses  shall  be  determined 
hy  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  the  persons  voting  for  and  against  the  bill  shall  be  en> 
tered  on  the  joiuiials  of  each  House  respectively."] 

[By  the  16th  and  17th  rules  of  the  Senate,  when  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  called  for  by 
one-fifth  of  the  members  present,  each  member  called  upon  shall,  unless  for  special  reasons 
he  be  excused  by  the  Senate,  declare  oi)enly.  and  without  debate,  his  assent  or  dissent  to  the 
question.  In  taking  the  yeas  and  nays  and  upon  the  call  of  the  House,  the  names  of  the 
members  shall  be  taken  alphabetically.] 

[When  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  upon  any  question  in  pursuance  of  the  above  rule 
no  member  shall  be  permitted,  under  any  circumstances  whatever,  to  vote  after  the  de- 
cision is  announced  from  the  Chair.] 

[When  it  is  proposed  to  take  the  vote  by  yeas  and  nays,  the  President  or  Speaker  states 
that  '*the  question  is  whether,  e.  g.^  the  bill  shall  pass  —  that  it  is  proposed  that  the  yeas 
9fA  nays  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal.   Those,  therefore,  who  desire  it,  will  rlie."   If  h9 
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finds  and  declares  that  one-fifth  have  risen,  he  then  states  that  "  those  who  are  of  the  ophi- 
ion  that  the  bill  shall  pass  are  to  answer  in  the  affirmative;  those  of  a  contrary  opinicA  in 
the  negative/'  The  Clerk  then  calls  over  the  names  alphabetically,  notes  the  yea  or  nay  of 
each,  and  gives  the  list  to  the  President  or  Speaker,  who  declares  the  result.  In  the  Senate, 
if  there  be  an  equal  division,  the  Secretary  calls  on  the  Vice  President  and  notes  his  affirm- 
ative or  negative,  which  becomes  the  decision  of  the  House.] 

In  the  House  of  Commons  every  member  must  give  his  vote,  the  one  way  or  the  other 
iScob.^  2i\  as  it  is  not  permitted  to  any  one  to  withdraw  who  is  in  the  House  when  the 
question  is  put,  nor  is  any  one  to  be  told  in  the  division  who  was  not  in  when  the  question 
was  put.    2  Hata.,  140. 

This  last  position  is  always  true  when  the  vote  is  by  yeas  and  nays;  where  the  negative 
as  well  as  affirmative  of  the  question  is  stated  by  the  President  at  the  same  time,  and  the 
vote  of  both  sides  begins  and  proceeds  pari  paMu.  It  is  true  also  when  the  qtiestion  is  put 
in  the  usual  way,  if  the  negative  has  also  been  put;  but  if  it  has  not,  the  member  entering, 
or  any  other  member,  may  speak,  and  even  propose  amendments,  by  which  the  debate 
may  be  opened  again,  and  the  question  be  greatly  deferred.  And  as  some  who  have  an- 
swered aye  may  have  been  changed  by  the  new  arguments,  the  affirmative  must  be  put 
over  again.  If,  then,  the  member  entering  may,  by  speaking  a  few  words,  occasion  a 
repetition  of  a  question,  it  would  be  useless  to  deny  it  on  his  simple  call  for  it. 

While  the  House  is  telling,  no  member  may  speak  or  move  out  of  his  place,  for  if  any 
mistake  be  suspected  it  must  be  told  again.    Mem.  in  Haketc,  26;  2  Hats.,  148. 

If  any  difficulty  arises  in  point  of  order  during  the  division,  the  Speaker  is  to  decide  per- 
emptorily, subject  to  the  future  censure  of  the  House,  if  irregular.  He  sometimes  permits 
old  experienced  members  to  assist  him  with  their  advice,  which  they  do  sitting  in  their  seats, 
covered  to  avoid  the  appearance  of  debate;  but  this  can  only  be  with  the  Speaker's  leave, 
else  the  division  might  last  several  hours.    2  Hats.,  148. 

The  voice  of  the  majority  decides;  for  the  lex  majoris  partis  is  the  law  of  all  councils, 
elect-ions,  etc.,  where  not  otherwise  expressly  provided.  Hakfic,  08.  But  if  the  House  be 
equally  divided,  '^''semper  preaumatur  pro  neganie;'''  that  is,  the  former  law  is  not  to 
be  changed  but  by  a  majority.    Tottms.,  coK  184. 

[But  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  the  Vice  President  decides  when  the  House  is 
dividetl.    Const.  U.  S.,  I,  8] 

When,  from  counting  the  House  on  a  division,  it  appears  that  there  is  not  a  quorum,  the 
matter  continues  exactly  in  the  state  in  which  it  was  before  the  division,  and  must  be  re- 
sumed at  that  point  on  any  future  day.    2  Hats.,  126. 

1606,  May  1,  on  a  question  whether  a  memljer  having  said  yea  may  afterwards  sit  and 
change  his  opinion,  a  precedent  was  remembered  by  the  Speaker,  of  Mr.  Morris,  attorney 
of  the  wards,  in  89  Eliz.^  who  in  like  case  changed  his  opinion.    Mem.  Hakew.,  27. 

SECTION  XLH. 

TITI^ES. 

After  the  bill  has  i>assed,  and  not  before,  the  title  may  be  amended,  and  is  to  be  fixed  by 
a  question ;  and  the  bill  is  then  sent  to  the  other  House. 

SECTION  XJ.III. 

RECONSI  DERATION. 

[When  a  question  has  been  once  made  and  carried  in  the  affirmative  or  negative,  it  shall 
be  in  order  for  any  member  of  the  majority  to  move  for  the  reconsideration  thereof;  but 
BO  motion  for  the  rfKX>nsideration  of  any  vote  shall  be  in  order  after  a  bill,  resolution,  mes- 
sage, report,  amendment,  or  motion  upon  which  the  vote  was  taken  shall  have  gone  out  of 
the  possession  of  the  Senate  announcing  their  decision;  nor  shall  any  motion  for  reconsid- 
eration be  in  order  unless  made  on  the  same  day  on  which  the  vote  was  taken,  or  within  the 
two  next  days  of  the  actual  session  of  the  Senate  thereafter.*    Rule  20.] 

[17D8,  Jan.  A  bill  on  its  second  reading  being  amended  and  on  the  question  whether  it 
shall  be  read  a  third  time  negatived,  was  restored  by  a  decision  to  reconsider  that  question. 
Here  the  votes  of  negative  and  reconsideration,  like  positive  and  negative  quantities  in  an 
equation,  destroy  one  another,  and  are  as  if  they  were  expunged  from  the  journal.  Conse- 
quently the  bill  is  open  for  amendment.  Just  so  far  as  it  was  the  moment  preceding  the 
question  for  the  third  reading;  that  is  to  say,  all  parts  of  the  bill  are  open  for  amendment 
except  those  on  which  votes  have  been  already  taken  in  its  present  stage.  So,  also,  it  may 
be  recommitted.] 

*  TUs  put  of  the  raU  has  bean  added  since  the  lUotuJ  wag  eomyilt^. 
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r*  The  rule  permitting  a  reconsideration  of  a  question  afRxing  to  It  no  limitation  of  time 
or  drcumstanoe,  it  may  be  aaked  whether  there  is  no  limitation?  If,  after  the  vote,  the 
paper  on  which  it  is  passed  has  been  parted  with,  tiiere  can  be  no  reconsideration;  as  if  a 
vote  has  been  for  the  passa^  of  a  bill,  and  the  bill  has  been  sent  to  the  other  house.  But 
where  the  paper  remains,  as  on  a  bill  rejected,  when,  or  under  what  circumstances,  does  it 
cease  to  be  susceptible  of  reoonsidorationf  This  remains  to  be  settled ;  unless,  a  sense  that 
the  right  of  reconsideration  ts  a  right  to  waste  the  time  of  tiie  House  in  repeated  agita- 
tions of  the  same  question,  so  that  it  shall  never  know  when  a  question  is  done  with,  should 
induce  them  to  reform  this  anomalous  proceeding.] 

In  Parliament,  a  question  once  carried  cannot  be  questioned  again  at  the  same  session, 
but  must  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  House.  Ibunu.,  col.  67;  Mem.  in  Hakew.^  88.  And 
a  bill  once  rejected,  another  of  the  same  substance  cannot  be  brought  in  again  the  same 
session.  H€tkew.,  158;  6  Orey^  893.  But  this  does  not  extend  to  prevent  putting  the  same 
question  in  different  stages  of  a  bill;  because  every  stage  of  a  bill  submits  the  whole  and 
eveiy  part  of  it  to  the  opinion  of  the  House,  as  open  for  amendment,  either  by  insertion  or 
omission  though  the  same  amendment  has  been  accepted  or  rejected  in  a  former  stage.  So 
in  reports  of  committees,  e.  g.^  report  of  an  address,  the  same  question  is  before  the  House 
and  open  for  free  discussion.  Towns.  ^  ool.  26;  2  HaU.^  08, 100, 101.  So  orders  of  the  House, 
or  instructions  to  committee,  may  be  discharged.  So  a  bill,  begun  in  one  house,  and  sent 
to  the  other,  and  there  rejected,  may  be  renewed  again  in  that  other,  passed  and  sent  back. 
Ib.y  S2;  8  HcUs.y  161.  Or  if,  instead  of  being  rejected,  they  read  it  once  and  lay  it  aside,  or 
amend  it,  and  put  it  off  a  month,  they  may  order  in  another  to  the  same  effect,  with  the 
same  or  different  title.    Hakew.^  07,  06. 

Divers  expedients  are  used  to  correct  the  effects  of  this  rule;  as  by  passing  an  expl^pa- 
tory  act,  if  anything  has  been  omitted  or  ill  expressed  (3  Hats.^  278),  or  an  act  to  enforce, 
and  make  nxore  effectual  an  act,  etc.,  or  to  rectify  mistakes  in  act,  etc.,  or  a  committee  on 
one  bill  may  be  instructed  to  receive  a  clause  to  rectify  the  mistakes  of  another.  Thus, 
June  21, 1686,  a  dause  was  inserted  in  a  bill,  for  rectifying  a  mistake  committed  by  a  clerk 
in  engrossing  a  bill  of  supply.  2  HaU.^  Idi,  6.  Or  the  session  may  be  closed  for  one,  two, 
three,  or  more  days,  and  a  new  one  commenced.  But  then  all  matters  depending  must  be 
finished,  or  they  faU,  and  are  to  begin  de  novo.  8  Hais.,  01,  08.  Or  a  part  of  the  subject 
may  be  taken  up  by  another  bill,  or  taken  up  in  a  different  way.    6  Orey,  801, 316. 

And  in  cases  of  the  last  magnitude,  this  rule  has  not  been  so  strictly  and  verbally  ob- 
served as  to  stop  indispensable  proceedings  altogether.  8  Jlats.,  02,  08.  Thus  when  the  ad- 
dress on  the  preliminaries  of  peace  in  17S2  had  been  lost  by  a  majority  of  one,  on  account 
of  the  importance  of  the  question,  and  smollness  of  the  majority,  the  same  question  in  sub- 
stance, though  with  some  words  not  in  the  first,  and  which  might  change  the  opinion  of 
•  some  members,  was  brought  on  again  and  carried,  as  the  motives  for  it  were  thought 
to  outweigh  the  objection  of  form.    2  Rata.,  00, 100. 

A  second  bill  may  be  passed  to  continue  an  act  of  the  same  session,  or  to  enlarge  the  time 
limited  for  its  execution.    2  HaU.^  05,  06.    This  is  not  in  contradiction  to  the  first  act. 

SECTION  XUV. 

BILLS  SENT  TO  THK  OTHER  HOUSE. 

[AH  bills  passed  In  tiie  Senate,  shall,  before  they  are  sent  to  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, be  examined  by  a  committee,  consisting  of  three  members,  whose  duty  shall  be  to 
examine  aU  bUIs,  amendments,  resolutions  or  motions,  before  they  go  out  of  the  possession 
of  the  Senate  and  to  make  report  that  they  are  correctly  engrossed,  which  report  shall  be 
entered  on  the  journal.    Rule  83.] 

A  bill  from  the  other  House  is  sometimes  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table.    2  Hate.,  07. 

When  bills  passed  in  one  house  and  sent  to  the  other,  are  grounded  on  special  facts  re- 
quiring proof,  it  is  usual,  either  by  message  or  at  a  conference,  to  ask  the  grounds  and  evi- 
dence; and  this  evidence,  whether  arising  out  of  papers,  or  from  tlie  examination  of 
witnesses,  is  immediately  conununlcated.    8  HaU.,  48. 

SECTION  XLV. 

AMENDMENTS  BBTWEEN  THE  HOUSES. 

When  either  house,  e.  gr.,  the  House  of  Commons,  sends  a  bill  to  the  other,  the  other 
may  pass  it  with  amendments.  The  regular  progression  in  this  case  is,  that  the  conunons 
disagnse  to  the  amendment;  the  lords  insist  on  it;  the  commons  insist  on  their  disagree- 

*  Tlija  rnto  now  fixet  the  Unitatiou. 
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ment ;  the  lords  adhere  to  thoir  aroendmeot ;  the  commons  adhere  to  their  disam'eement 
The  term  of  msisting  may  be  repeated  as  often  as  they  chooee  to  keep  the  question  open. 
Bat  the  first  adherence  by  either  readers  it  necessary  for  the  other  to  recede  or  adhere 
also  ;'when  the  matter  is  nsnally  suffered  to  falL  10  Orev^  148.  Latterly,  hovrever,  thete 
are  instances  of  their  ha  vic^  Rone  to  a  seccMid  adherence.  There  most  be  an  absolnto  cod- 
elusion  of  the  subject  somewhere,  or  otherwise  transactions  between  the  houses  would  bi*- 
oome  endless.  3  Hats.,  268,  270.  The  term  of  insisting,  we  are  told  by  Sir  John  Trevor. 
was  then  (1879)  newly  introduced  into  parliamentary  usage  by  the  lords.  7  Orey^  91.  It 
was  certainly  a  happy  innovation,  as  it  multiplies  the  opportunities  6f  trying  modifier- 
cations  which  may  bring  the  houses  to  concurrence.  Either  house,  however,  is  fr(>e  to 
pass  over  the  term  of  insisting,  and  to  adhere  in  the  first  instanoe ;  10  Grey^  146 ;  but  it  i^ 
not  respectful  to  the  other.  In  the  ordinary  rarliamentary  course,  there  are  two  fnn; 
conferences,  at  least,  before  an  adherence.    10  Grry^  147. 

Either  houae  may  recede  from  its  amendment  and  agree  to  the  bill ;  or  recede  from 
their  disagreement  to  the  amendment,  and  agree  to  the  same  absolutely,  or  with  an 
amendment;  for  here  the  disagreement  and  receding  destroy  one  another,  and  the  sub- 
Ject  stands  as  before  the  disagreement.    EUynge^  23, 27 ;  9  Orep^  476. 

But  the  house  cannot  recede  from,  or  insist  on  its  own  amendment,  with  an  amend- 
ment for  the  same  reason  that  it  cannot  send  to  the  other  house  an  amendment  to  its 
own  act  after  it  has  passed  the  act.  They  may  modify  an  amendment  from  the  other 
house  by  ingrafting  an  amendment  on  it,  because  they  have  never  assented  to  it ;  but 
they  cannot  amend  their  own  amendment,  because  they  have  on  the  question,  passed  it 
in  that  form.  9  Grey,  363 ;  10  Grey,  240.  In  the  Senate,  March  29, 179S.  Nor  where  one 
house  has  adhered  to  their  amendment,  and  the  other  agrees  with  an  amendment,  can 
the  first  house  depart  from  the  form  which  they  have  fixed  by  an  adherence. 

In  the  case  of  a  money  bill,  the  lords'  proposed  amendments  become,  by  delay,  confess- 
edly necessary.  The  commons,  however,  refused  them,  as  infringing  on  their  privileffc>.« 
as  to  money  bills ;  but  they  offered  themselves  to  add  to  the  bill  a  proviso  to  the  same 
effect,  which  had  no  coherence  with  the  lords*  amendments ;  and  urged  that  it  was  an 
expedient  warranted  by  precedent,  and  not  unparliamentary  in  a  case  become  imprac- 
ticable, and  irremediable  in  any  other  way.  3  Hals.,  256,  266, 270,271.  But  the  lords  le- 
f  used,  and  tl  e  bill  was  lost.  1  Chand,,  288.  A  like  case,  1  Chand.,  311.  So  the  commons 
resolved  that  it  was  unparliamentary  to  strike  out,  at  a  conference  anything  in  a  bill 
which  bad  been  agreed  and  passed  by  both  Houses.    6  Grey, 21 A ;  1  Cfuind,,  312. 

A  motion  to  amend  an  amendment  from  the  other  House  takos  precedence  of  a  mo- 
tion to  agree  or  disagree. 

A  bill  originating  in  one  House  is  passed  by  the  other  with  an  amendment. 

The  originating  Hon.se  agrees  to  their  amendment  with  an  amendment.  The  other  may 
azree  to  their  amendment  with  an  amendment,  that  being  only  in  the  2d  and  not  th<; 
3d  degree ;  for,  as  to  the  amending  House,  the  first  amendment  with  which  they  passe  i  the 
bill  is  a  part  of  its  text.  It  is  the  only  text  they  Imve  agreed  to.  The  amendment  to  that 
text  by  the  originating  House,  therefore,  is  only  in  the  first  degree,  and  the  amendment 
to  that  again  by  the  amending  House  is  only  in  the  2d,  to  wit :  an  amendment  to  an  araeod- 
ment,  and  so  admissible.  Just  so,  when,  on  a  bill  from  the  originating  House,  the  other, 
at  its  second  reading  makes  an  amendment ;  on  the  third  reading  this  amendment  is  be- 
come the  text  of  the  bill,  and  if.  an  amendment  to  it  be  moved,  an  amendment  to  that 
amendment  may  also  be  moTed,  as  being  only  in  the  2d  degree. 

SECTION  XLVI. 

CONFERENCES. 

It  is  on  the  question  of  amendments  between  the  Houses  that  conferences  are  usually 
asked ;  but  they  may  be  asked  in  all  cases  of  difference  of  opinion  between  the  tvro 
Houses  on  matters  depending  betweeu  them.  The  request  of  a  conference,  however, 
must  always  be  with  the  House  which  is  possessed  of  the  papers.  3  Hats.,  31 ;  1  Grey,  <25. 

Conferences  may  be  either  simple  or  free.  At  a  conference  simply,  written  reasons  sre 
prepared  by  the  House  asking  it,  and  they  are  road  and  delivered,  without  debate,  to  the 
managers  of  the  other  House  at  the  conference ;  but  are  not  then  to  be  answered ;  4  Grept 
1 44.  The  other  House,  then,  if  satisfied,  vote  tlie  reason  satisfactory,  or  say  nothing ;  if  not 
satisfied,  they  resolve  them  not  satisfactory,  and  ask  a  conference  on  the  subject  of  tlie  la^^ 
conference,  whore  they  read  and  deliver,  in  like  manner,  written  answers  to  those  reasons. 
3  ChreVi  183.  They  are  meant  chiefly  to  record  the  jurisdiction  of  each  House  to  the  nation 
Ht  large,  and  to  posterity,  and  in  proof  thc^t  the  miscarriage  of  a  necessary  measure  is  not 
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imputable  to  them.  3  Orejh  2S^*  At  free  conferences  the  managers  discass,  viya  voce 
and  freely,  and  interchange  propositions  for  sach  modifications  as  may  be  made  in  a 
parliamentary  way,  and  may  bring  the  sense  of  the  two  Houses  together.  And  each 
party  reports  in  writing  to  their  respective  Houses  the  substance  of  what  is  said  on  both 
sides,  and  it  is  entered  in  their  journals.  9  Oreyt  220;  3  HcUs.,  280.  This  report  can  not 
be  amended  or  altered,  as  that  of  a  committee  may  be.  Journal  of  Senate^  May  24, 1706. 

A  conference  may  bo  asked,  before  the  House  asking  it  has  come  to  a  resolution  of  dis- 
agreement, insisting  or  adhering.  3  HcUa,,  209,  341.  In  which  case  the  papers  are  not 
left  with  the  other  conferees,  but  are  brought  back  to  be  the  foundation  of  the  vote  to 
be  given. '  And  this  is  the  most  reasonable  and  respectful  proceeding ;  for,  as  was  urged 
by  the  lords  on  a  imrticular  occasion,  "  it  is  held  vain,  and  below  the  wisdom  of  Parlia- 
ment, to  reason  or  argue  against  fixed  resolutions,  and  upon  terms  of  impossibility 
to  persuade."  3  Hats.,  226.  So  the  commons  say,  "  an  adherence  is  never  delivered  at 
a  free  conference,  which  implies  debate."  10  Orey,  137.  And  on  another  occasion  the 
lords  made  it  an  objection  that  the  commons  had  asked  a  free  conference  after  they  had 
made  resolutions  of  adhering.  It  was  then  affirmed,  however,  on  the  part  of  the  com- 
mons, that  nothing  was  more  parliamentary  than  to  proceed  with  free  conferences  after 
adhering  (3  Hals.,  269),  and  we  do  in  fact  see  inferences  of  conferences,  or  of  free  con- 
ference, asked  after  the  resolution  of  disagreeing  (3  JIaU,,  251, 253, 290, 286, 291, 316, 349)  ; 
of  insisting  ( Fb. .  280, 296, 299. 319, 322, 355) ;  of  adhering  (269. 270, 283, 300) ;  and  even  of  a  sec. 
ond  or  final  adherence.  3  Hats.,  270.  And  in  all  cases  of  conference  asked  after  a  vote  of 
disagreement,  etc.,  the  conferees  of  the  House  asking  it  are  to  leave  the  papers  with  the 
conferees  of  the  other ;  and  in  one  case  where  they  refused  to  receive  them,  they  were 
left  on  the  table  in  the  conference  chamber.    76.,  317,  323,  354 ;  10  Oray,  146. 

After  a  free  conference,  the  usage  is  to  proceed  with  free  conferences,  and  not  return 
again  to  a  conference.    3  Hats.,  270;  9  Orey,  222, 

After  a  conference  denied,  a  free  conference  may  be  asked.    1  Orey,  45. 

When  a  conference  is  asked,  the  subject  of  it  must  be  expressed,  or  the  conference  not 
agreed  to.  Ord.  H,  Com..  89;  1  Orey,  425;  8  Orey,  31.  They  are  sometimes  asked  to  in- 
quire concerniog  an  offense  or  default  of  a  member  of  the  other  House.  6  Orey,  181 ;  1 
CAand,  304.  Or  the  failure  of  the  other  House  to  present  to  the  King  a  bill  passed  by 
both  Houses.  8  Grey,  302.  Or  on  information  received,  and  relating  to  the  safety  of  the 
nation.  10  Orey,  171.  Or  when  the  methods  of  Parliament  are  thought  by  the  one  House 
to  have  been  departed  from  by  the  other,  a  conference  is  atdced  to  come  to  a  right  under- 
standing thereon.  10  Orey,  148.  So  when  an  unparliamentary  message  has  been  sent 
instead  of  answering  it,  they  ask  a  conference.  3  Orey,  155.  Formerly  an  address  or 
article  of  impeachment,  or  a  bill  with  amendments,  or  a  vote  of  the  House,  or  concur- 
rence in  a  vote,  or  a  message  from  the  King,  were  sometimes  communicated  by  way  of 
conference.  6  Orey,  128, 300,  387 ;  7  Orey,  80;  8  Orey,  210,  255 ;  1  Torbuek*s  Deb.,  278;  10 
Grey,  293 ;  1  Chandler,  49, 287.    But  this  is  not  the  modem  practice.    8  Orey,  256. 

A  conference  has  been  asked  after  the  first  reading  of  the  bill,  1  Orey,  194.  This  is  a 
singular  instance. 

SECTION  XLVII. 

mBSSAOBS. 

Messages  between  the  Houses  are  to  be  sent  only  while  both  Houses  are  sitting.  2 
Hois.,  15.    They  are  received  during  debate  without  adjourning  the  debate.  3  Hats.,  22.

In  the  House  of  Representatives,  as  in  Parliament,  if  the  House  be  in  committee  when 
a  messenger  attends,  the  Speaker  takes  the  chair  to  receive  the  message,  and  then  quits 
it  to  return  into  committee,  without  any  question  or  interruption.    4  Orey,  226. 

Messengers  are  not  saluted  by  the  members,  but  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House.  2  Orey, 
253,274. 

If  messengers  commit  an  error  in  delivering  their  message,  they  may  be  admitted  or 
called  in  to  correct  their  message.  4  Grey,  41.  Accordingly,  March  13, 1800,  the  Senate 
having  made  two  amendments  to  a  bill  from  the  House  of  Representatives,  their  Sec- 
retary, by  mistake,  delivered  one  only,  which  being  inadmissible  by  itself,  that  House 
disagreed,  and  notified  the  Senate  of  their  disagreement.  This  produced  a  discovery  of 
the  mistake.  The  Secretary  was  sent  to  the  other  House  to  correct  his  mistake,  the  oof^ 
rection  was  received,  and  the  two  amendn^ents  acted  on  de  i^ojq. 
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Aflsoon  as  the  mossenger  who  has  bronght  the  bills  from  the  other  Honse.  has  retired, 
the  Speaker  holda  the  bills  in  his  hand,  and  acquaints  the  Hoase  "that  the  other  Hoase 
have  by  their  messenger  sent  certain  bills,"  and  then  reads  their  titles,  and  deliv  n 
them  to  the  Clerk,  to  be  safely  kept  till  they  shall  be  called  for  to  be  read.  Hakew.,  178. 

It  is  not  the  usage  for  one  House  to  inform  the  other  by  what  numbers  a  bill  has 
passed.  10  Orey^  130.  Yet  they  have  sometimes  recommended  a  bill  as  of  groat  importance, 
to  the  consideration  of  the  House  to  which  it  is  sent.  3  HcUa^t  25.  Nor  when  they  have 
rejected  a  bill  from  the  other  House,  do  they  give  notice  of  it;  but  it  passes  sub-silento, 
to  prevent  unbecoming  altereations.

[But  in  Congress  the  rejection  is  notified  by  message  to  the  House  in  which'  the  bill 
originated.  1 

A  question  is  never  asked  by  the  one  House  of  the  other  by  way  of  message,  but  only 
at  a  conference ;  for  this  is  an  interrogatory,  not  a  message.    8  Grej/,  151, 18L 

When  a  bill  is  sent  by  one  House  to  the  other,  and  is  neglected,  they  may  send  a  mes- 
sage to  remind  them  of  it.  8  Hats.t  25 ;  5  Orey,  154.  But  if  it  be  mere  inattention,  it  is 
better  to  have  it  done  informally,  by  communication  between  the  Speakera  or  members 
of  the  two  Houses. 

Where  the  subject  of  a  message  is  of  a  nature  that  can  properly  be  communicated  1o 
both  houses  of  Parliament,  it  is  expected  that  this  communication  should  be  made  to 
both  on  the  same  day.  But  where  a  message  was  accompanied  with  an  original  declar- 
ation, signed  by  the  party  to  which  the  message  referred,  its  being  sent  to  one  houre 
was  not  noticed  by  the  other,  because  the  declaration,  being  original,  could  not  pos- 
sibly be  sent  to  both  houses  at  the  same  time.    2  HaU,^  260,  261,  262. 

The  King  having  sent  origiBal  lettere  to  the  commons,  afterwards  desires  they  may 
be  returned,  that  he  may  communicate  them  to  the  lords.

SECTION  XLVin. 

ABSENT. 

The  House  which  has  received  a  bill  and  passed  it,  may  present  It  for  the  Kind's  as- 
sent and  ought  to  do  it,  though  they  have  not  by  message  notified  to  the  other  their 
passage  of  it  Yet  the  notifying  by  message  is  a  form  which  ought  to  be  observed  be- 
tween the  two  houses,  from  motives  of  respect  and  good  understanding.  2  JlcUt.,  142. 
Were  the  bill  to  be  withheld  from  being  presented  to  the  King,  it  would  be  an  infringe* 
ment  of  the  rules  of  Parliament.    lb, 

[When  a  bill  has  passed  both  houses  of  Congress,  the  house  last  acting  on  it  notifies  its 
passage  to  the  other,  and  delivers  the  bill  to  the  Joint  Committee  of  Enrollment,  who 
see  that  it  is  truly  enrolled  in  parohment.1  When  the  bill  is  enrolled,  it  is  not  to  be 
written  in  paragraphs,  but  solidly,  and  all  of  a  piece,  that  the  blanks  between  the  para- 
graphs may  not  give  room  for  forgery.  9  Orey,  143.  [It  is  then  put  in  the  hands  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives  t»  have  it  signed  by  the  Speaker.  The  Clerk  then 
brings  it  by  way  of  message  to  the  Senate  to  be  signed  by  their  President.  The  Secretary 
of  the  Senate  returns  it  to  the  Committee  of  Enrollment,  who  present  it  to  the  President 
of  the  United  States.  If  he  approve,  he  signs,  and  deposits  it  among  the  rolls  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  notifies  by  message  the  house  in  which  it  originated 
that  he  has  approved  and  signed  it;  of  which  that  house  informs  the  other  by  message.

[Every  order,  resolution  or  vote,  to  which  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  may  be  necessary  (except  on  a  question  of  adjournment),  shall  be 
presented  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  before  the  same  shall  take  effect, 
shall  be  approved  by  him ;  or  being  disapproved  by  him,  shall  be  repassed  by  two-thirds 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  according  to  the  rules  and  limitations  pre- 
tpribed  in  the  case  of  a  bilL    Const.  U,  3,,  Xi  T-} 
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SECTION  XLIX. 

JOUBNAL8. 

[Each  hoaae  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  prooeedings,  and  from  time  to  time  publish  the 
■aine,  excepting  such  parts  as  may,  in  their  judgment,  require  secrecy.    CaniUt  I,  5.] 

[The  proceedings  of  the  Senate,  when  not  acting  as  in  a  Committee  of  the  Whole, 
shall  be  entered  on  the  journals  as  concisely  as  possible,  care  being  taken  to  detail  a 
true  account  of  the  proceedings.  Every  yote  of  the  Senate  shall  be  entered  on  the  jour- 
nals, and  a  brief  statement  of  the  contents  of  each  petition,  memorial,  or  paper  pre- 
sented to  the  Senate,  be  also  inserted  on  the  journal.    Rule  33.] 

[The  titles  of  bills,  and  such  parts  thereof  only,  as  shall  be  affected  by  proposed 
vnendments,  shall  be  inserted  on  the  journals.    Rule  32.] 

If  a  question  is  interrupted  by  a  vote  to  adjourn,  or  to  proceed  to  the  orders  of  the  day, 
the  original  question  is  never  printed  in  the  journal,  it  never  having  been  a  vote,  nor  in- 
troductory to  any  vote ;  but  when  suppressed  by  the  previous  question,  the  first  ques- 
tion must  be  stated,  in  order  to  introduce  and  make  intelligible  the  second.    2  Hat», ,  83. 

So  also  when  a  question  is  post{)oned,  adjourned,  or  laid  on  the  table,  the  original 
question,  though  not  yet  a  vote,  most  be  expressed  in  the  journals ;  because  it  makes 
part  of  the  vote  of  postponement,  adjourning,  or  laying  it  on  the  table. 

Where  amendments  are  made  to  a  question,  those  amendments  are  not  printed  in  the 
journals,  separated  from  the  question ;  but  only  the  question  as  finally  agreed  to  by  the 
House.  The  rule  of  entering  in  the  journals  only  what  the  House  has  agreed  to,  is  founded 
in  great  prudence  and  good  sense ;  as  there  may  be  many  questions  proposed,  which  it 
may  be  improper  to  publish  to  the  world  in  the  form  in  which  they  are  made.  2  ^ato.,  85. 

[In  both  houses  of  Congress,  all  questions  whereon  the  yeas  and  nays  are  desired  by 
one-fifth  of  the  members  present,  whether  decided  affirmatively  or  negatively,  must  be 
entered  on  the  journals.    Const.,  I,  5.] 

The  first  order  for  printing  the  votes  of  the  House  of  Commons  was  October  30, 1685. 
1  ChandUr,  3S7. 

Some  judges  have  been  of  opinion  that  the  journals  of  the  House  of  Commons  are  no 
records,  but  only  remembrances.  But  this  is  not  law.  Hob.,  110,  111 ;  Lex,  ParL,  114, 115 ; 
Jour.  H.  C,  Mar.  17, 1592;  Hale,  Pari.,  105.  For  the  lords  in  their  house  have  {wwer  of 
Judicature,  the  commons  in  their  house  have  power  of  judicature ;  and  both  houses  to* 
gether  have  power  of  judicature ;  and  the  Book  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Commons 
is  a  record,  as  is  affirmed  by  act  of  ParL,  6  A.  8  c.  16 ;  4  InsU,  23, 24 ;  and  every  membor  of 
the  HoDse  of  Commons  hath  a  judicial  place.  4  Inst.,  15.  As  records  they  are  open  to 
every  person,  and  a  printed  vote  of  either  house  is  sufficient  ground  for  the  other  to  no- 
tice it.  Either  may  appoint  a  committee  to  inspect  the  journals  of  the  other,  and  report 
what  has  been  done  by  the  other  in  any  particular  case.

Every  member  has  a  right  to  see  the  journals,  and  take  and  publish  votes  from  tho'o.

SECTION  L. 

ADJOURNICaNT. 

The  two  houses  of  Parliament  have  the  sole,  separate  and  independent  xwwer  of  ad- 
journing each  their  respective  Houses.  The  King  has  no  authority  to  adjourn  them ;  he 
can  only  signify  his  desire,  and  it  is  in  the  wisdom  and  prudence  of  either  House  to  com- 
ply with  his  requisition,  or  not,  as  they  see  fitting.  2  Hals.,  332 ;  1  Blacks.,  186 ;  5  Qrey,  122. 

[By  the  Constitution  of  the  Utiited  States  a  smaller  number  than  a  majority  may  ad- 
Jonm  from  day  to  day.  I,  5.  But  *'  neither  House,  during  the  session  of  Congress,  shall, 
without  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three  days,  nor  to  any  other 
place  than  that  in  which  tlie  two  Houses  shall  be  sitting."  I,  5.  And  in  case  of  dis- 
agreement between  them,  with  respect  to  the  time  of  adjournment,  the  president  may 
adjourn  them  to  such  time  as  he  shall  think  proper.    ConsU,  n,  a] 

A  motion  to  adjourn,  simply,  cannot  be  amended,  as  by  adding  '*  to  a  particular  day ; 
but  must  be  put  simply  **  that  this  House  do  now  adjourn ;  '*  and  if  carried  in  the  af  • 
flrmative,  it  is  adjourned  till  the  next  sitting  day,  unless  it  has  come  to  a  previous  reso* 
lution,  **  that  at  its  rising  it  will  adjourn  to  a  particular  day,"  and  then  the  House  is 
adjoamodtothatday.   %HaiU„tlL 
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Where  it  is  oonvenieiit  that  tlie  business  of  the  Hoaso  be  suspended  for  a  short  time, 
as  for  a  conference  presently  to  be  held,  etc,  it  adjourns  daring  pleasure.  2  HaU.^  'S^ ; 
or  for  a  quarter  of  an  hour.     5  Qrey^  831. 

If  a  question  be  put  for  adjournment,  it  is  no  adjournment  till  the  Speaker  announces 
it.  6  Oreyt  137.  And  from  courtesy  and  respect,  no  member  leaves  his  plaoo  till  tiie 
Speaker  has  passed  on.  _3^ 

SECTION  LI. 

A  SKS6I0N. 

Parliament  have  three  modes  of  separation,  to- wit:  By  adjournment,  by  prorogation 
or  dissolution  by  the*King,  or  by  the  efflux  of  the  term  for  which  they  were  electad.  Pro* 
rogation  or  dissolution  constitutes  there  what  is  called  a  session,  provided  some  act  haa 
passed.  In  this  case  all  Qiatters  depending  before  them  are  discontinued,  and  at  their 
next  meeting  are  to  be  taken  up  de  novo,  if  taken  up  at  all.  1  BlacksLt  186.  Adjoaniment. 
which  is  by  themselves,  is  no  more  than  a  continuance  of  the  session  from  one  day  to 
another,  or  for  a  fortnight,  a  month,  etc.,  ad  libitum.  All  matters  depending  rBniain  in 
statu  quo,  and  when  they  meet  again,  ba  the  term  ever  so  distant,  are  resumed,  without 
any  fresh  commencement,  at  the  point  at  which  they  were  left.  1  Lev.,  165 ;  Lex,  jRxr/.. 
e,2;lMo.  Rep., 29 ;  4  InsL,  7.  27. 28 ;  HiUL,  61 ;  1  Mod.,  252 ;  Rafffu  Jctc. L.  DicL  Barlia- 
merU;  1  Blackat,  186.  Their  whole  session  is  considered  in  law  but  as  one  day,  and 
has  relation  to  the  first  day  thereof.    Bro,  Abr.  Parliament,  86. 

Committees  may  be  appointed  to  sit  during  a  recoss  by  adjournment,  but  not  by  pro- 
rogation. 5  Oreu,  374 ;  0  Orey,  3S0;  1  Chandler,  SO.  Neither  house  can  continue  any  por- 
tion of  itself  in  any  parlimontary  function  beyond  the  end  of  the  session  without  the 
consent  of  the  otiier  two  branches.  When  done,  it  is  by  a  bill  constituting  them  com- 
missioners for  the  particular  purpose. 

[Congress  separate  in  two  ways  only,  to-wit :  by  adjournment,  or  dissolution  by  tho 
efflux  of  their  time.    What,  then,  constitutes  a  session  with  them?  A  dissolution  closes 
one  session,  and  the  meeting  of  the  new  Congress  begins  another.    The  Oonatitatiou 
authorizes  Uie  President,  "on  extraordinary  occasions  to  convene  both  houses  or  either 
of  thorn."    (L  3.)  If  convened  by  the  President's  proclamation,  this  must  begin  a  new 
session,  and  of  course  determine  the  preceding  one  to  have  been  a  session*    So  if  it 
meets  under  the  clause  of  the  Constitution,  which  says,  * '  the  Congress  shall  assemble? 
at  least  once  in  every  year,  and  such  meeting  shall  ba  on  the  first  Monday  in  December, 
unless  they  shall  by  law  appoint  a  different  day"    (I.  4),  this  must  begin  a  new  session ' 
for  even  if  the  last  adjournment  was  to  this  day,  the  act  of  adjournment  is  merged  in 
the  higher  authority  of  the  Constitution,  and  the  meeting  will  bo  under  that  and  not 
under  their  adjournment.    So  far  we  have  fixed  landmarks  for  determining  sessions.  In 
other  words,  it  is  declared  by  the  joint  vote  authorizing  the  President  of  tho  Senate  and 
Speaker  to  close  the  session  on  a  fixed  day,  which  is  usually  in  the  following  form : 
Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  That  the  President  of  the  Son- 
ate  and  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Bepresentatives  be  authorizod  to  close  t^e  present  ses- 
sion by  adjourning  their  respective  Houses  on  the day  of .] 

When  it  was  said  above  that  all  matters  depending  before  Parliament  were  discon- 
tinued by  the  determination  of  the  session,  it  was  not  meant  for  judiciary  cases  dopond- 
ing  before  the  House  of  Lords,  such  as  impeachments,  appeals  and  writs  of  error.  Thesn 
stand  continued,  of  course,  to  the  next  session.  Raym.,  120,  3S1 ;  Ruffh.  Jae,  L,  'D», 
Ikgrliament. 

[Impeachments  stand,  in  like  manner,  continued  before  the  Senate  of  the  UniU^tl 
States.1 

SECTION  LII. 

TIUBATIBS. 

[The  President  of  the  United  States  has  power,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate,  to  make  treaties,  provided  two-thirds  of  the  Senators  present  concur. 
Const.  U.  8.,  II.,  2.1 

[All  confidential  commiuications  made  by  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  th« 
Sonate,  shall  be  by  the  members  thereof  kept  secret;  and  that  all  treaties  which  may 
hereafter  be  laid  before  the  Senate,  shall  also  be  kept  secret,  until  the  Senate  shall,  by 
their  resolution,  take  off  the  injunction  of  secrecy.    Rule  39.] 

Treaties  are  legislative  acts.  A  treaty  is  the  law  of  the  land.  It  differs  from  other  laws 
only  as  it  must  have  the  consent  of  a  foreign  nation,  being  but  a  contract  with  respect  to 
that  nation.  In  all  countries,  I  believe,  except  England,  treaties  are  made  by  the  legisla- 
tive power;  and  there  also,  if  they  toucb  the  laws  of  the  land,  they  must  bo  approved  bf 
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Parliament.  Ware  v.  Hay  ton,  3  Dallas*  JUp.,  223.  It  is  acknowledged,  for  instance,  that 
tiie  King  of  Great  Britain  cannot  by  a  treaty  make  a  dtisen  of  an  alien.  Vattelt  b„  c.  19, 
sec.  21 1 .  An  act  of  Parliament  was  necessary  to  yalidate  the  American  treaty  of  1783.  And 
abundant  examples  of  snch  acts  can  be  cited.  In  the  case  of  the  treaty  of  Utrecht,  in  1712, 
the  commercial  articles  required  the  concurrence  of  Parliament ;  but  a  bill  brought  in  for 
that  purp3se  was  rejected.  France,  the  other  contracting  party,  suffered  these  articles, 
in  practice,  to  be  not  insisted  on,  and  adhered  to  the  rest  of  the  treaty.  4  RuateWt  HiaL 
Jf'id.  Europe,  457 ;  2  Smollet,  242,  246. 

[By  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  thi9  department  of  legislation  is  confined  to 
two  branches  only  of  the  ordinary  legislature ;  the  President  originating  and  the  Senate 
having  a  negative.  To  what  subjects  this  power  extends  has  not  been  defined  in  detail  by 
the  Constitution ;  nor  are  we  entirely  agreed  among  ourselves.  1.  It  is  admitted  that  it 
mast  concern  the  foreign  nation  party  to  the  contract,  or  it  would  be  a  mere  nullity  i  res  in- 
ter alios  acta.  2.  By  the  general  power  to  make  treaties,  the  Qonstitution  must  have  in- 
tended to  comprehend  only  thoee  subjects  which  are  usually  regulated  by  treaty,  and  can- 
not be  otherwise  regulated.  3.  It  must  have  meant  to  except  out  of  these  rights  to  the 
States :  for  surely  the  President  and  Senate  cannot  do  by  treaty  what  the  whole  govern- 
ment is  interdicted  from  doing  in  any  way.  4.  And  also  to  except  those  subjects  of  legisla- 
tion in  which  it  gave  a  participation  to  the  House  of  Representatives.  This  last  exception 
1-3  denied  by  somo,  on  the  ground  that  it  would  leave  very  little  matter  for  the  treaty  power 
to  work  on.  The  less  the  better,  say  others.  The  Constitution  thought  it  wise  to  restrain 
the  Executive  and  Senate  from  entangling  and  embroiling  our  affairs  with  those  of 
£arope.  Besides,  as  the  negotiations  are  carried  on  by  the  Executive  alone,  the  subjecting 
to  the  ratification  of  the  representative  such  articles  as  are  within  their  participation,  is 
no  more  inconvenient  than  to  the  Senate.  But  the  ground  of  this  exception  is  denied  as  un- 
founded. For  examine,  e.  g.,  the  treaty  of  commerce  with  France,  and  it  will  be  found 
thit,  out  of  thirty-one  articles,  there  are  not  more  than  small  portions  of  two  or  three  of 
them  which  would  not  still  remain  as  subjects  of  treatiei.untouched  by  these  exceptions.  J 

Treaties  being  declared,  equally  with  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  to  be  the  suprems 
law  of  the  land,  it  is  understood  that  an  act  of  the  legislature  alone  can  declare  them 
in 'ringed  and  rescinded.  Tliis  was  accordingly  the  process  adopted  in  the  case  of 
France  in  1798. 

[It  has  been  the  usage  for  the  Executive,  when  it  communicates  a  treaty  to  the  Senate 
fo '  their  ratification,  to  communicate  also  the  correspondence  of  the  negotiators.  This 
having  been  omitted  in  case  of  the  Prussian  treaty,  was  asked  by  a  vote  of  the  House,  of 
February  12, 1800,  and  was  obtained.  And  in  December,  1800,  the  convention  of  that  year 
between  the  United  States  and  France,  with  the  report  of  the  negotiations  by  the  en- 
voys, but  not  their  instructions,  being  laid  before  the  Senate,  the  instructions  were 
asked  for,  and  communicated  by  the  President.] 

{The  mode  of  voting  on  questions  of  ratification  is  by  nominal  call.] 

[  Whenever  a  treaty  shall  be  laid  before  the  Senate  for  ratification,  it  shall  be  read  a  first 
time  for  Information  only ;  when  no  motion  to  reject,  ratify,  or  modify  the  whole,  or  any 
part,  shall  be  received.  Its  second  reading  shall  be  for  consideration,  and  on  a  subsequent 
day,  when  it  shall  be  taken  up  as  In  a  committee  of  the  whole,  and  every  one  shall  be  free  to 
move  a  question  on  any  particular  article,  in  this  form :  "  Wi  U  the  Senate  ad  vise  and  con- 
sent to  the  ratification  of  this  article?"  or  to  propose  amendments  thereto,  either  by  in- 
serting or  by  leaving  out  words,  in  which  last  case  the  question  shall  be,  "shall  the  words 
stand  part  of  the  article?  "  And  in  every  one  of  the  said  cases,  the  concurrence  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  Senators  present  shall  be  requisite  to  decide  affirmatively.  And  when, 
through  the  whole,  the  proceedings  shall  be  stated  to  the  House,  and  qu3stions  being 
again  severally  put  thereon,  for  confirmation,  or  new  ones  prot>osod,  requiring  in  like 
manner  a  concurrence  of  two-thirds  for  whatever  is  retained  or  inserted.] 

[The  votes  so  confirmed  shall,  by  the  House,  or  a  committee  thereof,  be  reduced  Into 
the  form  of  a  ratification,  with  or  without  modifications,  as  may  have  been  decided,  and

and  a  motion  for  raconaideratlon  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  vo*«s.    RuleZl,^

UPXACHICBNT. 

[Tlie  Hoase  of  BepresentatiTes  shall  haye  the  sole  power  of  impeachment.  ContL 
U,  8.,  1, 3.J 

[The  Senate  shall  have  the  sole  power  to  try  all  impeachments.  When  sitting  for  that 
purpose,  they  shall  be  on  oath  or  affirmation.  When  the  President  of  the  United  States 
is  tried,  the  Chief  Justice  shall  preside ;  and  no  person  shall  be  convicted  witiiont  the 
concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  thie  members  present.  Judgment  in  cases  of  impeachment 
shall  not  extend  further  than  to  removal  from  office,  and  disqualification  to  hold  and  en- 
j  )y  any  office  of  honor,  trustor  profit  under  the  United  States.  But  the  party  conyicted 
shall  nevertheless  be  liable  aad  subject  to  indictment,  trial,  judgment  and  punishment 
according  to  law.    Const,,  I,  3.J 

[The  President,  Yice  President,  and  all  civil  officers  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  re> 
move  d  from  office  on  i  upeachment  for,  and  conviction  of,  treason,  bribery,  or  other  high 
crimes  and  m'sdeameanoril.    ContL ^  li  4.] 

[The  trial  of  crim  s,  ezo  )pt  in  cases  of  impeachm  mf,  shall  ba  by  jury.    ConsL,  III,  2.] 

These  are  the  provisioiisof  the  Con^  titution  of  the  United  States  on  the  subject  of  im- 
peachments. The  following  is  a  sketch  of  some  of  the  principles  and  practices  of  Kog- 
land  on  the  same  subject. 

Jurisdi>ffnn.  The  Lords  cannot  impeach  any  to  themselves,  nor  joia  in  the  accusation, 
becaus:  they  a  1)  the  ju  ieres.  8e  I .  Ju  i  .  in  BarL,  12, 63.  Nor  can  they  proceed  against  a 
0>mmoncr  but  on  complaint  of  th  Commons.  J^.,84.  The  Lords  may  not,  by  the  law,  try 
a  commouor  for  u  capital  olloose,  on  the  information  of  the  King  or  a  private  person,  be- 
eauae  tha  accased  is  entitled  to  a  trial  by  his  paers  generally ;  but  on  accusation  by  the 
House  of  Commons,  they  may  proceed  against  the  delinquent,  of  whatsoever  degree,  and 
whatsoever  be  the  nature  of  the  offense ;  for  there  they  do  not  assume  to  themselves  trial 
at  common  law.  The  commons  are  then  instead  of  a  jury,  and  the  judgment  is  given  on 
th  nr  demand,  which  is  instead  of  a  verdict  So  the  Lords  do  only  judge,  but  not  try  the 
de linquent.  JTb.,  6, 7.  B at  Wooddeson  denies  that  a  commoner  can  now  be  charged  capi- 
tally bdfore  tha  Lords,  even  by  the  commons ;  and  cites  Fitzharris*s  case,  16S1,  impeached 
for  high  treason,  when  the  Lords  rem  Itted  the  prosecution  to  the  inferior  court.  8  Oreff'' 
Deb.,  325-7 ;  Wooddeson,  601,  576;  3  Seld,,  1610, 1619,  1611;  4  BlaeksL,  25;  73  Sel(L,  1604, 
161S;  9,1656. 

A  ccuaation.  The  Commons,  as  the  grand  inquest  of  the  nation,  become  suitors  for  penal 
justice.  2  Woodd  ,  597 ;  6  Orej/,  356.  The  general  course  is  to  pass  a  resolution  containing 
a  criminal  charge  against  the  supt>osed  delinquent,  and  then  to  direct  some  member  to 
impeach  him  by  oral  accusation,  at  tho  bar  of  the  House  of  Lords,  in  the  name  of  the  Com- 
mons. The  person  sicrnifies  that  the  articles  will  be  exhibited,  and  desires  that  the  de- 
i  q  lent  may  bo  sequestered  from  his  seat,  or  be  committed,  or  that  the  peers  will  take 
order  from  his  appearance.  Sacfiev.  Trial,  329 ;  2  Woodd.,  602, 605 ;  lArdi*  Jour,,  8  June, 
1701, 101 ;  1  Wrrn.,  616 ;  6  Grej/,  321. 

Process,  If  a  party  do  not  appear,  proclamations  are  to  be  issued,  giving  him  a  day 
to  appear.  On  their  return  they  are  strictly  examined.  If  any  error  be  found  in  them, 
a  new  proclamation  issues,  giving  a  short  day.  If  he  appear  not,  his  goods  may  be  ar* 
rested  and  thoy  may  proceed.    Seld^  Judd,,  98,99. 

Articles.  The  accusaticn  (articles)  of  the  Commons  is  substituted  in  place  of  an  in- 
dictment. Thus,  by  the  usage  of  Parliament,  in  impeachment  for  writing  or  speaking, 
the  particular  words  need  not  be  specified.  Sach,  Tr,,  325 ;  2  Woodd.,  602, 605 ;  Lords* 
Jour,,  3  June,  1701 ;  1  Wms.,  616. 

A  ppearance.  If  he  appea rs,  and  tiie  case  be  capital,  he  answers  in  custody ;  though  not 
if  the  accusations  be  general.  He  is  not  to  be  committed  but  on  special  accusations.  If  it 
be  for  a  misdemeanor  only,  he  answers,  a  Lord  in  his  place,  a  Commoner  at  the  bar,  and 
not  in  custody,  unless,  on  the  answer,  the  Lords  find  cause  to  commit  him,  till  he  finds  sure- 
ties to  attend,  and  lest  he  should  fly.  8eld.  Judd.,  98, 99.  A  copy  of  the  articles  is  given 
him,  and  a  day  fixed  for  his  answer.  T.  Ray;  1  Bushw.,  268 ;  FosU,  212 ;  1  Clar,  JBUU  of  the 
Rrt,,  379.  Or  a  misdemeanor  his  appearance  may  be  in  person,  or  he  may  answer  in  writ- 
ing, or  by  attorney.  8eld.  Judd. ,  100.  The  general  rule  on  accusations  for  a  misdemeanor 
is,  that  in  such  a  state  of  liberty  or  restraint  as  the  party  is  when  the  commons  com- 
plain of  him,  in  such  he  is  to  answer.  lb.,  101.  If  previously  committed  by  the  com- 
mons, he  answers  as  a  prisoner.  But  tiiis  may  be  called  in  some  sort  judicium  iMiriam 
Buorum.  lb.  In  misdemeanors  the  party  has  a  right  to  counsel  by  the  common  law ;  bat 
not  in  capital  cases.    Seld.  Judd.,  102-5. 
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A  ruiver.  The  answer  need  not  obaerve  great  strictness  of  fonn.  He  may  plead  gnilty 
as  to  part*  and  defend  as  to  the  residue ;  or,  savinic  all  exceptions,  deny  the  whole  or 
Crimea  particular  answer  to  each  article  separately.  1  Btuh.^  274;  1  JtiuJUt  1374;  12 
FarL  Hist.^  442 ;  3  lAird'i'  Jour.,  13  Nov,,  1643 ;  Woodd.,Wl,  But  he  can  not  plead  a  par- 
don in  bar  to  the  impeachment.    2  Woodd.,  615;  2  8L  TV.,  735. 

Heplicationt  rrjoind'.r,  etc.  There  may  be  a  replication,  rejoinder,  etc.  Sel  Jud,, 
114:  8  Orey'a  Deb.,  233;  Saclu  Tr.,  15:  Joum.  H.  of  Commont,  Maroh,  1640, 1. 

Witnesses,  The  practice  is  to  swear  the  witnesses  in  open  House,  and  then  examine 
them  there,  or  a  committee  may  be  named,  who  shall  examine  them  in  committee, 
'either  on  interrogatories  agreed  on  in  the  House,  or  such  as  the  committee  in  their  dls- 
eretion  shall  demand.    8eld.  JwL,  120, 123. 

Jury.  In  the  case  of  Alice  Pierce  (1  iZ.  2),  a  jury  was  empaneled  for  her  trial  before  a 
oonunittee.  8eld,  Jud.,  123.  But  this  was  on  a  complaint,  not  on  impeachment  by  the 
commons.  Seld,  Jud.,  163.  It  must  also  have  been  for  a  misdemeanor  only,  as  the  lords 
spiritual  sat  in  the  case,  which  they  do  on  misdemeanors,  but  not  in  capital  eases.  Id.» 
14^  The  judgment  was  a  forfeiture  of  all  her  lands  and  goods.  Jd.,  1^  This,  Selden 
says,  is  the  only  jury  he  finds  recorded  in  Parliament  for  misdemeanor ;  but  he  makes  no 
doubt,  if  the  delinquent  doth  put  himself  on  trial  of  his  country  a  jury  ought  to  be  im- 
paneled, and  he  adds  that  it  is  not  so  on  impeachment  by  the  commons ;  for  they  are  in 
loco  proprio.  and  there  no  jury  ought  to  be  impaneled.  Jd.,  124.  The  Ld.  Berkeley,  6 
£.,  3,  was  arraigned  for  the  murder  of  X..  2,  on  an  information  on  the  part  of  the  King, 
and  not  impeachment  of  the  commons ;  for  then  they  had  been  patria  sua.  He  waived 
his  peerage,  and  was  tried  by  a  jury  of  Gloucestershire  and  Warwickshire.  Id.,  125.  In 
1  H;  7,  the  commons  protest  tliat  they  are  not  to  be  considered  as  parties  to  any  judg- 
ment given,  or  hereafter  to  be  given  in  Parliament.  Seld,  Jud.,  133.  They  have  been 
generally  and  more  justly  considered,  as  is  before  stated,  as  the  grand  jury ;  for  the  oon- 
eeit  of  Selden  is  certainly  not  accurate,  and  they  are  the  patria  sua  of  the  accused,  and 
that  the  Lords  do  only  judge,  but  not  try.  It  is  undeniable  that  they  do  try ;  for  they 
examine  witnesses  as  to  the  facts,  and  acquit  or  condemn,  according  to  their  own  belief 
of  them.  And  Lord  Hale  says, "  the  peers  are  judges  of  law  as  well  as  of  fact ; "  (2  Hale, 
JP.  C,  275) ;  consequently  of  fact  as  well  as  of  law. 

Presence  of  Commons.  The  Commons  are  to  be  present  at  the  examination  of  wit- 
nesses. SeUL  Jud.,  124.  Indeed,  they  are  to  attend  throughout,  either  as  a  committee 
of  the  whole  House,  or  otherwise,  at  discretion,  appoint  managers  to  conduct  the  proofs. 
Mushw.  Tr.  of  Straff.,  2^;  Com,  Joum,,  4  Feb.,  ITOimO;  2  Woodd,,  614.  And  judgment 
ia  not  to  be  given  till  they  demand  it.  Seld.  Jud.,  124.  But  they  are  not  to  be  present 
on  impeachment  when  the  Lords  consider  of  the  answer  of  proofs  and  determine  of 
their  judgment.  Their  presence,  however,  is  necessary  at  the  answer  and  judgment  in 
cases  of  capital  {Id.,  58, 159)  as  well  as  not  capital  (162).  The  Lords  debate  the  judg- 
ment among  themselves.  Then  the  vote  is  first  taken  on  the  question  of  guilty  or  not 
guilty;  and  if  they  convict,  the  question,  or  particular  sentence,  ia  out  of  that  which 
aeemeth  to  be  most  generally  agreed  on.    Seld,  Jud,,  167, 2  Woodd.,  61& 

Judgment,  Judgments  in  Parliament,  for  death,  have  been  strictly  guided  per  legem 
teme,  which  they  cannot  alter ;  and  not  at  all  according  to  their  discretion.  They  can 
neither  omit  any  legal  part  of  the  judgment  nor  add  to  it.  Their  sentence  must  be 
eeeundum,  non  ultra  legem.  Seld,  Jud,,  168-171.  This  trial,  though  it  varies  in  external 
ceremony,  yet  differs  not  in  essentials  from  criminal  prosecutions  before  inferior  courts. 
The  same  rules  of  evidence,  the  same  legal  notions  of  crimes  and  punishments,  pie- 
raUed ;  for  impeachments  are  not  framed  to  alter  the  law,  but  to  carry  it  into  more 
effectual  execution  against  two  powerful  delinquents.  The  judgment,  therefore,  is  to 
be  such  as  is  warranted  by  legal  principles  or  precedents.  6  Sta.,  TV.,  14 ;  2  Woodd,,  611. 
The  chancellor  gives  judgment  in  misdemeanors ;  the  lord  high  steward  formerly  in 
cases  of  life  and  death.  Seld.  Jud,,  180.  But  now  the  steward  is  deemed  not  necessary. 
Ji*08t,,  144 ;  2  Woodd,,  613.  In  misdemeanors  the  greatest  corporal  punishment  hath  been 
imprisonment.  SeUL  Jud.,  184.  The  King's  assent  is  necessary  in  capital  judgments 
(2  Woodd.,  614,  contra) ,  but  not  in  misdemeanors.    Seld*  Jud,,  136. 

Continuance,  An  impeachment  is  not  discontinued  by  the  dissolution  of  Parliament, 
but  may  be  resumed  by  the  new  Parliament.  T,  Bay,,  383 ;  4  Com,  Journ.,  23  X>ec.,  1790 ; 
Xordt'  Jour,,  May  15, 1791 ;  2  Woodd.,  618b

Organiftation, 

The  Leffislataro  convenes  at  12  o'clock  M.,  on  tiie  aecond  Wednesday  of  January  in 
every  odd  nnmbared  year. 

Costom,  so  prevalent  and  so  ancient  as  to  have  the  force  of  law,  has  made  it  the  duty 
of  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  previous  Assembly  to  call  to  order,  and  to  conduct  the  proceed- 
ings generally,  until  a  Speaker  is  chosen. 

In  the  Sanate  the  Lieutenant  Governor  calls  the  Sanatora  to  order,  the  Chief  Clerk 
of  the  previous  session  acting  in  that  capacity  until  his  succ3S3or  is  chosen.  The  oath 
of  office  is^DisnaLly  aiministared  to  the  newly  elected  Sanators  by  the  Lieutenant  Govern- 
or, who  also  administers  th?  oath  of  office  to  the  Chief  Clerk  and  Sargeant-at-Ann^. 
Immediately  after  the  senators  take  the  oath  of  office  the^election  of  Pre<«idont  pro  tern. , 
Chief  Clerk  and  Sergeant-at-Arms  is  proceeded  with  in  the  order  namsd. 

TheSacretary  of  State  furnishe.^  to  the  clerk  a  certified  statemint  of  the  names  of  th? 
members  elect,  which  is  read.  The  membars  then  advance  to  the  ClerkS  desk,  and 
subscribe  to  the  oath  of  office. 

The  election  of  President  pro  tern,  of  the  Senate,  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  Clerk  and 
Sargeant-at-Arms  of  both  the  respective  Houses  are  required  to  ba  viva  voce. 

After  the  orgaiizatioa  each  House  informs  t^e  other  House  that  it  is  organized  and 
ready  to  proceed  to  business. 

A  joint  committee  of  both  Houses  is  then  appointed  to  «onvey  a  like  message  to  the 
Governor,  and  inform  him  that  the  Houses  are  in  readiness  to  receive  any  communica- 
tion from  him  he  may  de-^ire  to  make. 

At  the  first  opportunity  after  hearing  the  message  read,  the  various  recommendations 
therein  contained,  are  referred  by  resolution  to  appropriate  standing  committees  or  se- 
lect committees. 

Drawing  of  Seats, 

The  drawing  of  seats  by  lot  ha?  baon  observed  since  the  Assembly  first  took  posses- 
Bion  of  the  new  Assembly  Chamber. 

The  method  heretofore  pursued  is  as  follows: 

The  members  leave  their  seats,  and  take  places  in  the  open  area  bAhind  their  seats. 
The  Clerk  having  placed  in  a  box,  slips  of  paper  containing  the  names  of  the  members 
reapeetively,  a  page  or  messenger  draws  them  therefrom.   The  Clerk  annoancas  eacb 
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name  as  it  is  drawn,  and  the  momber  named  selects  his  seat,  and  occupies  it  until  the 
drawing  is  completed.    In  the  Senate  the  seats  are  nsaaUy  placed  in  such  manner  as 
will  be  most  agreeable  to  the  senatora 

HicKe*  of  Of^eera, 

PsvsiDBNT  AND  Spbakbb.— The  datles  of  these  officers  are  generally  defined  in  the 
rnles. 

Chief  Clb&ks.— The  rules  set  forth  the  duties  of  these  officers.  They  have  the  care 
and  curitody  of  all  the  papers  and  records,  and  arrange  in  its  proper  order  from  day  to 
day,  after  its  inception,  all  the  business  of  the  two  Houses.  They  must,  in  order  to 
have  n  proxxsr  knowled^re  of  the  affairs  of  their  departments,  apportion,  systematize 
and  personally  supervise  the  labor  of  all  their  subordinates,  and,  when  not  called  there- 
from by  more  important  duties,  should  officiate  in  person  at  the  reading  desk.  The  du- 
ties of  their  subordinates  are  prox)erly  tiielr  duties,  as  all  are  performed  under  their  di- 
rection, and  they  are  responsible  for  any  deficiencies.  It  is  their  duty  to  prepare  and 
furnish  to  the  public  printer,  an  accurate  record  of  each  day's  proceedings  and  a  copy 
of  every  bill,  report  and  other  thing  ordered  to  be  printed  "  on  the  same  day  such  or- 
ders are  made  '* ;  to  keep  the  pay  accounts  of  employees  and  issue  certificates  of  p  ^r 
diam  to  them ;  to  deliver  the  messages  of  the  one  House  to  the  other  and  to  sign  sub- 
panas. 

It  is  their  duty  to  prepare  an  index  to  the  journal,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  and  to 
be  present  at  the  opening  of  the  next  session,  and  to  attend  to  such  preliminary  busl* 
ne.^  as  may  be  necessary,  and  conduct  the  proceedings  therein  untU  ^  speaker  is 
elected,  and  perform  the  duties  of  clerk  thereof  until  their  successors  are  chosen  and 
qualified. 

They  are  by  law  resxwnsible  for  the  safe  keeping  of  all  the  bills  and  other  documents 
in  possession  of  the  Legislature,  and  for  the  proper  registry  of  all  proceedings ;  and  are 
required  at  the  close  of  the  session,  to  deposit  all  papers  in  their  possession  as  Chief 
Clerks,  properly  classified  and  labeled,  with  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Regulations  in  the  HepartmetU  of  the  Clerh. 

To  insure  a  systematic  and  correct  performance  of  the  duties  of  their  departments, 
the  Chief  Clerks  of  the  two  Houses  have  established  the  following  regulations : 

Thb  Assistant  Clebks.— It  is  their  special  duty : 

1 .  To  keep  a  record  of  each  day's  proceedingSi  and  to  correct  the  proof  of  same  when 
printed. 

2.  To  officiate  at  the  reading  desk  when  required  by  the  clerk,  and  in  case  of  his  ab- 
sence to  perform  his  duties  generally. 

3.  To  label  and  file  in  the  appropriate  places  all  papers  presented,  with  proper  dates 
and  reference). 

4.  To  select  each  day  aU  papers  ordered  to  be  printed,  make  the  list  thereof  in  a 
book  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  send  them  to  the  State  Printer,  taking  his  receipt 
therefor. 

5.  To  keep  a  list  of  all  absentees  on  leave,  etc. 

Thb  Book-Kbbpeb.~  It  is  his  special  duty : 

1.  To  keep  the  register  of  bills,  resolutions,  memorials,  etc.,  showing  therein,  and 
opposite  to  each  title,  all  actions  taken  and  proceedings  had,  with  regard  to  such 
papers. 

2.  To  distribute  to  the  proper  committee,  or  officers,  all  bills,  petitions  and  other 
papers  referred. 

3.  To  make  out  all  certificates  of  t)er  diem  and  mileage,  ready  for  the  signature  of 
the  Speaker  and  Clerk. 

4.  To  prepare  the  message  to  be  delivered  to  the  other  House,  and  when  not  otherwise 
occupied,  to  help  the  Journal  Clerklin  the  performance  of  his  duties. 

Tbb  Enobossino  Clbbk.— Itlshls  special  duty: 

1.  To  engross  all  bills  ordered  to  a  third  reading  which  the  rules  require  to  be  en- 
grossed, properly  placing  all  amendments  adopted  prior  to  the  order  of  their  engross- 
ment. 

2.  By  the  direction  of  the  Chief  or  Journal  Clerk  to  perform  any  neoAosary  service  ap- 
pertaining to  the  duties  of  the  othnr  deputies. 
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Thb  ENBOLLiNa  Clbrk.—  It  U  his  special  dal7 : 

To  make  clear,  legible  copies  of  all  bills  which  haye  bees  ooncorred  In,  without  era^ 
me  or  intedinaationa. 

OBNSBAIi  BBOULATIONB. 

1.  Each  deputy  when  not  occupied  in  the  performance  of  his  own  special  duties,  is  to 
lender  such  assistance  to  the  Clerk  and  his  associate  deputies  as  may  be  in  his  power, 
or  as  the  pressure  of  duties  in  a  particular  department  may  render  necessary. 

2.  The  deputies  are  expected  to  notify  the  Chief  Clerk  of  any  interference  with  their 
duties,  and  of  all  improper  approaches  or  requests  made  to  them  by  any  person.  They 
are  not  to  exhibit  to  any  person  any  bill  or  other  document  in  their  possession  without 
leave  of  the  Chief  Clerk. 

Perfect  courtesy  must  at  all  times  be  maintained  toward  membars,  reporters,  as80> 
ciate  deputies,  and  all  who  haye  business  to  transact  with  the  department,  but  inter- 
ference with  legisJation  cannot  be  allowed  under  any  circumstances. 

SEBasANT'AT-ABMS.— This  officer  is  executive  cflScer  of  the  House.  He  has  charge 
of  the  Post  Office  and  other  appurtenant  conveniences  of  the  Assembly.  He  controls 
the  police  regulations,  attends  to  the  warming  of  the  chambers,  serves  the  subpcanas 
and  warrants  of  the  Assembly,  announces  messages  from  the  Qovemor  and  from  the 
Senate,  provides  rooms  for  committees,  receives  from  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Property  all  public  documents  ordered  or  coming  in  due  course,  and  distributes  Uie 
same  through  the  Post  Office,  or  otherwise,  to  members  and  officers  entitled  thereto, 
and  keeps  the  pay  roll  of  the  employes  in  his  department.  He  is  to  organise  his  depart^ 
ment  wit^  such  system  that  each  of  his  subordinates  shall  know  his  precise  duties,  and 
he  is  to  see  that  each  performs  his  duty  promptly,  thoroughly  and  courteously.  He  is 
required  to  keep  the  chamber  open  from  8  o'clock  A.  M.  to  11  o'clock  P.  M. 

He  should  have  the  printed  bills  and  other  documents  in  his  possession  so  classified 
and  arranged  that  he  can  at  once  answer  any  call  upon  him  for  them.  His  assistant  as- 
sists him  generally  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  takes  his  place  when  he  is  absents 

The  Posthastes  attends  to  the  receipt  and  delivery  of  all  mail  matter  coming  to  mem- 
bers and  officers  of  the  Assembly.  Each  member  has  a  box  in  tJbe  Post  Office  of  the  As- 
sembly corresponding  with  the  number  of  his  seat,  in  which  his  mail  matter  is  deposited, 
and  the  Postmaster  must,  by  himself  or  assistant,  be  at  his  post  from  8  o'clock  A.  M., 
until  10  o'clock  P.  M.,  and  until  the  adjournment  of  the  Assembly  for  t^e  day.  fie  re- 
ceives and  forwards  all  mail  mattter  deposited  in  his  office  by  members  or  officen, 
in  Umo  to  be  mailed  from  the  Madison  Post  Office.  He  is  to  prominently  post  in  the 
cloak  and  hat  room  (which  is  the  members'  side  of  the  Post  Office),  a  notice  of  thehoura 
of  closing  the  Assembly  mails.  He  Is  entitled  to  the  exclusive  use  of  the  Post  Office, 
and  no  one  ought  to  be  admitted  thereto  except  the  Seigeant-at-Arms  and  the  Speaker^ 

The  Assistant  Postmaster  brings  the  mall  to  and  from  the  Madison  Post  Office,  and 
assists  the  Postmaster  generally  in  his  duties. 

The  BooBKBPBBS  attend  to  the  principal  door ;  open  and  close  it  for  the  entry  and  exit 
of  all  persons ;  maintain  order  in  the  lobby  and  vestibule ;  see  that  visitors  are  seated 
and  that  the  regulations  of  the  House  In  their  departments  are  strictly  enforced. 

The  assistant  sergeant-at-arms,  postmaster,  porter,  watchman,  doorkeepere,  and  gal< 
lery,  committee-room  and  washroom  attendants  are  appointed  by  the  Sergeant-at-Arms, 
and  are  responsible  to  him. 

DUTIBS  or  HBSSENGBBS. 

1.  To  be  in  attendance  from  8  o'clock  A.  M.  until  10  o'clock  P.  M.  every  day  (Sun- 
day excepted),  whether  the  Assembly  is  in  session  or  not. 

2.  To  receive  the  journals  and  printed  bills  from  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  and  arrange 
them  in  order  on  the  file  of  each  member. 

5.  Not  to  leave  the  Chamber  during  the  morning  hour,  or  absent  themselves  from  the 
session  of  the  House  during  an  entire  day,  except  upon  leave  of  the  Speaker,  Clerk  or 
Sergeant-at-Arms. 

4.  During  the  morning  hour  to  take  the  positions  assigned  to  them  by  the  Clerk,  and, 
standing  up,  so  as  to  see  and  be  seen,  hold  themselves  in  readiness  to  bring  all  bills,  reso- 
lutions, etc.,  from  the  several  membera  to  the  Clerk  when  presented. 

6.  After  the  expiration  of  the  morning  hour,  when  not  engaged  in  filing  bills,  etc., 
for  the  mnmben  they  have  in  charge,  to  answer  promptly  any  call,  and  render  asafiitance 
to  any  member  requiring  it. 
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8.    To  refrain  from  throvins  any  paper  beJls,  darts,  or  other  missiles ;  to  move  lightly 
across  the  chamber  and  demean  themselves  respectf  ally  towards  every  member  and  offi 
eerof  the  House. 

Process  of  Piuainj  Bills, 

Some  diversity  of  practice  exists  herein,  bat  the  ordinary  method  in  the  Assembly,  as 
an  illastration,  is  as  follows : 

A  member  having  prepared  a  bill  and  endorsed  the  title  thereof,  together  with  his 
name  upon  the  back  of  it,  rises  to  his  feet,  at  sach  time  as  the  introdaction  of  bills  is 
under  order  and  says:    "Mr.  Speaker:"    If  recognized  the  Speaker  responds:    '*The 

gentleman  from > — ."   The  member  announces :    "  I  ask  leave  to  introduce  a  bill." 

The  bill  is  then  sent  to  the  Chief  Clerk  by  a  messenger.    The  Clerk  then  reads  the  title 
of  the  bill  and  the  Speaker  announces :    "  First  reading  of  the  bill." 

The  Clerk  again  reads  the  bill  by  its  title,  and  the  Speaker  announces :  "  Second 
reading  of  the  bUl."  And  refers  the  same  to  some  standing  or  select  committee,  as 
seems  to  him  appropriate,  unless  special  reference  is  made  by  request  of  the  member  in' 
trodaclng  the  bill.  The  bill  is,  in  due  coarse  of  time,  reported  back  to  the  Assembly  by 
the  committee,  when  it  is  placed  in  the  order :  "  Bills  ready  for  engrossment  and  third 
reading."  Under  this  order  of  business,  the  question  put  by  the  Speaker  is  as  follows : 
*'  Shall  this  bill  be  engrossed  and  read  a  third  time?"  If  decided  affirmatively,  the  bill 
is  sent  by  the  Chief  Clerk  to  the  Engrossing  Clerk  for  engrossment.  When  correctly  en- 
grossed, and  compared  by  the  Comparing  Clerks,  it  is  delivered  by  the  Engrossing  Clerk 
to  the  committee  on  Engrossed  Bills,  who  compare  the  engrossed  bill  with  the  original 
bill  and  amendments,  if  any,  and  cause  any  errors  which  they  may  find  to  be  corrected. 
When  found  correct,  or  made  jo,  the  committee  report  them  to  the  House  as  correctly 
engrossed,  and  then  referred  to  the'committee  on  Bills  on  their  Third  Reading  and  when 
reported  by  that  committee  the  original  is  filed  with  the  Chief  Clerk,  and  the  engrossed 
bill  goes  into  the  order  of  "  Rills  ready  for  a  third  reading."  When  under  this 
order  of  business,  the  bill,  unless  it  appropriates  money,  is  read  by  its  title ;  if  it  ap- 
propriates money,  at  length,  when  the  Speaker  says  as  follows : 

**Thts  bUl  having  been  read  three  several  rimes,  the  question  is,  shall  the  bill  passT" 
If  the  bill  passes,  it  is  taken  to  the  Senate  with  a  message  announcing  its  passage  by 
the  Assembly,  and  asking  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate  therein.  If  the  Senate  con- 
ears  the  bill  is  returned  to  t^e  Assembly  and  is  sent  to  the  Enrolling  Clerk,  who  makes 
a  copy  thereof,  as  is  elsewhere  described.  When  enrolled  it  goes  to  the  committee  on 
Enrolled  Bills,  who  compare  it  with  the  engrossed  bill.  When  found  or  made  correct, 
they  report  the  bill  to  the  Assembly  as  correctly  enrolled.  The  engrossed  bill  is  filed 
with  the  Chief  Clerk.  The  enrolled  bill  is  then  endorsed  by  the  Chief  Clerk,  as  having 
originated  in  the  Assembly,  for  the  information  of  the  Governor,  in  case  he  vetoes  it; 
then  it  is  signed  by  the  Speaker  and  sent  to  the  Presidoat  of  the  Sanate  for  his  signa- 
ture thereto.  It  is  then  sent  by  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Assembly  to  the  Governor  for 
his  approval.  The  Governor,  if  he  approves  the  bill,  informs  the  House  in  which  it 
originated  of  the  fact  and  that  he  has  deposited  it  with  the  Secretary  of  State.  If  he 
vetoes  the  bill,  information  of  the  fact  is  given  to  the  House  in  like  manner,  whereupon, 
the  question  shall  be,  "Shall  the  bill  pass,  notwithstanding  the  objections  of  the  Gk>v- 
emorl"  The  vote  shall  be  taken  by  ayes  and  noes,  and  shall  be  lost,  unless  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present  vote  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  bill,  over  the  Governor's 
veto.    Concurrence  of  the  Senate  by  a  two-thirds  majority  of  the  Senators  present  is 


This  is  the  ordinary  process  of  a  bill  through  all  of  its  stages  until  it  becomes  a  law. 

A  bill  oi  great  interest  or  importance,  or  one  which  is  warmly  contested,  may,  by 
reason  of  majority  or  minority  ret>orts,  special  orders,  re-commitments,  .amendments, 
substitutes,  committees  of  conference,  and  various  other  parliamentary  process,  pass 
through  a  vast  variety  of  stages  not  before  enumerated. 

Senate  bills  going  into  the  Assembly,  after  passing  the  Senate,  are  read  twice  by  title 
and  tiien  referred  to  the  appropriate  committee.  After  being  reported  to  the  House  by 
the  committee,  the  question  shall  be:  '*  Shall  this  bill  be  ordered  to  a  third  reading?  " 
unless  there  be  an  amendment  offered  to  the  same,  which  shall  be  acted  upon  before 
the  bill  is  ordered  to  a  third  reading.  If  it  is  decided  affirmatively  and  the  bill  passes  in 
the  order  of  **  Bills  on  third  reading,"  and  when  read  in  that  order,  the  question  is, 
"  Shall  the  bill  be  concurred  in?  "  If  concurred  in,  the  bill  is  returned  to  the  Senate 
with  II  messnge  infonning  it  of  that  f apt.    If  4u  amendment  be  adopted  to  a  bill.  th« 
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Senate  ih  so  informed  by  message,  and  the  amendment  transmitted  with  the  bill  to  the 
Senate.    The  question  is,  "  Shall  the  Senate  concur  in  the  amendment  adopted  by  tho 
Aiisembly  to  the  bill?  " 
If  it  is  desired  to  hasten  the  passa^  of  a  bill,  it  is  done  by  motion  as  follows: 
I  move  to  suspend  all  rules  which  will  interfere  with  the  immediate  consideration  of 

bill  No. .    If  this  motion  prevails,  which  requires  an  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds 

of  the  members  present,  tho  question  will  be  put  on  passage  of  the  bill,  and  if  passed, 
will  go  at  once  to  the  Senate.

Invesiigatione. 

When  an  Investigation  is  required  into  any  matter,  the  person  most  interested  in  hav- 
ing the  inquiry  made,  should  move  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  take  the  subject 
in  charge.  This  is  done  by  resolution.  The  resolution  should  be  so  drawn  as  to  state 
the  precise  subject  to  be  investigated,  and  to  give  Uie  committee  all  the  power  which 
the  mover  may  deem  necessary  for  a  thorough  examination  into  the  subject  matter  to 
be  laid  before  them ;  this  should  be  done  to  prevent  any  misapprehension  as  to  the  in- 
tention and  extent  of  the  inquiry  to  be  made.  In  case  of  the  adoption  of  tho  resolution 
the  mover,  together  with  other  members,  'will  be  appointed  a  committee.  They  have 
power  to  send  for  persons  and  papers.    The  form  of  a  subposna  is  as  follows :

President  shall  have  the  right  to  name  any  Senator  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  Chair 
temporarily  and  who  shall  be  invested,  during  such  time,  with  all  the  powers  of  the 
President,  but  no  Sduator  shall  be  excused  from  voting  on  any  question  by  reason  of  his 
occupying  the  Chair;  nor  shall  such  substitute's  authority  as  presiding  officer,  except 
to  the  President  pro  tem.,  extend  beyond  a  day's  adjournment  of  the  Senate.

To  inform  the  House,  when  necessary, or  when  referred  to  for  that  purpose,  in  any 
point  of  order  or  practice ; 

To  receive  messagej  and  other  commanioatlons  from  other  branches  of  the  Govern  - 
meat,  and  to  announce  them  to  the  House ; 

To  aatheaticate  by  his  signature,  when  necessary,  all  the  acts,  orders  and  proceed- 
In^s  of  the  House  over  which  he  presides ; 

To  name  the  members,  when  directed  to  do  so  in  a  particular  case,  or  when  it  is  a  part 
of  his  general  duty  by  these  rules,  who  are  to  serve  on  committees,  and  in  general— 

To  represent  and  stand  for  the  body  over  which  he  presides,  declaring  its  will,  and  in 
all  things  obeying  its  commands.  Every  officer  of  each  House  is  subordinate  to  his 
presiding  oflloer,  and,  in  all  that  relates  to  the  discharge  of  his  several  duties,  is  under

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19~The  presiding  officer  shall  xveserre  order  and  deeorum ;  may  speak  to  points  of 
order  in  preference  to  others,  rising  from  his  seat  for  that  purpose :  and  lie  shall  decide 
questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  apiinal  by  any  mombor.  on  which  appeal  no  member 
shall  speak  more  than  once,  unless  by  loavo  of  tho  House.  On  appeal  being  taken,  the

FSTITIONS,    lOMOBIALS,    IXa 

40.— Petitions,  memorials,  communications,  and  other  papers,  addressed  to  either 
House,  shall  be  presented  by  a  member  thereof  in  his  place ;  a  brief  statement  of  the 
contents  thereof  shall  be  endorsed  thereon,  together  with  his  name,  by  the  member  in- 
troducing the  same. 

4 1.  —Resolutions  may  be  offered  by  any  member  who  shall  endorse  his  name  on  the 
same.

If  the  rules  be  suspended  for  the  consideration 
of  any  bill,  resolution,  or  memorial,  before  such  bill,  resolution  or  memorial  has  been 
printed,  the  same  shall  be  read  at  length  at  least  once  before  its  final  passage,  and  this 
role  shall  not  be  suspended  without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  House. 

4<l.— The  thiid  reading  of  all  bills  appropriating  money  shall  be  at  length,  and  the 
suspension  of  this  rule  shall  not  be  made  without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the 
House. 

47.— The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  called  upon  the  passage  of  every  bill  appropriating 
money ;  a  majority  of  three-fifths  of  each  House  being  necessary  to  pass  any  bUl  which 
imposes,  continues,  or  renews  a  tax,  or  creates  a  debt  or  charge,  or  makes,  continues 
or  renews  any  appropriation  of  public  ^trust  money,  or  releases,  discharges  or  com- 
mutes a  claim  or  demand  in  favor  of  the  State.

49.— When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  House 
he  shall  rise  in  his  place  and  respectfully  address  the  chair,  and  upon  being  recognized, 
shall  proceed,  confining  himself  to  the  question  under  debate,  avoiding  personality. 
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49.— When  any  two  or  mora  members  shall  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  presiding  officer 
shall  name  the  person  who  is  first  to  speak. 

tfO.— When  a  member  is  called  to  order  he  shall  sit  down,  and  shall  not  speak,  except 
in  explanation,  until  it  shall  hare  been  determined  whether  or  not  he  is  in  order;  and 
if  a  member  be  called  to  order  for  words  spoken,  the  exceptional  words  shall  be  takea 
down  in  wiiting,  that  the  presiding  officer  may  be  better  able  to  judge  as  to  whether 
they  are  in  violation  of  the  rules.

5)9.— While  the  presiding  officer  is  addressing  the  House,  or  submitting  a  question, no 
member  shall  cross  the  floor,  or  leave  the  House ;  nor  while  a  member  is  speaking,  walk 
between  him  and  the  chair. 

ff3.— When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received  except: 

1.  To  adjourn; 

2.  To  lay  on  the  table ; 

Si  For  the  previous  question , 

4.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain ; 

B.  To  commit  to  a  standing  committee ; 

6b  To  commit  to  a  select  committee ; 

7.  To  amend ; 

8.  To  postpone  Indefinitely. 

These  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  stand  ar- 
ranged in  this  rule. 

S4.—X  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  only  have  the  effect  of  disposing  of  the  matter 
temporarily  and  may  be  taken  from  the  table  at  any  time  by  order  of  the  House. 

SS.—X  motion  to  strike  out  the  enacting  clause  of  a  bill  shall  be  considered  equivalent 
to  a  motion  to  indefinitely  postpone. 

50.— A  motion  to  adjourn,  to  take  a  recess,  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  a  call  for  the 
previous  question  shall  be  decided  without  debate.  And  all  incidental  questions  of 
order,  arising  after  a  motion  is  made  for  either  of  the  questions  named  in  this  rule, 
and  pending  such  motion,  shall  be  decided,  whether  on  appeal  or  otherwise,  without 
debate. 

67.— k  motion  to  x>ostpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  commit,  or  to  postpone  indefinitely, 
being  decided  shall  jiot  be  again  allowed  on  the  same  day,  and  at  the  same  stage  of  a 
bill  or  proposition. 

59.— When  a  motion  is  made,  it  shall  ba  stated  by  the  presiding  officer,  or  read  by 
the  clerk,  previous  to  debate.  If  any  member  require  it,  all  motions,  except  to  ad- 
journ, postpone,  or  commit,  shall  be  reduced  to  writing.  Any  motion  may  be  with- 
drawn by  consent  of  the  House  before  division  or  amendment. 

50.— All  questions  shall  be  put  in  this  form :  "Those  who  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
bill  pass,  be  concurred  in,  etc.  (as  the  case  may  be)  say,  aye.  Those  of  contrary  opin- 
ion, say,  no ;"  and  in  doubtful  cases  any  member  may  call  for  a  division. 

60.— The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  ordered  whende  manded  by 'one-sixth  of  the  members 
present.  In  recording  the  votes  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  the  clerk  shall  report  those 
absent  or  not  voting. 

61.— Every  member  present  when  a  question  is  put,  or  when  his  name  is  called,  shall 
vote,  unles  the  House  shall,  for  a  special  cause,  excuse  him,  but  it  shall  not  be  in  order 
for  a  member  to  be  excused  after  the  House  has  commenced  voting. 

69.—  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  a  question,  which  shall  be  divided  if  it 
comprehend  propositions  in  substance  so  distinct,  that  one  being  taken  away,  a  sub- 
stantive proposition  shall  remain  for  the  decision  of  the  House.  A  motion  to  strike  out 
and  insert  shall  be  deemed  indivisible,  but  a  motion  to  strike  out  being  lost,  shall  pre- 
clude neither  amendment  nor  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert. 

65.— In  filling  blanks  the  largest  sum  and  the  longest  time  shall  be  first  submitted. 

64.—  In  all  cases  when  the  Assembly  is  equally  divided  the  question  shall  be  lost. 

65,—  When  a  motion  or  question  shall  have  been  once  determined,  either  in  the  af- 
firmative or  negative,  it  shall  always  be  in  order  for  any  member  of  the  majority,  or 
when  the  house  is  equally  divided,  for  any  member  who  voted  in  the  negative  to  move 
for  a  reconsideration  thereof,  on  the  same  or  succeeding  day.  A  motion  to  reconsider 
being  put  and  lost  shall  not  be  renewed.    A  motion  to  reconsider  may  be  made  within 
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the  time  specified,  &nd  oonsidoration  of  the  same  be  postponed  to  some  future  time,  by 
ordor  of  the  House. 

€€.—  No  member  or  other  person  shall  visit  or  remain  by  the  Clerk*8  table  while  the 
yeas  and  nays  are  being  called. 

CALL  OF  THB  HOU8B. 

07.—  Five  Senators,  or  fifteen  members  of  the  Assembly,  may  make  a  call  of  the 
House  and  require  absent  members  to  be  sent  for,  but  a  call  of  the  House  cannot  be 
made  after  the  voting  has  commenced. 

08.—  On  a  call  of  the  House  being  moved,  the  presiding  officer  shall  say :  **  It  requir* 
ing  (if  the  call  be  moved  in  the  Senate,  five  Senators,  or  if  in  the  Assembly,  fifteen 
members)  to  make  a  call  of  the  Bouse,  those  in  favor  of  the  call  will  rise."  And  if  a 
8ufl[icicnt  number  shall  rise,  the  call  shall  be  thereby  ordered. 

09,^  A  call  of  the  House  being  ordered,  the  Sergoat-at-Arms  shall  close  the  doors,  and 
no  member  shall  be  allowed  to  leave  the  room. 

70.— The  cle^ik  shall  immediately  call  the  roll  of  members,  and  note  the  absentees 
whose  names  shall  be  read  and  entered  upon  the  Journal  in  such  manner  as  to  show 
who  are  absent  with  leave,  and  who  are  absent  without  leave.  The  Clerk  shall  furnish 
the  Sergeant-at-Arms  with  a  list  of  those  who  are  absent  without  leave,  and  the  Ser- 
«reautrat-Arms  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  find  and  bring  in  such  absentees. 

71.— While  the  House  is  under  a  call,  no  business  shall  be  transacted,  except  to  re- 
ceive and  act  on  the  report  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms ;  and  no  other  motion  shall  be  in  or- 
dt«r,  except  a  motion  to  adjourn,  and  a  motion  to  suspend  further  proceedings  under 
the  call,  which  motions  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays;  and  the  motion  to  sus- 
pend further  proceedings  under  the  call  shall  not  be  adopted  unless  a  majority  of  all  the 
members  elect  vote  in  favor  tliereof.  A  majority  of  those  present  may  adjourn,  but 
apon  re-convening,  the  House  shall  not  be  considered  to  be  under  the  call,  but  a  call  of 
^e  Houf^e  may  be  again  ordered  in  the  same  manner  as  above  described. 

79.— When  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  make  a  report  showing  that  all  who  were  ab- 
jent  without  leave  (naming  them)  are  present,  such  report  shall  be  entered  on  the  Jour- 
iial,  and  the  call  shall  be  at  an  end ;  and  thereupon  the  doors  shall  be  open  and  the  busi 
nes.s  pending  when  the  call  was  made  shall  be  proceeded  with. 

7^.- The  Sergeant-at-Arms  may  make  a  report  of  his  proceedings  at  any  time,  which 
report  may  be  accepted,  and  further  proceedings  under  the  call  thereby  dispensed  with ; 
but  the  motion  to  accept  such  report  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  uays,  and  it  shall 
not  be  adopted  unless  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elect  of  the  House  shall  vote  in 
favor  thereof.  If  snch  report  be  not  accepted,  the  Borgeant-at-Arms  shall  prodleed 
to  a  completion  of  his  duties  as  required  by  rule  number  68. 

FBEYIOUB   QUESTION. 

74.— When  any  bill,  memorial  or  resolution  is  under  consideration,  any  member  being 
in  order  and  having  the  floor,  may  move  the  "previous  question,"  but  such  motion 
must  be  seconded  by  at  least  five  Senators  or  fifteen  members  of  the  Assembly. 

75.— The  previous  question  being  moved,  the  presiding  officer  shall  say :  "  It  requiring 
(five  Senators  or  fifteen  members  of  the  Assembly,  as  the  case  may  be)  to  second  the 
motion  for  the  previous  question,  t^ose  in  favor  of  sustaining  the  motion  will  rise?" 
And  if  a  Bufficidnt  number  rise,  the  previous  question  shall  be  thereby  seconded,  and 
the  question  shall  then  be :  **  Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put  7"  which  question 
shall  be  determined  by  the  yeas  and  nays.  The  main  question  being  ordered  to  be  now 
put,  its  eflfect  shall  be  to  put  an  end  to  all  debate,  and  bring  the  House  to  a  direct  vote 
upon  the  pending  amendments,  if  there  be  any,  and  then  upon  the  main  question. 

711.— When  on  taking  the  previous  question,  the  House  shall  decide  that  the  main 
question  shall  uot  now  be  put,  the  main  question  shall  remain  as  the  question  before 
the  House,  in  the  same  stage  of  proceedings  as  before  the  previous  question  was 
moved.  ^ 

77  .—On  motion  for  the  previous  question,  and  prior  to  the  ordering  of  the  main  ques- 
tion, one  call  of  the  House  shall  be  in  order;  but  after  proceedings  under  such  call 
shall  have  been  once  dispensed  with,  or  after  a  majority  shall  have  ordered  the  main 
question,  no  call  shall  be  in  order  prior  to  the  decision  of  such  question. 
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AMBNDXEMTS* 

79.— Amendments  may  be  offered  to  any  bill,  resolution  or  memorial,  and  acted  open 
before  they  are  ordered  engrossed  for  third  reading;  bnt  no  amendment  ahall  be  con- 
sidered after  a  bill  Pias  been  ordered  engrossed,  except  by  unanimous  consent  of  the 
members  present. 

Amendments  reported  by  committees  shall  be  acted  upon  by  the  House  in  the  same 
manner  as  though  offered  from  the  floor.  On  an  amendment  being  moved,  a  miember 
who  has  spoken  to  the  main  question  may  speak  again  to  tlio  amendment. 

79.— No  am(  n  Iment  shall  be  consideod  in  order  that  will  totally  alter  the  nature  oi 
the  original  bill,  resolution  or  memorial;  and  the  presiding  ofilcer  shall  rule  as  to  the 
admLssibility  of  amendments  where  the  question  is  raised  as  to  whether  or  not  they  do 
materially  alter  the  nature  of  the  original  proi)osition. 

90.— Amendments  proposed  by  a  committee,  or  by  a  member  of  either  House,  shall  be 
reduced  to  writing  and  state  clearly  and  definitely  the  object  which  they  seek  to  accom- 
plish. They  shall  be  read  by  the  Clerk,  and  stated  by  the  presiding  officer  to  the  House 
before  being  acted  upon. 

S  /.—A  bill,  resolution  or  memorial  may  be  re-committod  at  any  time  previous  to  its 
passage.  If  any  amendment  be  reported  by  the  committee  to  which  the  bill  was  re' 
committed,  the  question  shall  be  upon  the  amendment,  or  amendment  to  amendment, 
if  any  be  offered  from  the  floor ;  and  if  adopted,  the  question  for  its  engrossment  and 
third  reading  shall  then  be  put. 

9;i^.— Every  bill,  resolution  or  memorial,  ordered  to  be  engrossed  and  read  a  third 
time,  shall  bo  ro-writtx)u  in  a  plain  hand,  with  all  amendments  agreed  to,  adopted  and 
incttrporatcd  in  the  bill  beforp  being  read  a  third  time,  except  such  bills  as  are  fairly 
written,  without  intorlineution  or  erasure.  Upon  the  third  reading  of  the  bill,  the  qne^* 
tion  shall  be  stated  thus:  *This  bUl  having  been  nmd  throe  several  times,  the  question 
is  'Shall  the  bUl  pass'  7  "  or  **  be  concurred  in",  us  the  case  may  be. 

99.— Each  bill  which  passes  its  third  reading  shall  bo  certified  by  the  clerk  of  the 
House  passing  it,  and  by  him  transmitted  to  the  other  House.  The  day  of  transmis- 
sion shall  ho  entered  on  the  bill  books  of  the  Clerk. 

84.— X  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  onler  excopt  when  the  House  is  voting; 
but  this  rule  shall  not  authorize  any  member  to  move  an  adjournment  when  another 
mi)mber  has  the  floor.  Any  motion  or  resolution  rolating  to  the  organization  of  either 
Hou<e,  or  to  any  of  its  officers,  members  or  committees,  shall  be  privileged  and  need 
not  lie  over  for  consideration. 

95.— No  standing  rule  or  order  shall  bo  rescinded  or  changed  without  one  day's  notioe 
being  given  for  the  motion  therefor,  which  motion  shall  embrace  the  proposed  amend- 
ment. These  rules  shall  not  bo  rescinded  or  changed  except  by  a  vote  of  at  least  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present.  Unless  there  bo  unuuunous  consent  for  the  suspension 
of  the  same  tlie  vot^e  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays. 

99.— Whenever  by  joint  resolution  of  the  two  Houses,  any  bill  or  resolution  shaU  have 
been  recalled  from  the  Qovernorfor  further  consideration,  said  bill  or  resolution  shall 
be  deemed  to  bo  beforo  the  House  for  its  action  thi>roon,  and  may  be  reconsidered 
orothorwLse  acted  uix>n;  provided  such  bill  or  resolution  shall  have  been  actually  re- 
turned to  and  be  before  the  House  when  such  action  shall  be  taken. 

97.— The  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly  respectively,  and  Sergeant-at- 
Arms  of  ouch  House,  shall  certify  to  tho  Secretary  of  State  the  names  of  all  persons  em* 
ployed  in  their  rcsix)Ctivo  departments,  the  capacity  in  which  they  are  employed,  and 
the  amount  re«ii)ectively  due  them,  which  certificate  shall  be  approved  by  the  presiding 
officer  of  the  House  in  which  they  are  employed. 

8S.-  -After  a  bill  has  pas.<^d  both  Houses,  it  shall  be  duly  enrolled  by,  or  under  the 
direction  of,  the  Chief  Clerk  for  the  House  in  which  the  same  originated  before  it  shall 
be  presented  to  the  Governor  for  his  approval.  When  a  bill  is  duly  enrolled,  it  shall  be 
carefully  compared  by  tho  compariug  clerks,  after  which  it  shall  be  delivered  by  the 
enri>lling  clerk  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Enrolled  Bills,  which  committee 
shall  carefully  compare  tho  enrolled  bill  with  the  engrossed  bill  as  passed  in  the  two 
Houses;  said  committee  shall  cause^ie  enrolling  clerk  to  correct  any  error  that  may  be 
discovered  in  the  enrolled  bill,  and  when  perfect,  shall  make  their  report  forthwith  to 
the  House.

BIGNDTO  OF  BILLS. 

^P.— When  a  bill  shall  hare  been  doly  rax>orted  as  oorrectly  enrolled,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House  in  which  it  originated  to  present  the  bill,  first  to 
the  prsjiding  officer  of  the  House  in  which  it  originated,  and  next,  to  the  presiding 
officer  of  the  other  House,  for  their  signatures,  which  duty  shall  be  performed  at  as 
early  an  hour  as  possible. 

90*— After  a  bill  shall  have  been  signed  by  the  respectiye  presiding  officers  of  the  two 
Houses,  it  shall  be  presented  by  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House  in  which  it  originated,  to 
the  Governor,  in  the  Ezecutire Chamber,  for  his  approval;  it  first  being  indorsed  on  the 
back  of  the  bill,  certifying  in  which  House  the  same  originated,  which  certificate  shal][ 
be  signed  by  the  Chief  Clerk  of  such  House.  In  case  the  bill  wan  passed  by  the 
ayes  and  nays  being  taken  thereon,  the  number  of  affirmative  and  negative  votes  in 
each  House  ^all  be  indorsed  on  the  back  of  the  bill. 


OOMMITTBB  OF  OONFSSBirCB. 

9 1, — ^In  all  cases  of  disagreement  between  the  Senate  and  Assembly  on  amendments, 
adopted  by  either  House,  to  a  bill,  memorial  or  resolution,  passed  by  the  other  Hou^ei 
a  committee  of  conference  consisting  of  three  members  from  each  House  may  be  re- 
quested by  either  House,  and  the  other  House  shall  appoint  a  similar  committee.    The 
usual  manner  of  procedure  is  as  follows :  The  Senate,  for  instance,  passes  a  bill  and  it 
13  duly  messaged  to  the  Assembly,  which  body  adopts  an  amendment  to  the  bill  and 
coQcurs  in  it  as  amended,  returning  the  same,  with  record  of  the  action  of  the  Assem- 
bly, to  the  Senate ;  the  Senate  refuses  to  concur  in  the  Assembly  amendment  and  so 
notifies  the  Assembly ;  the  Assembly  adhen)s  to  its  amendment  and  asks  for  a  commit- 
tee of  conference,  and  appoints  such  committee  on  the  part  of  the  Assembly,  and  this 
acti<xi  is  reported  to  the  Senate,  whereupon,  a  like  committee  is  appointed  by  the  Sen- 
ate.   The  joint  committee  shall,  at  a  convenient  hour  agreed  upon,  meet  and  state  to 
each  other,  verbally  or  in  writing,  the  reason  of  their  respective  Houses  for,  or  against 
the  disagreement,  and  confer  thereon,  and  shall  report  to  their  respective  Houses  such 
aRteemeut  as  they  may  arrivo  at,  if  any,  and  if  not  the  fact  of  a  disagreement.    The 
House  having  possession  of  the  bill  at  the  time  the  conference  report  is  made,  shall 
first  act  upon  such  report,  if  an  agreement  is  reported,  and  duly  message  the  same  to 
the  other  House,  together  with  the  bill,  which,  if  the  conference  report  ba  concurred  in 
snd  the  bill  concurred  in  as  amended,  shall  ba  the  bill  tliat  is  finally  passed. 

99.— All  bills,  resolutions  and  memorials,  wlilch  are  to  be  presented  to  the  Governor 
for  his  approval,  shall  also  in  the  same  manner  be  previously  examined,  enrolled  and 
signed. 

MISCELLANE0178. 

03.— These  rules  may  be  suspended  by  either  House  by  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present  thereof;  the  vote  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays  unless  unani- 
mous consent  be  given. 

94.— Members  may  pair  on  any  question  pending  in  either  House  by  filing  a  state- 
meat  of  the  same  with  the  Chief  Clerk,  who  shall  read  the  same  to  the  House  before 
the  vote  is  taken. 

95.— The  title  to  all  bills  appropriating  money  shall  state  that  fact  in  addition  to 
the  general  purpose  of  the  bill.

98  —It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Clerk  of  each  House  to  keep  a  Senate  and  As- 
sembly book  of  enrolled  bills  in  which  shall  be  accurately  minuted  the  exact  time  at 
which  each  bill  or  resolution  (indicating  it  by  its  number)  was  presented  to  the  presiding 
officer  of  each  House  for  signature,  and  to  the  Governor  for  his  approvaL  Such  book 
shall  always  be  open  for  inspection,  and  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Secretary  of  State, 
to  he  preserved  by  him,  at  the  close  of  the  session.  ThO'  books  shall  be  substantially  in 
the  following  form;

07.— No  acooant  preseoted  shall  be  acted  apon,  unless  yerifled  by  affidayit  of  the  per 
son  in  whose  favor  the  same  may  be. 

ALL  PAPERS  CLAIMING  MONET  TO  BE  PBE8BBYBD. 

99.— All  petitions,  claims,  biUs,  accounts,  or  demands  asking  for  an  appropriation 
of  money,  shall  be  preserved  by  the  committee  tn  whom  the  same  may  be  referred ;  and 
such  committee  shall  indorse  on  every  such  petition,  claim,  bill,  account  or  demand* 
wliether  they  report  in  favor  of  allowing  or  disallowing  the  same  and  if  in  favor  of  al- 
lowing a  part  thereof,  only,  then  the  sum  so  reported.  After  such  committee  shall  have 
reported  upon  tlio  same,  such  petition,  claim,  bill,  account  or  demand,  and  every  one  of 
them  shall  bo  delivered  to  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House  to  which  the  same  was  first 
presented,  to  be  filed  with  such  clerk,  and  delivered,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  to  the 
Secretary  of  State.

OO*— In  Joint  Committees,  standing  or  select,  the  chairman  of  the  Senate  Commit- 
tee shall  be  chairman  of  the  Joint  Committee. 

JOINT  CONYBNTION. 

JOO.—  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  Joint  Convention  of  the  two  Houses,  the  proceedings 
shall  be  entered  at  length  upon  the  Journal  of  each  House.  The  Lieutenant  Governor 
or  President  of  the  Sooate  shall  preside  over  such  Joint  Convention,  and  the  Chief 
Clerk  of  the  Assembly  shall  act  as  Clerk  thereof,  assisted  by  the  Chief  Clerk  of  tlie 
Senate ;  provided^  that  the  Lieutenant  GKivoroor  shall  not  act  in  said  convention  except 
as  the  presiding  officer,  and  in  no  case  shall  have  the  right  to  give  the  casting  vote. 

101  —The  rules  of  parliamentary  practice,  comprised  in  Jefferson's  Manual,  shall  be 
tlio  standard  in  all  cases  to  which  they  are  applicable,  and  in  which  they  are  not  in 
consi-stent  with  these  rules. 

ADJOURNMENT. 

109. — Neither  House  shall  adjourn  during  any  session  thereof,  without  the  consent 
of  the  other,  for  a  longer  period  than  three  days.

ELECTION  OF  UNITED  STATES  SENATORS. 


Chapter  VIII,  R.  8. 1878. 

Section  93.  Senators  in  Coni^reaa  shall  hereafter  be  elected  as  prorlded  by  the  statntes 
of  the  United  States.  The  meeting  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly  in  joint  conventioo  shall 
be  held  in  the  hall  of  the  As^mbly .  Each  member  shall  vote  Tlva  Tooe  upon  a  call  of 
the  roll,  and  such  votes  shall  be  entered  upon  the  journal  of  the  convention .  The  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate  and  Speaker  of  the  Assembly  shall  cause  a  statement  in  duplicate  of 
tlte  result  of  such  election  to  be  made  under  their  hands,  certifying  who  has  been  chosen 
6ach  Senator ;  one  of  which  statements  they  shall  deliver  to  the  (Governor,  to  be  filed  and 
recorded  in  the  executive  office,  and  the  other  they  shall  deliver  to  the  Secretary  of  State, 
who  shall  file  and  record  the  same  in  his  office.  In  case  the  President  of  the  Senate  and 
Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  or  either  of  them,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  execute  and  deliver 
such  statement,  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Senate  or  of  the  AssenAly,  respectively,  shall 
make  and  deliver,  as  aforesaid,  such  statement  in  duplicate,  setting  forth  the  whole 
namber  of  votes  given  on  the  final  ballot  and  the  number  thereof  received  by  each  per- 
son then  voted  for. 

Section  91.  Immediately  thereafter,  the  Governor  shall  certify  the  election  of  such 
Senator  under  the  Great  Seal  to  the  President  of  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  and 
the  Secretary  of  State  shall  countersign  such  certificate. 


BTATUTBa  OF  THE   UNITED  STATES   BELATIVB  TO  EUBCTION  OF8BNATOH8. 

{Title  II,  Chapter  U  Rev,  Stat.  U.S.) 

Section  14.  The  Legislature  of  each  State  which  is  chosen  next  preceding  the  expira- 
tion of  the  time  for  which  any  Senator  was  elected  to  represent  such  State  in  Congress 
!»hall,  OQ  the  second  Tuesday  after  the  meeting  and  organization  thereof,  proceed  to 
i'k-ct  a  Senator  in  Congress. 

Section  15.  Such  election  shall  be  conducted  in  the  following  manner:  Each  House 
^hali  openly,  by  a  viva  voce  vote  of  each  member  present,  name  one  person  for  Senator 
in  Congress  from  such  State,  and  the  name  of  the  person  so  voted  for,  who  receives  a 
majority  of  tlie  whole  number  of  votes  cast  in  each  House,  shall  be  entered  on  the  jour- 
nal of  that  House  by  the  Clerk  or  Secretary  thereof;  or  if  either  House  fails  to  give  such 
majority  to  any  person  on  that  day,  the  fact  shall  bo  entered  on  the  journal.  At  twelve 
o'clock  meridian  of  the  day  following  that  on  which  proceedings  are  required  to  take 
place  as  aforesaid,  the  members  of  the  two  Houses  shall  convene  in  joint  assembly,  and 
f he  joamal  of  each  House  shall  then  be  read,  and  if  tiie  same  person  has  received  a 
majority  of  all  the  votes  in  each  House,  he  shall  bo  declared  duly  elected  Senator.  Bat 
if  tlm  same  person  has  not  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  in  each  House,  or  if  either 
House  has  failed  to  take  proceedings  as  required  by  this  section,  the  joint  assembly 
"^hall  then  proceed  to  choose,  by  a  viva  voce  vote  of  each  Member  present,  a  person  for 
^x^nator;  and  the  person  who  receives  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  of  tlio  joint  assembly, 
»  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  both  Houses  being  present  and  voting,  shall  be 
<leclared  duly  elected.  If  no  person  receives  such  majority  on  the  first  day,  the  joint  as- 
"^mbly  Hhall  meet  at  twelve  o'clock  meridian  of  each  succeeding  .day  during  the  session 
'>f  thn  Legislature,  and  shall  take  at  least  one  vote  until  a  Senator  is  olcctod. 

Section  16.  Whenever,  on  the  meeting  of  the  Legialature  of  any  Stnto,  a  vacancy  ox* 
^"^  in  the  representation  of  such  State  in  the  Senate,  the  Legislature  shall  proceed  on 
nie  second  Tuesday  after  meeting  and  organization,  to  .elect  a  person  to  fill  such  va- 
cancy, in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  preceding  section  for  the  cloctiou  of  a  Snuntor 
for  a  full  term. 
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Sbotion  17.  Whenever,  daring  the  session  of  the  Legislature  of  any  State,  a  yaeancy 
oconrs  in  the  representation  of  snoh  Stare  in  the  Senate,  similar  proceedings  to  fill  sxich 
vacancy  shall  be  had  on  the  second  Tuesday  after  the  Legislatare  is  organised  and  has 
had  notice  of  sach  vacancy . 

Sbction  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  of  the  State  from  which  any  Sena- 
tor has  been  chosen,  to  certify  his  election,  under  th^  seal  of  the  State,  to  the  President 
of  the  Senate  of  the  United  States. 

Sbction  19.  The  certificate  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section  shall  be  counter- 
signed by  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  state.

AN  OUTLII^E  HISTORY  OF  WISCONSIN. 


Xarly  Explorations.^  1934.—Jeaxi  Nlcolet,  a  French  explorer,  was  sent  by  Samuel 
de  Cbamplain,  governor  of  New  France,  at  Quebec,  to  explore  the  northwest.  He  came 
by  way  of  Lake  MicbiKan  and  landed  on  Wisconsin  soil  just  below  the  mouth  of  Fox  river. 
Clothed  in  silken  rubes  he  advanced  into  a  village  of  the  Winnebagoes,  discharging  pistols 
held  in  each  band.  He  was  received  with  welcome.  A  great  feast  was  then  held,  ViO  beavers 
leiag  eaten.  He  then  proceeded  up  the  Fox  river  to  near  the  present  site  of  Berlin,  where 
vas  a  palisaded  village  of  the  Mascoutins.  * 

1659,  Sieur  Radisson  and  Sieur  Qroseilliers  followed  in  the  wake  of  Nicolet^  and  win- 
tered among  the  Pottawattomies  in  the  Green  Bay  region,  and  in  the  spring  of  1659  went 
up  the  Fox  river,  made  portage  and  entered  the  Wisconsin,  spending  four  months  on  the 
trip.  The  narrative  of  Radisson  indicates  that  they  proceeded  as  far  as  the  mouth  of  the 
Wisconsin  and  saw  the  Mississippi. 

1661.^  The  same  adventurers,  Radisson  and  Qroseilliers,  with  six  other  fur  traders  and 
a  band  of  Huron  Indians,  skirted  the  south  shore  of  Lake  Superior  in  their  canoes,  passed 
the  Pictured  Rocks,  learned  of  the  great  mines  of  copper,  and  entered  Chequamegon  Bay, 
late  in  autumn.  Near  the  present  site  of  Ashland  they  built  a  "  fort  '^  close  to  the  water's 
edge.  Hiding  their  stores  in  a  cacM,  they  visited  the  Huron  village  on  the  headwaters  of 
the  Chippewa  river,  and  wandered  as  far  west  as  the  Mille  Lac  region  in  Minnesota,  winter* 
log  among  the  Indians. 

1962. —The  same  party  returned  to  Chequamegon  Bay  and  built  a  fort  on  Oak  Point, 
eastward  of  Ashland.    They  returned  to  Three  Rivers  in  Canada  the  same  year. 

Meanwhile  Pere  Menard,  a  Jesuit  missionary,  who  had  been  left  at  Keweenaw  Bay  by 
R&(lis80D*s  party  while  on  their  way  westward,  set  out  to  visit  the  Huron  villages  on  the 
Chippewa  and  Black  rivers.  Suffering  intensely  from  mosquitoes,  hunger  and  the  in- 
solence and  cruelty  of  the  Indian  guides,  they  reached  the  Black  river.  While  portaging 
one  of  its  rapids,  Menard  lost  ihe  blind  trail,  and  was  never  seen  again.  He  was  killed  by 
lurking  savages  or  died  from  exposure.  His  kettle,  breviary  and  cassock  are  said  to  have 
been  afterwards  seen  in  the  possession  of  the  Indians. 

166S,—  Claude  Allouez.  an  eminent  pioneer  missionary,  was  sent  by  his  superior  to  open 
a  mission  on  Lake  Superior.  He  came  from  Canada,  by  way  of  the  lakes,  into  Cheq'ia- 
ni^v>n  Bay  and  chose  for  the  site  of  the  mission  a  point  on  the  southeast  shore,  between 
^e  sites  now  occupied  by  Washburn  and  Ashland,  which  he  named  "  La  Point  du  .Saint 
^rit.^*  Remaining  here  four  years,  he  was  relieved  by  a  younger  zealot,  Pere  Mar- 
quette. 

1669.—  Pere  Allouez  was  Invited  by  the  Pottawattomies  to  Oreen  Bay. 

1670.--The  Sieur  Saint  Lusson,  piloted  by  a  hardy  adventurer,  Nicholas Perrot,  came  to 
Sault  Ste.  Marie  and  there  in  the  presence  of  Allouez  and  other  Jesuits  and  the  man  Perrot 
acting  as  interpreter  took  possession  of  the  northwest  in  the  name  of  the  French  king. 
Ajnong  the  party  was  Louis  Joliet.     * 

i67i.— Father  Allouez  founded  a  mission  on  the  sout^  side  of  Fox  river,  six  miles  from 
its  mouth,  naminz  it  the  mission  of  St.  Francis  Xavier,  on  the  sit^  of  the  present  city  of 
Depere  (so  trailed  from  mission  desperes,  the  mission  of  the  fathers). 

^679.— Father  Allouez  established  the  mission  of  Saint  Marks  on  the  Wolf  river,  near 
Lake  Shawano.  He  made  a  voyage  to  the  Fox  river,  visiting  the  Foxes  and  Mascoutins. 
two  Indian  tribes  above  Lake  Winnebago.  Here  he  established  the  mission  of  St.  James 
thft  following  year. 

1673.— Louis  Joliet  and  Pere  Marquette  set  out  In  May,  from  St.  Ignace  mission,  at  the 
straits  of  Mackinaw,  in  canoes  paddled  by  voyageurs  or  boatmen,  and  reached  the  Mascou- 
ttn  Tillage  on  the  Upper  Fox,  June  7th,  pushed  up  through  its  reeds,  made  the  portage  at 
the  present  site  of  Portage  City,  into  the  Wisconsin  river,  which  they  descended  to  its 
mouth,  arriving  there  June  17th.    They  descended  the  Great  river  as  far  as  the  mouth  of 

^  Arkansas.    The  narratives  of  this  voyage  and  journey  by  Marquette  have  made  the 

names  of  Joliet  and  Marquette  immortaL 
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1074.— Joliet  and  Marquette,  returning  from  their  canoe  Toyage^  came  up  the 
sippiand  Illinois  rivers,  made  portage  to  Chicago,  thence  paddled  down  the  shores  of  Lake 
Michigan,  and  in  September  were  again  at  the  St.  Francis  Xavier's  mission.  In  October, 
1674,  Marquette  started  with  two  assistants  to  establish  a  mission  at  Kaskaskia,  among  the 
Illinois  Indians.  Paddling  by  way  of  Green  Bay,  they  came  to  Sturgeon's  Bay;  thence  he 
made  the  portage  eastward  across  the  peninsula,  where  the  Sturgeon  Bay  ship  canal  now 
is,  paddlnd  up  the  lake  to  the  mouth  of  the  Chicago  river,  where  they  wintered  on  a  sand 
dune  near  the  shore,  in  much  discomfort.  In  the  spring  they  proceeded  to  the  Illinois  river 
and  Kaskaskia.  But  a  mortal  sickness  was  on  the  intrepid  Marquette;  and  he  turned  back 
to  Mackinaw,  to  die  among  his  brethren.  He  died  on  the  journey,  May  10th.  of  a  dysen' 
tery  brought  on  by  the  hardships  and  privations  he  had  suffered.  He  was  buried  at  the 
mouth  of  a  little  stream  on  the  Michigan  side  of  the  lake,  some  little  distance  south  of  the 
high  point  called  the  Sleeping  Bear. 

1079.— The  great  explorer.  La  Salle,  appeared  upon  the  scene,  arriving  at  Green  Bay 
early   in  September,  in  a  schooner  built  at  Niagara  river  above  the  falls,  called  <h4 
"  GrUnn,*^  a  rude  figure  of  which  monster  graced  the  prow.    Sending  her  back  laden  with 
furs,  to  satisfy  his  creditors  at  Quebec,  he  started  with  a  party  of  fourteen  men  in  canoes 
laden  with  forges,  merchandise  and  arms,  up  the  west  shore  of  the  lake.    The  voyage  was 
one  of  great  peril,  as  the  lake  was  swept  by  gales.    They  were  nearlj^  swamped  in  landing. 
Touching  at  one  of  these  landings  and  camps,  at  or  near  the  present  site  of  Milwaukee,  in 
the  t>ay  of  Milwaukee  river  (which  the  relation  called  the  **  Millioke  ^*),  they  were  visited 
by  a  baud  of  Fox  or  Outagamie  Indians  who  stole  several  articles  from  their  camp.    La 
Salle  Intrepidly  went  out,  captured  a  young  Indian  and  brought  him  into  camp  to  bold 
as  a  hostage,  and  prepared  to  fight  the  Indians,  six  score  strong.    He  then  held  a  parley, 
induced  them  to  restore  the  stolen  property  or  make  recompense.    He  then  mc  ived  on  up 
the  lake  coast. 

The  name  year  a  daring  chief  of  the  coureur  du  boia,  Daniel  Graysolon  du  Lhut  (Duluth), 
explored  the  Upper  Mississippi,  taking  special  note  of  the  Wisconsm  and  Black  rivers.  Vis- 
iting the  Mille  Lac  Sioux,  his  party  went  with  their  band  on  a  great  buffalo  hunt,  below 
the  St.  Croix  river  on  the  Wisconsin  side. 

1090.— Hennepin,  with  two  companions,  Accau  and  DuGay,  set  out,  under  orders  of 
LaSalle,  to  explore  the  Upper  Mississippi.  Leaving  the  mouth  of  the  Illinois  river,  March 
12th,  he  passed  the  mouth  of  the  Wisconsin,  and  the  site  of  Prairie  du  Chien.  Below  Lake 
Pepin  the  party  were  taken  prisoners  by  the  Sioux,  and  carried  to  the  present  site  of 
St.  Paul,  ^ence  to  Mille  Lacs.  Kept  here  for  two  months,  they  were  started  with  a  party 
on  a  buffalo  hunt.  At  the  mouth  of  Rum  river,  Hennepin  amd  DuGay  were  set  at  liberty, 
given  a  gun,  knife,  an  earthen  pot  and  a  small  canoe.  They  began  their  journey,  descended 
the  river  into  the  Mississippi,  passed  the  great  falls,  which  Hennepin  named  the  Su 
Anthony.  Nearing  the  mouth  of  tjie  Chippewa  river,  being  driven  by  starvation,  they  as- 
cended that  river  and  joined  a  party  of  Sioux  hunters,  by  whom  they  were  roughly  treated,' 
but  permitted  to  live. 

Du  Lhut  voyaged  from  Lake  Superior  to  the  Mississippi  with  a  small  party.  He 
canoed  up  the  Bois  Brule,  now  a  famous  trout  stream,  midway  between  Bayfield  and  Su- 
perior, crossed  over  from  its  upper  waters  to  the  head  waters  of  the  Saint  Croix,  and  de- 
Bcende'l  that  river  into  the  Mississippi,.  He  there  heard]uf  some  white  men  with  the  Sioux, 
and  pushing  on  found  Hennepin  and  DuGay,  with  the  Indian  hunting  party  near  the 
mouth  of  the  Chippewa  rivo*.  Rescuing  the  good  Hennepin  and  his  companion,  the  two 
parties  returned  to  the  Mille  Lacs.  That  year,  in  his  voyage  up  the  river.  Father  Hennepin 
was  the  first  white  man  to  visit  the  fine'prairie  on  this  river,  now  Prairie  du  Chien.  In 
autumn,  Du  Lhut  and  Hennepin  drifted  down  to  the  mouth  of  the  Wisconsin  river,  thenoe 
up  that  stream,  they  portaged  across  to  the  Fox,  down  which  they  paddled,  and  thence  to 
Mackinaw.    Du  Lhut  made  several  voyages  of  this  kind  later. 

1083.—  La  Sueur  passed  the  Fox  and  Wisconsin  route,  thence  ascended  the  Mississippi 
to  the  Falls  of  St  Anthony. 

loss,—  Nicholas  Perrot,  a  daring  chief  of  the  courewr  du  bais^  whose  prevfous  exptora> 
tions  are  above  narrated,  was  appointed  the  *'  commandant  of  the  west,"  with  an  **army** 
of  twenty  men.  He  came  to  Green  Bay,  and  there  met  Indians  from  the  west  who  told 
him  of  white  men  far  to  the  southwest  who  lived  in  houses  that  **  walked  on  the  water," 
probably  Spaniards.  Ferrot,  anxious  for  further  discoveries,  passed  over  the  Fox- Wiscon- 
sin route.  He  wintered  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Mississippi,  about  a  mile  above  the  now 
village  of  Trempealeau.  Afterwards  he  established  several  trading  posts  on  the  river, 
among  them  Fort  St.  Nicholas,  the  site  of  Prairie  du  Chien,  and  worked  lead  mines  ia  Wi»> 
oonsln  opposite  DubuquOb 
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ISSO. —  Verrot  took  possession  o(  the  St  Crolz,  St.  Peter,  and  Upper  Mississippi  in  the 
name  of  the  French  king. 

i<^0 J.— Pierre  La  Sueur  was  sent  by  the  authorities  of  New  France,  at  Quebec,  to  re* 
■tore  the  French  pri»tige  in  the  weat,  which  had  been  much  weakened  by  the  intrigues  of 
the  Dutch-English  traders  from  Albany  on  the  Hudson.  He  built  a  stockaded  fort  at  La 
Point,  on  the  Chequamegon  Bay,  another  at  Red  Wing,  Minnesota,  which  became  the  cen- 
ter  of  western  commerce.  He  was  governor  for  several  years.  He  also  worked  the  Perrot 
lead  mines. 

1G99.—  Returning  from  France,  which  he  had  visited,  Perrot  brought  with  him  thirty 
experienced  miners,  and  on  his  voyage  up  the  Mississippi  found  lead  mines  on  or  near  the 
Bites  of  Dubuque  and  Galena,  and  at  the  "Smoke  Diggings,"  near  Potoei,  Wisconsin. 

1699,—  In  October,  Pere  St.  Cosmes,  a  missionary  from  Quebec,  f omid  the  Fox  Indiana 
opposed  to  his  passing  up  the  Fox  river  route  to  the  Mississippi,  and  went  south  up  the 
west  shore  of  the  lake.  He  stopped,  as  is  supposed,  at  the  present  site  of  Sheboygan, 
where  another  missionary.  Father  Marest  had  wintered  and  planted  a  cross. 

1700.— Father  St.  (k)8mes  vlKited  Milwaukee  Bay,  finding  thore  many  MascouUns, 
Foxes,  Pottawattomles,  etc.  He  calls  the  Milwaukee  river  the  "Milwarick."  Lead  mines 
(iisoovered  in  southwest  Wisconsin  by  La  Sueur. 

War»  With  the  Fo»  or  Outagamie  Indiana.  1700-1784.—  The  Fox  Indiana 
haring  grown  quite  insolent  and  obstructive  of  the  passage  of  the  great  water-way  from 
the  Green  Bay  to  the  Mississippi,  demanded  tribute  of  all  traders  and  voyagers.  It  is  re- 
lated, though  on  questionable  authority,  that  Perriere  Marin,  a  bold  French  captain,  was 
sent  to  punish  them.  At  the  head  of  a  large  party  of  soldiers,  half-breeds  and  coureur  du 
bois.  he  ascended  the  frozen  surface  of  the  Fox  river,  surprised  the  enemy  at  Winnebago 
Rapids  and  slew  many  hundreds  of  them,  where  Neenah  now  stands. 

1711,— The  Illinois  country  and  all  Wisconsin  placed  in  command  of  Governor-general 
l>irau  d' Arlaguette,  with  headquarters  at  the  site  of  Mobile  (Ala). 

1719.—  The  Fox  or  Outagamies  made  a  desperate  attempt  to  destroy  Detroit,  but  were 
thwarted  and  themselves  severely  punished.  Full  of  hate  they  robbed  and  butchered  all 
travelers.  De  Louvigny.  the  King's  lieutenant  at  Quebec  was  sent  at  the  head  of  800  men 
to  destroy  them. 

1710.— Leaving  Quebec,  March  14, 1710,  he  appeared  before  the  Indian  village,  at  the 
Little  Butte  des  Mortes,  S7  miles  above  Green  Bay,  surrounded  their  fort,  which  was  heavily 
Pftluaded.  laid  siege  to  it  and  approached  it  by  trenches.  He  set  about  mining  and  blow- 
^K  up  the  work  when  the  Indians  sued  for  peace.  It  was  granted  upon  severe  conditions 
which  the  Indians  promised  to  faithfully  perform.  But  they  were  faithless,  savage,  untam- 
able, and  persistent  in  theh-  ferocity. 

1718 —  Frenchmen  known  to  be  at  Green  Bay. 

^719.~  Francis  Renault,  with  900  miners,  explores  Upper  Mississippi. 

^718-1721,— Vort  St.  Frances  erected  at  Green  Bay.  Father  Charlevol,  the  historian, 
^wit«  Green  Bay. 

17^0.— The  Cardinells  settle  temporarily  at  Prairie  du  Chien.  The  French  make  a 
treaty  with  the  Foxes,  Sacs  and  Winnebagoee,  to  open  the  Fox-Wisconsin  water-way. 

1727.— A  French  trading  fort,  called  Fort  Beauhamais,  established  at  Lake  Pepin, 
^ith  Sieur  de  La  Perriere  in  command. 

17J?8.— fUeur  Marchand  de  Lignery  was  sent  against  them  with  400  Frenchmen,  and 
bached  the  fort  at  the  mouth  of  the  Fox  river,  August  17th.  Informed  of  the  approach 
01  this  party  the  Indians  fled,  destroying  their  villages,  com,  and  other  growing  crops. 
He  returned,  much  chagrined  and  censured  for  the  failure  of  the  expedition,  destroying 
¥ort  81,  Francis  at  Green  Bay. 

^729,  -Ai  party  of  over  900  Indians  fell  by  surprise  upon  a  large  band  of  Foxes,  killed 
7!  men  and  some  80O  women  and  children. 

^'^^**'  —  Sieur  Perriere  Marin  was,  accordmg  to  some  accounts,  the  next  leader  to  pun- 
»h  the  Foxes.  He  had  a  trading  post  on  the  Wisconsin  near  what  is  now  Wyalusing, 
Qfant  county,  and  carried  on  an  extensive  trade.  He  resolved  to  punish  the  Foxes,  who 
^ere  stUl  insolent.  Raising  a  force  of  volunteers  at  Mackinaw  and  some  friendly  Indians 
*t  Green  Bay,  he  advanced  up  the  river.  At  Grand  Chute  he  divided  the  party,  sending 
^e  hand  around  to  attack  the  village  in  the  rear.    The  rest  continued  up  stream  in  boats, 

^  men  conoealed  under  large  oil-cloth  tarpaulins  such  as  traders  used  to  cover  their 
^o<»«,  each  boat  exposing  only  two  oarsmen.  Some  1,500  Foxes  awaited  their  coming, 
T^W"  to  plunder  the  party.  At  a  signal  the  coverings  were  thrown  off,  a  volley  poured 
^    we  crowd  of  Indians,  and  the  carnage  increased  by  a  swivel  gun  in  one  of  the  t>oat8, 
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loaded  with  canister.     Tradition  tells  that  over  1,000  Foxes  were  slain.    Fleeinj^totbdr 
villages  they  found  their  dwellings  in  flaraea,  which  had.  been  set  by  the  flanking  ptftj. 
They  ran  to  the  forest,  and  there  were  beset  by  the  other  portion  of  Maria's  command. 
They  fought  with  the  frenzy  of  despair;  but  only  a  remnant  was  left  of  the  tribe.    Tha 
Biurivors  fled  and  located  at  a  place  where  Wauxeka  now  stands  on  the  lower  Wiscoaaa. 
Later  in  the  year  De  VUliers  punishes  the  same  tribe.    Not  long  afterwards  (174ft)  Xsria 
fell  upon  them  again,  killed  and  captured  them  in  that  village,  compelling  the  sunriT- 
ors  to  go  beyond  the  Mississippi.    A  few  years  later,  the  Sacs,  who  were  living  in  vOls^ 
near  the  present  site  of  Green  Bay,  committed  some  [outrages,  and  Charles  de  LanglAde, 
afterwards  the  first  white  tettler  in  Wisconsin,  led  a  party  of  soldiers  and  habitans  from 
Green  Bay,  attacked  the  Sacs  in  their  village,  and  after  a  desperate  battle  drove  them 
away.    They  fled  up  the  river  and  settled  on  the  plateau  where  now  flourish  the  villages  nl 
Sauk  City  and  Prairie  du  Sac.    Overpowered  by  the  whites  and  beset  by  other  Indiu 
foes,  the  Sacs  and  Foxes  or  Outagamies,  united  the  remnants  of  their  tribes. 

Missi&nt  af^  Triiding  Po9i9»^  1785, —Saint  Pierrlere  in  command  of  the  fort  at 
Lake  Pepin,  called  Fort  Beauhamais. 

1787.—  On  hearing  trom  La  Pointe  of  the  murder  of  French  explorers  at  the  Lake  of 
the  Woods,  Saint  Pierrlere  evacuates  the  fort. 

^74)9.— Presents  distributed  by  the  French  among  the  Sacs  and  Foxes. 

1749.— The  younger  Marin  stationed  at  La  Pointe. 

1759.—  He  was  at  Lake  Pepin. 

1754.—  Marin  in  command  at  Green  Bay,  makes  peace  with  the  Wisconsin  Indiana 
The  Menomonees,  Foxes,  Sees,  Winnebagoes,  Pottawattomies,  Ottowas,  Chippewas  and 
Sioux  are  engaged  to  attack  the  English  colonies  on  the  western  borders  of  Pennsylvania. 

J 7^ J.— Langlade,  with  Wisconsin  Indians,  led  the  onslaught  upon  Braddock's  army. 
July  9th.  Later  he  was  at  Fort  George,  and  fought  against  Wolfe  on  the  plains  of  Abra- 
ham, with  his  braves  from  Wisconsin. 

1758.—  Eleven  Frenchmen  killed  at  Green  Bay  by  Menomonees,  who  plUage  a  store- 
house. 

1700.— The  French  domhilons  seized  by  the  English.  Alexander  Henry  visited  Mil- 
waukee. 

1761,—  Capt.  Belfour  of  the  British  army  came  with  troops  to  Green  Bay,  took  posses- 
sion of  the  fort,  naming  it  Fort  Edward.  He  left  here  Lieut.  James  Gorrell  of  the  Sixtieth, 
or  Royal  American  regiment,  with  a  sergeant,  corporal  and  flfteen  privates  who  spent  a 
wretched  winter  in  the  old  fort.  In  the  spring,  Gorrell  made  treaties  with  the  bands  who 
came  in. 

1768.— Gorrell  and  his  force  abandon  Green  Bay.  Pontiac's  conspiracy  led  to  a  confed- 
eration of  Miamis,  Ottawas,  Chippewas,  Wyandottes,  Pottawattomies,  Missisaguas,  Shawa- 
noes,  Outagamies  and  Winnebagoes.  They  organized  and  burst  upon  the  English  posts, 
eight  of  which  were  captured.  After  the  nuissacre  of  a  large  part  of  the  gamson  at 
Michillinuu:kinac,  a  friendly  band  of  Indians  escorted  Gorrell  and  his  party  from  Green 
Bay  to  L' Arbre  Croche,  where  they  sent  the  remnants  of  the  garrison,  that  had  been  spared 
in  the  Michillimackinac  slaughter. 

1768.—  The  territories  of  New  France,  including  Wisconsin,  ceded  by  the  French  to  the 
English.    Traders^  posts  established  at  Milwaukee. 

1700.— The  Langlades  had  settled  with  other  white  settlers  at  Green  Bay. 

This  year  Capt.  Jonathan  Carver,  a  medical  student  and  officer  of  Massachusetts  mUltiai 
visited  Green  Bay.  He  was  searching  for  a  northwest  passage  to  the  Paciflc  ocean,  and 
passed  over  the  Fox- Wisconsin  route,  wintering  with  the  Sioux  on  the  plains.  Disappointed 
in  his  search  he  returns  next  year  by  way  of  Lake  Superior. 

1774.— A  civil  government  established  over  the  northwest  and  Canadas  by  the  **  Quebec 

act." 

1777.—  Indians  under  Charles  de  Langlade  and  Gauthier  join  the  British  against  Che 
colonies  in  the  Revolutionary  war.  But  they  do  not  appear  to  have  fought  in  any  of  the 
battles. 

;I779._-Capt.  Robertson  of  the  British  sloop  "Felicity"  made  a  voyage  of  reconnais- 
sance around  Lake  Michigan,  inducing  traders  and  Indians  to  support  the  English. 

17^1.— Lieut.-Gov.  Patrick  Sinclair,  of  Canada,  purchased  Green  Bay,  Prairie  du  Chien, 
etc.,  from  the  Indians.  His  purchase  was  not  conflrmed.  The  settlement  of  Prairie  du 
Chien  coDunenced  by  BazU  Glard,  Augustin  Ange  and  Pierre  Antaya. 

1786.—  Julian  Dubuque  explored  the  lead  regions  of  the  Upper  Mississippi  and  opened 
lead  mines  in  both  Wiseonsin  and  Iowa. 
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1787.—  WIscoDBin,  ivlth  the  territory  northwest  of  the  Ohio,  placed  under  a  govern- 
ment, by  the  **  Ordinance  of  1787,  and  the  action  of  the  President  thereupon/* 

17 88 »^  An  Indian  council  at  Oreen  Bay.  Permission  given  to  Dubuque  to  work  the 
lead  mineson  a  large  scale. 

1789.—  Jean  Baptiste  Mirandeau  said  to  have  settled  at  Milwaukee^ 

1793.— Lawrence  Earth  built  a  cabin  at  the  portage  of  the  Wisconsin  and  Fox  rlveri 
and  engaged  in  the  carrying  trade. 

1795.— Jacques  Vieau,  agent  of  the  Northwest  Ck>mpany,  established  trading  posts  at 
Kewaunee,  Sheboygan,  Manitowoc  and  llllwaukee. 

1796  .—The  western  parts  surrendered  by  the  British  to  the  United  States,  and  the  Or. 
dinanoe  of  t78T  extended  over  all  the  northwest. 

1800.—  Indiana  territory  organized  embracing  the  territoiy  now  comprising  Indiana, 
Illinois,  Wisconsin,  Michigan  and  Minnesota  east  of  the  Mississippi  Qen«  Wm.  Henry 
Harrison  is  appointed  governor. 

1804.—  Qen.  Harrison  makes  a  treaty  with  the  Sacs  and  Foxes  at  St.  Louis,  in  which 
they  extinguish  their  title  to  parts  of  the  lands  in  Wisconsin  In  the  southern  portion,  in- 
cluding the  lead  region. 

1805  —Michigan  territory  organized. 

1^99.— Thomas  Kuttall,  the  botanist,  and  John  Bradbury,  the  Scotch  naturalist,  ex- 
plored Wisconsin. 

John  Jacob  Astor^s  party  of  explorers,  under  William  P.  Hunt  and  Ramsay  Crooks, 
passed  Oreen  Bay  and  Prairie  du  Chien,  en  route  for  the  Pacific  Ocean.  The  story  of  the 
werttem  part  of  their  journey  is  told  in  Irving's  "  Astoria." 

1911.— The  Wisconsin  Indians  to  some  extent  take  part  in  Tecumseh^s  war. 

Wisconsin  in  the  war  of  1819.— The  Indians  assembled  at  Green  Bay  to  join  the 
Snglish  in  the  "  war  of  1812.'*  French  traders  mostly  held  commissions  in  the  British 
army. 

1814.— An  expedition  by  the  British  organized  at  Mackinaw  (Michillimacklnac)  for  the 
capture  of  the  military  post  at  Prairie  du  Chien,  started  June  2Sdti,  reaching  Qreen  Bay  six 
days  later,  were  joined  by  Louis  Grignon,  a  Creole  trader,  with  90  habitaru  of  Oreen  Bay 
and  about  100  Indians,  and  rowed  up  the  Fox  river  in  grand  procession.  July  17th  they 
landed  at  the  mouth  of  the  Wisconsin  a  few  miles  below  Fort  Shelby,  at  Prairie  du  Chien. 
The  American  garrison  numbered  some  00  or  70  efTective  men  with  six  pieces  of  cannon. 
The  fort  consisted  of  a  small  stockade  and  two  block  houses;  and  a  gun  boat  manned  by 
part  of  the  garrison,  and  with  14  cannon,  lay  in  the  river.  The  attacking  force  was  about 
600  whites  and  190  Indians.  The  British  commander,  Major  McKay,  demanded  the  sur- 
render of  the  fort.  Lieut.  Perkins,  the  American  officer  in  command,  declined  to  surrender. 
The  British  artillery  opened  upon  the  gun- boat.  After  receiving  some  50  or  more  shots  the 
boat  dropped  down  stream.  The  fort  was  then  attacked  and  Perkins,  abandoned  by  the 
gun  boat,  was  forced  to  surrender.  McKay  with  difficulty  saved  the  prisoners  from 
massacre  by  his  Indian  allies.  The  American  loss  was  5  killed  and  10  wounded  in  the  boot 
and  8  in  the  fort.  Soon  after  Perkins  and  his  men  were  given  bact:  their  arms  and  sent 
down  the  river.    The  name  of  the  fort  was  then  changed  from  Fort  Shelby  to  Fort  McKay. 

18  IS,—  After  peace,  the  British  commander  of  the  fort  offered  to  tui*n  the  post  over  to 
the  American  governor  at  St.  Louis,  and  (May  24th)  hauled  down  the  British  flag  and 
proceeded  up  the  Wisconsin,  thence  to  Mackinaw. 

1919.— Treaty  with  Indians  confirming  that  of  1804.  Erection  of  Fort  Crawford  at 
Prairie  du  Chien  and  Fort  Howard,  on  Qreen  Bay,  begun;  Major  Morgan  in  command  at 
Prairie  dn  Chien,  CoL  John  Miller  at  Foi-t  Howard. 

1919.— Illinois  admitted  into  the  Union.  Wisconsin  attached  to  the  territory  of  Mich- 
Igan.  Brown,  Crawford  and  Michillimackinao  counties  organized  in  Michigan  and  em- 
brace the  whole  of  Wisconsin,  besides  other  territory.  Solomon  Juneau  arrived  in 
MOwankoe. 

1820.  —  United  States  Commissioners  adjusted  land  claims  in  Green  Bay.  John  Jacob 
Astor's  American  Fur  Company  had  stations  at  Green  Bay,  on  the  Menomonee,  Pesbtigo 
Oconto,  and  Upper  Wolf  rivers.  Milwaukee  the  entrepot  of  trade  with  the  Pottawattomies. 
Augnstin  Grignon  had  a  trading  shanty  at  the  present  site  of  Kaukauna,  for  the  trade  on 
Uie  Lower  Fox.  At  Prairie  dn  Chien,  Joseph  Roulette  was  the  chief  trader  for  the  Amer- 
lean  Fur  Company,  his  field  being  on  the  Mississippi  from  Dubuque  upwards.  The  same 
company  had  stations  at  La  Pointe,  and  on  Lac  du  Chambeau,  Lac  Chetac,  Rice  Lake, 
Tomahawk  Lake,  Lac  Court  Oreilles,  Namekogan  Lake  and  other  points  in  the  Chippewa 
country. 
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The  far  traden,  it  Is  lald,  established  posts,  which  ultimately  led  to  settlements  at  Id- 
waukee,  Oshkush,  Fond  du  Lac,  La  Crosse,  Eau  Claire,  Chippcnra  Falls,  Madison,  Sbeboy- 
firan,  Manitowoc,  Two  Rivers,  Kewaunee,  Green  Bay,  Prairie  du  Chien,  Depere,  Kmikmina, 
Neenah,  Hudson,  Portage,  Menomonee,  Oconto,  Peshtigo,  Black  Biver  Falls,  Bloe  Lake, 
Baraboo,  and  Sbullsburg.     These  were  established  at  Tarious  times. 

On  July  9,  of  this  year  the  first  Protestant  sermon  preached  in  Wisconsin  was  deliwred 
at  Fort  Howard,  by  Rev.  Jedediah  Morse,  father  of  the  inventor  of  the  telegraph. 

1829,— The  New  York  Indians,  transplanted,  purchase  lands  oast  of  Lake  Winnebago. 
James  Johnson  obtained  from  the  Indiana  the  right  to  dig  for  lead  with  negro  slaves  from 
Kentucky. 

1833,^  Counties  of  Brown,  Crawford,  and  MichiUimacldnac  made  a  separate  judicial 
district  by  Congress.  The  first  steamboat  ascended  the  Mississippi,  and  Lake  Superior  sur- 
veyed by  Lieut.  Bayfield  of  the  British  navy.  An  Episcopal  mission  established  near 
Green  Bay. 

J834,-^udge  James  Duane  Doty  held  his  first  district  court  of  the  territory,  at  Green  Bay. 

1825.— Treatj  concluded  in  August  between  the  Indians  of  Illinois,  Minnesota,  and 
Wisconsin  by  Gov.  William  Clark  and  Lewis  Cass,  the  former  then  serving  as  SnperinteDd- 
ent  of  Indian  affairs  at  St.  Louis,  the  latter  as  governor  of  Michigan  territory,  The  Indians 
begin  to  grow  sullen. 

1820.    First  steamboat  on  Lake  Michigan. 

1826,  The  lead  mines  attract  attention.  The  general  government  leased  lands  for 
mining  purposes  in  1822,  and  in  this  year  the  mining  population  rose  from  100  to  406  by  the 
following  March. 

1827.  The  rush  to  ttie  lead  mines  continued.  The  Indians  sullen  and  inimical  to  the 
whites.  Fort  Crawford  abandoned  and  the  troops  sent  to  Fort  Snelling,  near  St.  PauL  The 
Winnebagoes  murdered  a  half-breed  named  MetLode  and  his  family  near  Prairie  du  Chien. 
The  Indian  chief,  Red  Bird,  and  two  others,  inflamed  by  rumors  that  Winnebago  prisoneis 
had  been  killed  by  the  whites,  murdered  and  scalped  Rijeste  Gagnier  and  Solomon  Upcop 
near  Prairie  du  Chien.  About  the  same  time,  a  band  of  thirty-seven  Winnebagoes  attacked 
two  keel  boats  laden  with  provisions  for  the  troops  at  Fort  Snelling,  kiUing  two,  wounding 
two  mortally  and  two  slightly,  but  were  repulsed.  These  outrages  {produced  great  alarm. 
The  settlers  fled  to  Prairie  du  Chien  and  there  organized  and  manned  the  abandoned  fort. 
The  news  spread  through  southwestern  Wisconsin  and  thousands  of  settlers  fled  in  the 
greatest  precipitation  to  Galena.  Gov.  Cass,  of  Michigan  territory,  soon  came  upon  the 
scene.  Col.  Snelling  reinforced  Fort  Crawford.  Col.  Henry  Dodge  raised  a  hundred 
mounted  volunteers  tn  the  lead  mines;  MaJ.  Whistler,  in  command  at  Fort  Howard,  moved 
up  the  Fox  to  Portage,  and  the  troops  on  the  Lower  Wisconsin  moved  up  that  river,  pur. 
suing  the  fleeing  Winnebagoes.  They  were  overtaken  near  Portage,  and  seeing  themselves 
overpowered,  gave  up  the  murderers.  Red  Bird  died  in  prison  soon  after.  His  associates 
were  tried  and  sentenced,  but  afterwards  pardoned  on  condition  that  the  Winnebagoes 
cede  lands. 

182Sm  Fort  Winnebago  built  at  the  portage.  An  Indian  treaty  had  at  Green  Bay.  1%e 
Indian  claim  to  the  lead  region  purchased. 

J8;99.— Thousands  of  miners  settled  in  the  lead  region.  Speculation  rife.  A  Methodist 
mission  established  at  Green  Bay. 

1830.—  The  Sioux  killed  seventeen  Sacs  and  Foxes  near  Prairie  du  Chien.  A  Protestant 
mission  was  founded  on  Modelaine  island,  one  of  the  Apostle  islands,  in  Laice  Superior,  op> 
posite  Bayfield  —  the  first  of  the  island  missions  at  La  Point,  the  original  La  Point  mia- 
sion  having  been  founded  on  the  main  land. 

1832.— Ihe  Black  Uatoh  ITar.— This  year  Black  Hawk,  a  petty  chief  of  the  Sacs, 
had  a  village  at  the  mouth  of  the  Rock  river.  He  hated  the  Americans  and  loved  the  Eng- 
lish. Returning  from  a  visit  to  Canada  in  1830,  where  he  had  been  fiattered  by  the  English, 
he  found  the  settlers  had  preempted  the  site  of  his  village  and  the  burial  ground  of  his 
fathers.  He  was  enraged  and  made  threats.  The  militia  were  called  out.  Ten  companies 
of  United  States  troops  came  to  the  mouth  of  the  Rock  river,  and  Black  Hawk  was  com* 
pelled  to  cross  the  Mississippi  promising  never  to  return.  But  he  failed  to  keep  his  prom- 
ise. He  re-crossed  the  river  in  April,  passed  up  Rock  river  to  Prophetstown,  intending  to 
raise  a  crop  there.  This  **  invasion "  aroused  general  alarm  in  Illinois  and  Wiaconsia. 
Settlers  fled  or  threw  up  log  forts.  Gen.  Atkinson,  with  l,fiOO  horse  and  200  foot  volunteers 
—  of  whom  Abraham  Lincoln  commanded  one  company— and  800  regulara  were  put  on 
the  march.  Black  Hawk  sent  a  deflant  message  and  retreated  up  Rock  river.  At  Still- 
Omn's  creek  be  ^ted  to  surrender.    Qis  messengers  of  |peaoe  were  killed  b^  the  nlcketi 
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when  ihej  appn>aehed  the  lines.  He  then  attacked  and  sent  scaropering  to  the  rear  275 
horsemen,  with  chirtyiJve  braves.  He  then  removed  his  women  and  children  to  the  swamps 
of  Lake  Koshkunong,  in  Wisconsin.  He  descended  into  Illinois,  scattering  consternation. 
Sldrmishea  took  place  in  Ulinois,  at  Pecatonica,  Blue  Mounds  and  8in«lniwa  Mounds  in 
Wisconsin.  Some  900  whites  and  as  many  Indiana  lost  their  lives  in  these  battles,  skir- 
mishes and  surprii'  jh. 

Meanwhile,  f ot  u  hau  b»en  thrown  up  in  the  lead  region.—  Fort  Union  at  Dodgevllle, 
where  Major  Dodge's  headquarcers  had  been ;  Fort  Def  ance  at  the  farm  of  D.  M.  Parkin- 
son; Fort  Hamilton  at  Wiota;  Fort  Jackson  at  Mineral  Point;  Moond  Fort  at  Blue  Mounds 
and  others. 

Pending  this  outbreak.  Col.  Dodge  came  with  Captains  John  H.  Rountree,  and  James  H. 
Gentry,  to  the  head  of  the  Four  Lakes,  near  where  Madison  now  is,  and  had  a  council  with 
the  Winnebagoes,  counseling  them  not  to  join  the  Sacs  in  the  war. 

Geo.  Atkinson,  in  oonunand,  sent  Dodge's  command,  and  also  Blajor  Henry's  and  Major 
Alexander's  brigades  to  Fort  Winnebago  at  Portage  for  supplies.  Arriving  there,  he  learned 
from  the  Winnebagoes  the  hiding  place  of  the  Sacs  and  Foxes,  Black  Hawk's  band.  They 
were  then  at  the  rapids  of  Rock  river,  near  now  Hustisf ord.  The  force  at  once  set  out 
to  attack  them. 

The  Indiana,  however,  had  fled.  Their  trail  was  discovered,  bearing  toward  Wisconsin 
river.  They  were  pursued.  Beaching  the  Catflsh  river,  between  Third  and  Fourth  Lakes, 
the  Indians  were  found  on  thd  site  of  the  city  of  Mad'son.—  one  of  whom  was  shot  luid 
left  dead  near  the  present  capicol.  The  next  day  (July  91st)  the  Indians  were  pursued ; 
tbey  fled  westward  passing  to  the  south  of  Fourth  Lake  to  the  bluffs  of  the  Wisconsin.  A 
battle  here  ensued.  The  Indians  lose  several  killed  and  many  were  wounded.  The  Ameri- 
can loos  was  one  killed  and  8  wouaded.  Thence,  Black  Hawk  and  his  party  fled  westward 
to  the  MtesiaBippL  A  few  days  later  Col.  Dodge  pursued  them,  with  fresh  troops,  and  came 
np  with  them  near  the  mouth  of  the  .iad  Axe.  40  miles  above  Prairie  du  Chien.  A  steamboat 
had  been  sent  np  the  river,  to  prevent  their  escape  across  the  river.  The  Sacs  were  now  in 
bad  plight.  CoL  Dodge  attacked  them.  Some  escaped  across  the  river.  The  rest  were 
captured.  Black  Hawk  escaped  to  seek  refuge  among  the  Winnebagoes;  but  a  large  re- 
ward was  offered  for  him;  and  the  Winnebagoes  arrpsted  and  gave  him  up.  He  was  sent 
to  Prairie  du  Chien,  thence  to  Jefferson  Bar.'^acks.  Of  the  1,000  Indians  who  crossed  the 
Mississippi  with  him  in  the  spring  not  over  160  survived  the  famous  Black  Hawk  war.  The 
chief  died  in  1838  near  Des  Moines.  This  outbreak  served  one  purpose.  It  advertised  Wis- 
oon^n  and  stimulated  settlement. 

J^dd.— An  Indian  treaty  at  Chicago.  The  lands  south  and  west  of  Milwaukee  were 
ceded  to  the  government.  Milwaukee  settled  in  the  f alL  The  flrst  newspaper,  the  Green 
Bay  Int4*lligencer,  established.  First  Congregational  church  in  Wisconsin  organized  at 
La  Point,  on  Madelaine  island. 

1H34,—  Land  offices  established  at  Mineral  Point  and  Green  Bay.  Fh^  public  land  sale 
at  Mineral  Point.    (Jensus  taken;  population  found  to  be  4,705. 

I£d5.— The  flrst  steamboat  landed  at  Milwaukee  June  17.  Public  lands  surveyed  by 
William  A.  Bart.  Great  influx  of  settlers.  By  December  1, 1836,  878,014  acres  of  land  had 
beei.  sold  to  settlers  and  speculators.  Bishop  Baraga  founds  a  Catholic  mission  on  Made* 
lalii^  island. 

1H36,^  The  territory  of  Wisconsin  organized  by  act  of  Congress.  April  SO.  Henry 
Dodge  appointed  governor  by  President  Jackson.  July  4,  territory  organized.  John  8. 
Homer  of  Virginia  appointed  Secretary,  Charles  Dunn,  of  Illinois,  chief  justice,  David 
Irrin  and  William  C.  Frazer,  of  Pennsylvania,  sworn  in  at  Mineral  Point,  amid  great  fes- 
tivity. Territorial  council  met  at  Belmont,  October  26th.  United  States  Land  office 
opened  ar  Milwaukee.  December  8,  capitol  located  at  Madison,  "between  the  Third  and 
Fourth  of  the  four  lakes,  on  che  comer  of  sections  18, 14,  28,  and  24.  in  township  7,  north  of 
range  9,  east."  The  same  year,  July  14,  the  "  Milwaukee  Advertiser  "  commenced  pub- 
lication.   The  first  school  opened  in  Milwaukee. 

George  W.  Jones  elected  as  the  delegate  in  Congress: 

The  supreme  court  held  its  flrst  session  at  Belmont.   The  Belmont  "  Gazette  *'  published. 

1887,—  Michigan  admitted  into  the  Union.  The  Korthem  Peninsula  attached  to  it,  in 
Tlolatlon  of  the  rights  of  Wisconsin,  causing  great  indignation  to  the  people  of  the  terri- 
tory. 

A  treaty  made  by  Govemor  Dodge  with  the  Menomonees,  in  which  they  ceded  to  the 
United  States  about  four  million  acres  of  land  in  Michigan  and  Wisconsin.

The  corner  stone  o(  die  capitol  laid  at  Martiwwi, 
July  4th,  with  great  solemnities. 

1858,—  CouKTeaa  appropriated  land  to  endow  the  University  of  the  Territory  of  Wiseoo- 
sin.    Cijchty  postofflces  established  in  the  territory. 

19 J9.— Battle  between  Sioux  and  Chlppewasin  northern  Wisconsin;  900  said  to  have 
been  killed. 

1840,  —  First  brewing  of  beer  in  Milwaukee.  U.  S.  census  showed  population  of  SD^MS 
white  persons. 

J 849.  —  C.  C.  P.  Amdt.  a  member  of  the  legislative  council*  shot  and  killed  in  the  coun- 
cil chamber  by  James  R.  Vineyard,  who  was  afterward  tried  in  Oreen  county  and  ac- 
quitted. 

J  84  4.'-The  Wisconsin  Phalanx,  a  communistic  organization,  settle  at  Cresoo,now  Ripen, 
under  the  leadership  of  Jesse  Strong.  Qov.  Doty  removed  and  Nathaniel  P.  TaUmadge 
appointed. 

184S.^  Tallmadge  removed  and  Doty  reappointed.  Large  Swiss  colony  planted  at  New 
OIaru»,  Green  county. 

1840.  -  The  people  voted  in  favor  of  a  state  government.  Congress  passed  act  to  enable 
and  authorize  the  formation  of  state  government.  First  constitutional  convention  m^  at 
Madison,  October  5th 

1847.—  First  railroad  charter  in  Wisconsin  granted  to  the  Milwaukee  &  Waukesha  Rail> 
road  Company.

Joshua  Glover,  a  fugitive  slave,  ar- 
roited  at  Racine.  Rescued  at  Milwaukee  by  force,  from  the  United  States  marshal,  on  the 
11th  of  March.  Sherman  M.  Booth  arrested  and  committed  to  jail  on  the  26th  of  May  for 
aiiling  in  Glover's  rescue.  A  writ  of  habeas  corpus  was  granted  by  Associate  Justice  Hon. 
Abram  D.  Smith,  who  decided  on  the  hearing  that  the  *'  Fugitive  Slave  law  '*  of  1850  was 
void,  and  discharged  the  prisoner.

The  two  Houses  organized  on  the  5th  of  December,  184S,  but  the  GoTernor  (J.  D.  Doty)  r» 
fused  to  communicate  with  them,  as  a  body  legally  assembled,  according  to  the  act  of  Con- 
gress, as  no  appropriation  for  that  object  had  been  previously  made  by  Congress.  Tha 
Houses  continued  in  session  until  the  10th  day  of  December,  when  they  adjourned  until 
the  SOth  of  January,  1843,  when  they  again  met,  and  oontinued  in  session  until  February 
1848,  when  they  adjourned  until  March  6, 184.S,on  which  latter  day  they  again  convened,  as  well 
in  pursuance  of  their  vote  of  adjournment,  as  in  pursuance  of  the  Governor's  Proclamation 
calling  them  together  as  of  a  special  session,  on  that  day.  Of  this  intention  of  the  Gov- 
ernor, they  had  been  apprised  by  resolutions  referring  to  his  Proclamation,  introduced  by 
one  of  their  members  at  their  first  session.  The  Houses  continued  in  session  subsequently 
until  the  26th  day  of  March,  when  they  adjourned  without  day.  Both  Houses  again  assem- 
bled on  the  87th  day  of  March,  as  of  the  second  session,  and  adjourned  on  the  17ch  of  April 
1848.    The  session  was  held  at  Madison.    Officers  the  same  in  both  sessions.

STATE  ORGANIZATION. 


First  8euio»,-  -The  first  session  of  the  State  Legislature  was  held  at  the  Capitol  at  Modi- 
son,  ou  Monday,  the  fifth  day  of  June,  A.  D,  1848,  pursuant  to  the  Constitution,  which 
bad  been  adopted  by  a  lai-ge  majority  of  the  people.  The  apportionment  of  Senators 
and  Representatives  was  under  Constittitional  proviaioi\s,  until  otherwise  declared  by 
law.  It  convened  June  5, 1848,  and  adjourned  August  21, 1848,  seventy  eight  days.  There 
were  eighty-five  members.

malfeasance  in  office.  For  this  purpose  the  Legislature  again  convened  on  the  6th  day 
of  June,  and  adjourned  Anally  on  the  13th  of  July,  1853.  The  legislative  session 
amounted  to  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  days,  with  one  hundred  and  seven  members.

CLAMBS  OF  MATL  KATTES  AMD  P08TA0B  THBRBON. 

Domestic  mail  matter  is  divided  into  foar  classes : 

First  Class— Letters*  postal  cards,  and  matter  wholly  or  partly  in  writing,  whether 
sealed  or  nnsealed  (except  manuscript  copy  accompanying  proof-sheets  or  corrected 
proof-sheets  of  the  same),  and  all  matter  sealed  or  otherwise  closed  against  inspection. 

Bate  of  postage— Two  cents  per  ounce  or  fraction  thereof.  Postal  cards,  one  cent  each- 

On  "  drop"  letters,  two  cents  per  ounce  or  fraction  thereof,  when  mailed  at  letter  car- 
rier's office ;  a^d  one  cent  per  ounce  or  fraction  thereof  at  other  offices. 

Second  Class— New6i>apers  and  publications  issued  at  stated  intervals  as  often  as  four 
times  a  year,  bearing  a  date  of  issue  and  numbered  consecutively,  issued  from  a  known 
office  of  publication,  and  formed  of  printed  sheets,  without  board,  cloth,  leather  or 
other  substantial  binding.  Such  publications  must  be  originated  and  published  for  the 
dissemination  of  information  of  a  public  character,  or  devoted  to  literature,  the  sciences, 
art,  or  some  special  industry.  They  must  have  a  legitimate  list  of  subscribers,  and  must 
not  be  designed  primarily  for  advertising  purposes,  or  for  free  circulation  at  nominal 
rates. 

Rate  of  postage  —  For  publishers  and  news  agents :  1  cent  a  pound  ur  fraction  thereof. 

For  others  than  publishers  and  news  agents :  1  cent  for  >ach  four  ounces  or  fraction 
thereof. 

Third  Class  —  Books,  periodicals  and  matter  wholly  in  print  (not  included  in  second 
class),  proof  sheets,  corrected  proof  sheets  and  manuscript  copy  accompanying  the 
same,  also  seeds,  bulbs,  roots,  scions  and  plants. 

Bate  of  postage  —  One  cent  for  each  two  ounces  or  fraction  thereof. 

Fourth  Class  —  Merchandise,  namely,  all  matter  not  embraced  in  the  other  three 
classes,  and  which  is  not  in  its  form  or  nature  liable  to  destroy,  deface  or  otherwise 
damage  the  contents  of  the  maU  bag,  or  harm  the  person  of  any  one  engaged  in  the 
postal  service,  and  not  above  the  weight  provided  by  law. 

Rate  of  postage  —  One  cent  per  ounce  or  fraction  thereof. 

THE  LIMIT  OF  WEIGHT. 

A  package  must  not  exceed  four  pounds  in  weight,  unless  it  be  a  single  book. 

PAYMENT  OF  POSTAGE. 

On  first  class  matter  the  postage  should  be  fully  prepaid,  but  if  two  cents  in  stamps  be 
affixed  the  matter  will  be  forwarded  and  remainder  due  collected  of  addressee  before 
delivery. 

On  Second-Class  Matter  —  The  postage  must  be  fully  prepaid. 

On  Third-Class  Matter— The  postage  must  be  fully  prepaid. 

On  Fourth-Class  Matter  —  The  postage  must  be  fully  prepaid. 

WHAT  MAT  BE  WBITTEN  OB  PBINTBD  ON  MAIL  MATTEB. 

BecoDd  Class— Name  and  address  of  persons  to  whom  the  matter  is  to  be  sent;  index 
figures  of  subscription  book  printed  or  written ;  printed  title  of  publication,  printed  or 
written  name  or  address,  without  advertisement  of  publisher  or  sender ;  written  or  printed 
words  or  figures,  or  both,  indicating  date  on  which  subscription  ends ;  correction  of 
typographical  errors,  a  mark  except  by  written  or  printed  words  to  designate  a  word  or 
passage  to  which  it  is  desired  to  call  attention ;  the  words  "  sample  copy ; "  publishers' 
or  news  agents'  bills,  receipts  and  orders  for  subscription,  but  the  same  shall  convey  no 
other  informaiton  than  the  name,  place  of  publication,  subscription  price,  and  amount 
of  subscription  due.  The  number  of  copies  inclosed  may  be  indicated  on  wrapper  or 
face  of  package. 
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Third  Class—Sonder's  name  and  address,  with  the  word  "from"  ;  marks  other  than  hj 
written  or  printed  words  to  call  attention  to  word  or  passage ;  oorrection  of  typograph- 
ical errors ;  on  the  blank  leaves  or  coyer  of  any  book  may  be  placed  a  simple  manuscript 
dedication  or  inscripticw  not  in  the  nature  of  a  personal  correspondence ;  upon  the  ad- 
dress side  of  wrapper,  envelope,  tag  or  label  must  be  left  space  sufficient  for  legible 
address  and  necessary  stamps. 

Fourth  Class— With  matter  of  this  kind  may  be  enclosed  any  mailable  third-class  mat- 
ter. On  wrapper,  cover,  tag  or  label  may  be  written  name  and  address  of  sender,  with 
word  "  frum  "  ;  marks,  numbers,  names  or  letters  for  purposes  of  description,  or  same 
may  be  printed ;  any  printed  matter  not  in  nature  of  a  personal  correspondence.  On 
address  side  must  be  left  space  sufficient  for  legible  address  and  necessary  stamps. 

THB  RBOISTST  SYSTEM. 

All  mail  matter,  including  drop  letters,  may  be  registered ;  but  not  matter  addressed 
to  fictitious  namest'^^initials,  or  box  numbers,  or  bearing  vague  and  indefinite  addresses. 

The  registry  fee  ia  eight  cents  in  addition  to  postage.  It  must  be  prepaid  by  stamps 
affixed. 

The  rates  of  postage  to  all  other  countries  and  colonies  (except  Canada  and  Mexico) 
are  as  follows: 

Letters,  15 grams  (jounce) Scents. 

Postalcards,  each 2cent8. 

Newspapers  and  other  printed  matter,  per  two  ounces Icent.

Packets  not  in  excess  of  10  ounces  Scents. 

Packets  in  excess  of  10  ounces,  for  each  two  ounces  or  fraction  thereof 1  cent. 

SamiJes  of  merchandise : 

Packets  not  in  excess  of  4  ounces 2  cents. 

Packets  not  in  excess  of  4  ounces 2  cents . 

Packets  in  excess  of  4  ounces,  forreach  2  ounces  or  fraction  thereof 1  cent. 

Registration  fee  on  letters  or  other  articles 8  cents. 

Ordinary  letters  for  countries  of  the  Postal  Union  (except  Canada  and  Mexico)  must  be 
forwarded  whether  any  postage  is  prepaid  on  them  or  not.  Ail  other  mailable  matter 
must  be  prepaid,  at  least  partially.

STATE  INSTITUTIONS. 


A^,  wealth  and  popolatioQ  oonaidered,  the  state  of  Wisoonain  Lb  unezoelled  in  the 
matter  of  pablic.inBtitutions.  Its  edaeational,  aa  well  as  its  penal  and  charitable  insti- 
tutions, have  been  liberally  established  and  snpported,  and  every  effort  has  been  put 
forth  to  raise  to  the  highest  degree  the  character  and  efficiency  of  them  all. 

This  state,  like  others,  has  been  aided  in  no  small  measure  in  the  establishment  of 
educational  institutions  by  the  far  sighted  bounty  of  congress.  Liberal  grants  of  public 
lands  have  greatly  stimulated  the  ambition  and  furthered  the  efforts  of  the  people  of 
this  state  to  provide  amply  for  the  advanced  as  well  as  the  elementary  education  of 
their  children.  An  elaborate  and  well  organized  system  of  common  schools,  high 
schools  and  normal  schools,  lead  up  to  the  state  university,  which  already  stands  with 
dignity  among  the  leading  universities  of  the  country.  There  are  over  six  thousand 
public  common  schools  and  one  hundred  and  fifty  high  schools,  employing  over  twelve 
thousand  teachers.  These  schools  are  supported  partly  by  the  the  income  of  the  **  trubt 
funds,'*  so  called,  and  partly  by  the  levy  of  a  fixed  general  tax,  provided  by  Jaw.  All 
fines  and  penalties  collected  under  any  penal  statute  are  also  payable  to  the  trust  fund.

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THE  STATE  CAPITOL. 


The  site  of  the  present  State  Capitol  was  selected  by  the  Hon.  James  D.  Doty,  October  27, 
1886,  and  In  December  of  the  same  year  the  territorial  leKislMtare,  in  session  at  Belmont, 
passed  an  act  to  establish  the  Capital  at  Madison.  Messrs.  James  D.  Doty.  A.  A.  Bird  and 
John  F.  O'Neill  were  appointed  by  the  general  government  commissioners  for  constructing 
the  capitol,  and  work  was  commenced  on  the  building  in  the  month  of  June  following, 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Bird.  On  the  4th  of  July,  1837,  the  corner-stone  was  laid  with 
appropriate  ceremonies.  The  legislature  met  for  the  first  time  in  Madison,  November  26, 
1838.  The  capitol  building  was  not  then  in  a  suitable  condition  for  the  sessions  of  that 
body,  so  it  assembled  in  the  basement  of  the  old  American  House,  where  Governor  Dodge 
delivered  his  annual  message.  Here  the  Legislature  met  and  adjourned  from  day  to  day, 
until  temporary  arrangements  could  be  made  for  the  reception  of  members  in  the  Assembly 
Hall.  During  1836  and  1837,  the  national  government  appropriated  $40,000  for  the  capitol 
building,  Dane  county,  ^,000,  and  the  territorial  legislature  about  $16,000;  making  the  com- 
plete cost  of  the  old  capitol  $G0,00O.  The  building,  when  finished,  was  a  substantial  struc- 
ture, which,  in  architectural  design  and  convenience  of  arrangement,  compared  favorably 
with  capitolfi  of  adjacent  and  older  states. 

The  warranty  deed  of  the  capitol  square  was  given  to  the  Territory,  in  consideration  of 
$1.00  received,  and  the  benefits  and  advantages  to  be  derived  from  the  location,  by  Stevens 
T.  Mason,  Julia  0.  Mason  and  Kintzing  Prichctt,  of  Detroit,  and  through  tlieir  attorney, 
Moses  M.  Strong.    It  is  dated  Mineral  Point,  IGth  January,  1889;  and  the  square  is  described 

05  sections  18, 14,  23  and  2t,  in  township  7,  range  9  east.    This  interesting  document  is  now 
on  file  in  the  ofilce  of  the  State  Treasurer. 

On  the  admission  of  Wisconsin  into  the  Union  as  a  state.  In  1848,  the  constitutional  con- 
vention then  permanently  located  the  capital  at  Madison.  The  capitol  bufldlng  proving 
hiadequate  to  the  growing  wants  of  the  State,  the  legislature  of  1857  provided  for  its  en- 
largement By  this  act,  the  conmiissioners  of  school  and  imiversity  lands  were  directed  to 
sell  the  ten  sections  of  land  appropriated  by  congress  **for  the  completion  of  public  build- 
ings,** and  apply  the  proceeds  toward  enlarging  and  improving  the  state  capitol.  The  state 
iLso  appropriated  $30,000  for  the  same  object,  and  $60,000  was  given  by  the  city  of  Madison. 
The  Governor  and  Secretary  of  State  were  made  conmnlssioners  for  conducting  the  work, 
which  was  begun  in  the  f  kll  of  1867,  and  continued  from  year  to  year  until  1860,  when  the 
dome  was  completed. 

The  legislature  of  1882  appropriated  $200,000  for  the  oonstrucUon  of  two  transverse  wings 
to  the  capitol  building,  one  on  the  north  and  the  other  on  the  south  sides  thereof,  in  order 
to  provide  additional  room  for  the  State  Historical  Society,  the  Supreme  Court,  the  State 
Library,  and  for  the  increasing  work  of  the  state  offlces.  The  Governor,  Secretary  of  State, 
Attorney  General,  with  N.  B.  Van  Slyke  and  John  WInans,  representing  the  Supreme  Court, 
and  E.  W.  Keyes,  representing  the  Historical  Society,  were  made  commissioners  for  carry- 
ing out  the  work.    The  plans  of  architect  D.  R.  Jones  were  adopted,  and  the  bid  of  Bentleys 

6  Nowlan,  contractors,  was  accepted. 

The  work  is  now  completed  and  the  additional  wings  ready  for  occupancy.  The' picture 
of  the  building,  elsewhere  in  this  book,  is  an  excellent  representation  of  the  State  Capitol 
as  it  now  appears. 

The  total  appropriations  for  the  enlargement  of  the  capitol  and  for  the  improvement  of 
the  park  to  the  present  time  are  $829,902.51  This  does  not  include  the  sum  of  $6,600  appro- 
priated, in  1875,  for  macadamizing  to  the  center  of  the  streets  around  the  park. 

The  capitol  park  is  nine  hundred  and  f om-tc«u  feet  square,  cornering  north,  south,  east 
and  west,  contains  fourteen  and  four-tenths  acres,  and  is  situated  on  an  elevation  command- 
ing a  view  of  the  Third  and  Fourth  lakes  and  the  suri-oimdlng  country.  In  the  center  of 
the  squa  e  stands  the  capitol,  one  of  the  most  magnificent  structures  of  the  kind  in  the 
United  States.  The  height  of  the  building  from  the  bascjuent  to  the  top  of  the  flag  stcOf  is 
22^  feet,  while  the  total  length  of  its  north  and  south  wings,  exclusive  of  steps  and  por- 
ticoes, with  the  addition  of  the  new  wings,  Is  396  feet,  and  of  the  east  and  west  wings,  2M 
feet  The  oompleteneas  of  the  arrangements  on  the  inside  fully  correspond  with  the  fine 
external  appearanr^  of  the  capitoL 
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EDUCATIONAL  INSTITUTIONS. 


THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  WISCONSIN. 

HISTORY  AND   LOCATION. 

In  1838  an  act  was  passed  by  the  territorial  leffislature  establishing  the  University  of 
the  Territory  of  Wisconsin,  and  appointing  a  board  of  visitors  for  its  government.  No 
action  toward  establishing  the  university  was  taken  under  this  law  except  the  selec- 
tion of  two  townships  of  land  appropriated  by  congress.  In  184S  the  constitution  of  the 
State  of  Wisconsin  made  provision  for  the  establishment  of  a  State  University. 

In  1849  the  Board  of  Regents  held  its  first  meeting  and  began  the  work  of  organising 
the  University.  The  first  building  (now  North  Hall)  was  constructed  in  1851.  Four 
years  from  that  time  Agriculturcd  Hall  was  completed,  and  in  1861  TTnivereity  Hall  was 
finished.  In  1860  the  University  was  reorganized  by  act  of  the  legislature,  which  also 
provided  for  uniting  with  the  University  the  College  of  Agriculture,  endowed  with  the 
proceeds  of  the  Agricultural  Ck>llege  grant  given  by  tlie  United  States  in  1882.  In  1867 
tlie  first  appropriation  of  about  $7,000  a  year,  was  made  by  the  state.  Since  that  date 
the  state  has  made  repeated  and  large  appropriations  of  money  for  the  construction  of 
buildings  and  for  providing  apparatus,  and  also  for  meeting  the  ordinary  expenses  of 
tlie  institution.  The  College  of  Law  was  established  in  1868 ;  the  College  of  Sngineer- 
ing  began  its  work  in  1870 ;  the  School  of  Pharmacy  in  1883,  and  the  School  of  Econo- 
mics, Political  Science  and  History,  in  1892. 

The  University  of  Wisconsin  is  picturesquely  situated  at  Madison,  the  capital  of  the 
state  of  Wisconsin.  The  University  grounds  comprise  2K)  acres,  and  extend  for  more 
than  a  mile  along  the  south  shore  of  Lake  Mendota,  a  sheet  of  water  about  four  miles 
in  width  and  six  miles  in  length.  University  hill  occupies  the  eastern  part  of  the 
grounds.  It  rises  abruptly  from  the  lake  and  has  two  summits,  of  which  the  eastern 
and  higher  reaches  a  height  of  about  one  hundred  feet  above  the  lake.  Most  of  the 
culioge  buildings  are  placed  on  the  summit  and  eastern  slope  of  this  hilL  The  western 
part  of  the  grounds  is  lower  and  more  nearly  level  and  is  occupied  by  the  Experimental 
Farm,  belonging  to  the  College  of  Agriculture.  East  of  the  University  hill  lies  a  small 
tract  known  as  the  Lower  Campus,  used  for  athletic  sports  and  as  the  drill  ground.  In 
accordance  with  a  requirement  of  the  Legislature  in  1895,  a  portion  of  the  Lower 
Campus  has  been  deeded  by  the  Regents  of  the  University  to  the  State  as  a  site  for  the 
State  Historical  Society  Library,  now  in  process  of  erection.  At  the  session  of  1893  the 
I'^irislatnre  provided  for  the  purchase  of  Camp  Randall,  a  tract  of  ground  including  42 
acres,  and  Joining  the  University  grounds  to  the  southwest. 

The  buildings  of  the  University  which  are  used  for  instructional  purposes  are  four- 
teen in  number.  The  three  oldest.  University  Hall,  North  Hall  and  Agricultural  Hall, 
stand  on  or  near  the  eastern  summit  of  University  Hill.  Agricultural  Hall  is  occupied 
by  the  offices,  lecture  rooms,  and  laboratories  of  the  CoUege  of  Agriculture ;  North  Hall 
is  used  by  the  depart:nents  of  Gorman  and  Scandinavian  languages,  and  the  School  of 
Pharmacy ;  while  University  Hall  contains  the  lecture  rooms  for  most  of  the  remaining 
dopartm3nt8  of  language  a ntl  literature.  Those  buildings  were  erected  out  of  the  money 
dorivod  from  the  sales  of  land  granted  by  the  naMonal  government.  Across  the  east 
front  of  tho  ciropus,  at  the  foot  o(  University  hill*  is  a  row  of  more  recent  buildings,  all 
of  them  erected  at  the  expense  of  the  state  of  Wireonsin.  At  the  south  is  Ladies'  Hall, 
built  in  1870,  much  enlarged  and  improved  in  18^i,  and  used  as  a  dormitory  for  young 
womon ;  next  stands  the  Library  and  Library  7Iall,  completed  in  1879.  Still  further 
north  is  Science  Hall,  the  largest  and  mostcos*J/of  the  University  buildings, completed 
in  18S7,  containing  the  lecture  rooms,  laboratories  and  museums  of  most  of  the  scientific 
diipartments  of  the  University,  and  of  those  of  the  College  of  Engineering.  Next  to 
Lako  Mendota  Is  tho  Chemical  Laboratory,  built  in  1885,  and  behind  this  is  the  Machine 
Shop,  erected  in  thfl  MtmA  vA«r  nnH  nnUrpAd  in  1894.    Half  wav  nn  tiie  slope  of  Univer- 
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Bity  hill,  on  the  south  side,  is  the  new  building  for  the  Law  School,  which  in  addition 
to  the  library  and  lecture  rooms  of  the  College  of  Law,  contains  the  offices  of  the  Board 
of  Regents,  the  President  of  the  University,  and  the  rooms  of  the  School  of  Economics, 
Political  Science  and  History.  On  the  western  summit  of  University  hill  is  ttie  Wash- 
bum  Observatory,  built  in  1878  by  the  late  Hon.  C.  C.  Washburn,  and  presented  to  the 
University.  Near  it  are  the  Students'  Observatory  and  the  astronomer's  ,house.  On 
the  western  slope  of  the  hill  is  the  building  for  the  Dairy  School,  constructed  in  1891, 
and  near  it  is  placed  the  new  building  for  Horticulture  and  Agricultural  Physics,  whoso 
beginning  was  authorized  by  the  legislature  of  1893  and  whose  completion  was  further 
provided  for  in  1895 ;  while  further  west  lie  the  numerous  buildings  of  the  Experimental 
Farm.  Between  the  lower  campus  and  the  lake  is  placed  the  Armory  and  Gymnasium, 
authorized  by  the  legislature  of  1891,  and  still  nearer  the  lake  is  the  University  boat 
house.

The  second  semester  opens  February  15  and 
tUoMs  June  21, 1897. 

In  general,  the  year  opans  on  the  last  Wednesday  of  September  and  doses  on  the 
Thursday  precadinT  the  last  Weiaoiiay  of  June.  Tha  first  samaster  closes  on  tho  Fri- 
day nearest  the  miille  of  the  college  year,  and  the  second  semester  opens  on  the  follow* 
ing  Monday.

HISTORT    OF  NORMAL   SCHOOI^. 

The  constitution  of  the  state,  adopted  In  1848,  provides,  "That  the  revenue  of 
the  school  fund  shall  be  exclusively  applied  to  the  following  objects: 

"1st.  To  the  support  and  maintenance  of  common  schools.  In  each  school  dis- 
trict, nnd  the  purchase  of  suitable  libraries  and  appurtenances  therefor.'* 

"2(1.  The  residue  shall  be  appropriated  for  the  support  of  academies  and  nor- 
mal schools,  and  suitable  libraries  and  appurtenances  therefor.'* 

No  advantage  of  these  provisions  for  the  endowment  of  normal  schools  was 
tikon  until  1857,  when  an  act  was  passed  (chapter  82)  providing,  "That  the  In- 
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come  of  twentj-flve  per  cent,  of  the  serosa  proceeds  ariBing  from  the  sale  of 
swamp  and  overflowed  lands'*  should  be  apportioned  for  the  support  of  uormal 
Institutes  and  academies,  under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  a  board  of  re- 
gents of  normal  schools,  who  were  to  be  appointed  In  pursuance  of  the  provis- 
ions of  that  act.  Under  this  law,  the  Income  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  board 
was  distributed  for  several  years  to  such  colleges,  academics  and  high  schools 
ns  maintained  a  normal  class,  and  In  proportion  to  the  number  of  pupils  in  the 
class  who  passed  satisfactory  examinations  conducted  by  an  agent  of  the  board. 

In  1865,  the  legislature  (chapter  537)  divided  the  swamp  lands  and  swamp  land 
fund  into  two  equal  parts,  one  to  constitute*  the  normal  school  fund  and  the 
other  to  be  denominated  the  drainage  fund.  It  was  further  provided  by  this  act 
that  the  normal  school  fund  be  permanently  invested,  and  the  Income  thereof 
should  be  applied  to  establish  and  maintain  normal  schools,  under  the  direction 
ond  manngemont  of  the  boord  of  regents,  with  a  proviso  that  one-fourth  of 
such  income  should  be  transferred  to  the  common  school  fund,  until  the  annual 
income  of  that  fund  should  reach  $200,000.00.  During  the  same  year,  proposals 
were  invited  for  extending  aid  in  the  establishment  of  a  normal  school,  and 
propositions  were  received  from  various  places. 

In  1S66,  the  board  of  regents  of  normal  schools  was  incorporated  by  the  legis- 
lature. In  February,  Plattevllle  was  conditionally  selected  as  a  place  for  a 
school.  The  productive  fund  of  about  1600,000.00  with  a  net  Income  of  over 
$30,000.00  was  already  accumulated  with  a  prospect  of  a  steady  increase  by  the 
sales  of  lands,  and  the  board  determined  upon  the  policy  of  establishing  several 
schools  to  be  located  in  different  parts  of  the  state. 

At  a  meeting  held  on  the  second  day  of  May,  1866,  the  board  designated  White- 
water as  a  place  for  a  school,  where  a  building  was  subsequently  erected.  The 
academy  building  at  Plattevllle  having  been  donated  for  normal  purposes,  the 
board  permanently  located  a  school  at  that  place,  and  a  school  was  opened  Octo- 
ber 9,.  1866,  under  Charles  H.  Allen,  a  former  agent  of  the  board.  President 
Allen  resigned  at  the  close  of  four  years'  service,  and  E.  A.  Charleton,  from 
Lockport,  N.  Y.,  was  placed  in  charge.  President-  Charleton  resigned  in  1878, 
after  more  than  eight  years'  service,  and  Duncan  McGregor,  long  connected  with 
the  school  as  a  professor,  was  elected  to  the  presidency,  and  served  in  that 
capacity  until  June,  1894,  when  he  resigned,  and  Dr.  James  Chalmers,  Ph.  D.,  of 
(>olumbu8,  Ohio,  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  Mr.  McGregor's 
resignation. 

The  school  at  Whitewater  was  opened  on  the  21st  of  April,  1868,  under  Oliver 
Arey,  A.  M.,  formerly  connected  with  normal  schools  at  Albany  and  Brockport, 
N.  T.,  and  the  building  was  on  the  same  day  dedicated  with  appropriate  cere- 
monies. On  the  resignation  of  President  Arey  In  1877,  William  F.  Phelps,  A.  M., 
an  educator  of  large  experience  ond  of  wide  reputation,  was  appointed  to  take 
charge  of  the  school.  He  was  succeeded  at  the  end  ol  two  years  by  J.  W.  Stearns, 
A.  M.,  who  had  attained  distinction  in  normal  and  college  service,  but  he  re- 
signed in  January,  1885,  to  take  the  professorship  of  theory  and  art  of  teaching 
in  the  University  of  Wisconsin.  Prof.  T.  B.  Pray,  of  the  local  faculty,  acted  as 
president  for  the  remainder  of  the  school  year,  and  Albert  Salisbury  was  elected 
ond  assumed  the  presidency  at  the  opening  of  the  year  1SS5.  President  Salisbury 
formerly  taught  In  the  school,  but  for  two  years  had  been  engaged  in  supervisory 
educational  work  in  the  South. 

A  building  was  completed  ot  Oshkosh  during  the  year  1870,  for  a  third  normal 
school,  but  owing  to  lack  of  funds  It  was  not  opened  immediately  for  the  admis- 
sion of  pupils.  The  dedication  of  the  building  and  the  opening  of  the  school 
took  place  September  19,  1871,  and  the  school  has  been  under  the  constant  di- 
rection of  George  S.  Albee,  A.  M.,  previously  superintendent  and  principal  of 
public  schools  at  Kenosha  and  Racine. 

The  fourth  school  was  opened  In  September,  1875,  at  River  Falls,  under  the 
charge  of  Warren  D.  Parker,  A.  M.,  formerly  superintendent  and  principal  of 
public  schools  at  Janesvllle.  On  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Parker  In  Jnne,  1889, 
J.  Q.  Emery,  A.  M.,  principal  of  the  schools  at  Fort  Atkinson,  was  elected  pres- 
ident, and  served  until  June,  1893.  John  Hull,  ex-preSident  of  Sourthem  Illinois 
Normal  University,  served  as  president  during  the  year  closing  June,  1894.  War- 
ren D.  Parker,  A.  M.,  was  re-elected  president  and  entered  service  September, 
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September  14,  1886,  the  fifth  normal  school  was  opened  In  the  city  of  Milwau- 
kee, pursuant  to  chapter  364  of  the  laws  of  1886,  and  J.  J.  Mapel,  formerly  prin- 
cipal of  the  local  high  school,  was  elected  president;  he  was  succeeded  by  L.  D. 
Harvey,  A.  M.,  for  many  years  conductor  of  teachers'  institutes  from  Oshkosh 
Normal  School.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  building,  and  the  conveyance  of  the 
same  to  the  state,  the  legislature  made  an  appropriation  of  110,000.00  to  aid  in 
the  maintenance  of  this  school. 

September  17,  lj894,  the  sixth  normal  school  was  opened  in  the  city  of  Stevens 
Point,  pursuant  to  chapter  185,  laws  of  1893,  and  Theron  B.  Pray,  A.  M.,  formerly 
professor  and  institute  conductor  in  the  Whitewater  Normal  School,  was  elected 
president.  The  school  building  at  Stevens  Point  although  commodious  and  well 
fitted  for  normal  school  purposes  is  already  overcrowded  and  must  soon  be  en- 
larged. The  building,  together  with  heating  and  ventilating  apparatus  cost,  in 
round  nambers,  175,000. 

September  8th,  1896,  the  seventh  Normal  School  was  opened  in  the  city  of  Sn< 
perlor,  pursuant  to  chapter  186,  laws  of  1893,  with  I.  0.  McNeill,  formerly  assist- 
ant superintendent  of  schools,  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  as  president.  The  building  is 
one  of  the  best  of  Its  class  In  the  west  and  its  equipment,  when  completed,  will 
be  all  that  the  highest  standards  require.  The  cost  of  the  building,  and  the 
heating  and  ventilating  plant  wos  $74,790.00;  the  estimated  value  of  the  grounds 
(donated)  was  $30,000,  and  the  portion  of  the  appropriation  made  by  the  law 
cited  above,  available  for  equipment,  was  $20,640.93.  Besides  the  land,  the  city 
donated  $66,000.00  cash. 

The  law  under  which  the  normal  schools  are  organized  provides  that  "The 
exclusive  purpose  and  objects  of  each  normal  school  shall  be  the  instruction  and 
training  of  persons,  both  male  and  female,  in  the  theory  ond  art  of  teaching, 
and  in  all  the  various  branches  that  pertain  to  common  school  education,  and 
in  all  subjects  needful  to  qualify  for  teaching  in  the  public  schools;  also  to  give 
Instruction  in  the  fundamental  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  state. 
In  what  regards  the  rights  and  duties  of  cltlsens.'* 

BSGULATIONS  FOR  ADMISSIONS  TO  NOBlfAL  SCHOOLS. 

Tuition  is  free  to  oil  students  who  are  admitted  to  the  schools  under  the  fol- 
lowing regulations  of  the  board: 

1.  Each  assembly  district  in  the  state  shall  be  entitled  to  eight  representatives 
In  the  normal  schools. 

2.  Candidates  for  admission  shall  be  nominated  by  the  superintendent  of  the 
county  or  of  the  city  in  which  such  candidate  may  reside,  and  shall  be  at  least 
sixteen  years  of  age,  of  sound  bodily  health,  and  of  good  moral  character.  Each 
person  so  nominated  shall  receive  a  certificate  setting  forth  his  name,  age. 
health  and  character,  and  a  duplicate  thereof  shall  be  mailed  to  the  secretar}*  of 
the  board. 

3.  Upon  the  presentation  of  the  original  certificate  to  the  president  of  a  normal 
school,  the  candidate  shall  be  examined  and  if  found  qualified  in  respect  to 
learning,  he  may  be  admitted  after  furnishing  such  evidence  as  the  president 
may  require,  of  health  and  good  moral  character,  and  upon  subscribing  to  a 
declaration  as  follows: 

I  hereby  delnre  that  my  purpose  in  entering  this  school  is  to  fit  myself  for  the 
profession  of  tenchlng,  and  that  It  is  my  intention  to  engage  In  teaching  In  the 
public  schools  of  the  state. 

4.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  a  diploma  who  has  not  been  a  member  of  the 
school  in  which  Rtioh  diploma  Is  granted,  nt  least  one  year,  nor  who  Is  less  than 
nineteen  years  of  age.  A  certlflcote  of  attendance  may  be  granted  by  the  pres- 
ident of  a  normal  school  to  any  person  who  shall  have  been  a  member  of  such 
school  for  one  term,  provided  that  In  his  Judgment,  such  certificate  is  deserved. 

In  extension  of  the  work  of  tlie  normal  schools,  the  Board  Is  authorized  to 
expend  a  sum  not  oxcpodlng  fS.ooo.OO  annually,  to  support  teachers'  institutes, 
and  may  employ  ogonts  for  thnt  purpose.  At  present  one  professor  from  each 
normal  school  is  employed  at  dllTorent  seasons  in  conducting  Institutes. 

The  permanent  Normal  School  Fund,  ot  the  close  of  the  Inst  fiscal  year,  was 
$1,892,071.36,  and  the  Income  at  that  time  was  at  the  rate  of  $95,711.03  per  year. 
The   fund   for  the   support   of   Normal   Schools   Is   Increased   annually  by   the 
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amonnt  received  for  tuition  In  the  training  and  preparatory  schools  attached  to 
the  Normal  Schools,  and  for  book  rents,  and  by  the  annual  appropriation  of 
$10,000  to  aid  In  maintaining  the  Milwaukee  School;  and  by  an  annual  tax  of  1-5 
of  a  mill.

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PLATTEVILIiB  SCHOOL. 

This  school  was  established  on  the  28th  of  February,  1866|  by  authority  con- 
ferred by  chapter  216  of  the  general  laws.  The  building  and  grounds  of  the 
Platteville  Academy  having  been  donated,  the  school  was  opened  on  the  9th 
day  of  October,  in  the  same  year.  The  building  has  been  repeatedly  enlarged, 
and  it  accommodates  the  school  liberally  at  present. 

Platteville  is  a  city  of  3,087  inhabitants,  pleasantly  situated  on  the  rolling 
ground  between  the  Platte  and  Sinslnawa  Mounds,  in  the  midst  of  a  fine  agri- 
cultural region.  The  location  is  eminently  healthful,  and  the  community  Is 
deeply  interested  in  the  success  and  prosperity  of  the  school.  Students  will  find 
few  temptations  to  idleness  or  dissipation,  but  will  meet  with  encouragement 
to  faithful  work  and  upright  conduct. 

Plattevllle  is  the  terminus  of  a  branch  of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul, 
connecting  with  the  Illinois  Central  at  Warren.  It  is  reached  from  the  north 
and  south  by  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railway,  and  has  connection  with 
points  on  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Northern  Railroad.  Stages  run  daily  to 
interior  towna.

Th«  Whitewater  Normal  School  was  dedicated  April  21,  1868,  It  being  the  sec- 
ond normal  school  In  the  state.  Its  first  president  was  Oliver  Arey,  who  re- 
mained in  charge  until  July,  1876.  Wm  F.  Phelps  was  president  for  the  next 
two  years,  and  J.  W.  Stearns  from  July,  1878,  to  January,  1885.  For  the  next 
half  year  Prof.  T.  B.  Pray  was  acting  president.  Albert  Salisbury  became  pres- 
ident in  July,  1885,  and  remains  In  charge  to  the  present  time. 

The  site  and  surroundings  of  the  school  are  among  the  finest  in  the  whole 
country.  The  original  building  was  enlarged  in  1876;  and  in  1891  yet  another 
v>ing  was  added,  including  nn  elegant  and  well  equipped  gymnasium.  The  first 
class  was  graduated  In  1870.  Since  that  time  is  has  graduated  275  persons  from 
the  Advanced  Course,  and  394  others  from  the  Elementary  Course,  making  a 
total  of  669  who  have  received  the  sanction  of  the  school.

This  school  was  organized  as  third  in  the  system  of  normal  schools  In  Sep- 
tember, 1871.

Through  careful  management  of  conditions,  the  cost  of  living  to  students  is 
below  that  of  any  other  city  of  its  size,  the  entire  expense  for  a  year  ranging 
from  1126  to  |1G0.

The  salubrity  of  climate,  the  natural  features,  the  intel- 
ligence, thrift  and  character  of  the  population,  contribute  to  the  interest  of 
the  school.

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MILWAUKEE  SCHOOL. 

The  state  normal  school  located  lo  Milwaukee,  was  authorised  by  an  act  of 
the  legislature  in  1880.  The  school  was  formally  opened  in  September,  1885.  The 
total  enrollment  during  the  year  was,  In  the  normal  department,  forty-six. 
The  enrollment  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  189&~'97  was,  in  the  same 
department,  337. 

This  school  offers  four  courses  of  study,  English,  Latin,  German  and  Kinder- 
garten Training  course.  The  English  course  is  the  equivalent  of  the  last  two 
years  of  the  full  English  course  in  the  other  normal  schools,  while  the  Latin 
and  the  German  courses  are  the  equivalent  of  the  last  two  years  of  these 
(purses  in  the  other  schools  except  that  two  years*  preparatory  work  la  re- 
quired in  the  Latin  or  German  to  enter  these  courses,  respectively. 

The  Kindergarten  Training  course  is  designed  especially  to  give  thorough 
training  to  students  who  desire  to  fit  themselves  for  Kindergarten  work. 

All  students  entering  the  school  must  have  completed  a  high  school  course 
In  one  of  the  four  years'  course  free  high  schools,  or  have  equivalent  prepara- 
tion. 

No  elementary  or  preparatory  course  is  connected  with  this  school. 

Students  in  the  Milwaukee  school  have  an  opportunity  to  do  practice  work 
In  the  public  schools  in  the  city. 

The  building  is  well  equipped  for  the  work  of  the  school  and  will  accommo- 
date three  hundred  students  comfortably.

The  following  conraea  are  provided:  German,  Latin  and  Bngllsh— scientlflc 
coarses  of  four  years  each,  leading  to  the  Diploma,  which  may  become  a  life 
State  certificate;  an  Elementary  Course  of  two  years  and  a  Professional  Course 
of  one  year,  leading  to  the  certificate,  which  may  become  a  five  years'  State 
certificate;  a  One  Year  Common  School  Course.  High  school  graduates  are  ad- 
mitted to  advanced  standing  in  either  course. 

Special  courses  may  be  arranged  by  selection  from  the  regular  courses  to  fit 
the  needs  of  individual  teachers. 

The  building  is  thoroughly  modem  in  style  and  adaptation  to  its  use;  is  well 
equipped;  has  one  of  the  Idrgest  and  best  fitted  gymnasiums  in  the  state,  second 
only  to  that  at  the  University.  This  is  under  the  care  of  a  trained  specialist 
A  carefully  selected  library  of  about  4,500  volumes  is  in  the  care  of  a  trained 
librarian,  whose  entire  time  is  given  to  the  students. 

The  total  enrollment  in  all  departments  in  January,  1897,  was  490  students, 
coming  from  upwards  of  forty  counties  in  the  state.

Tlie  State  Board  of  Control  of  Reformatory,  Charitable  and  Penal  Instltutlonn, 
established  by  chapter  202,  laws  of  1895,  consMs  of  five  membera  appointed  by 
the  goTemor,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  senate,  for  a  term  of  flve  years. 
The  membera  first  appointed  under  the  act,  howerer,  are  to  hold  office  for  the 
term  of  one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  yeara,  respectlTely.  The  members  are  re- 
quired to  devote  their  entire  time  to  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  receive 
a  salary  of  two  thousand  dollnre  each,  per  annum,  and  all  necessary  disburse- 
ments In  the  dJsoharye  of  their  dudes.  They  are  authorized  to  expend  three 
tliousssid  doNara  per  annum  as  a  sfUary  for  a  secretary  of  tits  bonrd  and  for 
29 
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clerk  hire.    All  ax^oount8  for  diBbaraements  and  cbarg«0  and  debts  ooo'tnicted  by 
tbe  boflrd  are  audited  by  the  secretary  of  state. 

Section  7.  Said  board  shall  act  a«  commlasloiierB  of  luimcy,  with  power  to  In- 
yesldgajte  and  examlme  Into,  with  or  without  expert  aaslstance,  the  question  of 
the  Insanity  and  condition  of  any  person  committed  or  confined  In  any  lunatic 
asylum  or  ho^ltal,  public  or  private,  or  restrained  of  his  liberty  by  reason  of 
alleged  insanity,  at  any  place  within  this  state,  and  shall  take  the  proper  and 
legal  steps  for  the  discharge  of  any  person  so  committed  or  restnilned.  If,  in 
his  opinion,  such  person  is  not  Inaane,  or  can  be  cared  for  after  such  discharge 
without  danger  to  others,  and  with  benefit  to  such  person. 

Section  8.  Sold  board  shall  have  power  to  fully  investigate  all  complaints 
against  any  of  the  instdtutlons  above  named,  or  against  the  official  conduct  or 
management  thereof;  to  send  for  books  and  papers;  summon,  compel  the  at- 
tendance of,  and  swear  witnesses;  and  conduct  at  any  time,  thorough  Investiga- 
tion into  the  affairs  of  any  such  institution,  in  such  manner  as  it  shaH  deem 
best  Any  letter,  conununlcatlon  or  complaint  addressed  to  such  Board  or  any 
member  thetreof,  by  any  Inmate,  employe,  or  subordinate  officer  in  any  of  said 
Institutions,  shall  be  forthwith  forwarded  as  addressed,  without  interference 
therewith,  or  the  breaking  of  the  seal,  or  the  reading  thereof  by  any  officer  or 
employe  of  such  instltutloo. 

To  maintain  and  govern  the 
Wisconsin  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  the  Northern  Hospital  for  the  Insane, 
the  Wisconsin  State  Prison,  the  WisconMn  Industrial  School  for  Boys,  the  Wis- 
oonsftn  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Blind,  and  the  Wisconsin  Institution 
for  this  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb;  and  such  other  charitable,  refonn- 
atory  and  penal  institutions  as  may  hereafter  be  established  or  maintained  by 
the  state.    2.  To  carefully  supervise  and  direct  the  management  and  affairs  of 
said  institutions,  and  faithfully  and  diligently  promote  the  objects  for  which 
the  same  have  been  established.

To  take  and  hold 
in  trust  for  the  said  several  institutions  any  land  conveyed  or  devised,  or  money 
or  property  given  or  bequeathed,  to  be  applied  for  any  purpose  connected  there- 
with, and  faithfully  to  apply  the  same  as  directed  by  the  donor,  and  faithfully 
to  apply  all  funds,  effects  and  property  wMch  may  be  received  for  the  use  of 
8QCh  institutions.    5.  To  make,  on  or  before  October  1,  in  each  year,  full  and 
complete  Inventories  and  appraisals  of  all  the  property  of  each  of  said  insti- 
tutions, which  inventories  and  appraisals  shall  be  recorded  and  shall  be  so  class- 
ified as  to  separately  show  the  amount,  kind  and  value  of  all  real  and  personal 
property  belonging  to  such  Institutions.    6.  To  make  such  by-law,  rules  and  reg- 
ulations, not  incompatible  with  law,  as  It  ^all  deem  convenient  or  necessary  for 
the  govemnoent  of  the  said  institutions  and  for  its  own  government,  and  cause 
the  same  to  be  printed.    7.  To  visit  and  carefully  Inspect  each  of  said  instltu-

To  fix  the  number  of  subordinate  officers,  teachers,  ser- 
vants and  employes  In  each  of  said  Institutions,  and  prescribe  the  duties  and 
compensation  of  each,  and  to  employ  the  same  upon  the  nomination  of  the  re- 
spective superintendents  and  wardens.

TIm  WlacoDBln  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  located  at  Mendota  near  Mad- 
ison, was  opened  for  patients  in  July,  1860.  Two  yean  later,  one  longitudinal 
and  one  transyerse  wins  on  the  west  side  were  completed,  since  which  time 
other  additions  have  been  made.  The  entire  length  of  the  hospital  bnildlns  Is 
669  feet,  the  center  building  being  65x120  feet.  The  first  longitudinal  wing  on 
each  Bide  of  the  center  is  132  feet,  and  the  last  on  each  extremity  is  119  feet. 
The  transTerse  wings  are  87  feet  long.  This  commodious  building  is  surrounded 
by  ornamental  grounds,  woods  and  farming  lands,  to  the  extent  of  497  acres  and 
is  well  adapted  for  the  care  of  the  unfortunates  needing  its  protection.  The 
hospital  will  now  accommodate  comfortably  520  patients. 

J.  Edwards  Lee,  M.  D.,  was  the  first  medical  superintendent,  having  been 
elected  by  the  first  board  of  trustees  on  the  22d  of  June,  1859,  and  the 
furniture  and  furnishing  of  the  center  building  and  first  wing,  and  arrange- 
ments for  the  reception  of  patients,  were  conducted  under  his  supenrlslon. 

The  second  board  of  trustees  was  organized  April  10,  1860,  and  on  the  22d 
of  May  following  appointed  John  P.  Clement,  M.  D.,  to  supersede  Dr.  Lee  as 
superintendent,  and  in  June,  1860,  Mrs.  Mary  G.  Halllday  was  appointed  matron. 
The  first  patient  was  admitted  July  14,  1860. 

Dr.  Clement  resigened  January  1,  1864,  and  from  that  time  until  April  20,  the 
hospital  was  in  charge  of  John  W.  Sawyer,  M.  D.,  assistant  physician,  when 
A.  H.  Van  Norstrand,  M.  D.,  was  elected  superintendent. 

Dr.  Van  Norstrand  resigned  June  6,  1868,  and  was  succeeded  by  A.  S.  McDlll, 
M.  D. 

Dr.  McDill  resigned  in  October,  1872,  and  on  the  29th  of  April,  1873,  Mark  Ran- 
ney,  M.  D.,  was  apppolnted  superintendent,  and  entered  upon  his  duties  July  23. 

Dr.  Ranney  resigned  and  was  succeeded  by  A.  S.  McDIll,  M.  D.,  in  April,  1876. 
Dr.  McDill  was  removed  by  death  November  12,  1876. 

O.  F.  Houghton,  M.  D.,  who  had  served  a  number  of  yean  as  assistant 
physician  in  the  hospital,  was  chosen  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  Dr.  Mc- 
Dlirs  death,  and  he  held  that  position  until  July  1,  1881. 

Dr.  R.  M.  Wlgginton,  of  Watertown,  was  chosen  his  successor  by  the  Board  of 
Snpervison,  July  1,  1881,  and  having  been  elected  to  be  superintendent  of  the 
Northern  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  S.  B.  Buckmaster,  July 
1,  1884. 

Dr.  Buckmaster  held  the  position  until  December  1,  1888,  when  he  resigned,  and 
was  ■Bcceeded  by  Dr.  Louis  R.  Bead,  of  Oakwood  Retreat,  at  Lake  Qeneva,  Wia. 
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On  July  ZL,  1891,  Dr.  B.  P.  Taylor  was  elected  to  be.  the  successor  of  Dr.  Head, 
and  entered  upon  the  duties  of  the  oflSce  August  1,  1891.  Dr.  Taylor  resigned 
July  1,  1893,  and  Dr.  John  B.  Edwards  of  Mauston,  was  chosen  to  succeed  him. 
Dr.  Edwards  resigned  July  1,  1895,  and  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  William  B.  Lyman. 

There  has  been  paid  from  the  State  Treasury,  up  to  October  1,  1896,  for  real 
estate,  buildings,  improvements,  repairs  and  current  expenses  of  the  hospital,  in 
all  the  sum  of  13,746,852.11.

In  U70  a  law  was  passed  aothorlslng  an  additional  hospital  for  the  liiiaB«. 
After  an  examination  of  several  sites  in  different  parts  of  the  state  by  a  com- 
mission appointed  for  that  purpose,  choice  was  made  of  the  location  offered  by 
the  cltisens  of  Oshkosh,  consisting  of  837  acres  of  land,  about  four  miles  north 
of  the  city,  on  the  west  shore  of  Lake  Winnebago.  The  necessary  appropriations 
were  made,  and  the  north  wing  and  central  building  were  completed  and  opened 
for  th«  admission  of  patients  in  U7S.  B*urther  appropriations  were  made  from 
time  to  time  for  additional  wings,  and  in  1876,  the  hospital  was  complettd  ao- 
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cording  to  the  original  design,  at  a  total  cost  to  the  state  of  six  hondred  and 
twenty-five  thonsand  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  Since  that  time  some  ad- 
ditional land  has  been  purchased,  the  original  buildings  modified,  and  others 
erected.  This  hospital  will  now,  without  crowding,  suitably  accommodate  660 
patients. 

In  December,  1873,  Dr.  Walter  Kempster,  of  Ctlca,  New  York,  was  elected 
superintendent  and  continued  to  act  as  such  by  successive  re-elections,  until  the 
close  of  the  term  ending  July  1,  1884,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  R.  M.  Wig- 
ginton,  who  had  had  several  years'  experience  as  assistant  and  superintendent  lu 
the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane  near  Madison.  Upon  the  close  of  the  ofllcial 
year,  July  1,  1887,  Dr.  Walter  Kempster  was  again  elected  superintendent,  but 
after  serving  three  months,  he  resigned  the  position,  and  Dr.  Charles  B.  Booth, 
of  Eiroy,  Wis.,  was  elected  his  successor. 

On  July  21,  1891,  Dr.  W.  F.  Wegge,  of  Milwaukee,  was  elected  to  succeed  Dr. 
Booth,  and  became  superintendent  August  1,  1891. 

Dr.  Wegge  resigned  October  1,  1894,  and  Dr.  D.  O.  Hathaway,  of  Wauwatosa, 
was  elected  his  successor.  Dr.  Hathaway  resigned  July  1,  1895,  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  Dr.  W.  A.  Gordon,  of  Oshkosh. 

There  has  been  paid  from  the  state  treasury  up  to  October  1,  1896,  for  real 
estate,  buildings,  impf-ovements,  repairs  and  current  expenses  of  the  hospital.  In 
all  the  sum  of  13,298,746.57.

This  iDBtltntton  la  located  at  DelaTan,  Walworth  coonty,  on  the  Soothwetten 
divlfilon  of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  and  St  Paol  railroad,  sixty  miles  from  Mil- 
waukee. The  land  first  occupied,  comprlslnf  U  46-100  acres,  was  donated  by  Hoo. 
F.  K.  Phoenix,  one  of  the  first  trustees,  but  the  original  boundaries  haye  since 
been  enlarged  by  the  purchase  of  twenty-two  acres.  The  main  building  was 
burned  to  the  ground  on  the  16th  of  September,  1879,  but  during  the  year  UM 
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four  new  buildings  were  erected,  and  with  the  increased  facilities  provided,  250 
children  may  be  well  cared  for. 

The  new  buildings  are  a  school  house,  boys'  dormitory,  dining  room  and  chapel, 
with  a  main  or  *  administration  building.  These  buildings  are  plain,  neat,  sub- 
stantial structures  and  well  fitted  for  the  uses  intended. 

The  institution  was  originally  a  private  school  for  the  deaf,  but  was  Incorpor- 
ated by  act  of  the  Legislature,  April  19,  1S52,  and  it  is  now  maintained  by  the 
State  of  Wisconsin  for  the  education  of  those  children  within  her  borders  who, 
on  account  of  deafness,  are  unable  to  receive  instruction  in  the  common  schools. 
It  has  three  departments: 

First— The  school,  in  which  the  pupils  are  taught  writing,  reading,  composi- 
tion, arithmetic,  geography,  history,  natural  science  and  drawing.  Instruction 
in  lip-reading  and  oral  speech  is  given  to  the  semi-mutes  and  capable  congenital 
mutes. 

Second— The  shops,  where  the  pupils  are  taught  printing,  cabinet  making  and 
shoe-making. 

Third— The  domestic  department.  In  which  they  discharge  various  household 
duties,  and  learn  baking  and  sewing. 

The  law  provides  that  all  deaf  and  dumb  residents  of  this  state,  of  proper  age 
and  suitable  capacity  to  receive  instruction,  shall  be  received  and  taught  free  of 
charge.  The  regular  course  of  instruction  occupies  about  eight  years.  The 
latest  and  most  popular  text-books,  globes,  maps,  charts,  etc.,— so  far  as  they 
are  adapted  to  deaf  mute  instruction,— are  employed.  Articulation  and  lip- 
reading  are  taught  by  ladies  of  skill  and  experience  with  very  gratifying  results. 

The  day  is  divided  into  hours  for  labor,  study,  and  recreation,  with  the  design 
of  securing  habits  of  industry  and  of  promoting  health  as  well  as  Intellectual 
and  moral  development.  No  leave  of  absence  is  granted  during  the  term,  except 
in  cases  of  sickness  or  extreme  necessity. 

Deaf  mutes  of  Wisconsin,  of  proper  age,  are  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  the 
Institution  free  of  charge,  being  furnished  tuition,  books,  board  and  washing. 
Friends  are  required  to  pay  the  traveling  and  incidental  expenses,  and  to  pro- 
vide clothing,  a  sufficient  supply  of  which  should  be  furnished  at  the  beginning 
of  the  school  year,  or  sent  by  express  as  needed. 

Candidates  for  admission  should  not  be  under  eight  nor  more  than  twenty 
years  of  age,  of  sound  moral  principles  and  good  physical  health.  Imbecile, 
idiotic  or  feeble-minded  children  are  not  received. 

The  annual  session  begins  the  first  Wednesday  in  September,  and  continues 
forty  weeks. 

The  summer  vacation  extends  from  June  to  September.  Pupils  are  sent  home 
promptly  at  the  close  of  the  term,  accompanied  to  prominent  railroad  points  by 
messengers  form  the  institution. 

There  has  been  paid  from  the  state  treasury,  up  to  October  1,  1894.  for  real 
estate,  buildings,  Improvements,  repairs  and  current  expenses  of  the  school,  in 
all,  the  sum  of  $1,429,653.43. 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  under  instruction  from  the  opening  of  the  school 
in  1862  Is  1,060,  of  whom  202  were  In  attendance  September  30,  1896. 

The  average  number  of  pupils  the  past  year  was  180,  as  against  198  the  pre- 
vleut  year,  and  the  current  expenses  139,799.64,  as  against  142,006.49.

This  Is  the  first  charitable  Institution  established  by  the  state.  A  school 
for  the  blind  had  been  opened  at  JanesvUle,  In  the  latter  part  of  1849»  which  re- 
ceived Its  support  from  the  cltlsens  of  that  place  and  vicinity.  At  the  nest 
session  of  the  legislature  It  was  adopted  by  the  state,  by  an  act  approved  Fel»- 
ruary  9,  I960.  On  October  7, 1860,  It  was  opened  for  the  reception  of  pupils  under 
the  direction  of  the  board  of  trustees  appointed  by  the  governor.  It  occupied 
rented  rooms  until  June  1,  1862,  when  it  was  removed  to  a  building  erected  for 
Its  use  at  a  cost  of  about  13,000.  The  lot  of  ten  acres  had  been  donated  by  the 
owners,  and  now  forms  a  part  of  the  grounds,  forty  acres  In  extent,  belonging 
to  the  Institution.  This  building  was  so  arranged  as  to  admit  of  becoming  the 
wing  of  a  larger  one,  which  was  commenced  In  1864  and  fully  completed  In  1868. 
In  1864-6,  a  brick  building  was  erected  for  a  shop  and  other  purposes.  The  foun- 
dation of  the  wing  first  built  proved  defective,  and  In  1807  that  portion  of  the 
building  had  to  be  taken  down.  The  next  year  work  was  begun  on  an  extension 
which  should  replace  the  demolished  portion  and  afford  room  for  the  growth  of 
the  school.  That  was  completed  in  1870,  and  the  value  of  the  buildings,  grounds 
and  personal  property  belonging  to  the  Institution  was  estimated  at  1182,000. 
On  the  13th  of  April,  1874,  the  building  was  destroyed  by  fire,  and  at  the  ensuing 
session  of  the  legislature  an  appropriation  of  166,000  was  made  for  the  erection 
of  a  wing  of  a  new  building  on  the  old  site,  l>ut  on  a  somewhat  different  plan; 
and  In  1876,  a  further  appropriation  of  180,000  was  made  for  rebuilding  the  main 
structure. 

The  school  was  not  allowed  to  close  on  account  of  the  fire.  Suitable  accom- 
modations were  procured  for  the  pupils  by  the  board  of  trustees  in  the  city  of 
Janesvllle,  where  at  some  disadvantage,  the  work  of  the  Institution  was  carried 
on  until  January  1,  1876,  when  the  wing  of  the  new  buUdlBg  was  ready  for  oo- 
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cupancj.  The  main  structure  has  since  been  completed.  It  Is  designed  to  ac- 
commodate one  hundred  pupils,  the  same  number  aa  the  building  destroyed  in 
1874.  The  exterior  is  plainer  than  in  the  former  structure,  but  a  considerable 
sum  has  been  expended  in  flre-prooflng  and  in  laying  solid  foundations  under  the 
main  building.    It  is  now  believed  to  be  practically  flre-proof. 

The  object  of  the  institution  as  declared  by  law  is,  "to  qualify,  as  far  as  may 
be,"  the  blind  "for  the  enjoyment  of  the  blessings  of  a  free  gorernment,  ob- 
taining the  means  of  subsistence  and  the  discharge  of  those  duties,  social  and 
political,  devolving  upon  American  citlsens."  The  institution  is  therefore  neither 
a  hospital  nor  an  asylum,  but  a  school.  Into  which  blind  persons  residing  in  Wis- 
consin, **of  suitable  age  and  capacity  to  receive  instruction,"  are  admitted  for 
education.  For  the  purposes  of  the  institution,  those  persons  are  regarded  as 
blind  who  are  shut  out  from  the  benellts  of  the  common  schools  by  deficiency 
of  sight.  Pupils  are  regularly  received  who  are  between  the  ages  of  eight  and 
twenty-one  years.  In  occasional  instances  others  have  been  admitted.  Tuition 
and  board  during  the  school  year  are  furnished  by  the  state  without  charge, 
but  parents  and  guardians  are  expected  to  provide  clothing,  traveling  expenses, 
and  a  home  during  the  summer  vacation.  The  school  year  commences  on  the 
second  Wednesday  In  September  and  continues  forty  weeks. 

The  operations  of  the  school  fall  naturally  into  three  departments.  In  one. 
Instruction  is  given  in  the  subjects  usually  taught  in  the  common  schools.  Some 
use  Is  made  of  books  printed  in  raised  letters;  but  instruction  is  mostly  given 
orally.  In  another  department  musical  training,  vocal.  Instrumental  and  theoret- 
ical, is  imparted  to  an  extent  sufllclent  to  furnish  to  most  an  important  source 
of  enjoyment,  and  to  some  the  means  of  support.  These  two  departments  were 
opened  at  the  commencement  of  the  school,  and  have  peen  ever  since  main- 
tained. A  little  later  the  third  department  was  opened,  in  which  weaving, 
seating  cane-bottomed  chairs,  sewing,  knitting,  and  various  kinds  of  fancy  work 
are  systematically  taught  The  "Kindergarten"  was  established  in  1883  and 
proves  a  most  valuable  adjunct  to  all  the  departments. 

The  care  exercised  over  the*pupils  of  this  institution,  looks  closely  to  their 
rbysical  and  moral  well-being,  and  the  details  of  the  discipline  are  only  such  as 
are  consistent  with  and  will  further  this  purpose;  while  the  Instruction  is  syste- 
matic and  thorough,  as  the  character  and  scholarship  of  those  who  have  com- 
pleted the  prescribed  course  of  study  abundantly  attest. 

There  has  been  paid  from  the  state  treasury  up  to  October  1,  1894,  for  real 
estate,  buildings,  improvements,  repairs  and  current  expenses  of  the  school,  in 
all,  the  sum  of  $1,108,144.97. 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  under  instruction  from  the  opening  of  the  school, 
October  7,  1860,  is  57i,  of  whom  103  were  in  attendance  September  30,  1896. 

The  average  number  of  pupils  the  past  year  was  101,  as  against  99  the  pre- 
vious year;  and  the  current  expenses  137,216.76,  as  against  129,638.86.

The  Wisconsin  Indattrial  School  for  Boys  Is  sltnated  ahont  three-fonrfha  of 
a  mile  west  of  the  railroad  depots  In  the  village  of  Wankesha.  the  connty  seftt 
of  Wankesha  county. 

It  was  organised  as  a  house  of  refnge,  and  opened  In  18G0.  The  name  was 
afterward  changed  to  "SUte  Reform  School,"  and  again  to  "Wisconsin  Indns- 
trlal  School  for  Boys,"  Its  present  title.  The  bnlldings  are  located  on  the  south- 
em  bank  of  Fox  river.  In  view  of  the  trains  as  they  pass  to  and  from  Mllwauk 
and  Madison,  presenting  an  attractive  sight  to  the  traveling  public,  and  fuml^^ 
Ing  good  evidence  of  the  parental  care  of  the  State  authorities  for  the  inveiUle 
wards  within  Ita  borders. 

The  bnlldings  Include  a  main  central  edifice,  three  stories  high,  nsed  for  the 
residence  of  the  superintendent's  family,  office,  chapel,  school  rooms,  readina 
room  and  library,  officers'  kitchen,  dining  and  lodging  rooms,  fnnace  room  aad 
eellar. 

On  the  east  of  the  main  central  building  are  three  ftunlly  bnlldings,  three 
stories  high,  each  with  a  dining  hall,  play  room,  bath  room,  dressing  room,  hoa- 
pital  room,  officers'  rooms,  dormitory  and  store  room. 

On  the  west  of  the  main  central  buildings  are  four  family  buildings  like  those 
on  the  east  In  all  respecta.  with  the  exception  of  the  building  at  the  west  end 
of  this  line,  which  Is  a  wooden  building  with  a  stone  basement. 

In  the  rear  of  this  line  of  buildings  Is  the  shop  building,  SSx258  feet,  thR« 
stories  high,  which  embraces  boot  factory,  sock  and  knitting  factory,  tailor  ahopL 
carpenter  Aop,  engine  room,  laundry  and  steam  drying  room,  bath  rooms,  afeoii^ 
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•tore  rooms,  bakery  and  cellar,  and  three  family  buildings  with  room  for  fifty 
boys    each. 

There  Is  on  the  farm,  whld  consists  of  404  acres  of  land,  a  comfortable  house, 
a  stone  carriage  and  horse  barn,  two  stories  high,  built  In  the  most  substantial 
manner,  three  convenient  wooden  barns,  with  sheds  for  cattle,  wagons  and 
farm  machinery,  and  cellars  for  roots. 

The  total  amount  paid  from  the  State  Treasury  up  to  October  1,  1896,  for  real 
estate,  buildings,  Improvements,  repairs,  and  current  expenses  Is  11,753,701.83. 

The  whole  number  of  commitments  since  the  opening  of  the  school,  August  3, 
1860,  is  4,102,  of  whom  345  were  present  September  30,  1896. 

The  average  number  of  boys  the  past  year  was  343,  as  against  369  the  prevloos 
year,  and  the  current  expenses  were  163,270.74,  as  against  $69,494.11

The  state  Prison  was  located  In  Waupun  In  July,  1851,  by  Messrs.  John  Bullen, 
John  Taylor  and  A.  W.  Worth,  who  were  appointed  commissioners  to  determine 
vuch  location  under  a  law  enacted  that  year.  A  contract  was  at  once  entered 
Into  for  the  construction  of  a  temporary  prison;  in  1853  the  contract  was  let  for 
the  mason  work  upon  the  south  wing  of  the  prison;  and  additions  have  been 
made  from  time  to  time  since  that  date. 

From  March  28,  18S3,  to  January  4,  1874,  the  office  of  the  Prison  Commissioner 
was  an  elective  office,  the  commissioner  having  full  control  of  t)ie  manaiemfOt 
of  the  prlsoi). 
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From  January  3,  1874,  to  June  1,  ISSl,  the  management  was  In  the  hands  of 
three  directors  appointed  by  the  Governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate.  In  place  of  a  commissioner,  the  directors  appointed  a  warden,  who  had 
charge  and  custody  of  the  prison,  to  serve  three  years. 

In  June.  1881,  the  management  of  the  prison  was  placed  In  the  hands  of  the 
State  Board,  who  have  continued  the  control  and  custody  as  established  by  the 
directors. 

The  warden,  steward  and  treasurer  are  appointed  by  the  State  Board  of  Oon- 
trol  annually.  All  other  officers  are  appointed  by  the  board  from  time  to  time 
at  vacancies  occur,  upon  the  nomination  of  the  warden. 

The  convict  labor  was  leased  to  M.  D.  Wells  &.  Co.,  of  Chicago,  for  the  manu- 
facture of  boots  and  shoes,  for  five  years,  from  January  1,  1878,  and  the  contract 
was  renewed  with  that  firm  for  five  years,  beginning  with  January  1,  1883.  at 
the  rate  of  fifty  cents  per  day  of  ten  hours.  Upon  tae  expiration  of  the  contract 
at  the  close  of  the  year  1887,  the  contractors,  by  consent  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
vision, continued  to  employ  the  prisoners  for  several  months,  when  the  contract 
was  renewed  for  five  years  without  change  of  terms.  On  the  expiration  of  said 
contract  at  the  close  of  the  year  1892,  it  was  similarly  renewed  by  consent  of  the 
Board  of  Control,  for  a  further  period  of  five  years. 

Manufacture  on  the  part  of  the  state  was  therefore  discontinued  on  Januarv 
1,  1878.  The  prisoners*  earnings  for  biennial  period  ending  September  80,  1896, 
were  $108,718.37. 

The  grounds  about  the  buildings  embrace  24  acres,  and  a  farm  of  112  acres, 
about  a  mile  distant,  was  added  in  1885.  The  buildings  comprise  the  center, 
85x90  feet,  occupied  for  offices,  warden's  apartments,  dining  and  lodging  rooms 
for  officers,  kitchens,  bakery,  etc.  The  two  wings,  60x200  feet  each,  containing 
604  cells,  the  deputy  warden's  residence  and  female  prison  with  thlrty-irix  cells, 
a  work-shop  64x500  feet,  two  stories  high,  bath  house,  blacksmith  and  carpenter 
shop,  barn,  etc. 

The  total  amount  paid  from  the  State  Treasury  for  real  estate,  buildings,  im- 
provements, repairs  and  current  expenses  up  to  October  1,  1894,  was  |1,578,26L67. 

The  whole  number  of  prisoners  received  since  the  opening  of  the  prison  Is 
6,892.  The  number  in  confinement  September  80,  1896,  was  582—668  males  and  IS 
females.  The  average  number  of  prisoners  during  the  past  year  was  606  as 
against  625  the  preceding  year,  and  the  current  expenses  were  (not  including 
prisoners*  earnings)  186^030.47,  as  against  |108»176.98,

Chapter  877,  laws  of  1885,  made  It  the  daty  of  the  board  of  supervision,  by  and 
with  the  consent  of  the  governor  to  select  a  suitable  site  and  erect  thereon 
bnlldlngs  for  a  state  school  or  temporary  home  for  dependent  and  neglected 
children— such  Institution  to  be  known  as  the  "State  Public  School."  Soon  after 
the  enactment  of  this  li^w,  the  Board  advertised  for  proposals  for  furnishing 
a  site  for  this  institution,  and  received  responses  from  Stevens  Point,  Waupaca, 
(iroeu  Bay,  Oshkosh,  Fond  du  Lac,  Ripon,  New  Lisbon,  Sparta  and  La  Crosse. 
Subsequently  the  Board  visited  all  these  places.  Inspected  the  sites  proposed  and 
onuvnssed  the  advantages  of  each  locality,  and,  finally,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Governor,  selected  Sparta  as  the  locality  for  the  school,  accepting  an  offer  of 
n  tract  of  land  embracing  164.8  acres  as  the  site.  This  land  lies  in  one  regular 
body  on  the  northeast  of  the  city,  being  partly  within  its  limits,  having  the  fja 
Crosse  river  for  its  eastern  boundary,  and  one  of  the  city  streets  as  its  western 
line.  The  location  is  in  all  respects  a  healthful  one,  possesses  many  attractions 
in  Itself,  and  commands  a  view  of  one  of  the  finest  landscapes  In  the  state. 

During  the  year  1886,  three  cottages  were  erected  and  equipped  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  law,  two  of  them  of  solid  brick,  two  stories  and  an 
attic  in  height,  with  stone  basement  and  capable  of  accommodating  one  hundred 
pupils.  The  third  cottage,  a  frame  structure,  veneered  with  brick,  two  stories 
and  an  attic  above  a  stone  basement,  was  devoted  at  first  to  the  uses  of  the 
superintendent  and  his  family,  bnt  subsequently  to  the  accommodation  of  the 
young  children,  of  whom  it  affords  room  for  thirty. 

The  institution  was  opened  for  the  roceptlon  of  pupils  on  the  18th  of  Novem- 
ber, 1886,  with  Robert  T.  Roberts  as  superintendent.  It  soon  became  apparent* 
from  the  rapidity  with  which  commitments  were  made,  that  more  room  must  be 
provided  before  the  full  benefits  of  the  institution  could  be  realised.  Accordingly 
the  legislature  of  1887  inade  provisions  for  the  erection  of  9  central  building, 
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two  cottages  and  such  other  Btmctnres  as  it  shoald  deem  necessary.  The  board 
of  sapenrislon,  during  that  year,  had  erected  the  buildings  named,  and  In  addi- 
tion thereto  a  boiler  .and  engine  house  and  laundry  and  a  barn.  The  central 
building  is  of  brick,  three  stories  in  height  upon  a  stone  basement,  ind  furnishes 
room  for  the  superintendent  and  his  family  and  employes,  a  general  kitchen  and 
large  dining  room,  an  assembly  room  and  offices.  The  cottages  are  of  brick,  two 
stories  and  an  attic  in  height,  with  a  stone  basement,  and  furnish  accommoda- 
tions for  sixty  pupils  each.  ▲  school -house  two  stories  In  height,  contalnlnit 
three  class  rooms  and  necessary  halls  on  each  floor,  and  furnishing  accommoda- 
tions for  about  250  pupils,  was  erected  In  1889,  as  were  also  a  cold  storage  build- 
ing, ice  house  and  additional  farm  buildings;  and  a  dwelling  house  on  adjoining 
land  purchased  was  reconstructed  into  a  comfortable  hospital. 

In  August,  1891,  the  Board  of  Ck>ntrol  elected  F.  L.  Sanborn,  of  Ashland,  to  be 
the  superintendent  in  place  of  Mr.  Roberts,  whose  terra  had  expired. 

July  7,  1S92,  fire,  belieyed  to  be  the  work  of  an  Incendiary  ward,  destroyed  the 
roof  and  upper  story  of  the  main  building.  The  building  was  promptly  recon- 
structed at  a  cost  of  |4,814.96. 

The  primary  object  of  the  institution  Is  to  furnish  a  temporary  home  for  de- 
pendent and  neglected  children  until  suitable  homes  can  be  found  for  them  In 
good  families.  While  they  remain  in  the  Institution  they  are  instructed  in  the 
elementary  branches  of  an  English  education. 

From  the  establishment  of  the  institution  up  to  September  80,  1896,  there  had 
been  expended  for  site,  permanent  improvements,  equipments  and  current  ex- 
penses, 1497,134.84. 

The  whole  number  of  children  admitted  up  to  September  30,  1896,  was  1,604;  the 
average  number  in  the  school  for  the  fiscal  year,  ending  September  80,  1896,  was 
270,  and  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  with  September  last,  the  average  number  was 
237.    At  the  iMt  named  date  1,826  children  had  been  placed  in  homely

The  Wisconsin  Indv^rlal  School  for  Girls  Is  located  In  MUwankee,  on  Lake 
Avenue,  In  that  part  of  t|}e  city  known  as  North  Point.  It  is  capable  of  accom- 
modating 160  inmates. 

Its  proper  subjects  are: 

1  Viciously  inclined  girls  under  18,  and  boys  under  10  years  of  age. 

2.  The  stubborn  and  unruly,  who  refuse  to  obey  their  proper  guardians. 

8.  Truants,  vagrants  and  beggars. 

4.  Those  found  in  circumstances  of  manifest  danger  of  falling  into  habits  oi 
vice  and  immorality,  for  want  of  proper  care. 

6.  Those  under  the  above  ages  who  have  committed  any  offense  punishable  by 
fine  or  imprisonment  in  adult  offenders. 

Although  the  school  was  founded  by  private  charity,  and  is  under  the  control 
of  a  self -perpetuating  board  of  managers,  it  is  incorporated  and  employed  by  the 
state  for  the  custody*  guardianship*  discipline  and  instruction  of  the  aforenamed 
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children.  In  default  of  respontlble  and  efficient  gnardlanshlp  they  are  treated 
as  minors  and  wards  of  the  state,  and  by  It  they  are  committed  to  the  soazdlan. 
ship  of  this  board  of  ladles  during  minority. 

The  present  statute  provides  that  for  each  girt  so  committed,  the  county  from 
which  such  commitment  is  made  shall  pay  not  more  than  two  doiUra  and  fifty 
cents  per  week. 

It  is  designed  to  be  in  no  sense  a  penal  institution,  but  It  Is  a  reformatory 
for  the  older,  a  temporary  pflace  of  detention  and  Instruction  for  the  younger 
Its  objects  are  detention  and  reformation. 

The  school  was  organised  under  the  act  of  1875,  and  has  received  from  the 
Legislature,  In  1878,  1880,  1881,  M83,  1886,  1887,  IMS,  1»1  and  1893,  sums  amounting 
to  183,000  for  buildings.  Improvements,  stock  and  furnishings.  The  city  of  Mil- 
waukee has  also  given  for  Its  use  a  tract  af  over  eight  acres  of  land,  the  sUte 
holding  the  title  to  this  property. 

The  buildings,  as  completed  by  the  successive  appropriations,  afford  In  all  the 
requisites  for  distinct  family  life,  three  separate  dwellings,  designated  as  the 
Main  Home,  the  Children's  Home  and  the  Ck>ttage,  and  Include  a  kindergarten 
room,  two  infirmaries,  a  laundry  and  three  large  school-rooms.  The  Children's 
Home  takes  boys  and  girls  under  eleven  years  of  ag«;  the  Main  Home  the  girls 
from  eleven  upwards,  dividing  them  into  four  distinct  classes,  according  to  age 
and  morals^  with  fair  facilities  for  suitable  separation  and  Instruction;  and  the 
cottage  is  an  additional  and  entirely  separate  building  for  proper  restraint  and 
Infiuence  over  the  older  and  more  depraved. 

On  leaving  the  school,  children  are  either  returned  to  their  former  homes  or 
relatives,  or  given  by  adoption  or  indenture  to  the  care  of  well-recommended 
families.  Boys  are  transferred  to  the  State  Industrial  School  for  Boys,  if  unfit 
for  homes  in  families^  when  of  unsuitable  age  to  remain  longer  in  the  school.

The  leglidatuTB  of  1896  Instructed  the  Board  of  Control  to  acquire,  by  purchase 
or  donation,  sufficien^t  land  for  a  home  for  the  feeble-minded  and  epileptic  of  the 
state  and  appropriated  $100,000.00  for  this  purpose  and  the  erection  of  suitable 
buildings. 

In  doing  this  the  legislature  bullded  well.  The  Insane,  the  blind  and  the  deaf, 
for  many  years  have  enjoyed  the  fostering  care  and  fiberal  favors  provided  for 
them  by  the  state.  Their  claims  upon  the  practical  sympathy  of  the  community 
have  been  munificently  responded  to  and  no  one  questions  the  duty  of  a  pros- 
pering people  to  moke  the  helplese  the  objects  of  their  special  care.  But  during 
all  these  years,  the  public  has  Ignored  and  neglected  the  idiot  and  the  feeble- 
minded classes  equally  abject,  equally  deserving  and  in  all  respects  equally  en- 
titled to  our  care  and  support.  We  confidently  believe  that  the  establishment 
now  nearly  ready  for  them.  If  carried  to  the  hoped-for  development,  will  be  the 
means  of  giving  consolation  to  as  many  homes  and  happiness  to  as  many  stricken 
hearts  as  any  or  all  of  our  other  magnificent- state  inistitutlons  of  whioh  the 
people  of  Wisconsin  are  so  justly  proud. 

The  Board  of  Control  obtained  warranty  deeds  to  the  state  of  the  800  acres 
donated.    In  addition^  a  part  of  the  cash  bonus  was  used  in  purchasing  adjoining 
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lands  likely  to  be  needed  in  the  near  fnture,  bo  that  now  the  state  owm  a  clear 
title  to  loai  acres  of  good  land.  The  rest  of  the  bonus,  in  accordance  with  a 
verbal  agreement  with  the  officials  of  the  city  of  Chippewa  Falls,  has  been  used 
in  grading  and  laying  ont  drives  and  walks  through  190  acres  of  this  laud  set 
aside  for  the  park  grounds  of  the  institution. 

In  the  plans  antl  arrangements  of  the  buildings  the  Board  has  given  much 
careful  study  and  consideration.  Visits  to  similar  institutions  in  other  states 
were  made  by  members  of  the  Board  and  the  architect,  in  order  to  profit  by 
the  experiences  and  experiments  of  others. 

The  first  point  to  be  settled  was  the  ultimate  capacity  of  the  institution.  The 
highest  authorities  In  the  land  were  consulted  and  they  agreed  that  no  institu- 
tion of  this  kind  should  contain  over  1,000  inmates.  The  Board,  in  view  of  tlio 
fact  that  the  census  shows  about  3,000  feeble-minded  and  idiotic  persons  in  the 
state,  decided  to  cover  the  extreme  limit  and  set  the  final  capacity  of  the  Home 
at  1,000.  Everything  so  far  has  been  constructed  with  that  object  in  view.  The 
power-house  and  heating  plant  has  been  built  large  enough  for  all  future  re- 
Quirements;  and  so  has  the  laundry  building.  The  sewer  system,  the  water-works 
pipes  and  the  electric  light  mains  are  all  large  enough  for  any  future  use.  It  wlil 
be  only  necessary  to  put  in  additional  machinery.  The  underground  pipes  will 
not  have  to  be  disturbed  nor  will  the  buildings  need  to  be  enlarged.  When  the 
institution  has  been  completed  to  its  limited  capacity  of  1,000,  there  will  be  about 
twenty  buildings,  as  follows:— 

An  administration  building;  a  dormitory  for  boys  of  1st  grade;  a  dormitory  for 
orlrls  of  1st  grade;  a  dormitory  for  boys  of  2nd  grade:  a  dormitory  for  girls  of 
2nd  grade;  a  dormitory  for  boys  of  3rd  grade:  a  dormitory  for  girls  of  3rd  grade; 
a  dormitory  for  boys  (epileptics);  a  dormitory  for  girls  (epileptics);  a  custodial 
cottage  for  boys;  a  custodial  cottage  for  girls;  a  gymnoslum  and  assembly  hall; 
a  school  building  for  boys;  a  school  building  for  girls;  a  kitchen  azMl  general 
dining  room  for  both  classes;  hospital  building,  laundry,  power  house,  shops, 
farm  colony,  bams,  railway  station,  etc. 

The  appropriation  of  $100,000.00  made  by  the  legislature  of  1896  has  been  used 
as  follows: 

Contract  for  one  custodial  building  and  one  dormitory 167,967 

Contract  for  power  house  and  laundry 10,360 

Contract  for  steam-heating  equipment 16,794 

Contract  for   sewerage   system 2.867 

Contract  for  electric  light  plant 2.491 

Contract  for  pumping  machinery  1.720 

Contract  for  water  works  system 1,736 

Preliminary  work,  architect's  plans,  surveying,  superintendence  of  con- 

struotion,  lumber,  implements  and  tools 4,037 

The  capacity  of  the  present  buildings  will  be  about  260  and  at  a  cost  not  to 
exceed  $400.00  per  bed,  and  In  this  Is  Included  the  cost  of  the  power  plant,  laun- 
dry, sewerage,  lighting  and  heating  systems. 

The  buildings  have  been  constructed  with  a  view  to  solidity  and  permanence, 
and  not  one  dollar  has  been  spent  for  ornamentation.  Nevertheless  the  cottages 
are  handsome  and  imposing.  There  Is  nothing  cheap  and  flimsy  about  thorn,  but 
every  kind  of  material  used  is  of  the  very  best.  The  roofs  are  slate,  the  gutter/* 
and  cornices  of  copper,  all  the  partitions  are  of  brick  and  the  buildings  are  of 
slow-burning  constnictlon  throughout  and  as  nearly  flrc-proof  as  Is  necessary. 

The  estimated  cost  of  maintaining  Inmates  for  the  next  two  years  Is  as  follows: 

For  1897  for  260  Inmates  at  $3.60  per  week $46,600 

For  1898  for  250  Inmates  at  13.60  per  week 45,600 

Total  191,000 

Less  $1.60  per  week  paid  for  260  inmates  by  counties  at  the  end  of  year 
1897    19.600 

Total  for  1897  and  1898 $71,600 

It  should  be  understood  that  many  of  those  who  will  become  inmates  of  this 
Home  are  now  in  poorbouses,  etc.,  and  maintained  at  public  charge.  To  provide 
for  them  all  under  one  roof  will  be  no  more  expensive  in  the  eqd  and  will  be 
vastly  more  humane.

The  WlBConsIn  Veterans*  Home  was  founded  by  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Bepnbllc,  Department  of  Wisconsin,  November  16,  1887,  to  care  for  honorably 
discharged  indigent  soldiers,  sailors  or  marines  of  the  War  of  the  Rebellion, 
who  cannot  be  received  into  any  national  home  for  disabled  volunteer  sol- 
diers, and  for  their  indigent  wives  or  widows,  for  whom  no  provision  is  made 
at  the  national  homes,  and  who  hitherto  have  been  separated,  the  wife  to  go  to 
the  poor  house,  while  the  husband  goes  to  the  National  Home. 

The  home  is  built  upon  what  Is  known  as  the  cottage  plan,  each  cottage  be- 
ing for  two  persons,  in  every  instance,  man  and  wife.  The  cooking  is  done  1a 
a  large  centrally  located  building  and  meals  served  in  a  commodious  dining  hall 
in  connection  with  the  kitchen,  thus  relieving  these  old  people  from  care  of 
any  kind.  The  home  now  consists  of  forty-two  cottages,  an  administration 
building,  dining  hall  and  kitchen,  and  widows*  hall,  Jerry  Busk  Hall  for.  sixty 
people,  amusement  hall,  hospital,  assembly  hall  (for  single  men  only)  old 
people's  building,  old  men's  building,  chapel,  laundry,  ice  houses,  farm  house, 
bams,  etc. 

Since  1889  many  improvements  have  been  made  and  the  accommodations  en- 
larged. The  property  is  now  owned  by  the  state,  but  is  controlled  by  a  board 
of  trustees  elected  by  the  department  of  the  G.  A.  B. 

It  is  supported  by  an  appropriation  of  $300  per  week  made  by  the  state  for  the 
maintenance  of  .these  people. 

The  capacity  of  the  home  is  400,  having  at  this  date  on  the  rolls  886  present. 
The  total  valuation  of  the  property  is  $200,000.  It  is  situated  on  the  shores  of 
Hicks  Lake,  one  of  the  chain  of  lakes  near  Waupaca,  and  is  unsurpassed  for 
healthfulness  and  for  Its  beautiful  scenery  and  surroundings. 

The  Grand  Army  of  the  Bepublic  and  W.  B.  0.  of  the  state  have  expended 
in  buildings,  grounds  and  furnishings  $60,000,  and  are  Justly  proud  of  the  In- 
stitution. The  state  receives  from  the  government  the  sum  of  $100  per  annum 
for  each  male  inmate,  and  up  to  the  present  time  has  received  from  this  source 
nearly  $75,000.  The  liberal  appropriations  made  by  the  state  has  made  It  com- 
petent for  the  trustees  to  make  this  one  of  the  best  institutions  of  Its  char> 
acter  in  the  United  States.

The  Northwestern  branch  of  the  National  Home  for  Disabled  Volunteer  Sol- 
diers is  beautifully  situated  about  three  miles  from  the  city  of  Milwaukee,  with 
which  it  is  connected  by  an  electric  railway  line.    The  main  building,  which 
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affords  quarters  for  800  disabled  Yeterans,  is  an  impoainff  atroctnre,  from  the 
lofty  tower  of  which  floats  the  national  banner.  Four  other  sabstantialljr 
built  barracks  furnish  comfortable  quarters  for  the  remaining  members.  The 
hospital  is  a  commodious  and  well  lighted  building.  In  which  about  400  sick 
and  decrepit  old  soldiers  receive  kind  care  and  attention,  bestowed  by  the  at- 
tending surgeons  and  a  corps  of  skilled  female  nurses.  A  theater,  in  which 
entertainments  arc  given  by  professional  actors,  hired  for  the  purpose,  a  fine 
military  band  and  orchestra,  billiard,  card,  and  reading  rooms  and  a  library 
of  about  7.000  volumes  provide  n><>n>atlon  and  amusement  for  the  disabled  yet- 
erans. The  Home  grounds  contain  400  acres,  of  which  about  one-half  is  cul- 
tivated. The  rcnmlndcr  is  a  wooded  park,  traversed  by  shaded  walks  and 
drives,  l)eautlfully  undulating,  with  several  charming  little  lakes  upon  which 
pleasure  boats  are  kept. 

RRQUIREMBNTS  FOR  ADMISSION. 

First.— An  honorable  discharge  from  the  United  States  service  for  service  in 
the  war  of  the  Hobolllou  or  the  Mexican  war. 

Skcond.— Disability  which  prevents  the  applicant  from  earning  his  llTlng  by 
labor. 

Third.— Applicants  for  admission  will  be  required  to  stipulate  and  agree  to 
abide  by  all  the  rules  and  regulations  made  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  or  by 
their  order;  to  iH^rforni  all  duties  required  of  them,  and  to  obey  all  the  lawful 
orders  of  the  officers  of  the  Home.  Attention  Is  called  to  the  fact,  that  by  the 
law  establishing  the  Home,  the  members  are  made  subject  to  the  rules  and 
articles  of  war,  and  will  be  governed  thereby  in  the  same  manner  as  If  they 
were  in  the  anny  of  the  United  States. 

Fourth.— A  soldier  or  sailor  must  forward  with  his  application  for  admission 
his  discharge  paper,  and  when  he  Is  a  pensioner  his  pension  certificate,  and  if 
he  has  been  a  member  of  a  State  Home,  his  dlncharge  from  that  Home,  before 
his  application  will  be  considered,  which  papers  will  l>e  retained  at  the  brancn 
to  which  the  applicant  Is  admitted,  to  l>e  kept  there  for  him  and  returned  to 
him  when  he  is  dischargiHl.  This  rule  is  adopted  to  prevent  the  loss  of  such 
papers  and  certificates,  and  to  hinder  fraudulent  practices;  and  no  application 
will  be  considered  unless  these  papers  be  sent  with  It.  If  the  original  dis- 
charge does  not  exist,  a  copy  of  discharge,  certified  by  the  War  or  Navy  De- 
imrtment.  or  by  the  Adjutantrserieral  of  the  state,  must  accompany  the  appli- 
cation. On  admission  he  must  also  transfer  his  pension  certificate  to  the  Home, 
and  the  moneys  secured  thereby,  and  empower  the  treasurer  of  the  Home  to 
draw  the  said  moneys,  and  to  hold  and  dispose  of  them,  subJ(K:t  to  the  laws  of 
congress,  and  the  rules,  regulations,  and  orilers  which  have  been  or  may  here- 
after be  made  by  the  Board  of  Managers  of  said  National  Home  for  Disabled 
Volunteer  Soldiers. 

Mbm.— Soldiers  or  sailors  whose  pensions  exceed  sixteen  dollars  the  month 
are  not  eligible  to  the  Home  unless  the  reasons  are  peculiar,  and  are  explained 
to  the  manager  and  arc  satisfactory  to  him. 

Those  w^ho  have  been  members  of  State  Homes  must  have  been  discharged 
from  those  Homes  at  least  six  months  before  they  can  be  admitted  to  a  Branch 
of  the  National  Home  except  by  a  vote  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  soldiers 
and  sailors  who  have  been  dishonorably  discharged  from  State  Homes  can  only 
be  admitted  by  a  vote  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Admission  to  the  Home  may  be  procured,  when  vacancies  exist,  by  applying 
to  Colonel  Cornelius  Wheeler,  Natli)nal  Home  1*.  O.,  the  Governou  of  the  North- 
western Branch  of  the  National  Home  for  Disabled  Volunteer  Soldiers^

The  State  Board  of  Health  was  established  by  chapter  366,  laws  of  1876,  and  consihts  of 
seTen  members,  one  of  whom  is  appointed  annually  by  the  governor,  to  serve  for  a  period 
of  seven  years.  The  Board,  however,  elects  its  own  officers,  and  its  organic  act  provides 
that  if  the  secretary  is  elected  outside  of  the  appointed  members  he  becomes  ex-offldo  a 
member  of  the  Board,  increasing  the  number  of  members  to  eight. 

The  Board  meets  in  the  months  of  January  and  June  by  legal  requirement, 'and  holds 
such  other  special  meetings  as  are  requested  bv  members,  or  directed  by  the  president. 
It  has  an  annual  appropriation  of  15,500.00  from  which  all  expenses  are  paid,  including 
all  printing,  except  the  printing  of  its  biennial  reports.  No  member  of  the  Board  re- 
ceives any  compensation  for  his  services  but  the  Secretary,  who  is  paid  an  annual  sal- 
ary which  is  fixed  by  the  board.  The  actual  expenses  of  members  when  on  duty  are  iwid 
out  of  the  appropriation. 

The  law  by  which  the  Board  was  established  provides  that  it  shall  have  a  '*  general 
supervision  of  the  interests  of  the  health  and  life  of  the  citizens  of  the  state."  and  dL 
rects  that  "they  shall  make  sanitary  investigatic/nand  inquiries  respecting  the  causes  of 
disease,  especially  epidemics,  the  causes  of  mortality  and  the  effects  of  localities,  em- 
ployments, conditions,  habits  and  circumstances,  and  shall  diffuse  such  information 
among  the  people  oi;th€C3tate."  The  laW  ^.Iso  gave  to  the  Board  an  advisory  relation  to  all 
local  Boards  of  Health.  Subsequent  legislation  has  made  the  organisation  of  such 
Boards  obligatory  in  every  town,  village  and  city  in  the  state,  and  has  made  it  the  duty 
of  all  physicians  to  report  contagious  diseases  to  such  Boards,  and  of  all  such  Boards  to 
xeport  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  relative  to  these  diseases,  and  any  other  facts  when- 
ever required.  During  the  year  189i,  eleven  hundred  and  forty-flve  (1, 145)  of  these  local 
Boanls  reported  their  full  organization  to  this  Board  in  aocordance  with  instructions, 
and  through  these  Boards  the  State  Board  of  Health  has  been  able  to  reach  nearly 
every  locality  In  the  State. 

The  Board  has  charge  of  all  mattei^  relating  to  general  quarantine,  and  in  emflrgenoy 
can  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  protection  of  the  public  health,  which  it  is  the 
duty  of  all  local  and  general  officers  of  the  State  to  respect  and  enforce. 

The  Board  invites  correspondence  and  co-operation  from  all  citizens  of  the  State  who

The  Stiit«  Board  of  Pharmacy  wa«  established  by  cAiapter  167,  of  the  laws  of 
1882,  amended  in  1886,  18CT  and  1896.  The  Board  cooeists  of  five  membeiv,  who 
are  appolo'ted  by  the  goTornor,  for  a  te-rm  of  five  years^ 

Members  receive  five  dollajra  per  day  for  actual  service,  the  secretary  receiving 
no  per  diem,  but  a  snlary.  All  salaries  and  expenses  are  paid  from  receipts 
of  ezaminaclon,  and  du(«  from  the  druggists  of  the  state. 

The  law  estnblishlng  the  Board  provides  that  it  shall  be  the  d<uty  of  the  Board 
to  examine  all  applications  for  registration,  submitted  in  proper  form;  to  grant 
certificates  of  regiKtrn>tion  to  such  persons  as  may  be  entitled  to  the  same  under 
provisions  of  bhe  act;  to  cause  the  prosecution  of  all  persons  violating  its  pro- 
vlsionA;  to  report  aniuially  to  the  governor  and  to  tbe  Wisconsin  Phairmacentl- 
oal  A«»ocia>tiott  upon  the  condition  of  pharmacy  In  the  state,  whirh  said  report 
shall  also  furnish  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  said  Booird  for  the  year,  as  well 
as  the  names  of  all  pharmacists  registered. 

The  Boaird  holds  meetings  for  examination  of  applicants  and  such  other  busi- 
ness as  pertains  to  its  duties,  at  least  once  in  three  montlisw  Thirty  days' 
notice  of  such  meetin^rs  is  required  to  be  given. 

None  but  registered  pharmacists  can  conduct  a  drug  store  or  pharmacy;  they 

must  be  the  principals  and  managers  of  the  stofe  in  all  its  management;  neither 
can  they  allow  any  one  not  registered  to  sell  medicines  or  poisons,  or  dispense 
physicdans'  prescriptions,  except  under  their  direct  supervision. 

No  examination  cao  be  had  except  at  the  regular  advertised  meeting  of  the 
Board.  No  questions  or  standing  of  applicants  &re  given  out  to  anyone  except 
to  Secretaries  of  State  Board. 

Lloeivtiates  in  pharmacy  by  examinatioii  in  other  states  are  registered  with- 
out further  examination. 

All  pharmaoists  are  required  to  pay  a  fee  of  one  dollar  per  year  registration; 
they  are  held  responsible  for  quality  of  all  drugs  and  chemicals  or  medicines  sold 
or  dispensed  by  them.  The  average  expenses  of  the  Board  have  been  $1,600.00 
a  year,  which  has  been  paid  from  its  own  treasury  and  no  funds  have  ever  l)een 
draiR-n  from  the  stale.  There  has  been  paid  to  the  state,  funds  from  floes 
amounting  to  over  |2,000,  exclusive  of  coatSb  ^  wme  fifty  cases.

The  Wisconsin  fish  oomralsslon  was  .established  in  1874,  and  originally  consisted  of 
three  members.  The  number  was  increased  to  seven  in  1878,  six  appointed  by  the  gover* 
nor  and  the  other  being  the  governor  ez-offlcio.  It  maintains  three  hatcheries,  one  at 
"  Nine  Springs,"  four  and  one-half  miles  from  Madison,  for  the  hatching  of  brook  trout 
and  California  trout,  one  at  Milwaukee,  where  white  fish  and  wall-eyed  pike  are 
hatclied,  and  one  at  Bayfield  for  hatching  brook  trout,  bass,  lake  trout  and  white  fish. 
The  work  of  the  commission  is  supported  by  an  annual  appropriation  of  920,000.  Daring 
the  two  years  last  past  the  following  distribution  of  fry  was  made :

The  commission  has  a  car  fitted  expressly  for  the  collection,  transportation  and  dis- 
tribution of  fish  and  fry,  which  greatly  facilitates  its  work.  This  car  traveled  in  1806, 
23,099  miles,  and  in  1896,  80.857  mUes. 

The  rapid  increase  in  the  fishing  industries  of  the  state  renders  the  work  of  this  com- 
mission of  the  highest  importance.  In  1895  there  was  taken  from  the  Wisconsin  waten 
of  Lakes  Michigan.  Superior  and  Green  Bay.  33,804,855  pounds  of  fish,  and  in  1896, 44,161,- 
2(X).  In  1804  the  industry  on  these  lakes  employed  property  to  the  amount  of  $929,670, 
and  1,500  persons.  No  estimate  could  be  made  of  the  quantity  and  value  of  the  flah 
taken  from  Inland  waters.

The  State  Historical  Society  is  the  cor- 
porate  trustee  of  the  state ;  the  governor,  secretary  of  state  and  state  treasurer  are  ex- 
officio  members  of  its  managing  board ;  and  vouchers  for  disbursements  from  its  annual 
state  appropriation  are  by  law  filed  with  the  governor.

The  State  Historical  Society  of  Wisconsin  was  originally  organized  in  October,  1846, 
with  A.  Hyatt  Smith  as  president,  and  Thomass  W.  Sutherland  as  secretary.    In  Janu- 
ary, 1S49,  there  was  a  reorganization,  with  Gov.  Nelson  Dewey  as  president,  a  list  of 
vice-presidents  ooveiing  all  the  counties  of  the  state,  and  Increase  A.  Lapham  as  secre- 
tary.   But  for  various  reasons  the  society  did  not  prosper  during  its  earlier  years,  and 
a  second  reorganization  was  effected  under  an  act  of  legislature  approved  March  4, 1853. 
This  charter  the  society  still  works  under,  and  since  the  annual  meeting  on  the  first 
Thursday  in  January,  1854,  the  growth  of  its  influence  and  importance  has  been  steady 
and  rapid.    At  this  meeting,  Lyman  C.  Draper,  then  of  Philadelphia,  was  choeaa  secre- 
tary.   With  conspicuous  ability,  he  served  the  society  for  thirty-three  years,  until  the 
annual  meeting  of  January  6, 1887,  when  he  declined  re-election ;  he  was  then  in  his  T2d 
year,  and  desirous  of  devoting  his  remaining  days  (he  died  August  26, 1891)  to  ccaplet* 
ingsomo  individual  literary  work  which  he  had  long  had  in  hand.    Atthisanuoal 
meeting  of  January  6, 1887,  Beuben  G. Thwaites,  who  had  been  for  two  years  previous 
the  assistant  secretary,  succeeded  Dr.  Draper  as  the  executive  officer  of  the  society, 
and  the  editor  of  its  publications.    Daniel  S.  Durrie  became  identified  with  the  so- 
ciety in  1866,  as  librarian,  remaining  constantly  in  service  until  his  death,  August  81, 
1892.    He  was  succeeded  by  Isaac *S.  Bradley,  who  had  been  assistant  librarian  since 
April,  1875. 

When  Secretary  Draper  took  direction  of  the  society's  fortunes,  its  library  consisted 
of  but  fifty  volumes  and  pamphlets ;  there  was  neither  museum  nor  art  gallery,  and  the 
institution  was  quartered  in  a  comer  of  the  secretary  of  state's  office.  Today  the  so- 
ciety is  domiciled  in  the  south  wing  of  the  capitol,  two  floors  being  devoted  to  its  now 
famous  library,  and  another— partitioned  into  three  halls— to  its  growing  museum  of 
ethnology,  arohnology,  and  history,  and  its  historical  portrait  gallery,  in  which  are 
displayed  oil  portraits  of  over  200  distinguished  Wisconsin  pioneers  and  Indian  chiefs. 
Its  ooUeetioo  of  relies  of  the  War  of  Secession  Is  large  and  intersstiag.    About  50,00^ 
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penoDB  risit  the   museum  and  portrait  gallery  annually,  while  the  library  atlraeti 
floholars  and  speoialists  from  all  parts  of  the  union. 

The  library  accessions  number  some  7,fi00  books  and  pamphlets  per  year.  At  present 
,  the  shelves  contain  about  185,000  books  and  pamphlets,  ooToring  every  department  of 
American  history,  as  well  as  taking  a  general  sweep  of  English  and  continental  history, 
and  scientific  development.  The  library  is  also  particularly  strong  in  genealogy,  bound 
newspaper  flies,  Shakespeariana,  and  sets  of  the  periodicals  indexed  in  "  Poole."  It  has 
a  notable  collection  of  works  by  Wisconsin  authors.  Its  collection  of  bound  manuscripts 
number  oyer  600  stout  folio  volumes,  covering  the  frontier  history  of  the  Mississippi 
basin;  and  in  Western  history  generally,  no  other  library  approaches  this.  It  is  of 
particular  value  as  an  aid  to  the  students  of  the  State  University,  who  daily  throng  the 
reading  rooms  and  deem  the  ample  facilities  for  original  research  there  given  them,  as 
one  of  the  most  important  advantages  of  student  life  at  the  capitaL 

This  flourishing  institution  ranks  third  in  importance  among  American  hlstorleal  ao- 
cieties,  and  certainly  it  is  the  most  important  west  of  the  Alleghanies ;  Indeed,  it  is  recog- 
nized in  some  respects  by  experts,  as  the  most  active  and  enterprising  of  themalL  It  has 
done'and  ia  doing  a  noble  work  for  Wisconsin — indeed  for  the  entire  west  —  by  resurroct- 
ing  and  perpetuating  the  records  of  our  development  in  its  volumes  of  Wisconsin  li  ie- 
torical  Collections,  thirteen  in  number,  which  contain  practically  all  the  materials  now 
obtainable  for  the  varied  and  romantic  history  of  our  commonwealth ;  by  collecting 
and  keeping  up,  abreast  of  the  times,  a  library  of  Americana,  which  as  tosiu  and  scope 
has  but  two  rivals  in  this  country,  Harvard  College  and  New  York  State  Library,  and 
they  on  the  Atlantic  slopo ;  and  by  maintaining  a  museum  and  a  portrait  gallery  which 
are  of  growing  interest  and  educational  value  to  the  citisens  of  the  state.  The  several 
publications  of  the  society  take  high  rank  among  men  of  letters  everywhere,  and  are 
eagerly  sought  for  by  students  of  American  history. 

The  society  receives  an  annual  appropriation  of  |5,000,  on  condition  that  the  sum 
shall  be  expended  for  the  purposes  of  the  society,  and  that  the  society  shall  hold  all  its 
present  and  future  collections  and  property  for  the  state,  and  shall  not  sell,  mortgage, 
or  dispose  of,  or  remove  from  the  capitol  its  collections  without  authority  from  the 
legislature ;  provided,  that  duplicates  may  be  sold  or  exchanged  for  the  benefit  of  the 
■ociety.  In  addition  to  this  annual  appropriation,  the  officers  of  the  society  have  col- 
lected, after  twenty-two  years  of  persistent  efforts,  by  means  of  individual  bequests, 
donations  and  membership  dues,  a  binding  fund  of  some  $27,000.  An  antiquarian  fund 
ia  alao  well  under  way,  to  be  devoted  in  due  time  to  original  historical  investigation, 
or  the  purohase  of  rare  manuscripts  or  other  historic  relics  within  the  limits  of  the 
state.  The  Draper  fund  consisting  of  some  $6,000  worth  of  property,  willed  to  the  society 
by  Dr.  Draper,  has  Just  been  established ;  its  income  will  be  devoted  to  indexing  and  pub* 
lishing  the  Draper  Collection  of  early  western  manuscripts.  Other  special  funds,  par- 
ticularly one  for  the  purchase  of  accessions  for  the  museum,  are  Immediate  needs. 

A  beautiful  new  fire-proof  building  is  now  being  built  at  Madison  for  the  society,  by 
the  State,  in  accordance  with  chapter  298  of  the  laws  of  1886.  It  is  to  coet  about  $200,000, 
is  of  Buff  Bedford  Indiana  limestone,  and  promises  to  be  one  of  the  finest  buildings 
owned  by  the  State.

The  society  was  organised  March  8th,  1851,  and  held  a  state  fair  at  JanesTilis  fai  Oc- 
tober of  the  same  year.  A  state  fair  has  been  conducted  annually  by  the  society  since 
that  date,  with  the  exception  of  three  years,  *81  to  '68.  Up  to  and  including  1890  the 
state  fair  was  held  at  Watertown  once,  at  Fond  du  Lac  twice,  at  JanesriUe  six  timeSi 
at  Madison  eleyen  times  and  at  Milwaukee  aeTenteen  times. 

In  1891  the  location  of  the  state  fair  was  permanently  fixed  at  Milwaukee. 

The  grounds  consist  of  140  acres  of  land  admirably  adapted  to  the  purpose  to  which 
they  are  dedicated. 

An  excellent  one-mile  track,  fine  grand  stand,  couTonient  and  substantial  exhibition 
buildings  and  a  system  of  water  works  supplied  from  a  flowing  spring  upon  the 
grounds  have  been  added  and  the  Wisconsin  State  Agricultural  Society  has  now  the 
basis  of  one  of  the  best  equipped  state  fair  parks  in  the  country. 

Annual  conyentions  for  the  discussion  of  farm  topics  are  held  by  the  society  at  the 
capitol  in  Madison  during  the  first  week  in  February,  the  proceedings  being  pubUshed 
in  the  annual  reports  of  the  society. 

The  society's  rooms  are  in  the  north  side  of  the  west  wing  of  the  oapitoL

This  association  was  organized  in  1853,  and  incorporated  by  legislaUve  enactment  In 
1855.  Its  purpose  is  the  mutual  improvement  of  its  members  and  the  promotion  of  popn- 
1  ir  education  throughout  tho  state. 

Siace  its  organization  this  association  has  held  forty-two  annual,  and  since  1807,  twen- 
ty-four semi-annual  sessions.  The  annual  sessions  were  held  in  July  at  a  place  deter* 
mined  upon  by  a  committee  of  the  association,  and  the  executive  sessions  in  December, 
at  the  state  capital 

In  1889  the  plan  of  holding  two  sessions  was  abandoned,  and  the  time  of  the  regular 
sessions  was  changed  to  December.  The  object  of  this  change  was  to  encourage  the 
formation  of  section  meetings.  This  change  has  resulted  in  the  organization  of  four  aux- 
iliary State  Teachers*  Associations— a  Southeastern,  a  Southwestern,  a  Northeastern 
and  Northwestern,  which  associations  now  hold  annual  meetings  in  their  respective 
eections  of  the  state. 

The  State  University,  the  normal  schools,  and  the  various  colleges  of  the  state,  are 
largely  represented  in  the  work  of  the  association  by  the  members  of  their  faculties.  A 
considerable  number  of  city  and  county  superintendents,  as  .well  as  high  school  and 
graded  school  teachers,  are  actively  identified  with  it. 

Tho  membership  foes  are  one  dollar  per  annum  for  gentlemen,  and  fifty  cents  for  ladies. 

Though  entirely  uon-partisan,  tho  association  has  exercised  much  infiuence  in  shap* 
ing  state  legislation  upon  educational  matters.  Its  deliberations  consist  mainly  in  the 
discussion  of  practical  questions  relating  to  school  organization  and  management  and 
methods  of  instruction.  Some  of  the  papers  road  before  the  association  are  published 
ia  the  Wisconsin  Journal  of  Education,  which  is  the  joint  organ  of.  the  association  and 
of  the  state  department  of  public  instruction.  The  Journal  was  originally  edited  under 
the  direction  of  the  association  by  &  .committee  and  editor  directed  to  perform  that 
duty.  Subsequently  it  was  published  and  edited  by  the  state  superintendent  and  his 
assistant.  In  tho  year  1885  the  ownership  of  the  Journal  was  transferred  to  the  associa- 
tion, and  it  was  placed  under  the  editorial  and  business  management  of  Dr.  J.  W. 
S^oams,  professor  of  philosophy  and  pedagogy  in  the  State  University.  In  1891  the 
Midland  School  Journal,  published  in  Madison,  was  combined  with  the  Wisconsin 
Journal  of  Education,  which  is  now  controlled  and  edited  by  J.  W.  Steams  and  A.  O. 
Wright.  By  the  state  law  "each  school  district  clerk  and  each  town  clerk  or  secretary 
of  a  town  board  of  directors,  may  subscribe  annually  for  one  copy  of  the  Wisoonsin 
Journal  of  Education  to  be  paid  for  by  the  district  or  town  respectively,  oat  of  tha 
school  money."

Chapter  314,  laws  of  1895,  provided  for  the  establishment  of  the  Wisooosin  Free 
Library  Commission,  whose  duty  it  is  "  to  give  advice  and  counsel  to  all  free  Ubrariaa 
in  the  state,  and  to  all  communities  which  may  propose  to  establish  them,  as  to  the  best 
means  of  establishing  and  administering  such  libraries,  the  selection  of  books,  oat»- 
loguing,  and  other  details  of  library  management.  The  commission  may  also  send  its 
members  to  aid  in  organizing  new  libraries  or  in  improving  those  already  established.*' 

The  Commission  consists  of  five  members,  three  ex-offlcio  and  two  appointed  by  the 
governor.  The  ex-ofjflcio  members  are :  President  Charles  K.  Adams,  of  the  State  Uni- 
versity, State  Superintendent  John  Q.  Emery,  and  Secretary  Reuben  G.  lliwaites,  of  the 
State  Historical  Society ;  the  members  appointed  are :  Miss  Lutie  B.  Steams,  of  the 
Milwaukee  Public  Library,  and  Frank  A'.  Hutcliins,  of  Baraboo.  Mr.  Hutohlnsii 
chairman,  and  Miss  Steams,  secretary. 

The  commission  is  not  only  willing  but  anxious  to  promote  the  free  public  library 
interests  of  Wisconsin,  and  will  welcome  opportunities  to  give  personal  counsel  and  aid« 
It  also  invites  information  and  suggestions  from  all  friends  of  such  librariea.  The  com- 
mission especiallj  requests  the  active  cooperation  of  the  teachers  of  the  state,  to  the 
end  tiiat  a  close  alliance  may  be  formed  by  which  the  public  libraries  and  the  public 
schools  may  work  unitedly  in  the  general  cause  of  education.  The  commission  is  at 
present  actively  engaged  in  fostering  free  traveling  librariea  By  the  generosity  of  State 
Senator  J.  H.  Stout,  thirty  such  libraries  are  now  in  circulation  in  Dunn  county ;  a 
similar  number  in  Wood  county  have  been  placed  in  the  field  by  J.  D.  Witter,  of  Grand 
Rapids ;  and  associations  at  Ashland,  Ban  Claire,  and  other  centers,  are  organizing 
similar  movements  under  the  direction  of  the  commission. 

Following  is  a  list  of  the  free  circulating  libraries  in  the  state.  In  addition  to  those, 
Wisconsin  has  other  library  facilities :  the  great  reference  library  belonging  to  the 
slate,  butmanaged  by  the  State  Historical  Society,  at  Madison  (185,000  volumes)  the 
largest  historical  collection  west  of  the  Alleghanies,  30,000  volumes  in  the  state  law 
library ;  81,433  volumes  in  association  libraries;  226,534  volumes  in  the  libraries  of  the 
several  universities,  colleges,  and  academies;  314,870  volumes  in  school-district  and 
township  libraries ;  11,997  volumes  in  the  several  state  and  charitable  and  pencd  institu- 
tions; and  1,060  volumes  in  the  free  traveling  libraries.  Altogether,  1,055,529  volumes 
are  available  for  consultation,  in  public  or  aem-publio  [coUeotionfli  The  first  biennial 
report  of  the  commission,  recently  issued,  gives  detailed  statistios,  and  a  xesumd  of  the 
library  conditions  and  prospeoti  in  Wisoonain.

REPUBLICAN  NATIONAL  PLATFORM. 

ADOFTBD  AT  ST.  LOUIS,  JUITB  18,  1896. 

The  republicans  of  the  United  States,  assembled  by  their  representatives  in 
national  convention,  appealing  for  the  popular  and  historical  Justification  of  their 
claims  to  the  matchless  achievements  of  thirty  years  of  republican  rule,  earn- 
estly and  confidently  address  themselves  to  the  awakened  Intelligence,  experience 
and  conscience  of  their  countrymen  in  the  following  declaration  of  facts  and 
principles: 

For  the  first  time  since  the  civil  war  the  American  people  have  witnessed  the 
calamitous  consequences  of  full  and  unrestricted  democratic  control  of  the  gov- 
ernment. It  has  been  a  record  of  unparalleled  incapacity,  dishonor  and  disas|er. 
In  administrative  management  is  has  ruthlessly  sacrificed  indispensable  revenue, 
entailed  an  unceasing  deficit,  eked  out  ordinary  current  expenses  with  borrowed 
money,  piled  up  the  public  debt  by  1262,000,000  In  time  of  peace,  forced  an  ad- 
verse balance  of  trade,  kept  a  perpetual  menace  hanging  over  the  redemption 
fund,  pawned  American  credit  to  alien  syndicates  and  reversed  all  the  measures 
and  results  of  successful  republican  rule.  In  the  broad  effect  of  its  policy  It  has 
precipitated  panic,  blighted  industry  and  trade  with  prolonged  depression,  closed 
factories,  reduced  work  and  wages,  halted  enterprise  and  crippled  American  pro- 
duction, while  stimulating  foreign  production  for  the  American  market  Byery 
consideration  of  public  safety  and  individual  interest  demands  that  the  govern- 
ment shall  be  rescued  from  the  hands  of  those  who  have  shown  themselves  in-* 
capable  to  conduct  it  without  disaster  at  home  and  dishonor  abroad,  and  shall 
be  restored  to  the  party  which  for  thirty  years  administered  It  with  unequaled 
success  and  prosperity,  and  in  this  connection  we  nearuly  indorse  the  wisdom, 
patriotism  and  success  of  the  administration  of  President  Harrison. 

TUB  TARIFF. 

We  renew  and  emphasize  our  allegiance  to  the  policy  of  protection  as  the  bul- 
wark of  American  industrial  iudependouce  and  the  foundation  of  American  de- 
velopment and  prosperity.  This  true  American  policy  taxes  foreign  products  and 
encourages  home  industry;  it  puts  the  burden  of  revenue  on  foreign 
goods;  It  secures  the  American  market  for  the  American  producer; 
upholds  the  American  standard  of  wages  for  the  American  workingman;  It  puts 
the  factory  by  the  side  of  the  farm  and  makes  the  American  farmer  less  de- 
pendent on  foreign  demand  and  price;  it  diffuses  general  thrift  and  founds  the 
strength  of  all  on  the  strength  of  each.  In  its  reasonable  application  it  is  Just, 
fair  and  impartial,  equally  opposed  to  foreign  control  and  domestic  monopoly, 
to  sectional  discrimination  and  individual  favoritism.  We  denounce  the  demo- 
cratic tariff  as  sectional.  Injurious  to  the  public  credit  and  destructive  to  bus- 
iness enterprise.  We  demand  such  an  equitable  tariff  on  foreign  imports  which 
come  into  competition  with  American  products  as  will  not  only  furnish  ade- 
quate revenue  for  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  government  but  will  protect 
American  labor  from  degredatlon  to  the  wage  level  of  other  lands.  We  arc  not 
pledged  to  any  particular  schedules.  The  question  of  rates  is  a  practical  ques- 
tion, to  be  governed  by  the  conditions  of  the  time  and  of  production;  the  ruling 
and  uncompromising  principle  is  the  protection  and  devlopment  of  American 
labor  and  industry.    The  country  demands  a  right  settlement  and  then  it  wants 
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BBdPBOCITT. 

We  believe  the  repeal  of  the  reciprocity  arrangements  negotiated  by  the 
last  republican  administration  was  a  national  calamity,  and  we  demand  their  re- 
newal and  extension  on  such  terms  as  will  equalize  our  trade  with  other  na- 
tions, remove  the  restrictions  which  now  obstruct  the  sale  of  American  products 
in  the  ports  of  other  countries  and  secuie  enlarged  markets  for  the  products  of 
our  farms,  forests  and  factories.  Protection  and  reciprocity  are  twin  measures  of 
republican  policy  and  go  hand  in  hand.  Democratic  rule  has  recklessly  struck 
down  both,  and  both  must  be  re-established— protection  for  what  we  produce; 
free  admission  for  the  necessaries  of  life  which  we  do  not  produce;  reciprocal 
agreements  of  mutual  interest  which  gain  open  markets  for  us  in  return  for  our 
open  market  to  ottiers.  Protection  builds  up  domestic  industry  and  trade  and 
secures  our  own  market  for  ourselves;  reciprocity  builds  up  foreign  trade  and 
finds  an  outlet  for  our  surplus. 

BUGAB. 

We  condemn  the  present  administration  for  not  keeping  faith  with  the  sugar 
producers  of  this  country.  The  republican  party  favors  such  protection  as  will 
lead  to  the  production  on  American  soil  of  all  the  sugar  which  the  American 
people  use  and  for  which  they  pay  other  countries  more  than  $100,000,000  annually. 

WOOL  AND   WOOLBNB. 

To  all  our  products—to  those  of  the  mine  and  the  field  as  well  as  to  those 
of  the  shop  and  the  factory,  to  hemp,  to  wool,  the  product  of  the  great  industry 
of  sheep  husbandry,  as  well  as  to  the  finished  woolens  of  the  mill— we  promise 
the  most  ample  protection. 

MERCHANT  MABINB. 

We  favor  restoring  the  early  American  policy  of  discriminating  duties  for  the 
np-buildlng  of  our  merchant  marine  and  the  protection  of  our  shipping  in  the 
foreign  carrying  trade,  so  that  American  ships— the  product  of  American  labor, 
employed  in  American  shipyards,  sailing  under  the  stars  and  stripes  and  manned, 
officered  and  owned  by  Americans— may  regain  the  carrying  of  our  foreign  com- 
merce. 

THE   CUBRENCT. 

The  republican  party  is  unreservedly  for  sound  money.  It  caused  the  enact- 
ment of  the  law  providing  for  the  resumption  of  specie  payments  In  1879.  Since 
then  every  dollar  has  been  as  good  as  gold.  We  are  unalterably  opposed  to  every 
measure  calculoted  to  debase  our  currency  or  impoir  the  credit  of  our  country. 
We  are  therefore  opposed  to  the  free  coinage  of  sliver  except  by  international 
agreement  with  the  leading  commercial  nations  of  the  world,  which  we  pledge 
ourselves  to  promote;  and  until  such  agreement  can  be  obtained  the  existing  gold 
standard  must  be  preserved.  All  our  silver  and  paper  currency  must  be  main- 
tained at  parity  with  gold,  and  we  favor  all  measures  designed  to  maintain  in- 
violably the  obligations  of  the  United  States  and  all  our  money,  whether  coin  or 
paper,  at  the  present  standard,  the  standard  of  the  most  enlightened  nations  of 
the  earth. 

FBNBIONB. 

The  veterans  of  the  union  army  deserve  and  should  receive  fair  treatment  and 
generous  recognition.  Whenever  practicable  they  should  be  given  the  preference 
in  the  matter  of  employment,  and  they  are  entitled  to  the  enactment  of  such 
laws  as  are  best  calculated  to  secure  the  fulfillment  of  the  pledges  made  to  them 
in  the  dark  days  of  the  country's  peril.  We  denounce  the  practice  in  the  pension 
bureau,  so  recklessly  and  unjustly  carried  on  by  the  present  administration,  of 
reducing  pensions  and  arbitrarily  dropping  names  from  the  rolls  as  deserving 
the  severest  condemnation  of  the  American  people. 

FOBEIQN  BELATIONS. 

Our  foreign  policy  should  be  at  all  times  firm,  vigorous  and  dignified,  and  all 
our  interepts  In  the  western  hemisphere  carefully  watched  and  guarded.    The 
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Hawaiian  islands  should  be  controlled  by  the  United  States,  and  no  foreign 
power  should  be  permitted  to  Interfere  with  them;  the  Nicaraguan  canal  should 
be  built,  owned  and  operated  by  the  United  States;  and  by  the  purchase  of  the 
Danish  islands  we  should  secure  a  proper  and  much-needed  naral  station  in  the 
West  Indies. 

ABMBNIAN  MASSACBSS. 

The  massacres  of  Armenians  have  aroused  the  deep  sympathy  and  Just  Indlgna- 
tion  of  the  American  people,  and  we  believe  that  the  United  States  should  ex- 
ercise all  the  influence  it  can  properly  exert  to  bring  these  atrocities  to  an  end. 
In  Turkey  American  residents  have  been  exposed  to  the  gravest  dangers  and 
American  property  destroyed.  There  and  everywhere  American  citlicns  and 
American  property  must  be  absolutely  protected  at  all  haiards  and  at  any  cost. 

THB  MOKROB  DOCTBIMB. 

We  reassert  the  Monroe  doctrine  in  its  full  extent,  and  we  reaffirm  the  right  of 
the  United  States  to  give  the  doctrine  effect  by  responding  to  the  appeals  of  any 
American  state  for  friendly  intervention  in  case  of  European  encroachment.  We 
have  not  interfered  and  shall  not  interfere  with  the  existing  possessions  of  any 
Buropean  power  in  this  hemisphere,  but  those  possessions  must  not  on  any  pre- 
text, be  extended.  We  hopefully  look  forward  to  the  eventual  withdrawal  of  the 
Buropean  powers  from  this  hemisphere  and  to  the  ultimate  union  of  all  Bng- 
lish-speaklng  parts  of  the  continent  by  the  free  consent  of  its  inhabitants. 

CUBA. 

From  the  hour  of  achieving  their  own  independence  the  people  of  the  United 
States  have  regarded  with  sympathy  the  struggles  of  other  American  peoples  to 
free  themselves  from  Buropean  domination.  We  watch  with  deep  and  abiding 
interest  the  heroic  battle  of  the  Cuban  patriots  against  cruelty  and  oppression, 
and  our  best  hopes  go  out  for  the  full  success  of  their  determined  contest  for 
liberty.  The  government  of  Spain  having  lost  control  of  Cuba  and  t>eing  unable 
to  protect  the  property  or  lives  of  resident  Amerio^in  cltlsens  or  to  comply  with 
its  treaty  obligations,  we  believe  that  the  government  of  the  United  States 
should  actively  use  its  influence  and  good  offices  to  restore  peace  and  give  In- 
dependence to  the  island. 

THB  If  AVT. 

The  peace  and  security  of  the  republic  and  the  maintenance  of  Its  rightful 
Influence  among  the  nations  of  the  earth  demand  a  naval  power  commensurate 
with  its  position  and  responsibility.  We  therefore  favor  the  continued  enlarge- 
ment of  the  navy  and  a  complete  system  of  harbor  and  seacoast  defenses. 

FORBIGN  IMMIGRATION. 

For  the  protection  of  the  quality  of  our  American  citiisenship  and  of  the  wages 
of  our  workingmen  against  the  fatal  competition  of  low-priced  labor,  we  de- 
mand that  the  immigration  laws  be  thoroughly  enforced  and  so  extended  as  to 
exclude  from  entrance  to  the  United  States  those  who  can  neither  read  nor  write. 

THB    CIVIL    BBRVICB. 

The  civil-service  law  was  placed  on  the  statute  book  by  the  republican  party, 
which  has  always  sustained  it,  and  we  renew  our  repeated  declarations  that  It 
shall  be  thoroughly  and  honestly  enforced  and  extended  wherever  practicable. 

VRBB    BALLOT. 

We  demand  that  every  citizen  of  the  United  States  shall  be  allowed  to  cast 
one  free  and  unrestricted  ballot  and  that  such  ballot  shall  be  counted  and  re- 
turned as  cast. 

LTNCHING8. 

We  proclaim  our  unqualified  condemnation  of  the  uncivlllBed  and  barbarous 
practice  well  known  as  lynching  or  killing  of  hnman  beings  suspected  or  charfe^ 
with  crime  without  procesp  of  l||w> 
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NATIONAL   ARBITBATION. 

We  fftTor  the  creation  of  a  national  board  of  arbitration  to  settle  and  adjust 
differences  which  may  arise  between  employera  and  employes  engaged  in  inter- 
state commerce. 

HOMNSTBADS. 

We  beliere  in  an  immediate  return  to  the  free-homestead  policy  of  the  repabll- 
can  party  and  urge  the  passage  by  congress  of  the  satisfactory  free-homestead 
measnre  which  has  already  passed  the  house  and  is  now  pending  in  the  senate. 

THB   TEBEITOBIBS. 

We  faror  the  admission  of  the  remaining  territories  at  the  earliest  practicable 
date,  haying  due  regard  to  the  Interests  of  the  people  of  the  territories  and  of 
the  United  States.  All  the  federal  officers  appointed  for  the  territories  should 
be  selected  from  bona-flde  residents  thereof  and  the  right  of  self-govemment 
should  be  accorded  as  far  as  practicable. 

ALASKA. 

We  beliere  the  citlaens  of  Alaska  should  have  representation  in  the  congress 
of  the  United  States*  to  the  end  that  needful  legislation  may  be  intelligently 
enacted. 

TBMPERAlfCB. 

We  sympathize  with  all  wise  and  legitimate  efforts  to  lessen  and  prevent  the 
evils  of  intemperance  and  promote  morality. 

BIGHTS  or  WOMBN. 

The  republican  party  is  mindful  of  the  rights  and  Interests  of  women.  Pro- 
tection of  American  industries  includes  equal  opportunities,  equal  pay  for  equal 
work  and  protection  to  the  hOme.  We  favor  the  admission  of  women  to  wider 
spheres  of  usefulness  and  welcome  their  co-operation  in  rescuing  the  country 
from  democratic  and  popullstlc  mismanagement  and  misrule. 

Such 'are  the  principles  and  policies  of  the  republican  party.  By  these  prin- 
ciples we  will  abide  and  these  policies  we  will  put  into  execution.  We  ask  for 
them  the  considerate  Judgment  of  the  American  people.  Confident  alike  in  the 
history  of  our  great  party  and  In  the  Justice  of  our  cause,  we  present  our  jriat- 
form  and  our  candidates  In  the  full  assurance  that  the  election  will  bring  vic- 
tory to  the  republican  party  and  prosperity  to  the  people  of  the  United  States.

tect all  the  people  and  ever^  section  of  this  country,  give  employment  \o  Amer|- 
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can  labor,  preserre  to  American  producers  the  first  chance  in  our  great  home 
market,  and  at  the  same  time  give  us  enough  revenue  to  pay  the  necessary  ex- 
penses of  carrying  on  the  government,  lies  the  only  hope  of  a  return  to  our 
former  prosperity. 

We  recognize  in  Wiiliam  McKinley  and  Garret  A.  Hobart,  our  nominees  for 
president  and  vice-president,  the  highest  character  and  fitness— candidates  in 
whose  wisdom,  integrity  and  patriotism  all  the  people  can  safely  put  their  trust 
and  confidence. 

We  express  our  unqualified  disapproval  of  the  utterances  of  the  late  Chicago 
convention  upon  matters  of  national  policy.  We  denounce  them  as  dangerous  In 
their  character— tending  to  the  destruction  of  all  business  security  and  pros- 
perity and  subversive  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  good  government. 

We  commend  most  heartily  the  able,  economical  and  buslness-lilce  conduct  of 
public  affairs  by  our  present  state  administration. 

The  republican  party  believes  in  perfect  liberty  of  conscience,  non-sectarianism 
in  public  affairs,  entire  separation  of  church  and  state,  in  free  common  schools, 
and  the  utmost  independence  of  individual  thought,  speech  and  action  within 
the  law. 

We  favor  the  restriction  of  undesirable  immigration,  as  opposed  to  the  inter- 
ests of  our  laboring  people  and  approve  the  enactment  of  measures  to  prevent 
fraudulent  naturalization. 

We  cordially  invite  the  voters  of  Wisconsin  without  regard  to  past  political 
affiliation  to  the  support  of  the  principles  herein  announced. 


DEMOCRATIC  NATIONAL  PLATFORM. 

Adopted  at  Chicago,  July  9,  1S96. 

We,  the  democrats  of  the  United  States,  in  national  convention  assembled,  do 
reaffirm  our  allegiance  to  those  great  essential  principles  of  Justice  and  liberty 
upon  which  our  institutions  are  founded  and  which  the  democratic  party  has  ad< 
vocated  from  Jefferson's  time  to  our  own— freedom  of  npeech,  freedom  of  the 
press,  freedom  of  conscience,  the  preservation  of  personal  rights,  the  equality 
of  all  citizens  before  the  law  and  the  faithful  observance  of  constitutional  lim- 
itations. , 

During  all  these  years  the  democratic  party  has  resisted  the  tendency  of  selfish 
interests  to  the  centralization  of  governmental  power  and  steadfastly  maintained 
the  integrity  of  the  dual  scheme  of  government  established  by  the  founders  of 
this  republic  of  republics.  Under  its  guidance  and  teachings  the  great  principle 
of  local  self-government  has  found  its  best  expression  in  the  maintenance  of 
the  rights  of  the  states  and  In  its  assertion  of  the  necessity  of  confining  the 
general  government  to  the  exercise  of  powers  granted  by  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States. 

The  constitution  of  the  United  States  guarantees  to  every  citizen  the  rights  of 
civil  and  religious  liberty.  The  democratic  party  has  always  been  the  exponent 
of  political  liberty  and  religious  freedom  and  it  renews  its  obligations  and  re- 
affirms  its  devotion  to  these  fundamental  principles  of  the  constitution. 

THB    UONBT   FLANK. 

Recognizing  that  the  money  question  is  paramount  to  all  others  at  this  time, 
^e  Invite  attention  to  t|ie  fact  that  the  constitution  named  silver  and  |;oM  Uh 
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gether  as  the  money  metals  of  the  United  States  and  that  the  first  coinage  law 
passed  by  congress  under  the  constitution  made  the  silver  dollar  the  money 
unit  and  admitted  gold  to  free  coinage  at  a  ratio  based  upon  the  silyer-dollai 
unit 

We  declare  that  the  act  of  1873  demonetizing  silver  without  the  knowledge  or 
approval  of  the  American  people  has  resulted  in  the  appreciation  of  gold  and  a 
corresponding  fall  in  the  prices  of  commodities  produced  by  the  people;  a  heavy 
Increase  In  the  burden  of  taxation  and  of  all  debts,  public  and  private;  the 
enrichment  of  the  money-lending  class  at  home  and  abroad;  the  prostration  of 
Industry  and  impoverishment  of  the  people. 

We  are  unalterably  opposed  to  monometallism,  which  has  locked  fast  the  pros- 
perity of  an  Industrial  people  In  the  paralysis  of  hard  times.  Gold  monometal- 
lism Is  a  British  policy  and  its  adoption  has  brought  other  nations  into  financial 
servitude  to  London.  It  Is  not  only  nn-Amerlcan  but  anti-American,  and  it  can 
be  fastened  on  the  United  States  only  by  the  stifling  of  that  spirit  and  love  of 
liberty  which  proclaimed  our  political  independence  in  1776  and  won  it  in  the 
war  of  the  revolution. 

We  demand  the  free  and  unlimited  coinage  of  both  silver  and  gold  at  the  pres- 
ent legal  ratio  of  16  to  1  without  waiting  for  the  aid  or  consent  of  any  other 
nation.  We  demand  that  the  standard  silver  dollar  shall  be  a  full  legal  tender 
equally  with  gold  for  all  debts,  public  and  private,  and  we  favor  such  legis- 
lation as  will  prevent  for  the  future  the  demonetization  of  any  kind  of  legal- 
tender  money  by  private  contract. 

We  are  opposed  to  the  policy  and  practice  of  surrendering  to  the  holders  of  the 
obligations  of  the  United  States  the  option  reserved  by  law  to  the  government 
of  redeeming  such  obligations  in  either  sliver  coin  or  gold  coin. 

INTBBEST-BEABDfO  BONDS. 

We  are  opposed  to  the  issuing  of  interest-bearing  bonds  of  the  United  States 
in  time  of  peace  and  condemn  the  trafficlng  with  banking  syndicates  which, 
in  exchange  for  bonds  and  at  an  enormous  profit  to  themselves,  supply  the  fed- 
eral treasury  with  gold  to  maintain  the  policy  of  gold  monometallism. 

NATIONAL  BANKS. 

Congress  alone  has  the  power  to  coin  and  Issue  money  and  President  Jackson 
declared  that  this  power  could  not  be  delegated  to  corporations  or  Individuals. 
We  therefore  denounce  the  Issuance  of  notes  intended  to  circulate  as  money  by 
national  banks  as  In  derogation  of  the  constitution,  and  we  demand  that  all 
paper  which  Is  made  a  legal  tender  for  public  and  prlv/ite  debts  or  which  la 
receivable  for  duties  to  the  United  States  shall  be  issued  by  the  government  of 
the  United  States  and  shall  be  redeemable  in  coin. 

TABIFF   BBSOLUTION. 

We  hold  that  tariff  duties  should  be  levied  for  purposes  of  revenue,  such  duties 
to  be  so  adjusted  as  to  operate  equally  throughout  the  country  and  not  discrim- 
inate between  class  or  section,  and  that  taxation  should  be  limited  by  the  needs 
of  the  government,  honestly  and  economically  administered.  We  denounce  as 
disturbing  to  business  the  republican  threat  to  restore  the  McKinley  law,  which 
has  twice  been  condemned  by  the  people  in  national  elections,  and  which,  enacted 
under  the  false  plea  of  protection  to  home  industry,  proved  a  prolific  breeder 
of  trusts  and  monopolies,  enriched  the  few  at  the  expense  of  the  many,  re- 
stricted trade  and  deprived  the  producers  of  the  great  American  staples  of  ac- 
cess to  their  natural  markets. 

Until  the  money  question  is  settled,  we  are  opposed  to  any  agitation  for  fur- 
ther changes  In  our  tariff  laws,  except  such  as  are  necessary  to  meet  the  deficit 
in  revenue  caused  by  the  adverse  decision  of  the  Supreme  court  on  the  income 
tax.  But  for  this  decision  by  the  Supreme  court  there  would  be  no  deficit  in  the 
revenue  under  the  law  passed  by  the  democratic  congress  in  strict  pursuance 
of  the  uniform  decisions  of  that  court  for  nearly  100  years,  that  court  having 
In  that  decision  sustained  constitutional  objections  to  Its  enactment  which  had 
previously  been  overruled  by  the  ablest  Judges  who  have  ever  sat  on  that 
40 
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bench.  We  declare  that  It  1b  the  daty  of  conffrem  to  nse  all  the  eonstltutlcmal 
power  which  remains  after  that  decision  or  which  may  come  from  Its  reversal 
by  the  conrt  as  it  may  hereafter  be  constituted,  so  that  the  burdens  of  taxation 
may  be  equally  and  Impartially  laid,  to  the  end  that  wealth  may  bear  its  due 
proportion  of  the  expenses  of  the  government 

IICMIGBATION  AND  AfiBITRATIOir. 

We  hold  that  the  most  efficient  way  of  protecting  American  labor  is  to  pre- 
vent the  importation  of  foreign  pauper  labor  to  compete  with  it  In  the  home  mar- 
ket, and  that  the  value  of  the  home  market  to  our  American  farmers  and  ar- 
tisans is  greatly  reduced  by  a  vicious  monetary  system  which  depresses  the  priced 
of  their  products  below  the  cost  of  production,  and  thus  deprives  them  of  the 
means  of  purchasing  the  products  of  our  home  manufactories;  and,  as  labor  cre- 
ates the  wealth  of  the  country,  we  demand  the  passage  of  such  iSws  as  may 
be  necessary  to  protect  it  in  all  Its  rights. 

We  are  in  favor  of  the  arbitration  of  differences  between  employers  engaged 
In  interstate  commerce  and  their  employes,  and  recommend  such  legislation  as  is 
necessary  to  carry  out  this  principle. 

TBTJST8  AND  POOLS. 

The  absorption  of  wealth  by  the  few,  the  consolidation  of  our  leading  rail- 
road systems,  and  the  formation  of  trusts  and  pools  require  a  stricter  control 
by  the  federal  government  of  those  arteries  of  commerce.  We  demand  the  en- 
largement of  the  powers  of  the  interstate  commerce  commission,  and  such  re- 
strictions and  guaranties  in  the  control  of  railroads  as  will  protect  the  people 
from  robbery  and  oppression. 

DBCLABB  rOB  BCONOHT. 

We  denounce  the  profligate  waste  of  the  money  wrung  from  the  people  by  op- 
pressive taxation,  and  the  lavish  appropriations  of  recent  republican  congresses, 
which  have  kept  taxes  high,  while  the  labor  that  pays  them  is  unemployed, 
and  the  products  of  the  people's  toll  are  depressed  in  price  till  they  no  longer 
repay  the  cost  of  production.  We  demand  a  return  to  that  simplicity  and  econ- 
omy which  befits  a  democratic  government,  and  a  reduction  in  the  number  of 
useless  offices,  the  salaries  of  which  drain  the  substance  of  the  people. 

FEDBBAL    IMTEBrBBBNCB    IN    LOCAL    AFFAIBS. 

We  denounce  arbitrary  interference  by  federal  authorities  in  local  affairs  as  a 
violation  of  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  a  crime  against  free  In- 
stitutions, and  we  especially  object  to  government  by  injunction  as  a  new  and 
highly  dangerous  form  of  oppression  by  which  federal  judges,  in  contempt  of  the 
laws  of  the  states  and  rights  of  citizens,  become  at  once  legislators,  judges  and 
executioners,  and  we  approve  the  bill  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  United 
States  senate,  and  now  pending  in  the  house  of  representatives,  relative  to  con- 
tempts in  federal  courts,  and  providing  for  trials  by  jury  in  certain  cases  of  con- 
tempt. 

PACIFIC  BAILBOADB. 

No  discrimination  should  be  indulged  by  the  government  of  the  United  States 
in  favor  of  any  of  its  debtors.  We  approve  of  the  refusal  of  the  Lllld  congress 
to  pass  the  Pacific  railroad  funding  bill,  and  denounce  the  efforts  of  the  present 
republican  congress  to  enact  a  similar  measure. 


PENSIONS. 

Recognizing  the  just  claims  of  deserving  union  soldiers,  we  heartily  indorse 
the  rule  of  the  present  commissioner  of  pensions  that  no  names  shall  be  ar- 
bitrarily dropped  from  the  pension  roll;  and  the  fact  of  enlistment  and  service 
shall  be  deemed  conclusive  evidence  against  disease  and  disability  before  enlist- 
ment. 
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ADIOBSIOH   or  Tm&ITOBIM. 

We  favor  the  admission  of  the  territories  of  New  Mexico,  Oklaboma  and  Art- 
sona  into  the  union  as  states,  and  we  fayor  {he  early  admission  of  all  the  ter* 
ritories  having  the  necessary  population  and  resource  to  entitle  them  to  state* 
hood,  and  while  they  remain  territories  we  hold  that  the  officials  appointed  to 
administer  the  government  of  any  territory,  together  with  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia and  Alaska,  should  be  bona  fide  residents  of  the  territory  or  district  in  which 
the  duties  are  to  be  performed.  The  democratic  party  believes  In  home  rule, 
and  that  all  public  lands  of  the  United  States  should  be  appropriated  to  the 
eetablishment  of  free  homes  for  American  citizens. 

We  recommend  that  the  territory  of  Alaska  be  granted  a  delegate  in  congress, 
and  that  the  general  land  and  timber  laws  of  the  United  States  be  extended  to 
said  territory. 

STMPATHT  rOB  CUBA. 

The  ^Monroe  doctrine,  as  originally  declared,  and  as  Interpreted  by  succeeding 
presidents,  is  a  permanent  part  of  the  foreign  policy  of  the  United  States,  and 
must  at  ail  times  be  maintained. 

We  extend  our  sympathy  to  the  people  of  Cuba  in  their  heroic  struggle  for 
liberty  and  independence. 

CrVIL-SEBVlCB  LAWS. 

We  are  opposed  to  life  tenure  in  the  public  service.  We  favor  appointments 
based  upon  merit,  fixed  terms  of  office,  and  such  an  administration  of  the  civil- 
service  laws  as  will  afford  equal  opportunities  to  all  citizens  of  ascertained  fit- 
ness. 

THIBD-TEBM  BB80LUTI0NS. 

We  declare  It  to  be  the  unwritten  law  of  this  republic,  established  by  custom 
and  usage  of  100  years,  and  sanctioned  by  the  examples  of  the  greatest  and  wis 
est  of  those  who  founded  and  have  maintained  our  government,  that  no  man 
should  be  eligible  for  a  third  term  of  the  presidential  office. 

mPBOVSMENT    or    WATBBWATS. 

The  federal  government  should  care  for  and  improve  the  Mississippi  river 
and  other  great  waterways  of  the  republic  so  as  to  secure  for  the  interior 
states  easy  and  cheap  transportation  to  tide  water.  When  any  waterway  of  the 
republic  Is  of  sufficient  importance  to  demand  aid  of  the  government,  such  aid 
should  be  extended  upon  a  definite  plan  of  continuous  work  until  permanent 
improvement  is  secured. 

Confiding  In  the  Justice  of  our  cause  and  the  necessity  of  its  success  at  the 
polls,  we  submit  the  foregoing  declarations  of  principles  and  purposes  to  the  con 
siderate  judgment  of  the  American  people.    We  invite  the  support  of  all  dti 
sens  who  approve  them  and  who  desire  to  have  them  made  effective  through 
legislation  for  the  relief  of  the  people,  and  the  restoration  of  the  country's  pros- 
perity. 
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DEMOCRATIC  STATE  PLATFORM. 
Adopted  by  the  State  Gonyentlon,  Sept.  2,  IBM. 

We,  the  democrats  of  Wisconsin,  In  convention  assembled,  hereby  ratify  and 
endorse  the  nominations  and  platform  made  by  the  Democratic  National  con- 
ventlon,  held  at  Chicago  In  July  last,  and  pledge  to  the  support  of  oar  standard 
bearers,  WllUam  Jennings  Bryan  and  Arthur  Sewall,  the  entire  strength  and 
energy  of  the  democracy  of  the  state. 

We  believe  that  a  nation  of  70,000,000  freemen,  determined  to  secure  and  enjoy 
its  liberties,  is  able  to  maintain  a  financial  policy  of  its  own.  America  was  al- 
ways a  leader,  never  a  follower;  we  therefore  declare  that  the  Interests  of  the 
people  of  the  United  States  Imperatively  demand  the  restoration  of  the  free 
coinage  of  sliver,  as  it  existed  at  the  time  of  the  demonetization  in  1873,  and  that, 
too,  without  waiting  the  consent  of  any  other  nation  on  earth,  and  we  cordially 
Invite  all  persons,  irrespective  of  party,  to  Join  us  in  securing  the  triumph  of  this 
principle  so  closely  connected  with  the  prosperity  of  our  countrymen. 

Wo  condemn  the  action  of  the  republican  party  In  releasing  Judgments  legally 
obtained  against  former  state  treasurers  as  a  grave  breach  of  public  faith,  and 
In  direct  contravention  of  the  solemn  pledges  of  that  party  to  the  contrary. 

We  favor  a  co-employe  bill  that  will  efficiently  protect  the  employe  against 
the  negligence  of  a  co-employe,  and  recommend  Immediate  legislation  to  that  end. 

That  while  we  recognize  the  rights  of  all  classes  of  our  citizens  to  vote  as 
their  convictions  dictate,  we  enter  our  solemn  protest  against  the  uionled  and 
corporate  Interests  In  their  attempt  to  control  this  election  by  intimidation  and 
corruption.  We  therefore  look  with  great  apprehension  upon  the  fact  that  the 
republican  campaign  in  the  west  Is  placed  under  the  Immediate  direction  and 
control  of  a  recognized  oppressor  of  labor  and  corrupter  of  legislation;  and  we 
especially  insist  at  this  time  upon  the  right  of  free  ipeech  and  the  largest 
freedom  of  action. 


NATIONAL  DEMOCRATIC  NATIONAL  PLATFORM. 

Adopted  at  Indianapolis,  Sept.  3,  1896. 

This  convention  has  assembled  to  uphold  the  principles  upon  which  depend  the 
honor  and  welfare  of  the  American  people.  In  order  that  democrats  throughout 
the  union  may  unite  their  patriotic  effort  to  avert  disaster  from  their  country 
and  ruin  from  their  party. 

The  democratic  party  Is  pledged  to  equal  and  exact  Justice  to  all  men  of  every 
creed  and  condition;  to  the  largest  freedom  of  the  Individual  consistent  with 
good  government;  to  the  preservation  of  the  federal  government  In  its  constitu- 
tional vigor  and  to  the  support  of  the  states  In  all  their  Just  rights;  to  economy 
in  the  public  expenditures;  to  the  maintenance  of  the  public  faith  and  sound 
money,  and  it  Is  opposed  to  paternalism  and  all  class  legislation. 

The  declarations  of  the  Chicago  convention  attack  indlvlduol  freedom,  the 
right  of  private  contract,  the  independence  of  the  Judiciary  and  the  authority 
of  the  president  to  enforce  federal  laws.  They  advocate  a  reckless  attempt  to 
increase  the  price  of  silver  by  legislation,  to  the  debasement  of  our  monetary 
standard,  and  threaten  unlimited  Issues  of  paper  money  by  the  government. 
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They  abandon  for  repabllcan  allies  the  democratic  canse  of  tariff  reform  to  court 
the  favor  of  protectionists  to  their  flscal  heresy. 

In  yiew  of  these  and  other  grave  departures  from  democratic  principles,  we 
cannot  support  the  candidate  of  the  convention  nor  be  bound  by  Its  acts.  The 
democratic  party  has  survived  many  defeats,  but  could  not  survive  a  victory 
won  in  behalf  of  the  doctrine  and  policy  proclaimed  In  its  name  at  Chicago. 

The  conditions,  however,  which  malce  possible  such  utterances  from  a  national 

convention  are  the  direct  result  of  class  legislation  by  the  republican  party. 

It  still  proclaims,  as  it  has  for  years,  the  power  and  duty  of  government  to 

raise  and  maintain  prices  by  law,  and  it  proposes  no  remedy  for  existing  evils 

except  oppression  and  unjust  taxation. 

The  national  democracy  here  convened  therefore  renews  its  declaration  of  a 
faith  in  democratic  principles  especially  as  applicable  to  the  conditions  of  the 
timea. 

rOB  TARBIFF  FOB  BEVENUE  ONLY. 

Taxation,  tariff,  excise  or  direct.  Is  rightfully  imposed  for  public  purposes,  and 
not  for  private  gain.  Its  amount  is  Justly  measured  by  public  expenditures, 
which  should  be  limited  by  scrupulous  economy.  The  sum  derived  by  the  treas- 
ury from  tariff  and  excise  levies  is  affected  by  the  state  of  trade  and  of  consump- 
tion. The  amount  required  by  the  treasury  is  determined  by  the  appropriations 
made  by  congress.  The  demand  of  the  republican  party  for  an  Increase  in  tariff 
tax  has  its  pretext  in  the  deficiency  of  revenue,  which  has  its  causes  in  the 

I  stagnation  of  trade  and  reduced  consumption,  due  entirely  to  the  loss  of  con- 

fidence that  has  followed  the  populist  threat  of  free  coinage  and  depreciation 
of  our  money  and  the  republican  practice  of  extravagant  appropriations  beyond 

I  the  needs  of  good  government. 

I  We  arraign  and  condemn  the  popullstlc  conventions  of  Chicago  and  St.  Louis 

;  for  their  co-operation  with  the  republican  party  in  increasing  these  conditions, 

which  are  pleaded  in  Justification  of  a  heavy  increase  of  burdens  of  the  people 

I  and  a  further  resort  to  protection. 

I  We  therefore  denounce    protection  and  its  ally,    free  coinage    of    silver,    as 

I  schemes  for  the  personal  profit  of  a  few  at  the  expense  of  the  many,  and  oppose 

I  the  two  parties  which  stand  for  these  schemes  aa  hostile  to  the  people  of  the 

republic,  whose  food  and  shelter,  comfort  and  property  are  attacked  by  higher 

!  taxes  and  depreciated  money. 

'  In  fine,  we  reafilrm  the  historic  democratic  doctrine  of  tariff  for  revenue  only. 


TO  DEVELOP  AMBBICAN  SBIPPINO. 

We  demand  that  henceforth  modem  and  liberal  policies  toward  American  ship- 
ping shall  take  the  place  of  our  imitation  of  the  restricted  statutes  of  the  eight- 
eenth century,  which  were  abandoned  by  every  maritime  power  but  the  United 
States,  and  which,  to  the  nation's  humiliation,  have  driven  American  capital  and 
enterprise  to  the  use  of  alien  flags  and  alien  crews,  have  made  the  stars  and 
stripes  an  almost  unknown  emblem  in  foreign  countries  and  have  virtually 
extinguished  the  race  of  American  seamen. 

We  oppose  the  pietense  that  discriminating  duties  will  promote  shipping.  That 
scheme  is  an  invitation  to  commercial  warfare  upon  the  United  States,  un- 
American  in  the  light  of  our  great  commercial  .treaties,  offering  no  gain  what- 
ever to  American  shipping,  while  greatly  increasing  ocean  freights  on  our  agri- 
cultural and  manufactured  products. 

GOLD  STANDARD  IS  UPHELD. 

The  experience  of  mankind  has  shown  that,  by  reason  of  their  natural  quali- 
ties, gold  is  the  necessary  money  of  the  large  affairs  of  commerce  and  business, 
while  silver  \s  conveniently  adapted  to  minor  transactions,  and  the  most  bene- 
ficial use  of  both  together  can  be  insured  only  by  the  adoption  of  the  former 
as  a  standard  of  monetary  measure  and  the  maintenance  of  silver  at  a  parity 
with  gold  by  Its  limited  coinage  under  such  safeguards  of  law. 

Thus  Is  the  largest  possible  enjoyment  of  both  metals  gained,  with  the  value 
universally  accepted  throughout  the  world,  which  constitutes  the  only  practical 
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currency,  assuring  the  most  stable  standard,  and  especially  the  best  and  safest 
money  for  all  who  earn  a  livelihood  by  labor  or  the  produce  of  husbandry. 
They  cannot  suffer  when  paid  In  the  best  money  known  to  man»  but  are  the  pe- 
culiar and  most  defenseless  yictlms  of  a  debased  and  fluctuating  currency,  which 
offers  continued  profits  to  the  money-changer  at  their  cost. 

Realizing  these  truths,  demonstrated  by  long  public  incouTenience  and  loss, 
the  democratic  party,  in  the  interests  of  the  masses  and  of  equal  Justice  to  all. 
practically  established,  by  the  legislation  of  1834  and  18S3,  the  gold  standard 
of  monetary  measurement,  and  likewise  entirely  divorced  the  government  from 
banking  and  currency  issues. 

To  this  long-established  democratic  policy  we  adhere,  and  insist  upon  the 
maintenance  of  the  gold  standard  and  the  parity  therewith  of  every  dollar  issued 
by  the  government,  and  are  firmly  opposed  to  the  free  and  unlimited  coinage  of 
silver  and  to  the  compulsory  purchase  of  silver  bullion.  But  we  denounce,  also, 
the  further  maintenance  of  the  present  costly  patchwork  system  of  national 
paper  currency  as  a  constant  source  of  injury  and  peril. 

We  assert  the  necessity  of  such  intelligent  currency  reform  as  will  confine  the 
government  to  Its  legitimate  functions,  completely  separated  from  the  banking 
business,  and  afford  to  all  sections  of  our  country  a/uniform,  safe  and  elastic 
bank  currency  under  government  supervision,  measured  in  volume  by  the  needs 
of  business.

The  patriotism,  fidelity  and  courage  with  which  President  Cleveland  has  ful- 
filled his  great  public  trust,  the  high  character  of  bis  administration,  its  wisdom 
and  energy  in  the  maintenance  of  civil  order  and  the  enforcement  of  the  laws, 
its  equal  regard  for  the  rights  of  every  class  and  every  section,  its  firm  and 
dignified  conduct  of  foreign  affairs,  and  its  sturdy  persistence  In  upholding  the 
credit  and  honor  of  the  nation,  are  fully  recognized  by  the  democratic  party, 
and  will  secure  to  him  a  place  In  history  beside  the  fathers  of  the  republic. 

We  also  commend  the  administration  for  the  great  progress  made  in  the  reform 
of  the  public  service,  and  we  indorse  its  efforts  to  extend  the  merit  system  still 
further.  We  demand  that  no  backward  step  be  taken,  but  that  the  reform  be 
supported  and  advanced  until  the  undemocratic  spoils  system  of  appointments 
shall  be  eradicated.

We  demand  strict  economy  in  the  appropriations  and  In  the  administration  of 
the  government 

We  favor  arbitration  for  the  settlement  of  international  disputes. 

We  favor  a  liberal  policy  of  pensions  to  deserving  soldiers  and  sailors  of  the 
United  States. 

The  Supreme  court  of  the  United  States  was  wisely  established  by  the  framers 
of  our  constitution  as  one  of  the  three  co-ordinate  branches  of  the  government. 
Its  Independence  and  authority  to  interpret  the  law  of  the  land  without  fear 
or  favor  must  be  maintained.  We  condemn  all  efforts  to  defame  the  tribunal  or 
impair  the  confidence  and  respect  which  It  has  deservedly  had. 

The  democratic  party  ever  has  maintained  and  ever  will  maintain  the  su- 
premacy of  law,  the  Independence  of  Its  judicial  administration,  the  inviola- 
bility of  contract  and  the  obligation  of  all  good  citizens  to  resist  every  illegal 
trust,  combination  and  attempt  against  the  just  rights  of  property  and  the  good 
order  of  society,  in  which  are  bound  up  the  peace  and  happiness  of  our  people. 

Believing  these  principles  to  be  essential  to  the  well-being  of  the  republic,  we 
submit  them  to  the  consideration  of  the  American  people. 
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NATIONAL  DEMOCRATIC  STATE   PLATFORM. 

Adopted  b7  the  BUte  Conyentlon,  Aagnst  26,  1898.

The  democratB  of  Wisconsin,  assembled  In  conyention,  hereby  declare  their 
love  for,  and  allegiance  to,  the  time-honored  principles  of  Jefferson,  Jackson, 
Van  Buren,  Tllden  and  Cleveland,  and  refuse  to  abandon  or  be  driven  from  them 
by  the  action  of  the  Chicago  convention  of  July,  1S96. 

In  the  selection  of  candidates  by  a  party  convention,  differences  as  to  men 
are  non-essential,  and  party  aneglance,  as  well  as  good  faith,  requires  acquies- 
cence by  the  minority  in  the  fairly  expressed  will  and  action  of  the  majority. 
But  when  fundamental,  vital  party  principles  are  trampled  under  foot,  repudi- 
ated and  scoffed  at,  and  rank  heresies  promulgated  in  their  stead  as  party  prin- 
ciples and  rule  of  action,  the  will  and  action  of  a  majority  has  no  more  binding 
effect  upon  the  minority  in  a  political  organisation  than  a  resolution  would  have, 
attempting  to  control  their  manhood  and  personal  honor. 

The  majority  who  controlled  and  directed  the  Chicago  convention  was  largely 
men  whose  names  were  unknown  in  democratic  councils  and  whose  declarations 
and  action  prove  them  to  be  strangers  as  well  to  democratic  principles  and 
traditions. 

They  invaded  the  rights  of  state  in  the  selection  of  delegates  and  acting  cen- 
sors over  state  conventions  made  selection  of  state  representatives,  unseating 
men  elected  by  unanimous  acclamation,  for  no  reason  save  that  they  had  the 
power  of  a  majority. 

They  refused  to  recognise  the  honesty  and  integrity  of  the  national  democratic 
administration  because  it  had  the  patriotism,  honesty  and  integrity  to  protect  the 
public  credit  by  the  only  means  in  its  power. 

They  declared  against  the  protection  of  life  and  property  by  national  inter- 
ference when  the  exigency  demanded  It,  and  thus  encouraged  and  invited  mobs, 
anarchy,  destruction  of  property  and  bloodshed. 

They  declared  for  an  unlimited  issue  of  paper  money  by  the  government  with- 
out provision  for  Its  redemption. 

They  declared  for  an  unlimited  coinage  of  sliver  at  a  largely  fictitious  value, 
thus  debasing  the  coin  of  the  realm  and  aiming  a  blow  at  the  financial  credit 
of  the  government  and  the  business  prosperity  of  the  cltisens. 

They  refused  to  exempt  pre-existing  contracts  from  payment  in  this  debased 
currency,  and  thus  recognized  and  invited  repudiation  of  public  and  private  con- 
tracts. 

They  declared  for  liberal  and  generous  pensions  to  the  soldiers  of  the  republic, 
but  provided  for  their  payment  in  debased  currency  that  would  rob  them  of 
one-half  of  their  support;  and  to  fully  carry  out  their  pernicious  and  revolution- 
ary schemes  they  assailed  the  supreme  court  of  the  nation,  and  shadowed  their 
purpose  to  change  its  constitution,  so  that  no  Judicial  determination  should  prove 
an  obstacle  in  the  carrying  into  execution  their  proposed  policy. 

They  concluded  their  work  by  the  selection  as  a  candidate  for  the  presidency 
of  William  Jennings  Bryan  of  Nebraska,  whose  democracy,  If  he  has  any,  sits 
so  loosely  upon  him  that  the  populist  convention  at  St.  Louis  hailed  his  nomina- 
tion with  delight  as  the  harbinger  of  success  to  their  communistic  theories,  and 
they,  too,  gave  him  their  nomination  under  the  assurance  made  in  their  con- 
vention that  he  was  in  spirit  and  in  truth  a  populist. 

We,  as  democrats,  denounce  the  action  of  the  Chicago  convention  as  being  in 
open  violation  of  the  principles  of  the  democratic  party,  and  refuse  to  recognize 
or  be  bound  by  it;  and  to  distinguish  ourselves  from  that  portion  of  our  old  party 
who  may  elect  to  support  Mr.  Bryan,  Irrespective  of  the  declarations  of  the 
conventions  which  nominated  him,  hereby  declare  the  organization  made  here 
today  shall  be  known  as  the  natlonaf  democratic  party,  and  invite  all  good  cltl* 
sens  to  co-operate  with  us  in  putting  the  stamp  of  condemnation  upon  the  popu- 
llstlc  and  anarchical  heresies  promulgated  at  Chicago  and  endorsed  at  St.  Louis. 

We  declare  as  democrats,  that  It  is  the  duty  of  every  citizen  of  the  republic 
to  protect  and  preserve  its  national  honor  and  credit  at  home  and  abroad;  that 
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good  goyernment  gives  the  greatest  liberty  to  the  citizen  consistent  with  pub- 
lic peace,  social  order  and  the  rights  of  persons  and  property. 

We  declare  that  It  Is  the  highest  duty  of  the  government  to  enforce  Its  laws, 
preserve  peace  and  good  order,  to  punish  crime  and  to  protect  and  preserve  the 
lives,  liberty  and  property  of  its  cltlsens. 

We  further  declare  as  a  fundamental  principle  of  the  democratic  party  that 
the  government  should  be  honestly  and  economically  administered,  and  that  no 
more  taxes  should  be  levied  either  by  customs,  duties  or  otherwise  than  Is  ac- 
tually neceseary  to  support  the  government  so  honestly  and  economically  ad- 
ministered, keep  its  faith  sacred  and  preserve  its  credit. 

In  the  words  of  the  national  democratic  platform  of  1S92,  **We  hold  to  the  use 
of  both  gold  and  silver  without  discrimination  against  either  metal  or  charge 
for  mintage,  but  the  dollar  unit  of  coinage  of  both  metals  must  be  of  equal  In- 
trinsic and  exchangeable  value,  or  be  adjusted  through  international  agreement 
or  by  such  safeguards  of  legislation  as  shall  ensure  the  maintenance  of  the  parity 
of  the  two  metals,  and  the  equal  power  of  every  uollar  at  all  times  In  the 
marlcets  and  in  the  payment  of  debt;  and  we  demand  that  all  paper  currency 
shall  be  kept  at  par  with  and  redeemable  in  such  coin.  We  insist  upon  this  pol- 
icy as  especially  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  farmer  and  laboring  classes, 
the  first  and  most  defenseless  victims  of  unstable  money  and  a  fluctuating  cur- 
rency." 

And  to  create  and  maintain  the  integrity  of  that  dollar  we  adopt  the  words 
of  the  democratic  party  of  Wisconsin,  assembled  in  convention,  In  June,  1896.  In 
favor  of  gold,  the  highest  monetary  standard  of  the  world,  as  the  true  measure 
of  unfluctuating  value. 


PEOPLE'S  PARTY  NATIONAL  PLATFORM. 

Adopted  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  July  24,  1896. 

The  people's  party,  assembled  in  national  convention,  reaffirms  its  allegiance 
to  the  principles  declared  by  the  founders  of  the  republic,  and  also  to  the  funda- 
mental principles  of  just  government  as  enunciated  in  the  platform  of  the  party 
In  1892.  We  recognize  that  through  the  connivance  of  the  present  and  preceding 
administrations,  the  country  has  reached  a  crisis  in  its  national  life,  as  predicted 
Id  our  declaration  four  years  ago,  and  that  prompt  and  patriotic  action  is  the 
supreme  duty  of  the  hour.  We  realize  that  while  we  have  political  independence, 
our  financial  and  industrial  independence  Is  yet  to  be  attained  by  restoring 
to  our  country  the  constitutional  control  and  exercise  of  the  functions  necessary 
to  a  people's  government,  which  functions  have  been  basely  surrendered  by  our 
public  servants  to  corporate  monopolies.  The  influence  of  European  money 
changers  has  been  more  potent  In  shaping  legrlslatlon  than  the  voice  of  the 
American  people.  Executive  power  and  patronage  have  been  used  to  corrupt  our 
legislatures  and  defeat  the  will  of  the  people  and  plutocracy  has  thereby  beep 
enthroned  upon  the  ruins  of  democracy.  To  restore  the  government  Intended  by 
the  fathers  and  for  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  this  and  future  generations, 
we  demand  the  establishment  of  an  economic  and  flnancial  system  which  shall 
make  us  masters  of  our  own  affairs  and  Independent  of  European  controlf  bj 
the  adoption  of  the  following 
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DECLARATION  OP  PRINCIPLBS, 

I.     riNANCB. 

1.  We  demand  a  national  money,  safe  and  sound,  Issued  by  the  general  gov- 
ernment only,  without  the  inten^entlon  of  banks  of  issue,  to  be  a  full  legal 
tender  for  all  debts,  public  and  private;  a  Just,  equitable  and  efficient  means 
of  distribution  direct  to  the  people  and  through  the  lawful  disbursements  of  the 
government. 

2.  We  demand  the  free  and  unrestricted  coinage  of  sllrer  and  gold  at  the 
present  legal  ratio  of  sixteen  to  one,  without  waiting  for  the  consent  of  foreign 
nations. 

3.  We  demand  the  volume  of  ciroulnting  medium  be  speedily  increased  to  an 
amount  sufficient  to  meet  the  demands  of  business  and  population  and  to  re- 
store the  just  level  of  prices  of  labor  and  production. 

4.  We  denounce  the  sale  of  bonds  and  the  increase  of  the  public  Interest  bear- 
ing debt  made  by  the  present  administration  as  unnecessary  and  without  author- 
ity of  law,  and  demand  that  no  more  bonds  be  Issued  except  by  speciflc  act 
of  congress. 

5.  We  d«mand  sush  legislation  as  will  prevent  the  demonetisation  of  the  law- 
ful money  of  the  United  States  by  private  contract. 

6.  We  demand  that  the  government,  in  payment  of  Its  obligations,  shall  use 
its  option  as  to  the  kind  of  money  in  which  they  are  to  be  paid,  and  we  denoune 
the  present  and  preceding  administrations  for  surrendering  this  option  to  the 
holders  of  government  obligations. 

7.  We  demand  a  graduated  Income  tax  to  the  end  that  aggregated  wealth 
shall  bear  its  Just  proportion  of  taxation,  and  we  regard  the  recent  decision  of 
the  supreme  court  relative  to  the  Income  tax  law  as  a  misinterpretation  of  the 
constitution  and  an  invasion  of  the  rightful  powers  of  congress  oyer  the  subject 
of  taxation. 

8.  We  demand  that  postal  savings  banks  be  established  by  the  government 
for  the  safe  deposit  of  the  savings  of  the  people  and  to  facilitate  exchange. 


n.     TBANSPORTATION. 

1.  Transportation  being  a  means  of  exchange  and  a  public  necessity,  the  gov- 
ernment should  own  and  operate  the  railroads  In  the  interest  of  the  people  and 
on  a  non-partisan  basis;  to  the  end  that  all  may  be  accorded  the  same  treatment 
in  transportation  and  that  the  tyranny  and  political  power  now  exercised  by  the 
great  railroad  corporations,  which  result  in  the  Impairment  If  not  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  political  rights  and  personal  liberties  of  the  citizens  may  be  de- 
stroyed. Such  ownership  Is  to  be  accomplished  gradually  in  a  manner  consistent 
with  sound  public  policy. 

2.  The  Interest  of  the  United  States  in  the  public  highways  built  with  public 
moneys  and  the  proceeds  of  extensive  grants  of  land  to  the  Pacific  railroads, 
should  never  be  alienated,  mortgaged  or  sold,  but  guarded  and  protected  for  the 
general  welfare  as  provided  by  the  laws  organizing  such  railroads.  The  fore- 
closure of  existing  liens  of  the  United  States  on  these  roads  should  at  once 
follow  default  In  the  payment  thereof  by  the  debtor  companies;  and  at  the  fore- 
closure sales  of  said  roads  the  government  shall  purchase  the  same  If  It  becomes 
necessary  to  protect  its  interests  therein  or  if  they  can  be  purchased  at  a  rea* 
sonable  price;  and  the  government  shall  operate  said  railroads  as  public  high- 
ways for  the  benefit  of  the  whole  people  and  not  in  the  interest  of  the  few, 
under  s^uitable  provisions  for  protection  of  life  and  property,  giving  to  all  trans* 
portation  interests  equal  privileges  and  equal  rates  for  fares  and  freights. 

3.  We  denounce  the  present  Infamous  scl^pmes  for  refunding  these  debts  and 
oemand  that  the  laws  now  applicable  thereto  be  executed  and  administered 
according  to  their  true  intent  and  spirit. 

4.  The  telegraph,  like  the  post  office,  being  a  necessity  for  the  transmission  of 
news,  should  be  owned  and  operated  by  the  government  in  the  Interest  of  the 
people. 
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L  True  policy  demands  that  the  national  and  atate  le^ialatlon  ahall  be  anch 
as  will  ultimately  enable  every  prudent  and  tnduatriona  citizen  to  secure  a 
home,  and  therefore  the  land  abould  jiot  be  monopollaed  for  speculative  pnr- 
posea.  All  lands  now  held  by  railroads  and  other  corporations  In  excess  of  their 
actual  needa  should  by  lawful  means  be  reclaimed  by  the  government  and  held 
for  actual  settlers  only,  subject  to  the  right  of  every  human  being  to  a  home 
on  the  soil,  and  private  land  monopoly,  as  well  as  alien  ownership,  should  be 
prohibited. 

2.  We  condemn  the  frauda  by  which  the  land  grant  Pacific  railroad  companies 
have,  through  the  connivance  of  the  interior  department,  robbed  multitudes  of 
actual  bona  fide  settlers  of  their  homes  and  miners  of  their  clalma  and  we  de- 
mand legislation  by  congreas  which  will  enforce  the  exception  of  mineral  land 
^rom  such  grants  after  as  well  as  before  patent 

3.  We  demand  that  bona  fide  settlers  on  all  public  lands  be  granted  tree 
homes  aa  provided  in  the  national  homestead  law,  and  that  no  exception  be  made 
in  the  case  of  Indian  reservations  when  opened  for  settlement  and  that  all  lands 
now  not  patented  come  under  thia  demand. 

ZY.     DIBBCT  LSaiBLATIOX. 

We  favor  a  system  of  direct  legislation  through  the  inltlattv*  and  referendum, 
under  proper  constitutional  safeguards. 

T.    QBHSBAL   PBOPOSITIOinL 

L  We  demand  the  election  of  president,  vice  president  and  United  States  sen- 
ators by  a  direct  vote  of  the  people. 

2.  We  tender  to  the  patriotic  people  of  Quba  our  deepest  sympathy  In  their 
heroic  struggle  for  political  freedom  and  independence,  and  we  believe  the  timo 
has  come  when  the  United  Statea,  the  great  republic  of  the  world,  ahould  recog- 
nlze  that  Cuba  is  and  of  right  ought  to  be  a  free  and  independent  atate. 

3.  We  favor  home  rule  in  the  territories  and  the  District  of  Oolumbia  and  the 
early  admission  of  the  territories  as  statea. 

4.  All  public  salaries  should  be  made  to  correspond  to  the  price  of  labor  and 
its  products. 

6.  In  times  of  great  Industrial  depression  idle  labor  should  be  employed  on 
public  works  as  far  as  practicable. 

6.  The  arbitrary  course  of  the  courts  in  assuming  to  Imprison  cltisens  for  In- 
direct contempt  and  ruling  them  by  injunction  should  be  prevented  by  proper 
legislation. 

7.  We  favor  Just  pensions  for  our  disabled  union  soldiers. 

8.  Believing  that  the  elective  franchise  and  an  untrammeled  ballot  are  es- 
sential to  a  government  of,  for  and  by  the  people,  the  people's  party  condemn 
the  wholesale  system  of  disfranchisement  adopted  in  some  of  the  states  as 
unrepublican  and  undemocratic  and  we  declare  It  to  be  the  duty  of  the  aeveral 
state  legislatures  to  take  such  action  as  will  secure  a  full,  free  and  fair  ballot 
and  an  honest  count. 

While  the  foregoing  propositions  constitute  the  platform  upon  which  our 
party  stands,  and  for  the  vindication  of  which  its  organisation  will  be  main- 
tained, we  recognize  that  the  great  and  pressing  issue  of  the  pending  campaign 
upon  which  the  present  presidential  election  will  turn,  la  the  financial  question, 
and  upon  this  great  and  specific  issue  between  the  parties,  we  cordially  invite 
the  aid  and  co-operation  of  all  organisations  and  cltisens  agreeing  with  as 
upon  this  vital  question. 
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PEOPLE'S  PARTY  STATE  PLATFORM.

Adopted  by  the  State  Convention,  September  2,  1896. 

When  the  people's  party  in  its  national  platform  four  years  ago  declared  that 
the  action  of  the  old  parties  had  brought  our  country  to  the  verge  of  moral, 
political  and  material  ruin,  very  few  outside  of  the  party  would  believe  the 
statement  and  populists  were  called  ''calamity  howlers"  in  derision.  But  less 
than  a  twelve-month  demonstrated  that  our  party  was  the  only  one  at  the  time 
to  recognise  and  realize  the  evils  that  threatened  the  welfare  if  not  the  existence 
of  the  nation  because  the  very  calamity  we  predicted,  overwhelmed  us.  Our 
country  is  in  the  midst  of  financial  ruin  and  economic  distress,  brought  upon 
us  principally  by  the  scarcity  of  money,  the  "present  gold  standard,"  which,  ac- 
cording to  the  demands  of  the  republican  party  is  to  be  maintained.  While 
the  people's  party  recognises  the  necessity  of  a  radical  change  in  our  economic 
system,  its  members  understand  that  all  great  reforms  must  be  reached  by  evo- 
lution. Our  object  is  therefore  to  remedy  existing  evils  by  overthrowing  the 
greatest  of  all  trusts— the  money  trust— as  demanded  and  explained  in  our 
national  platform,  first.  And  to  this  end  we  welcome  the  co-operation  of  all 
voters  and  all  parties,  so  that  prosperity  may  come  once  more  to  our  business, 
oar  industry,  and  our  agriculture. 

We  endorse  the  national  platform  of  the  people's  party,  as  adopted  at  St.  Louis, 
July  24,  1896,  and  in  addition  make  the  following  demands: 

L    The  public  control  of  all  public  utilities,  national,  state  and  local. 

8.  The  adoption  of  a  corrupt  practices  act,  to  punish  dishonesty  and  bribery 
in  the  election  of  public  officials. 

3.  Whenever  an  industry  becomes  so  centralized  in  the  hands  of  a  trust  as 
to  assume  the  nature  of  a  monopoly  and  a  menace  to  the  Interest  or  the  welfare 
of  the  people  such  industry  should  be  conducted  by  the  government  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  people. 

4.  We  demand  the  loan  of  government  money  at  cost,  to  states,  counties  and 
local  governments  in  aid  of  the  purchase  and  building  of  public  works. 

5.  The  extension  of  the  cardinal  principle  of  the  people's  party,  "equal  rights 
to  all  and  special  privileges  to  none,"  to  all  the  men  and  women  of  the  country. 

6.  In  the  interest  of  labor  we  demand  compulsory  education;  a  legal  eight 
hour  workday  in  Industrial  pursuits;  sanitary  inspection  of  workshops,  mines 
and  buildings;  liability  of  employerd  for  injury  to  health,  body  and  life  without 
regard  to  the  negligence*  of  co-employes;  abolition  of  the  contract  system  in 
all  public  work;  a  cash  pay  day;  the  abolition  of  the  "sweating"  system  and  a 
law  to  prohibit  the  system  of  blacklisting. 

7.  We  demand  that  the  people  be  permitted  to  remove  dishonest  or  incom- 
petent public  officials  by  popular  vote  and  the  establishment  of  iblnorlty  repre- 
sentation. 

8.  The  abolition  of  the  system  of  taxing  people  on  their  debts,  by  providing 
that  all  mortgages  be  deducted  from  the  assessment  for  taxes. 

9.  The  exemption  of  a  reasonable  amount  of  improvements  on  land  so  that 
people  no  longer  be  punished  for  being  Industrious  and  economical. 

10.  That  the  state  furnish  a  uniform  system  of  text  books  to  the  pupils  of 
the  public  schools  at  cost  of  production. 
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PROHIBITION  NATIONAL  PLATFORM. 

Adopted  at  Pittsborg*  May  27,  189& 

We.  the  members  of  the  prohibition  party,  in  national  convention  assembled, 
renewing  our  declaration  of  allegiance  to  Almighty  God  as  the  rightful  mler 
of  the  universe,  lay  down  the  following    as  our  declaration  of  political  purpose: 

Th«  prohibition  party,  In  national  convention  assembled,  declares  its  firm  con- 
viction that  the  manufacture,  exportation,  importation  and  sale  of  alcoholic 
beverages  has  produced  such  commercial,  industrial,  social  and  political  wrongs, 
and  is  now  so  threatening  the  perpetuity  of  all  our  social  and  political  Institu- 
tions, that  the  suppression  of  the  same  by  a  national  party  organised  therefor 
is  the  greatest  object  to  be  accomplished  by  the  voters  of  our  country,  and  la 
of  such  Importance  as  that  it  of  right  ought  to  control  the  political  action  of  all 
our  patriotic  cltisens  until  such  suppression  is  accomplished.  The  urgency  of 
this  cause  demands  the  union  without  further  delay  of  all  citisens  who  desire 
the  prohibtlon  of  the  liquor  traffic.  Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  that  we  favor  the 
legal  prohibition,  by  state  and  national  legislation,  of  the  exportation,  inter-state 
transportation  and  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages;  that  we  declare  our  purpose  to 
organize  and  unite  all  the  friends  of  prohibition  into  one  party  and  in  order  to 
accomplish  this  end  we  deem  it  but  right  to  leave  every  prohibitionist  the  free- 
dom of  his  own  convictions  upon  all  other  political  questions,  and  trust  our  rep- 
resentatives to  legislate  upon  other  political  quesnons  as  the  change!  occasioned 
by  prohibition  and  the  welfare  of  the  whole  people  shall  demand. 


PROHIBITION  STATE  PLATFORM. 
Adopted  at  Eau  Claire,  May  14,  18M. 

The  prohibitionists  of  TVisconsln,  in  convention  assembled,  this  14th  day  of 
May,  1896,  conscious  of  their  responsibility  to  God  and  their  fellow  men  for  the 
proper  use  of  their  political  power,  do  reaffirm  their  adherence  to  the  national 
prohibition  party,  and  declare  for  the  following  principles: 

1st.  We  demand  the  suppression  by  law  of  the  manufacture,  sale  and  supply 
of  alcoholic  liquors  for  beverage  purposes,  and  that  all  laws  making  either  fed- 
eral, state  or  municipal  governments  partners  In  its  profits,  be  repealed. 

2d.  Suffrage  should  depend  upon  intelligent  citizenship  rather  than  upon  sex. 

3d.  We  stand  unequivocally  for  our  public  schools,  taught  in  the  Bnglisb 
language,  and  are  opposed  to  any  appropriations  of  public  money  for  sectarian 
purposes. 

4th.  We  demand  that  ailver  be  restored  to  its  position  prior  to  1873. 
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.NATIONAL  SILVER  NATIONAL  PLATFORM, 

Adopted  at  St.  Louis,  July  24,  1896. 

The  national  silver  party,  In  convention  assembled,  hereby  adopts  the  follow • 
ing  declaration  of  principles: 

THE  MONET    QUESTION. 

The  paramount  Issue  at  this  time  In  the  United  States  is  indisputably  the 
money  question.  It  is  between  the  gold  standard,  gold  bonds  and  bank  currency 
on  the  one  side,  and  the  bimetallic  standard,  no  bonds  and  government  currency 
on  the  other.  On  this  issue  we  declare  ourselves  to  be  In  favor  of  a  distinctively 
American  financial  system.  We  are  unalterably  opposed  to  the  single  gold  standard, 
and  demand  the  Immediate  return  to  the  constitutional  standard  of  gold  and  sil- 
ver by  the  restoration  by  this  government,  independent  of  any  foreign  power,  of  the 
unrefitricted  coinage  of  both  gold  and  silver  into  standard  money  at  the  ratio  of  16  to 
1,  and  upon  terms  of  exact  equality  as  they  existed  prior  to  1873;  the  silver  coin  to 
be  a  full  legal  tender  equally  with  gold  for  all  debts  and  dues,  public  and  private, 
and  we  favor  such  legislation  as  will  prevent  for  the  future  the  demonetisation 
of  any  kind  of  legal-tender  money  by  private  contract. 

We  hold  that  the  power  to  control  and  regulate  a  paper  currency  Is  inseparable 
from  the  power  to  coin  money,  and  hence  that  all  currency  intended  to  circulate 
as  money  should  be  Issued  and  Its  volume  controlled  by  the  general  government 
only,  and  should  be  legal  tender. 

BOND    ISSUES. 

We  are  unalterably  opposed  to  the  issue  by  the  United  States  of  Interest-bear- 
ing bonds  In  time  of  peace,  and  we  denounce  as  a  blunder  worse  than  a  crime 
the  present  treasury  policy,  concurred  in  by  a  republican  house,  of  plunging 
the  country  Into  debt  by  hundreds  of  millions  in  the  vain  attempt  to  maintain 
the  gold  standard  by  borrowing  gold;  and  we  demand  the  payment  of  all  coin 
obligations  of  the  United  States,  as  provided  by  existing  laws,  in  either  sold 
or  silver  coin,  at  the  option  of  the  government,  and  not  at  the  option  of  the 
creditor. 

DEMONETIZATION  OF  SILVER. 

The  demonetisation  of  silver  In  1873,  enormously  Increased  the  demand  for  gold, 
enhancing  its  purchasing  power  and  lowering  all  prices  measured  by  that  stand- 
ard, and  since  that  unjust  and  indefensible  act  the  prices  of  American  products 
have  fallen  upon  an  average  nearly  50  per  cent.,  carrying  down  with  them  pro- 
portionately the  money  value  of  all  other  forms  of  property.  Such  fall  of  prices 
has  destroyed  the  profits  of  legitimate  Industry,  Injuring  the  producer  for  the 
benefit  of  the  non-producer.  Increasing  the  burden  of  the  debtor,  swelling  the 
gains  of  the  creditor,  paralyzing  the  productive  energies  of  the  American  people, 
relegating  to  idleness  vast  numbers  of  willing  workers,  sending  the  shadows  of 
despair  into  the  home  of  the  honest  toiler,  filling  the  land  with  tramps  and  pau- 
pers and  building  up  colossal  fortunes  at  the  money  centers. 

In  the  effort  to  maintain  the  gold  standard  the  country  has,  within  the  last 
two  years,  in  a  time  of  peace  and  plenty,  been  loaded  down  with  1262.000,000  of 
additional  interest-bearing  debt  under  such  circumstances  as  to  allow  a  syn- 
dicate of  native  and  foreign  bankers  to  realize  a  net  profit  of  millions  on  a 
single  deal.  It  standa  confessed  that  the  gold  standard  can  only  be  upheld  by 
so  depleting  our  paper  currency  as  to  force  the  prices  of  our  products  below 
the  European  and  even  below  the  Asiatic  level,  to  enable  us  to  sell  In  foreign 
markets,  thus  aggravating  the  very  evils  of  which  our  people  so  bitterly  com- 
plain, degrading  American  labor,  and  striking  at  the  foundations  of  oor  clvlliia- 
tion  itself. 
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The  adyocates  of  the  gold  standard  perslatently  claim  that  the  cause  of  oar 
dlstresB  Is  overproduction— that  we  have  produced  so  much  that  It  has  made 
us  poor— which  implies  that  the  true  remedy  Is  to  close  the  factory,  abandon 
the  farm  and  throw  the  multitude  of  people  out  of  employment.  A  doctrine 
that  leaves  us  unnerved  and  disheartened  and  absolutely  without  hope  for  the 
futuK.  We  confirm  It  to  be  unquestioned  that  there  can  be  no  such  economic 
paradox  as  overproduction  and  at  the  same  time  tens  of  thousands  of  our 
fellow-oitlsons  remaining  half  clad  and  half  fed,  and  who  are  plteously  clam- 
oring for  the  common  necessities  of  life. 

MONET    OF    THB    CONSTITUTIOIT. 

Over  and  above  all  other  questions  of  policy,  we  are  In  favor  of 
restoring  to  the  people  of  the  Unitetf  States  the  time-honored  money 
of  the  constitution— gold  and  silver;  not  one,  but  both— the  money  of 
Washington  and  Hamilton  and  Jefferson  and  Monroe  and  Jackson  and  Lln> 
coin,  to  the  end  that  tha  American  people  may  receive  honest  pay  for  an  honest 
product;  that  the  American  debtor  may  pay  his  Just  obligations  in  an  honest 
standard,  and  not  in  a  standard  that  has  appreciated  100  per  cent,  above  all  the 
great  staples  of  our  country,  and  to  the  end  further  that  silver-standard  coun- 
tries may  be  deprived  of  the  unjust  advantage  they  now  enjoy  in  the  difference 
In  exchange  between  gold  and  silver— an  advantage  which  tariff  legislation  alone 
cannot  overcome. 

We  therefore  appeal  to  the  people  of  the  United  States  to  leave  in  abeyance 
for  the  moment  all  other  questions,  however  important  and  even  momentous 
they  may  appear,  to  sunder,  if  need  be,  all  former  party  tics  and  afflllations, 
and  unite  in  one  supreme  effort  to  free  themselves  and  their  children  from  the 
domination  of  the  money  power— a  power  more  destructive  than  any  which  has 
ever  been  fastened  upon  the  civilized  men  of  any  race  or  in  any  age.  And  upon 
the  consummation  of  our  desires  and  efforts  we  Invoke  the  gracious  favor  of 
divine  Providence. 

Inasmuch  as  the  patriotic  majority  of  the  Chicago  convention  embodied  in  the 
financial  plank  of  Its  platform  the  principles  enunciated  in  the  platform  of  the 
American  bimetallic  party,  promulgated  at  Washington,  D.  0.,  Jan.  22,  1896,  and 
herein  reiterated,  which  Is  not  only  the  paramount  but  the  only  real  Issue  In  the 
pending  campaign,  therefore,  recognizing  that  their  nominees  embody  these 
patriotic  principles,  we  recommend  that  this  convention  nominate  William  J. 
Bryan  of  Nebraska,  for  president  and  Arthur  Sewall  of  Maine,  for  vice  president. 


NATIONAL  PARTY  NATIONAL  PLATFORM. 

Adopted  at  Pittsburg,  May  29,  1896. 

The  national  party,  recognizing  God  as  the  author  of  all  Just  power  In  govern- 
ment, presents  the  following  declaration  of  principles,  which  we  pledge  ourselves 
to  enact  Into  effective  legislation  when  given  the  power  to  do  so: 

THE  LIQUOR  TRAFFIC. 

1.  The  supprcKsIon  of  the  mnniifarture  and  sale,  importation,  exportation  and 
transportation  of  intoxicating  llquorR  for  beverage  purposes.  We  utterly  reject 
all  plans  for  regulating  or  compromising  with  this  trafTic,  whether  such  plans  be 
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local  option,  taxation,  license  or  public  control.    The  sale  of  llqaon  for  med- 
icinal and  other  legitimate  nies  shonld  be  controlled  by  the  state,  without  profit, 
and  with  such  regulations  as  will  prevent  fraud  or  evasion. 
2.  No  dtlsen  should  be  denied  the  right  to  vote  on  account  of  sex. 

THS  riMANCBS. 

8.  All  money  should  be  Issued  by  the  general  government  only,  and  without  the 
Intervention  of  any  private  citizen,  corporation  or  banking  institution.  It  should 
be  based  upon  the  wealth,  stability  and  integrity  of  the  nation.  It  should  be  a 
full  legal  tender  for  all  debts,  public  and  private,  and  should  be  of  sufficient 
volume  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  country.  And  for  the  purpose  of  honestly 
liquidating  our  own  out-standing  coin  obligations  we  demand  the  full  and  un- 
limited coinage  of  both  silvef'  and  gold  at  the  ratio  of  16  to  1,  without  consult- 
ing any  one  other  nation. 

4.  The  Initiative  and  referendum  and  proportional  representation  shonld  be 
adopted. 

PUBUC  LANDS. 

6.  Free  land  is  the  common  heritage  of  the  people,  and  should  be  preserved 
from  monopoly  and  speculation.  All  unearned  grants  of  land,  subject  to  for- 
feiture, should  be  retained  by  the  government,  and  no  portion  of  the  pubUc  do- 
main should  hereafter  be  granted  except  to  actual  settlers,  continuous  use  being 
essential  to  tenure. 

OWNEBSHIP  OF  BAILBOAOS,  BTC. 

8.  Railroads,  telegraphs  and  other  natural  monopolies  should  be  owned  and 
operated  by  the  government,  giving  to  the  people  the  benefit  of  service  and  pro- 
tecting them  from  all  cost. 

TAXATIOlf. 

7.  The  national  constitution  should  be  so  amended  as  to  allow  the  national 
revenues  to  be  raised  by  equitable  adjustment  of  taxation  on  the  properties  and 
Incomes  of  the  people,  and  importation  duties  should  be  levied  as  a  means  of 
securing  equitable  commercial  relations  with  other  nations. 

8.  The  contract  convict  labor  system,  through  which  specnlators  are  enriched 
at  the  expense  of  the  state,  should  be  abolished. 

SU2a>AT  LAWS. 

9.  All  citisens  should  be  protected  by  law  in  their  right  to  one  day  of  rest  In 
seven,  without  oppressing  any  who  conscientiously  observe  any  other  than  the 
first  day  of  the  week. 

10.  The  American  public  schools,  taught  in  the  English  language,  should  be 
maintained,  and  no  public  fund  should  be  appropriated  for  sectarian  institutions. 

t 

SLECnOH  or  PBSSIDlillT. 

11.  The  president,  vice-president  and  United  States  senators  should  be  elected 
by  direct  vote  of  the  people. 

12.  Ex-soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  United  States  army  and  navy,  their  widows 
and  minor  children,  shonld  receive  liberal  pensions,  graded  on  disability  and 
time  of  service,  not  merely  as  a  debt  of  gratitude,  but  for  service  rendered  In 
the  preservation  of  the  union. 

QfMIOBATION. 

13.  The  immigration  laws  should  be  so  secure  as  to  exclude  paupers  and 
criminals.  None  but  citizens  of  the  United  States  should  be  allowed  to  vote 
in  any  state,  and  naturalized  citizens  should  not  vote  until  one  year  after 
naturalization  papers  have  been  Issued. 

14.  Having  herein  presented  our  principles  and  purposes,  we  invite  the  oo-op- 
eratlon  and  support  of  all  citizens  who  are  with  us  substantially  agreed. 
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SOCIALISTIC  LABOR  NATIONAL   PLATFORM. 

Adopted  at  New  York,  Julj  9,  189G. 

PLATrOKK. 

The  socialistic  labor  party  of  the  United  States,  in  conventioQ  assembled,  re- 
asserts the  Inalienable  rights  of  all  men  to  life,  liberty  and  the  porsait  of  happi- 
ness. 

With  the  fonnders  of  the  American  republic  tve  hold  that  the  purpose  of  gov- 
ernment Is  to  secure  every  citizen  in  the  enjoyment  of  this  right;  but  in  tlie 
light  of  our  social  conditions  we  hold,  furthermore,  that  no  such  right  can  be 
exercised  under  a  system  of  economic  inequality,  essentially  destructive  of  life, 
of  liberty  and  of  happiness. 

With  the  founders  of  this  republic  we  hold  that  the  true  theory  of  politics  is 
that  the  machinery  of  government  must  be  owned  and  controlled  by  the  whole 
people;  but  in  the  light  of  our  industrial  development  we  hold,  furthermore, 
that  the  true  theory  of  economics  is  that  the  machinery  of  production  must  like- 
wise belong  to  the  people  in  common. 

To  the  obvious  fact  that  our  despotic  system  of  economics  is  the  direct  op- 
posite of  our  democratic  system  of  politics  can  plainly  be  traced  the  existence 
of  a  privileged  class,  the  corruption  of  government  by  that  class,  the  alienation 
of  public  property,  public  franchises  and  public  functions  to  that  class,  and  the 
abject  dependence  of  the  mightiest  of  nations  upon  that  class. 

Again,  through  the  perversion  of  democracy  to  the  ends  of  plutocracy,  labor 
is  robbed  of  the  wealth  which  it  alone  produces.  Is  denied  the  means  of  self- 
employment,  and,  by  compulsory  idleness  In  wage  slavery,  is  even  deprived  of 
the  necessaries  of  life. 

Unman  power  and  natural  forces  are  thus  wasted,  that  the  plutocracy  may 
rule. 

Ignorance  and  misery,  with  all  their  concomitant  evils,  are  perpetuated;  that 
the  people  may  be  kept  in  bondage. 

Science  and  Invention  are  diverted  from  their  humane  purpose  to  the  enslave- 
ment of  women  and  children. 

Against  such  a  system  the  socialistic  labor  party  once  more  enters  its  protest. 
Once  more  it  reiterates  Its  fundamental  declaration  that  private  property  in  the 
natural  sources  of  production  and  in  the  instruments  of  labor  is  the  obvious 
cause  of  all  economic  servitude  and  political  dependence. 

The  time  is  fast  coming  when,  in  the  natural  course  of  social  evolution,  this 
system,  through  the  destructive  action  of  its  failures  and  crises  on  the  one  hand, 
and  the  constructive  tendencies  of  its  trusts  and  other  capitalistic  combina- 
tions on  the  other  hand,  shall  have  worked  out  Its  own  downfall. 

We,  therefore,  call  upon  the  wage  workers  of  the  United  States,  and  upon 
all  other  honest  citizens,  to  organize  under  the  banner  of  the  socialistic  labor 
party  into  a  class-conscious  body,  aware  of  its  rights  and  determined  jto  con- 
quer them  by  taking  possession  of  the  public  powers;  so  that,  held  together 
by  an  indomitable  spirit  of  solidarity  under  the  most  trying  conditions  of  the 
present  class  struggle,  we  may  put  a  summary  end  to  that  barbarous  struggle 
by  the  aboliton  of  classes,  the  restoration  of  the  land  and  of  all  the  means  of 
production,  transportation  and  distribution  to  the  people  as  a  collective  body, 
and  the  substitution  of  the  Co-operative  Commonwealth  for  the  present  state 
of  planless  production.  Industrial  war  and  social  disorder;  a  commonwealth  in 
which  every  worker  shall  have  the  free  exercise  ano  full  benefit  of  his  faculties, 
multiplied  by  all  the  modern  factors  of  civilization. 

BSSOLUTIONB. 

With  a  ylew  to  immediate  Improvement  in  the  condition  of  labor  we  present 
the   following  demands: 

1.  Reduction  of  the  hours  of  labor  in  proportion  to  the  progress  of  production. 

2.  The  United  States  shall  obtain  possession  of  the  railroads,  canals,  telegraphs. 
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telephones  and  all  other  means  of  public  transportation  and  communication;  the 
employes  to  operate  the  same  co-operatively  under  control  of  the  federal  gov- 
ernment and  to  elect  their  own  superior  ofiQccrs,  but  no  employe  shall  be  dis- 
charged for  political  reasons. 

3.  The  municipalities  shall  obtain  possession  of  the  local  railroads,  ferries, 
water  works,  gas  works,  electric  plants  and  all  industries  requiring  municipal 
franchises;  the  employes  to  operate  the  same  co-operatively  under  control  of  the 
municipal  administration  and  to  elect  their  own  superior  officers,  but  no  em- 
ploye shall  be  discharged  for  political  reasons. 

4.  The  public  lands  declared  Inalienable.  Revocation  of  all  land  grants  to  cor- 
porations or  individuals,  the  conditions  of  which  have  not  been  complied  with. 

5.  The  United  States  have  the  exclusive  right  to  issue  money. 

6.  Congressional  legislation  providing  for  the  scientific  management  of  forests 
and  waterways,  and  prohibiting  the  waste  of  the  natural  resources  of  the 
country. 

7.  Inventions  to  be  free  to  all;  the  inventors  to  be  remunerated  by  the  nation. 

8.  Progressive  income  tax  and  tax  on  inheritances;  the  smaller  Incomes  to  be 
exempt. 

9.  School  education  of  all  children  under  14  years  of  age  to  be  compulsory, 
gratuitious  and  accessible  to  all  by  public  assistance  In  meals,  clothing,  books, 
etc.,  where  necessary. 

10.  Repeal  of  all  pauper,  tramp,  consipracy  and  sumptuary  laws.  Unabridged 
right  of  combination. 

11.  Prohibition  of  the  employment  of  children  of  school  age  and  the  employ- 
ment of  female  labor  In  occupations  detrimental  to  health  or  morality.  Abolition 
of  the  convict  labor  contract  system. 

12.  Employment  of  the  unemployed  by  the  public  authorities  (county,  city, 
state  and  nation). 

13.  All  wages  to  be  paid  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States.  Equalization 
of  woman's  wages  with  those  of  men  where  equal  service  is  performed. 

14.  L#aw8  for  the  protection  of  life  and  limb  in  all  occupations,  and  an  efficient 
employers'  liability  law. 

15.  The  people  to  have  the  right  to  propose  laws  and  to  vote  upon  all  measures 
of  importance,  according  to  the  referendum  principle. 

16.  Abolition  of  the  veto  power  of  the  executive  (national,  state  and  municipal), 
wherever  it  exists. 

17.  Abolition  of  the  United  States  senate  and  all  upper  legislative  chambers. 

18.  Municipal  self-government. 

19.  Direct  vote  and  secret  ballots  in  all  elections.  Universal  and  equal  right 
of  suffrage  without  regard  to  color,  creed  or  sex.  Election  days  to  be  legal 
holidays.    The  principle  of  proportional  representation  to  be  introduced. 

20.  All  public  officers  to  be  subject  to  recall  by  their  respective  constituencies. 
2^Unlform  civil  and  criminal  law  throughout  the  United  States.    Administra- 
tion of  justice  to  be  free  of  charge.    Abolition  of  capital  punishment.

.  CONGRESSIONAL  DISTRICTS. 

(Chapter  483,  Laws  188L) 

Section  1.  Until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  the  state  of  Wisconsin  shall  be 
divided  Into  ten  congressional  districts,  each  of  which  shall  be  enUtled  to  elect 
one  Fepresentative  in  the  congress  of  the  United  States^  and  the  territory  com- 
prising each  district  shall  be  divided  as  follows: 

The  couDties  of  Racine,  Kenosha,  Walworth,  Bock,  Oreen  and  Lafayette 
shall  constitute  the  first  congressional  district. 

The  counties  of  Jefferson,  Dodge,  Dane  and  Golambia  ahall  constitute  the 
second  congressional  district. 

The  counties  of  Adams,  Juneau,  Vernon,  Sauk,  Richland,  Crawford,  Grant  and 
Iowa  shall  constitute  the  third  congressional  district. 

The  1st,  2d,  3d,  4th.  5th,  6th,  7th,  8th,  9th,  11th,  l^th,  14th.  16th,  16th,  17th  and 
18th  wards  of  the  city  of  Milwaukee  and  the  towns  of  Franklin.  Greenfield, 
Lake  and  Oak  Creek,  in  Milwaukee  county,  shall  constitute  the  fourth  con- 
gressional district. 

The  counties  of  Sheboygan,  Ozaukee,  Washington  and  Waukertia,  and  the  10th 
and  Idth  wards  of  tfa  dty  of  Milwaukee  and  the  towns  of  GranviUe,  Milwau- 
kee and  Wauwatosa  in  Milwaukee  county,  shall  constitute  the  fifth  congres* 
sional   district. 

The  counties  of  Waushara,  Marquette,  Green  Lake,  Fond  du  Lac,  Winnebago, 
Calumet  and  Manitowoc,  shalk  constitute  the  sixth  congressional  district. 

The  counties  of  Pepin,  Ban  Claire,  Buffalo,  Trempealeau,  Jackson,  Monroe  and 
La  Crosse,  shall  constitute  the  seventh  congressional  district. 

The  counties  of  Wood,  Portage,  Waupaca,  Outagamie,  Brown,  Kewaunee  and 
Door,  shall  conatitute  the  eighth  congressional  district. 

The  couniies  of  Clark,  Taylor,  Price,  Ashland,  Oneida,  Lincoln,  Marathon. 
Shawano,  Langlade,  Forest..  Florence,  Marinette  and  Oconto,  shall  constitute 
the  ninth  congressional  district. 

The  counties  of  Bayfield,  Douglas,  Burnett.  Sawyer,  Washburn.  Polk,  Barron. 
Chippewa,  St.  Croix,  Dunn  and  Pierce,  shall  constitute  the  tenth  congressional 
district 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  In  force  from  and  after  Its  passage 
and  pnbllcatloo.

Every  incorporated  village  that  la  entirely  separate  from  any  town,  and  any 
town  or  ward  that  may  have  been  omitted  In  this  act,  shall  Join  two  assembly 
assembly  district  in  which  It  is  situated,  if  it  shall  be  entirely  surrounded  by 
territory  forming  such  district,  and  also  be  a  part  of  the  same  senatorial  dis- 
trict as  such  assembly  district.  If,  however,  any  such  Incorporated  village, 
town  or  ward  that  may  have  been  omitted  in  this  act.  shall  Joint  two  assembly 
districts  in  the  same  county.  It  shall  form  a  part  d  the  assembly  district  which 
it  may  adjoin  having  the  smallest  population,  and  also  be  a  part  of  the  sen- 
atorial district  of  which  such  assembly  district  forms  a  part. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  be  published  In  the  official  state  paper  and  be  in 
force  from  and  after  Its  passage  and  publication,  and  no  other  pablicatioo  shall 
be  required.  Such  act  shall  also  be  Included  in  the  volume  of  laws  that  may  be 
passed  by  the  legislature  at  Its  session  In  1S9T  and  no  other  publication  In  a  vol- 
nme  shall  be  required.  The  Journals  of  the  proceedings  of  the  senate  and  as- 
sembly of  the  present  session  of  the  legislature  shall  also  be  Included  In  the 
printed  volumes  of  the  legislature  of  lS9t  and  no  printing  of  wmch 
proceedings  in  a  separate  volume  shall  be  required

SENATORS. 

JOHN  LENDRUM  MITCHELL,  of  Mllwaakee,  was  born  In  Milwaukee,  Wis., 
October  19,  1842;  acquired  the  rudiments  of  an  education  in  the  Milwaukee  public 
schools,  followed  by  a  course  In  a  military  school  in  Hampton,  Conn.;  he  was 
then  sent  abroad  and  studied  in  Dresden,  Munich,  and  Genoa;  upon  the  breaking 
out  of  the  rebellion  he  returned  home,  and  at  the  age  of  19  entered  the  military 
service  as  second  lieutenant  of  Company  I,  Twenty-fourth  Wisconsin  Volunteers; 
promoted  to  be 'first  lieutenant  January  17,  1863,  and  transferred  to  Company  B, 
same  regiment;  in  June,  1863,  was  detailed  for  serrice  on  brigade  staff  of  General 
Rousseau;  participated  in  the  battles  and  engagements  of  his  regiment,  includ- 
ing Perryville,  Murfreeeboro,  Hoovers  Gap,  and  the  campaigns  about  Chatta- 
nooga; threatened  with  loss  of  eyesight  and  on  surgeon's  certificate  of  disability 
he  resigned  his  commission,  which  was  accepted;  was  a  member  of  the  State 
senate  of  Wisconsin  in  1872-78  and  1876-77;  president  of  the  Milwaukee  school 
board  1884-85;  president  of  the  Wisconsin  State  Agricultural  Society,  and  presi- 
dent of  the  Northwestern  Trotting-Horse  Breeders'  Association;  in  1886,  by  joint 
resolution  of  Congress^  he  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
of  the  National  Home  for  Disabled  Volunteer  Soldiers,  reappointed  in  1892,  and 
elected  second  vice-president  of  the  Board  in  1896;  was  a  member  of  the  National 
Democratic  Committee  for  four  years,  and  in  1882  was  chairman  of  the  Democratic 
Congressional  Committee;  is  vice-president  of  the  Wisconsin  Marine  and  Fire  In- 
surance Company  Bank,  and  of  the  Northwestern  National  Insurance  Company; 
was  elected  to  the  fifty-second  congress  from  the  Milwaukee  district  in  1890,  and 
re-elected  in  1898,  receiving  19,616  votes,  against  18,294  for  Theobald  Otjen,  repub- 
lican; 829  for  Theodore  Prits,  people's  party;  849  for  E.  L.  Eaton,  prohibitionist. 
He  was  elected  as  a  democrat,  to  succeed  Philetus  Sawyer  in  the  United  States 
senate,  receiving  77  votes  in  joint  legislative  convention,  against  46  for  John  C. 
Spooner,  republican,  and  1  for  Gen.  Edward  8.  Bragg.  His  term  of  ofllce  will 
expire  March  4,  1896. 

JOHN  0.  SPOONER  (Rep.),  of  Madison,  was  bom  January  6,  I84S,  in  Lawrence- 
burgh,  Dearborn  county,  Indiana;  was  educated  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin, 
from  which  institution  he  graduated  In  1864;  came  to  Wisconsin  June  1,  18S9,  and 
settled  at  Madison;  removed  from  Madison  to  Hudson,  Wis.,  in  September,  1870, 
where  he  resided  until  1893,  when  he  returned  to  Madison,  where  he  has  since 
resided;  is  by  profession  a  lawyer;  he  entered  the  war  as  a  private  In  Go.  D,  40th 
Wis.  Inf.  Vols.;  was  Captain  of  Co.  A,  GOth  Wis.  Inf.  Vols.,  and  at  the  close 
of  service  was  brevetted  major;  was  private  and  military  secretary  to  Gov.  Lucius 
Fairchild  for  a  time  and  was  assistant  attorney  general  under  Attorney  Generals 
Charles  R.  Gill  and  8.  8.  Barlow;  was  member  of  legisiatnrs  from  8t  Croix 
county  in  1872;  he  was  elected  January  28,  1886,  to  saoeeed  Hon.  Angus  Cameron 
as  United  States  senator,  serving  from  Maroh  4,  1886,  to  March  4,  1891;  was  nom- 
inated by  the  republicans  for  govenor  of  Wisconsin  in  1898,  but  was  defeated; 
he  was  nominated  and  elected  United  States  senator  January  27,  1867,  to  socceed 
Hon.  W.  F.  Vilas,  receiving  every  repabllcan  toC*  U  beth  bonaea.

In  1896  he  was  elected  to  the  Fifty-fifth  Congress  re- 
ceiving 25,896  votes,  against  21,429  for  Robert  Schilling,  democrat,  and  433  for 
Robert  May,  prohibitionist.

He  received  his  education  In  the  public 
schools  and  at  Lombard  University  at  Galesburg,  111.  He  taught  at  Hartford 
from  1869  to  1872,  when  he  commenced  the  study  of  law  with  the  late  attorney 
general,  L.  F.  Frisby,  and  was  admitted  to  practice  in  1872.  He  has  ever  since 
practiced  law  at  West  Bend,  and  Is  now  senior  member  of  the  firm  of  Barney 
&  Kuechenmeister.  He  edited  the  Washington  County  Republican,  now  the 
Hartford  Press,  at  West  Bend,  in  1872  and  1873;  was  superintendent  of  schools 
of  Washington  county  for  four  years,  beginning  January  1,  1876,  and  was  an  un- 
successful candidate  for  congress  against  General  Bragg  In  the  old  fifth  district 
in  1884.  He  was  elected  to  the  house  of  representatives  in  1894,  receiving  18,681 
votes,  against  Henry  Blank,  democrat,  who  received  13,067,  and  Fred  C.  Runge, 
populist,  who  received  3,794.  In  1896  he  was  elected  to  the  Fifty-fifth  Congress, 
receiving  26,613  votes,  against  16,492  for  George  W.  Wlnans,  democrat,  and  667 
for  Henry  Menslng,  socialistic  labor  candidate.

JAMBS  H.  DAVIDSON  (Rep.)  was  bom  June  18,  1858,  In  Colchester,  Delaware 
county,  New  York;  received  a  common  school  education  in  the  public  schools 
and  at  Walton  Academy,  Walton,  New  York;  was  a  teacher  In  the  public  schools 
of  Delaware  and  Sullivan  counties,  New  York,  for  several  years,  and  for  one 
year  was  engaged  at  the  same  occupation  at  Princeton,  Green  Lake  county,  Wis- 
consin; began  the  study  of  law  at  Walton,  New  York,  In  the  office  of  Fancher 
&  Se\^ell,  and  graduated  from  the  Albany  Law  School  as  president  of  the  class 
in  1884.    Subsequently  removed  to  Groeo  Lake  county,  Wisconsin,  and  commenced 
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the  practice  of  law  In  that  county  In  1887;  was  elected  district  attornej  of 
Green  Lake  connty  In  1888,  and  In  1890  was  chosen  chairman  of  the  ropubllcaii 
congreaalonal  committee  for  the  sixth  district  of  Wisconsin,  and  continued  In 
that  position  nntil  he  was  nominated  for  congress  on  the  20th  of  Angnst,  1898;. 
On  January  1,  1892,  he  removed  to  Oshkosh,  Wisconsin,  and  became  a  member 
of  the  law  firm  of  Thompson,  Harshaw  ft  Davidson,  which  partnership  con- 
tinned  for  three  years,  when  he  withdrew  and  continued  the  practice  alone.

MIOHABL  GRIFFIN  (Rep.),  of  Bau  Claire,  wns  born  September  9,  1842,  In 
county  Clare,  Ireland,  and  went  to  Canada  in  1847.  and  to  Ohio  in  1851;  coming 
to  Wisconsin  In  1866.  He  received  his  education  in  tho  common  schools  of  Ohio 
and  Wisconsin.  He  first  resided  In  Sauk  county  until  1868,  and  then  removed  to 
Kllboum  City,  where  he  resided  until  1876.  removing  that  year  to  Eau  Claire, 
where  he  has  since  lived.  He  enliBtod  as  a  private  September  11.  1861.  In  Com- 
pany E,  Twelfth  regiment.  Wisconsin  volunteers,  and  served  until  the  close  of 
the  war,  being  promoted  successively  to  tlic  ^rade  of  SiHM>nd  and  first  lieutenant. 
He  served  at  the  siege  of  Vicksburg.  on  the  Meridian  campaign  and  In  the 
Atlanta  campaign,  and  marched  to  the  sea  and  north  tlirough  tlie  Carollnas  with 
Sherman.  Was  wounded  at  Atlanta,  July  21,  1864,  and  mustered  out  July  16, 
1866.  He  was  town  clerk  of  Newport,  Colunit>ia  county,  for  three  years,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  county  board  of  Columbia  county  in  1S74  and  1S75,  member  of  the  as- 
sembly in  1876,  city  attorney  of  Enu  Clniro  in  1878.  1879  and  1880,  state  senator  in 
1880  and  1881,  and  department  commander  of  the  G.  A.  R.  in  1887-1888.

EDWARD  S.  MINOR  (Rep.),  of  Sturgeon  Ray,  was  bom  in  Jefferson  county. 
New  York,  in  1840.  He  came  with  his  parents  to  Wisconsin  in  1S45,  first  settling 
in  the  town  of  Greenfield,  Milwaukee  county.  He  subsiHiuently  lived  in  the  city 
of  Milwaukee  two  years.  He,  with  his  parents,  then  settled  on  a  farm  In  She- 
boygan county.  In  1857  he  removed  to  Door  county.  He  received  his  education 
in  the  common  schools  and  nt  a  private  acodcmy.  In  1861  he  enlisted  as  a  pri- 
vate soldier  in  Company  G,  2d  Wisconsin  volunteer  cavalry,  participating  In  all 
the  raids,  expeditions,  engagements  and  battles  In  which  the  regiment  took  part 
during  the  war.  He  wns  promoted  to  corporal-sergeant,  second  and  first  lieu- 
tenant, and  as  such  was  mustered  out  with  his  regiment,  December,  1865.  After 
his  return  home  froni  the  army  he  became  a  merchant  in  Door  county.  He  con- 
tinued In  this  business  till  the  spring  of  1884,  at  which  time  he  was  appointed 
superintendent  of  the  Sturgeon  Bay  and  Lake  Michigan  Ship  Canal,  which  posi- 
tion he  held  for  seven  years.

Senators  rep- 
resenting odd  numbered  districts  were  elected  In  I^TOi.  and  hold  office  until  .T:in- 
aary  1,  1899.  Those  from  even  numbered  districts  were  elected  in  1896,  and  hold 
office  until  January  1,  1901.    The  population  given  is  from  the  census  of  1896. 

The  lieutenant-governor  is  president  of  the  senate,  but  can  vote  only  in  case 
of  a  tie,  when  he  has  the  casting  vote  therein. 

The  senate  contains  29  republicans  and  4  democrats.

DbWAYNB  STEBBINS  (Rep.),  of  Ahnapee,  Kewaunee  county,  was  bom  at 
Clinton,  Oneida  county,  N.  Y.,  April  5,  1835,  and  came  to  Wisconsin  with  his 
parents  in  the  fall  of  the  same  year.  He  received  a  common  school  education 
and  graduated  at  the  United  States  naval  academy  at  Af  .i polls,  served  four 
years  during  the  late  war  as  an  officer  in  the  United  States  navy.  He  resided 
In  Racine  until  1856,  when  he  removed  to  Ahnapee,  where  he  has  ever  since 
made  his  home.

of  a  book  of  war  reminiscences,  entitled,  ''Battle  Fields  and  Gamp  Fires  of  the 
38th  Wisconsin  Regiment,*'  a  volume  of  about  300  pages,  besides  many  addresses 
and  articles  upon  current  events';  he  was  elected  county  Judge  of  Adams  county 
in  1861,  but  resigned  to  enter  the  army  in  1864;  in  1866  he  was  elected  district  at- 
torney of  Adoms  county,  which  office  he  has  held  continaously  ever  since— over 
thirty  years;  be  was  draft  commissioner  in  1862,  and  entered  the  army  as  1st 
Lieut  of  Go.  K,  S8th  Wi&  Vols.,  in  1864  and  took  part  with  that  regiment  in

CHARLES  M.  HAMBRIGHT  (Rep.),  of  Racine,  sergeant-at-arms  of  the  as- 
sembly, was  born  in  Racine  county,  July  7,  1845,  and  received  his  education  in 
the  public  schools.

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JUSTICES   OP  THE   SUPREME   COURT. 


JOHN  B.  OASSODAT,  chief  justice,  was  born  In  Herkimer  coantyt  New  York, 
July  7,  1830;  remoyed  with  his  widowed  mother  to  Tioga  county,  Pennsylvania* 
three  years  later.    His  early  studies  were  pursujed  In  the  common  schools,  at  the 
academies  in  Wellshoro    and  Knoxrille,   Pennsylvania,  and  two  years  at   the 
Alfred  academy,  where  he  graduated.    He  spent  one  year  at  the  Michigan  Uni- 
versity and  then  attended  the  Albany  law  school;  afterwards  reading  in  a  law 
office  in  Welisboro,  Pennsylvania.    In  July,  1857,  he  settled  in  Janesvilie,  Wis- 
consin, and  continued  actively  in  practice  until  called  to  the  supreme  bench; 
was  member  of  the  assembly  in  1865,  and  again  In  1877,  when  he  was  elected 
speaker  of  that  body.    In  1880,  November  11,  he  was  appointed  by  Governor  Wil- 
liam B.  Smith,  as  associate  Justice  of  the  supreme  court,  a  vacancy  having  been 
caused  by  the  promotion  of  Associate  Justice  Cole  to  the  chief  justiceship  to  fill 
the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Chief  Justice  Edward  G.  Ryan.    He  was 
elected  associate  Justice  In  April,  1881,  and  again  in  April,  1889,  and  is  a  professor 
In  the  College  of  Law,  University  of  Wisconsin,  lecturing  on  constitutional  law. 
He  is  the  author  of  "Cassoday  on  Wills,"  a   law    text   book   publishea   in   1893. 
He  became  chief  Justice  upon  the  death  of  Chief  Justice  Orton  In  July,  1895,  by 

virtue  of  his  seniority  in  service.

JOHN  B.  WINSLOW  was  bom  October  4,  1851,  at  Nunda,  Livingston  county, 
New  York.  He  graduated  at  Racine  college,  Wisconsin,  in  1871,  and  entered  upon 
the  study  of  the  law  in  the  law  office  of  B.  O.  Hand,  and  later  In  the  law  office  of 
Fuller  A  Dyer.  He  finished  his  course  of  reading  at  the  law  department  of  the 
University  of  Wisconsin,  from  which  he  graduated  in  1875,  and  entered  upon 
the  practice  at  Racine.  He  was  for  several  years  city  attorney  of  Racine.  lo 
April,  1883,  he  was  elected  circuit  Judge  of  the  first  Judicial  circuit,  and  entered 
upon  Judicial  duties  in  January,  1884,  serving  in  that  capacity,  being  re-elected, 
until  May  4,  1891,  when  he  was  appointed  associate  Justice  of  the  supreme  court, 
In  place  of  Hon.  David  Taylor,  deceased.  In  April,  1892,  he  was  elected  to  fill 
the  residue  of  Judge  Taylor's  term;  in  April,  1896,  he  was  elected  for  a  full  term; 
the  residue  of  Judge  Taylor's  term;  in  April,  1896,  he  was  re-elected  for  a  full 
term;  In  1889  he  was  special  lecturer  on  criminal  practice  In  the  College  of  Law 
m  the  University  of  Wisconsin. 

SILAS  U.  PINNBY  was  born  In  Rockdale,  Crawford  county,  Penn.,  March  3, 
1833.  In  1846  his  father  moved  with  his  family  to  Dane  county,  Wisconsin,  set- 
tling in  what  is  now  the  town  of  Windsor.  The  country  was  then  new  and 
sparsely  settled.. He  attended  the  common  schools  and  received  the  benefit  of 
some  private  Instruction.  At  the  age  of  seventeen  years  he  taught  district  school, 
and  while  working  on  a  farm  he  began  reading  text-books  of  law.  In  1853  he  en- 
tered the  law  office  of  Vilas  &  Remington,  in  Madison,  as  a  student.  In  February, 
1854,  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar,  and  was  actively  engaged  in  the  practice  until 
his  entry  upon  Judicial  labors  In  1892.  In  1P58  he  was  attorney  for  the  city  of 
Modison ;  in  1865  member  of  the  city  council ;  In  1869  he  was  the  democratic  candi- 
date for  attorney  general;  In  1874  he  was  mayor  of  Madison;  re-elected  mayor  In 
1875  without  opposition,  and  was  elected  member  of  the  assembly  the  same  year. 
He  prepared  the  16th  volume  of  Wisconsin  Reports  in  1865;  In  1870  he  was  ap- 
pointed special  reporter  of  the  supreme  court  to  report  for  publication  the  de< 
clslons  of  the  territorial  supreme  court.  He  was  elected  Justice  of  the  supreme 
court  in  April,  1891,  and  entered  upon  his  duties  January  5,  1892;  for  several  years, 
while  in  practice,  he  was  lecturer  In  the  College  of  Law  of  the  University  of 
Wisconsin. 
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ALFRED  W.  NBWMANt  araociate  justice,  wu  bora  April  ^  1834,  at  Darham, 
Greene  county.  New  York,  and  graduated  from  Hamilton  college  at  Clinton, 
Oneida  county.  New  York,  with  the  class  of  1857.  He  came  to  Wisconsin  the 
following  year,  and  after  a  brief  residence  at  Ahnapee,  Kewaunee  county,  re^ 
moved  to  Trempealeau,  Trempealeau  county,  where  he  resided  until  he  was 
elected  associate  Justice.  He  was  county  Judge  of  Trempealeau  county  from 
1860  to  1867,  district  attorney  from  1867  to  1876,  excepting  during  the  years  1871 
kud  1872,  was  a  member  of  the  assembly  In  1863,  state  senator  In  1868  and  1869. 
and  was  circuit  judge  of  the  sixth  circuit  from  June,  1876,  to  October,  1893.  He 
was  elected  associate  justice  of  the  supreme  court  to  succeed  Hon.  William  P. 
Lyon,  in  April,  1893,  recelying  123,476  votes,  against  73,803  for  Charles  M.  Webb. 


ROUJET  D.  MARSHALL  was  born  December  27,  1847,  In  Nashau,  N.  H.;  was 
educated  principally  at  the  Delton  Academy,  Baraboo  Collegiate  Institute  and 
Lawrence  University.  The  Marshalls,  came  to  this  country  from  England  in 
1650  and  settled  at  Boston.  The  subject  of  this  sketch  came  to  Wisconsin  in  1854; 
resided  at  Delton,  Sauk  county,  until  1872,  and  since  that  time  at  Chippewa 
Falls;  commenced  the  study  of  law  at  the  age  of  17,  which  he  continued  with  his 
school  work  till  he  was  24i  since  which  time  he  has  been  actively  engaged  in  the 
profession;  was  county  Judge  of  Chippewa  county  from  187u  to  1883;  member  of 
the  boord  of  regents  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin  from  1884  to  1889;  elected 
circuit  Judge  of  the  eleventh  circuit  in  April,  1888,  and  re-elected  In  April,  1894;

D.,  President  of  the  UalTentty  of  Wis- 
consin, was  bom  Janoary  24,  1835,  at  Derby,  V€rmoDt;  graduated  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Michigan;  punned  his  studies  at  Ann  Arbor,  Bonn,  Heidelberg,  Leipsig, 
Berlin  and  Paris;  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  1861;  Master  of 
Arts  In  1862;  Doctor  of  Laws  by  Harvard  University  In  1886;  was  student  in 
University  of  Michigan  from  1857  to  1862;  aaslstant  professor  of  Latin  and  hlstorj 
from  1862  to  1867;  profeesor  of  history  from  1867  to  1885;  dean  of  the  school  ol 
politioal  science  from  1881  to  1885;  president  of  the  Cornell  University  from  1881 
to  1892,  and  elected  president  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin  in  1892;  president 
of  Am.  Historical  Association,  1890;  president  of  North  Central  Association  of  Col- 
leges and  Preparatory  Schools,  1896;  Is  the  author  of  Democracy  and  Monarchy 
In  France,  1872,  German  edition,  1874;  Manual  of  Historical  Literature,  1882,  3rd 
edition,  1889;  British  Orations,  3  vols.,  1883;  Christopher  Columbus,  His  Life  and 
WoTkB,  1892;  editor  in  chief  of  Johnson's  Universal  Cyclopaedia,  8  vols.,  1896.

EDWARD  ASAHEL  BIRGE,  Ph.  D.,  Dean  of  the  College  of  Letters  and  Sci- 
ence, was  bom  September  7,  1851,  at  Troy,  N.  Y.;  graduated  from  Williams  Col- 
lege in  1873,  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  and  received  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Arts  in  1876;  studied  zoology  in  the  Agassis  Museum  of  Comparative 
Zoology  at  Cambridge,  Mass.,  until  December,  1876;  received  the  degree  of  Doc- 
tor of  PhlloBoi^y  from  Harvard  University  In  1S7S;  studied  histology  and  physi- 
ology in  the  University  of  Lelpslc,  Germany,  during  the  college  year  of  1880-1; 
elected  Instructor  in  natural  history  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin  in  1876;  pro- 
fessor of  zoology  in  1879,  and  In  1891  received  the  additional  office  of  dean  of 
the  College  of  Letters  and  Science.  His  papers  are  scientific  papers,  mainly  in 
the  Archlv  filr  Physiologic,  the  Blologlsches  Centrallblatt,  and  the  Transactions 
sf  the  Wisconsin  Academy  of  Sciences,  Arts,  and  Letters. 

WILLIAM  ARNON  HENRT,  Agr.  B.,  Dean  of  the  College  of  Agriculture,  was 
bom  at  Norwalk,  Ohio,  June  16,  1850.  His  early  life  was  spent  on  a  farm  In 
northwestern  Ohio.  He  studied  at  the  Defiance,  Ohio,  high  school,  Holbrook 
normal  school,  and  Ohio  Wesleyan  University.  Was  principal  of  the  New  Haven, 
Indiana,  high  school,  1871.  Principal  of  the  Boulder,  Colorado,  high  school,  1873-76. 
Entered  Cornell  University  in  the  fall  of  '76,  and  was  graduated  from  that  lik 
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■titutlon  In  1880,  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Agrlcultare.  In  the  summer  of 
1879  was  with  Professor  G.  V.  Rlley  of  the  Unite|l  States  Entomological  Ck>m- 
mlnsion,  Washington,  D.  C.  During  1879  and  '80  was  assistant  In  the  botanical 
department  at  Cornell  university.  Was  appointed  professor  of  botany  and  agricul- 
ture, University  of  Wisconsin,  beginning  work  in  September,  1880.  In  1882,  was  re- 
llevcd  of  botanical  work  and  elected  protessor  of  agriculture.  In  1887  was  given 
change  of  the  work  of  the  experiment  station  under  the  title  of  Director.  In 
IKOl  was  appointed  Dean  of  the  College  of  Agriculture.  Present  title,  Dean  of 
the  College  of  Agriculture  and  Director  of  the  Agricultural  Experiment  Station. 
Since  1887  has  served  aa  staff  correspondent  for  the  Breeders*  Gazette,  Chicago. 
In  1881-2,  under  the  direction  of  the  legislature,  he  conducted  experiments  In  the 
ninnufncture  of  sugar  from  amber  cane,  nnd  the  rnsl*olng  of  f >  dders.  the  re- 
port of  the  work  being  embraced  in  two  volumes  published  by  the  state.  The 
Experiment  station,  under  his  direction,  has  Issued  thirteen  annual  reports  and 
fifty-five  bulletins.  He  is  the  author  of  the  chapter  on  Cattle  Feeding  In  the 
cijM-etal  report  on  Diseases  of  Cattle  and  Oattle  FceJing,  pa'  i:sl.ed  by  th*  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  Washington.  By  direction  of  the  legislature  of  1896,  he 
prepared  a  hand  book  for  the  homeseeker,  a  volume  of  200  pages,  with  nearly 
100  half-tone  illustrations  setting  forth  the  agricultural  features  of  northern  Wis- 
consin. In  December,  1896,  he  published  a  bulletin  of  40  pages  showing  that  Wis- 
consin is  adapted  to  the  production  of  sugar  from  the  beet  root.

John«  Hopkins  University,  1881-92;  secretary  of  the  American  Economic  Asso- 
ciation, 1885-92;  member  of  the  Baltimore  Tax  Commission,  18S5-86;  member  of 
the  Maryland  Tax  Commission,  1886-88;  Professor  of  Political  Economy  and 
Director  of  the  School  of  Economics,  Political  Science  and  History  In  the 
University  of  Wisconsin,  1892.  Publications— French  and  German  Socialism  In

In  1892  he  was  made  professor  oi  Bridge  and 
Hydraulic  Engineering  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin.

EDWIN  EUSTACE  BRYANT,  Dean  of  the  College  of  Law,  was  bom  Jan- 
uary  10,  1835,  In  Milton,  Chlttendon  county,  Vt.  He  received  an  academic  edu- 
cation In  the  New  Hampshire  Institute,  spending  two  years  In  the  classical  de- 
partment; removed  to  Wisconsin  In  1857,  was  admitted  to  the  bar  and  began 
the  practice  of  law  at  Monroe.  Was  engaged  In  the  practice  of  law  at  Monroe 
until  the  rebellion  broke  out,  when  he  enlisted  as  a  private  In  Company  0, 
Third  Wisconsin  Infantry.  He  was  promoted  to  sergeant-major  before  leaving 
the  state;  served  three  years,  first  as  lieutenant,  and  In  1862  became  adjutant 
of  hl«  regiment  under  Colonel,  now  General  Thomas  H.  Ruger.  In  July,  1864,  he 
was  appointed  commissioner  of  enronmout  for  the  third  district  of  Wisconsin, 
and  In  ("ebruary,  1865,  was  commissioned  Ileutenant-colouel  of  the  Fiftieth  Wis- 
consin Infantry,  and  served  one  year  In  Missouri.  In  1868  he  was  appointed 
ndjutant-general  of  the  state  and  private  secretary  to  Governor  Fairchlld.  At 
the  expiration  of  Governor  Falrchlld's  administration  In  1872,  he  re-entered  the 
practice  of  low.  In  partnership  with  W.  F.  Vilas.  In  1876,  he  again  became 
ndjutant-gcneral  under  Governor  Ludlngton,  was  reappointed  by  Governor 
.'^'.mith,  in  1878,  and  continued  In  office  until  18S2;  was  a  member  of  the  legislature 
In  1878,  and  served  as  chairman  of  the  committee  on  revision  of  the  state  stat- 
utes; was  appointed  with  W^.  F.  Vilas  to  revise  and  annotate  eighteen  volumes 
of  the  supreme  court  reports,  and  reported  the  thirty-seventh  volume.  In  1884 
was  appointed  assistant  attorney  general  of  the  Postoffice  Department,  which 
poultlofi  he  held  four  years. ,  In  1889,  General  Bryant  was  elected  Dean  of  the 
College  of  Law  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  to  which  he  has  since  given 
his  entire  time  and  attention.  He  has  been  a  fertile  writer  on  subjects  relating 
to  his  profession.  In  1869,  associated  with  John  C.  Spooner,  he  published  an  edi- 
tion of  Town  Laws,  with  forms  and  Instructions  for  town  officers.  While  cou- 
nc^cted  with  the  postoffice  department  he  edited  the  Postal  Guide,  and  complied 
a  volume  of  postal  laws  and  regulations  and  a  manual  of  Instructions  to  post- 
office  Inspectors.  He  is  the  author  of  several  works  on  legal  subjects:  The 
Wisconsin  Justice,  a  manual  for  Justices  of  the  peace  (1884),  Code  Pleading  (1894), 
Elementary  Law  (1895),  Cotle  Forms  for  use  In  Wisconsin,  besides  various  notes 
of  lectures.  His  military  experiences  are  recorded  In  the  History  of  the  Third 
Regiment  Wisconsin  Veteran  Volunteers,  written  by  him,  published  in  1891.  He 
has  been  president  of  the  Commissioners  of  Fisheries  since  1893.  During  the  past 
year  he  has  written  a  history  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Wisconsin,  for  the  Green 
Bag,  a  law  magazine  published  In  Boston. 


CHARLES  NOBLE  GREGORY,  A.  M.,  LL.  B.,  Professor  of  Law  and  Asso- 
ciate Dean  of  the  College  of  Law,  University  of  Wisconsin,  was  born  at  Una- 
dllla.  Otsego  county,  N.  Y.,  August  27,  1851.  He  removed  to  Madison,  Wis., 
with  his  father  (the  late  Hon.  J.  C.  Gregory)  In  1858.  Graduated  with  honor  at 
tlie  University  of  Wisconsin  In  1871,  taking  the  Lntln  salutatory,  and  a  year 
later  graduated  in  the  College  of  Law  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin.  Studied 
law  with  the  firm  of  Gregory  &  PInney,  composed  of  his  father  and  Mr.  Justice 
PInney,  now  of  the  supreme  court  of  Wisconsin,  and  became  junior  partner 
of  the  firm.  Later  was  a  nvember  of  firms  of  Gregory  &  Gregory,  and  of 
Qre^or^,  Bird  &  Gregory.    He  for  years  held  an  annual  retainer  from  C,  M* 
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&  St.  p.  Ry.  Served  three  years  as  alderman  of  the  city  of  Madison  (1882-3-4), 
one  year  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  one  year  as  president  of 
the  Alumni  Association  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin.  Edited  The  Tariff  Re- 
form Advocate  In  1888,  and  has  published  articles  in  old  Scrlbner's  Magazine, 
Littell's  Living  Age,  Overland  Monthly,  Harper's  Weekly,  Outing,  Youth's  Com- 
panion, New  York  Nation,  New  York  Evening  Post,  New  York  Independent, 
Harvard  Law  Review,  The  London  Law  Times  and  The  Legal  Advisor,  and 
many  western  newspapers  and  publications.  Has  also  published  pamphlets 
on  **The  Corrupt  Use  of  Money  in  Elections,  and  Laws  for  Its  Prevention,"  and 
given  addresses  in  New  York,  Chicago  and  elsewhere  on  the  topic.  He  has  long 
been  a  member  of  the  General  Committee  of  the  National  Civil  Service  Reform 
Association,  and  is  president  of  the  Wisconsin  Civil  Service  Reform  Association, 
and  also  a  member  of  the  American  Bar  Association.  He  was  elected  to  his  pres- 
ent position  In  the  faculty  In  June,  1894.
